The followiuf; Aefc of the Governor General of 
India in Council received the assent of His lix- 
cellency the Governor General on the 30th January, 
1880, and is hereby promulgated for general in¬ 
formation :— 

Act No. IV of 1880. 

An Act to ffive effect to the Convention between the 
Govertiora General of Jiritia/i India anti Portn- 
gnese India regarding the Mxtradition <f Crimi¬ 
nals, and to the twentieth Article of the. Treaty 
between Her Majesty and the King of ]‘orti(gal 
and the Algarvcs. 

Whereas, by the nineteenth article of the Treaty 
of Commerce and Extr’udition between Her Alajesty 
and the King of Porlngal and tbe Algai’ves, 
executed at Eisbon on tbe twenty-sixth day of 
Heeernber, 1878, and ratilied on the sixth day of 
August, 1870, it was provided that the High 
Contracting Parties should deliver up to etu-h 
other those persons who, being accused or convicted 
of erim«>s committed in the Indian doniinions or 
jurisdiction of the one party, should be found in 
the Indian dominions or jurisdiction of tbe other 
party, and that the circumstances and conditioiis 
under which, and the crimes for which, such 
persons should be delivered up should form the 
subject of a se])aratc Convention between the Gov¬ 
ernors General of British India and Portuguese 
India, to be executed at the earliest date possible 
after the ratification of the said Treaty, and that 
such Convention should have the same binding 
character as the said Treaty, and should continue 
in forcfc for the same pcu'iod ; 

and whereas, in pursuance of the said article, 
the Convention st;l. forth in the schedule hereto 
annexed has been executed. 

And whereas by tbe twentieth article of the said 
Treaty it was provided that Commissions issued in 
criminal trials and eiupuries by the jutlitdal tribu¬ 
nals of the one part}', for the examination of per¬ 
sons resident in the dominions of the other, should 
lx* executed according to the provisions of the laws 
of the dominions where the witness resides; 

and whereas it is doubtful whether under the 
existing law of British India there is authority to 
give effect to all the provisions of the said Conven¬ 
tion and of tbe said tw«*utieth article; 

It is hereby enacted as follows :— 

1. The provisions of the said Convention shall 
ProvJsioMM .>f I’oiivcn- be followed in British India 
tion to bt! fiillowoil. ill every case to which they 

apply. 

The procedure preseribetl in the Code of Criminal 
Procedure shall, in so far as 
Procedure. inconsistent with

Whereas by the nineteenth article of a treaty 
dated the twenty-sixth day of December, 1878, 
and ratified on the sixth day of August, 1879, 
between Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain ami Ireland, Empress 
of India, and His Most Paitliful Majesty the 
King of Portugal and the Algarves, it is provided 
that the high contracting parties engage to deliver 
up to each other those persons who, being accused 
or convicted of crimes committed in the Indian 
dominions or jurisdiction of the one party, shall 
be found in the Indian dominions or jurisdiction 
of tlie other j)arty; and whereas by the same 
article it is further provided that the circumstances 
and <*onditions under which, and the crimes for 
which, such persons are to bo delivered up, shall 
form the subject of a sejmratc Convention between 
the Governors-General of British India and Por¬ 
tuguese India, to be executed at the earliest date 
possible after the ratiiication of the said I’reaty. 

In pursuance of the said article, the undersigned 
Goveimors General of British India and Portu¬ 
guese India, acting respectively on behalf of Her 
Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Great Brihiin axid Ireland, Emj>ress of India, 
and His Most Faithful Majesty the King of 
Portugal and the Algarvcs (hereinafter called the 
High Contracting Parties), liave agreed that the 
said persons shall be so delivered up under the cir¬ 
cumstances, and subject to the exceptions, here¬ 
inafter stated, namely ;— 

(tf) When the crime for which extradition is

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND BEASONS. 


This Bill has been prepared, at the instance of the Chief Commissioner of British Burma, 
with a view to facilitating the operations of the survey which has been undertaken by the 
Government in connection with the revenue-settlement of that province. 

2. Sections 8 to 10 give the powers required for the demarcation of boundaries. They 
empower the Demarcation-officer to enter upon the land and to summon those interested in the 
demarcation to point out the boundaries, aid him in setting up boundary-marks and ufTord 
such other assistance as may be required. 

They further cmixiwer him to require a boundary-line to he cleared of jungle, fences 
or crops, when this is necessary for the purpose of demarcating it; but whei’c any loss is caused 
by such clearance, compensation will he paid. 

3. It is believed that the cases in which any dispute will arise regarding a boundary will he 
rare. Where any such dispute does arise, the Demarcation-officer will, after a summary enquiry, 
lay down the boundary provisionally, the final determination of the matter being reserved for 
a later stage of the proceedings. 

4. Tlie Demarcation-officer is, lastly, empowered to erect such boundary-marks as he thinks 
fit, and charge the cost of erecting them to the persons interested. Where the lioundary is 
undisputed, those marks would usually he of a substautial and permanent nature. On the other 
hand, where there is a dispute, the marks ci’ccted at .this stag^ w'ould be such ifc would be 
merely sufficient to fix the line pending the determination of the dispute. 

5. On the completion of the demarcation the Demarcation-officer will submit a report of his 
proceedings, including such maps as he has prepared, to the Boundary-officer. The Boundary- 
officer will be an officer qualified to exercise regular judicial functions, and it will be his duty to 
try out and decide as a Court of first instance all disputes as to boundaries and all ohjoetions 

to the proceedings of the Demarcation-officer. From his decisions an appeal will lie ^ the 
Commissioner of the division, and in certain cases a further appeal to the Jadicial Commissioner. 

Where there is no dispute or objection, a formal order will he passed by the Boundary-officer 
confirming the demarcation made by the Demarcation-officer. Where there is a dispute or 
objection, the case will stand over until such dispute or objection has been finally disposed of. 

6. When the boundary has been finally settled, the Boundary-officer will, if permanent 
boundary-marks have not already been erected along it, cause such marks to he erected, charging 
the cost to those interested, and will then issue a notice placing all boundary-marks, whether 
erected by bis order or by order of the Demarcation-officer, under the charge of the landholders, 
who will thenceforward be responsible for their protection.

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7. As it is understood thiit the professional surveyors engaged id the Caddstral flurry 
will, in order properly to discharge their duties, need certain of the powers conferred by the 
Bill on Demaroation-offlcers, ^e Chief Commissioner is, by section 28, empowered to invest With 
those powers any officer appointed by the Government to make a survey m any land. 

. L other point which appears to call for notice in connection with the operations 

to M undertaken under t^e Bill is, that, by section 82, the Chief Commissioner is empowered to 
nmke rules for (among other matters) the collection and record of such information as it is 
ordinarily the practice to collect in connection with a survey or settlement. 

9. The concluding section of the Bill, which provides for the validation of past proceed* 
ings, bM bwn takm fi*om a draft submitt^ by the Chief Commissioner. The Chief Commis* 
siouer hM been addressed regarding it, and his reply will be submitted to the Select Comtaait- 

tee to which it is proposed tO refer the Bill ; in the meantime the details cannot be considered 
as hnally settled.

The Government of Bombay has lately re¬ 
presented that the repeal of section 30 of the 
Bombay Civil Courts Act, 1869, by the Eepealing 
Act, 1876, has deprived that Government of a 
power it formerly possessed under that section of 
from time to time altering the limits of the local 
jurisdiction of the Subordinate Judges. It seems 
to the Government of India that the section in 
question rather assumed the existence of such a 
power than conferred it; but, as it is quite clear 
that the Local Government should possess such a 
power, the present Bill has been prepared to confer 
it. It merely adds to the Bombay Civil Courts 
Act, 1869, a section conferring power on the Gov¬ 
ernor of Bombay in Council to fix and alter the 
local limits of the ordinary jurisdiction of the 
Subordinate Judges, and validates such orders as 
may have already been issued fixing or altering 
such limits.

Uniikii the Muhammadan TiUW the Kdzi was chiefly a judicial oflieer, Ilis prineijial 
powers and duties are statcil at some length in the Iledaya, Book XX. He was apjioinf.cd 
by the Slate, and may be said to have corresjiondi.'d to our .Judge or li'Tagistrute. In addi¬ 
tion, however, to bis functions under tlie Mnbamniadau law, the Ka'/.i in lliis eonnlry, before 
the advc'iit of Brili>.li rule, apjiears to have performed certain otlier duties, jiartly of a .secular 
and ]iartl_v of a religious nature-. The jiriucipal of ibc.se seem to have ll(.•eM juejiaring, attesting 
and registering deeds <if transfer of jiropeily, eelelirating marriages, and jieiforming otlu.-r 
rites and e»-renionit>s. It. is not a])|)arent that any of these dutic-s were ineumiHait on (he 
Kiizi as sueli. It is jirohahle that tin; customary jicrformanee of them hy him s^ose rather 
from his heing a jnihlie fnnetionury and one known by his oHieial jiosition to be acquaiutod 
with the law, than from his having, as Kazi, a greater claim to perform them than any one 
elsi?. 

2. Such was the jio.sition of the Kazi in this country under Native government. On tiie 
mtroduetion of the British rule, Jiidge.s and Xlagi.sti-ates took the ])laee of Kazis, and the

Bengal, indeixl, certain additional duties were iiiqiosed on Ihei.i. 
''uoui'li'iir Uc-Bultttioii XXVI of The duties of the Ksizi under these Kegulations comprised some 
1827 fur lUmiliiiy. or all of the following, ciz .;— 

(1) preparing and attesting det-tls of trsinst'er and other law-])apers ; 

(2) eelehrating marrisiges siiid ju-esiding at tlivorees ; 

(3) jicrforming various riles and enreinonies ; 

(4) superintending the sale of distrained proi»erty and paying charitable and other 

pensions and allolvanees. 

3. In the coui'se of subsequent legislation, the first and last of the above duties 
devolveil on officers syieoially ajijiointed for the purpose, and there remained nothing to be 
performed by the Kfizi but the second and third, which were purely eeromouial. Under 
these eii’cnnislaiicoB it appeared no longer neeessaiy tlint the Government should apjioiut 
these officers. Aecordihgly, in lS(i4, by Act XI of that year, all the Kegiilatious relating 
to the appointment of Kazfs by (lovornmcut and the duties to be discharged by them 
were repealed, but in order that it might be clear that no interference with the eeromouial 
functions of these officers was intended, a section was added to that Act as follows:— 
“ Nothing contained in this Act shidl be construed so as to prevent a Kazi-ul-Knziit. or otlier 
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Ksizi from performing', when required to do so, any duties or ceremonies prescribed by 
Muhammadan law ” (see section 2 of Act XI of 18G4). 

4. Certain of his duties having thus survived the passing of Act XI of 1864, the K 
is still a functionary of considerable importance in the Muhammadan community. What 
oi'iginall}' m some sense an accidcn'tal adjunct of his judicial office has become his priiudpal i 
only duty, and in some parts of the country at least, the presence of a Kazi at certain ri 
and ceremonies appears now to be considered by Muhammadans essential from their po 
of view. 

5. Act XI of 1864 has, however, raise’d a difficulty of a sort which was no* anticipated 

the time it w’as passed. As mentioned above, the Ivazi was, uiuler Muhammadan law, apjioiu 
by the State, and it has been held by the High Courts, both of Bombay and Madras, that 
appointment cannot be made except by the State. But ashy Act XI of 1864, the State dives 
itself of the power of appointment, the preamble of that Act declaring that it was inexpedi 
that such appointment should be made by Government, it would sc-em that no valid noini 
tion to the office can now be made. • 

6. The inconvenience resulting to Muhammadans from this state of things, has b 
brought to the notice of Governmcnl. on several occasions by members of that community, j 
move particularly by the Muhammadans of the Madras I’rcsideney. It is considered that 
grant of the relief that is sought, ri:., that Government should once more undertake 
appointment of Ksizjs, is but a reasonable concession to the wants of the Muhammadan jk) 
lation. 

With this object the present Bill has btH:n prepared. It extends in the first instance 
Madras only, where the want of duly aj>pointed Kazis ai)pears chiefly to have been feh, bu 
contains a claus(^ em|)owering any other Local Government to extend its provisions to 
territories administered by it, should the Muhammadans in those territories hereafter reqi. 
its extension. It confers no legal rights or duties on Kazis. It simply, in order to sjiti 
the wants of the Muhammadan community, provides for the a]>pointment of KUzis 
Government, leaving the j)osition and duties of the Kazis, whatever these may be, as tlIe^■ i 
are. To prevent any jwssible nnsapprehensiou on this iwiiit, a saving clause has been added 
the effect that nothing in the Bill confers any judicial or other j>ower.s on a Kazi, or makes 
presence necessary at any marriage or other ceremony at which his presence is not r 
necessary.

CANTONMENTS ACT AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Stokes moved that the Reports of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to provide for the revision of proceedings in trials held under the 
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Military Cantonments Act, 1864, section 20, be taken into consideration. 
He said that the Committee had made both substantial and formal changes in 
this Bill. The substantial changes consisted in the introduction of a power to 
the Lobal Government to impose, for local purposes, in any cantonment, taxes of 
the same description as were commonly imposed in municipalities, and a power 
to extend any portion of the Cantonment Act to any place without extending 
the whole. The Governments of Madras and Bombay, having Cantonment Acts 
of their own, would probably desire to extend to some of their cantonments the 
new taxation-sections. 

The principal formal change consisted in the conversion of the Bill from 
a mere piece of patchwork into a measure repealing and re-enacting the law on 
the subject. That this was desirable would appear from the fact that the 
present Cantonment Act had been already twice amended, namely, by the 
Small Cause Court Act, XI of 1865, and by the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
Act X of 1872; that four of its sections had been repealed by Acts XIV of 
1870 and VIII of 1871; and that parts of three of the remaining sections 
(39, 43 and 44) were, according to the opinion held by tin? Government of 
India during the last ten or twelve years, ultra vires of this legislature, as pur¬ 
porting to enable the Government to deal with cantonments situate in foreign 
territory. ITiat power, Mr. Si'ofCES need hardly s.ay, the Government possessed 
in its executive capacity, and to conb'r it by an Act was, therefore, not only 
illegal, but useless. Mortxjver, tbc arrangement of the present Cantonment Act 
was somewhat obscure; and, considering the class of officers who had to ad¬ 
minister it, the Select Committee thought it especially desirable that the law 
should be compact and clear. The result of the Committee’s laboui’s was now 
before the Council. The Bill contained no section corresponding with the 
interpretation-clause of the present Act, because the expressions there defined 
were defined by the General Clauses Act, I of 1868, for all subsequent enact¬ 
ments. It gave no power to tbe Locnl Gov(n*nments to establish Small Cause 
Courts within cantonment-limits, for the Ijocal Govemments had this pow'er under 
Act XI of 1865. It omitted the provision in section 22 of the presiait Act that 
simple imprisonment for breach of cantonment-rules might be in the civil jail. 
The reason was that several local authorities bad n'ceutly I'epresented that 
imprisonment in the civil jail (commonly a wanl in the ordinary jail set apart 
for persons imprisoned by order of Civil Courts and llevcnue-officers) wns, to 
most Natives, little or no punishment. The Bill did not declare (as was done 
by the present Act, section 27) that Courts should take judicial notice of 
cantonment-rules; for, as these rules had the force of law, section 57 of the 
Evidence Act would apply. It would be seen that the 8(‘lect Committee had 
not altered the puzzling and incomplete i)rovision8 as to the occupation by 
private persons of Government-lands in cantonments, and the right to claim 
houses built on such lands. The reason was that the Committee did not quite 
know what to put in the i)lace of those provisions. The w hole subject was now 
under discussion by tbe executive departments concerned, and would, no doubt, 
be further discussed by all the Local Governments. When that distmssion was 
ended,—^possibly in throe or four ycai’s,—if a comprehensive cantonment-law 
were then determined on, a law extending (not merely extendible) to the w hole 
of British India, the then Viceroy w’ould say rumpe rnoraSy and the task of our 
successors W'ould be facilitated by the present Bill.

PORTUGUESE TREATY BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Hope moved for leave to introduce a Bill to give effect 
to the Convention between the Governors Gcmeral of British India and Portu¬ 
guese India regarding the Extradition of Criminals, and to the twentieth article 
of the Treaty between Her Majesty and the King of Portugal and the 
Algarvcs, He said that in the course of the last year Her Majesty con¬ 
cluded a Treaty with the King of l*ortugal. The nineteenth article of that Treaty 
dealt witli the subject of extradition; and it was provided that the details 
under which extradition should be conducted should be embodied in a Con¬ 
vention, to be executed between the Governors General of British India and 
Portugutsse India. That Convention had already been concluded. Article 20 
of the same Treaty provided for the Issue of commissions in criminal trials 
and inquiries. Ho had now the honour to ask permission to introduce a Bill, 
which was considered desirable to give effetd to those two provisions. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

Th<! Hon’ble Mb, Hope also introduced the Bill. 


The Hon’ble Mb, Hope also apxjlied to His Excellency the President to 
suspend tlu?

The accompanying comparativt' statement of area irrigated and. rainfall 
on new works in the Deccan and Gujarat for the year 1878-79 is submitted for 
the information of Governmeilt. 

2. The total area irrigated and average rainfall for four years are as

The rainfall shown is the average of 18 stations in each case. 

There was a falling oft' in area in 1878-79, as compared mth the previous 
year, of 8,076 acres. 
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8. Broadly it may be stated that this decrease is due to the heaTy and 
favourable rainfall during the yew in the districts in which the works are 
situated. The fall in some cases was quite unprecedented. The falling off was 
entirely'in the inferior crops paying low rates, and the total assessment of water 
rates shows no decrease, which indicates considerable improvement in the area 
of better classes of crops. 

4. The area in 1878-79 compaires favourably with the area ungnted in the 
first famine year (1876-77), and shows great improvement as compared with 
the years preceding the famine. 

6. In 1878-79 the area irrigated formed 7’91 or nearly 8 per cent, of the 
irrigable area under command, 218,439 acres. 

6. In 1876-76, when the rainfall was sUghtly less favourable than in 
1878-79, the area irrigated formed only 4'8 per cent, of the irrigable area under 
command in tliat year, 150,726 acres. 

7. Proceeding to details, the falling off is comprised as follows:—

The decrease was thus principally in the area irrigated during the kharif 
season. The season was a late one, and the rainfall in June was deficient, 
followed in July, August, and September by unusually plentiful rain. These 
conditions are unfavourable to exten.sive irrigation, because the people defer 
sowing until heavy rain falls, and seldom take water for the purpose of enabling 
them to sow. In the previous year, 1877-78, heavy rain fell in June; while the 
fall in July was deficient. This was favoursible to extensive irrigation. Taking 
advantage of the early rain, the pe<>ple sowed their crops, and, when drought 
followed in July, were only too glad to take water to save their crops from 
failiire. These remarks apply, of course, only to the inferior monsoon crops. 

8. The decrease in area of kharif was greatest on the Jamda and Krishna 
Canals and the Bkruk Tank. In the case of the first and last the rainfall 
throughout the season was vt;ry heavy, and rendered irrigation of all the ordinary 
crops unnecessary ; the rainfall in both cases was very evenly distributed : at 
Jamda the total fall from June to S<;ptember was the heaviest registered for 
the past 10 yeara; while the fall at Sholapur on the Ekruk Tank was quite un¬ 
precedented, the total having be^m 54'18 inches as compared with an average of 
23 inches. In the case of the Krishna Canal the decrease was duo to the better 
distribution of the fall, and is an instance to which the remarks in the preced¬ 
ing para, apply in particular, as Will be seen from the following comparison of 
the rainfall:—

9. Under rabi the decrease was principally on the Jamda, Ojhar, and Lakh 
Canals, and is explained by the favourable late kharif and early rabi rainfall. 
There was a large increase in rabi irrigation on the Hathmati, Krishna, and 
Palkher Canals, notwithstanding the favourable rainfall of the year. In the 
case of the Hathmati, the increase is duo to the more plentiful supply of water 
available in consequence of the good fall of rain.

Owing to the inclusion of the Mukti reservoir and Ojhar Tambat Canal in the 
statement herewith submitted, the figures of area differ somewhat from those of 
the Revenue Report. 

It will bo o^erved that the works dependent for their supply on local rain¬ 
fall show a considerable increase in rabi area and only a slight falling off in the 
total, as compared with the previous year. This is explain^ by the fact that 
the supply of water was greater by reason of the plentiful rainfall, and was 
made use of for the better classes of rabi crops.

(razetie of India ceriaiu paj)eis in connection with the rapid construction of this 
line. 

Observations. —The Governmoni of India has Tiotrod with groat satisfac¬ 
tion the remarkable jirogress that has been made iii the prosecution of this 
important work. I’latclaying was commenced at Ilukli, the junction of the 
Sukkur-Quetta Stale Railway witli the Indus Valley State Railway, on 6th 
October 1879, and the line Avas brought into Sibi on 14th January 3880—a 
length of 133-^- miles haA’ing been laid in 101 days. This rate of progress is 
unjirecedented in the annals of Indian RailAAays; and Avhen it is considered 
that at the time the Avork AA as commenced there was little permanent-Avay mate¬ 
rial in Sind, that all the rest had to be diuAvn from the Aarious broad* gauge 
lines in India, and that most of this material had to be carritid through about 
100 mih's of country dcA’oid of Avatcr, there arc ]>crhaps few, if any, other 
instances in the world Avhere rail-laying has been pushed along Avith such 
mpidity against such impediments. 


RESOTiTTTiON.—The thanks of the GoAornor General in Council are due 
to His Excellency the GoA crnor of Bombay, but for AA'hose personal superA'ision, 
cordial and influential co-operation, as Avell as AAarra interest in the work, tin* 
ofGcers charged Avith this undertaking could not j)ossibly liaA O accomplished 
their task in so short a time. 

Ilis Excellency the Governor General in Council desires also to record his 
high appreciation of the excellent serA'ices rt'xuh'red by Lieutenant-Colonel 
J. G. Lindsay, R.E., Engineer-in-Chief; Mr. J. R. Bell, Superintendent of 
Works; and Mcssi-s. Monk, Peel, Tait, Baxter, Moyle and Roberts, the Engi¬ 
neers employed under their orders. In consideration of the severe labour and 
hardships undergone by these officers in the discharge of their duties, the 
GoA^emmelit of India sanctions the grant to them of three months’ special 
leave on full pay, to be taken between the months of June and October, when 
their scrAices can be sjmred. The only restriction on this leave is that il 
cannot be taken in continuation of other leaA'e, or vice versa. Should the leave, 
howcA'cr, not be desired, the immediate grant of a bonus of one month’s pay in 
lieu thereof is hereby sanctioned. These iwivileges are also to be extended to 
three Upper Subordinates to be named by the Enginecr-in-Chief of the line.

The following Act of the Governor General of 
India in Council received the assent of His Ex¬ 
cellency the Governor General on the 80th January, 
1880, and is hereby promulgated for general in¬ 
formation :— 

Act No. IV of 1880. 

An Aet to give ejjfect to the Convention between the 
Oovernora General of British. India and Bortn- 
guese India regarding the Extradition (f Crimi¬ 
nals, and to the twentieth Article of the Treaty 
between Her Majesty and the King of Portugal 
and the Algarves. 

Whjbueas, by the nineteenth article of%ie Treaty 
of Commerce and Extradition between Her Majesty 
and the King of Portugal and the Algarves, 
executed at Lisbon on the twenty-sixth day of 
December, 1878, and ratified on the sixth day of 
August, 1879, it was provided that the High 
Contracting Parties should deliver up to each 
other those persons who, being accused or convicted 
of crimes committed in the Indian dominions or 
jurisdiction of the one party, should be found in 
the Indian dominions or juri^iction of the other 
party, and that the circumstances and conditions 
under which, and the crimes for which, such 
persons should be delivered up should form the 
subject of a separate Convention between the Gov¬ 
ernors General of British India and Portuguese 
India, to be executed at the earliiist date possible 
after the ratification of the said Treaty, anti that 
such Convention should have the same binding 
character as the said Treaty, and should continue 
in force for the same period ; 

and whereas, in pursuance of the said article, 
the Convention set forth in the schedule hereto 
annexed has been executed. 

And whereas by the t wentieth article of the said 
Treaty it wasjirovided that Commissions issued in 
criminal trials and enquiries by the judicial tribu¬ 
nals of the one party, for the cxuiniuation of per¬ 
sons resident in the dominions of the other, should 
l>e executed according to the provisions of the laws 
of the dominions where the witness resides; 

and whereas it is doubtful whether under the 
existing law of British India there is authority to 
give effect to all the provisions of the said Conven¬ 
tion and of the said twentieth article; 

It is hereby enacted as follows 

1. The provisions of the said Convention shall 
ProvisioiiB ot Convoii- be followed in British India 
ti<m to bo followed. in every case to which they 

apply. 

The procedure prescribed in the Code of Criminal 
Procedure shall, in so fur as 
Prooednre. inconsistent with 

the said Convention, be followed in every such case.

possible after the ratification of the said Treaty. 

In pursuance of the said article, the undersigned 
Governors Gcnerar of British India and Poi’tu- 
gucse India, acting respectively on behalf of Her 
Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Gi-eat Britain and Ireland, Empress of India, 
and His Most Faithful Majesty the King of 
Portugal and the Algarves (hereinafter called the 
High Contracting Parties), have agreed that the 
said persons shall be so delivered up under the cir¬ 
cumstances, and subject to the cxceidions, here¬ 
inafter stated, namely :— 

(a) When the crime for which extradition is 
claimed has been committed beyond the dominions 
of the party claiming, the requisition shall also be 
complied with, if the laws of the party applied to 
authorize a prosecution for such crime when com¬ 
mitted beyond his dominions, and if the ^rsou 
fluimed is a subject of the party claiming his ex¬ 
tradition.

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The extradition shall also take place for corn* 
plicity or participation in any of the aforesaid 
crimes, and for any attempt to commit an^ such 
crime, provided such complicity, participation or 
attempt be punishable by the laws of both the 
High Contracting Parties. 

(c) No British subject by birth or naturaliza¬ 
tion shall be deliven^ up by the Government or 
authorities of British India to the Government or 
authorities of Portuguese India ; and, in like man¬ 
ner, no Portuguese subject by birth or naturaliza¬ 
tion shall be delivered up by the Government or 
authorities of Portuguese India to the Government 
or authorities of British India. Naturalization 
after the commission of the crime shall not be an 
obstacle to the extradition. 

(d) The Governor General of British India will, 
from time to time, communicate to the Governor 
General of Portuguese India a list of Native 
Slates which, with the subjects thereof, are enti¬ 
tled to be placed, for the purposes of this Conven¬ 
tion, a{K)n the same fcsiting as British India and 
the subjects of Her Britannic Majesty. 

(«?) The extradition shall not take place if the 
person claimed has already been tried and acquit- 
tctl,‘or punished, for the same crime for which 
extradition is asked. If he should be under trial 
for any other crime, his extradition shall bo defer¬ 
red until the conclusion of the trial j and if the 
execution of the sentence, if any, would interfere 
w’ith the extradition, it shall be postponetl, in 
order that the extradition may take place. If upon 
extradition he be sentenced to other further punish¬ 
ment, the two High Contracting Parties shall 
arraiigc that the punishments shall be fulfilled ac¬ 
cording to priority of date of sentence. 

(/■) The extradition shall not take place if, after 
the commission of the crime, or the institution of 
the ])rosecution or the conviction thereon, the per¬ 
son claimed shall have aequiretl exemption from 
prosecution, or juinishmcnt, by lapse of time, ac¬ 
cording to the laws of the State applied to. 

(y) A person surrendci’ed shall not be kept in 
prison or brought to trial, by the party to whom 
the surrender is made, for any other crime or on 
account of any other matters than those for which 
the surrender lias been granted. This stipulation 
is not applicable to crimes committed after the 
extradition. 

(^) If the person whose extradition is claimed 
by one of the High Contracting Parties shall be 
also claimed by one or more other Governments, 
on account of crimes committed in their respective 
dominions, the following rule shall be observed :— 

If ho is a subject of the High Contracting Party 
who claims him, the surrender shall be made to 
such party. If he is not so, the other High Con¬ 
tracting Party shall have the power of delivering 
him nj) to the reclaiming Government which, in 
the case in question, may appear to the former 
best entitled to the preference. 

(t) The requisition for extradition may bo mode, 
on behalf of Her Britannic Majesty, by the Gov¬ 
ernment of British India or by the Government of 
the Presidency of Bombay; and, on behalf of 
His Most Faithful Majesty, by the Government 
of Portuguese India : 

Provided that, when the person claimed is ac¬ 
cused of any of the above crimes which in British 
India is not exclusively triable by the High Court 
or the Court of Session, the requisition may also 
be made by the Governors of the Portuguese Set¬ 


tlements of Damaun and Diu, for any such crime 
committed in such Settlements respectively, and 
may be preferred directly to any District Magis¬ 
trate or Political Agpent within whose local juris¬ 
diction such accused person may be found. Such 
District Magistrate or Political Agent shall, sub¬ 
ject to the exceptions and conditions of this Con¬ 
vention, and unless he deem reference to higher 
authority to be absolutely necessary, comply with 
such requisition by delivering up the accuse. 

In like manner, any District Magistrate or Poli¬ 
tical Agent may make requisition to the Govern¬ 
ment of Portuguese India, or to the Governors of 
Damuun and Diu respectively, for the extradition 
of any person found in their jurisdiction who is 
accus^ of the commission, within the local juris¬ 
diction of such District Magistrate or Political 
Agent, of any of the above crimes, the maximum 
punishment for which, by the Portugiiese Penal 
Code, does not exceed imprisonment for seven 
years or an equivalent thereto. Subject to the 
exceptions and conditions of this Convention, such 
requisition shall be complied with by the deliver¬ 
ing up of the accused, unless reference to higher 
authority shall be deemed absolutely necessary. 

The authority receiving a requisition may hold, 
or cause to be held, such inquiry as ho may deem 
sufficient for the purpose of ascertaining the exist¬ 
ence oiprimd facie proof of facts which constitute 
a crime for which extradition may be granted 
under clause (&) of this Convention, and, in the 
absence of such proof, may decline to deliver up, 
the accused }>erBon. 

(j) Every rcqriisition shall ordinarily be ac¬ 
companied by the summons or warrant of arrest, 
or an authenticated copy thereof, issued by the 
competent arithority of the State applying for it, 
and by a statement setting forth the facts of the 
offence, and sufficient particulars to enable the 
accused to be identified. 

In cases of urgency, satisfactory proof of the 
existence of a warrant of ari’est issued by com- 
]^>etent authority may be provisionally accepted in 
support of a requisition. 

(if) If the person claimed has not already been 
arrested by the authorities of the State to whom 
the requisition is made, such authorities shall at 
once proceed to secure his appearance. 

(/) Any person accused of any of the above 
crimes, and whether a subject of the party in 
whose dominions or jurisdiction he is found or 
otherwise, may be arrested by the authorities of 
such dominions— 

on production of a warrant of arrest issued by 
the competent authority of the other party ; 

or on advice, from such competent authority, 
transmitted by post, telegraph, or other means, 
stating the existence of such warrant of arrest; 

or on dtunand made by theMagistrate or Police- 
officer of the other party who has pursued the 
accused across the frontier; 

or on receipt of advice of the fact of the crime, 
whether communicated by a private complainant or 
otherwise, and whether or not the individual 
offender may be known or specihed by name. 

(m) Every such Magistrate or Police-officer who 
has pursued the accused across the frontier shall be 
entitled to the protection and assistance of the 
Magistrates and Polira-officers of the State to whose 
dominions or jurisdiction the accused has 
They shall forthwith take up the pursuit, and. 
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without waiting for the orders of higher aathority, 
shall make all necessary searches, inquiries, pur¬ 
suits, arresta and recoveries of stolen projterty, in 
accoidance with the local law of oritniual proce¬ 
dure. 

The Magistrate or Police-officer who has pursued 
the accused across the frontier shall not enter 
houses or buildings, or make searches or arrests, 
except in presence or under the authority of a local 
Ma^strate or Police-officer, but shall act in subor¬ 
dination to the local Magistrates or Police-officers, 
and shall assist them, if so required, in all neces¬ 
sary searches, inquiries, pursuits, arrests and 
recoveries of stolen property. 

(») Whenever any person is arrested in the 
dominions or jurisdiction of the one party for any 
of the above crimes committed in the dominions or 
jurisdiction of the other party, notice shall be 
given to the authorities of the other party, who 
may then, if the accused is a subject of the State 
where he is found, claim that he be tried there; 
or, if he is not such a subject, claim his extradi¬ 
tion as provided in this Convention. 

(o) All weapons and articles necessary as evi¬ 
dence shall be seized in order to their ]>roduction 
before the projier officer, and, in case of extnulition, 
in order that they may be delivered up with the 
accused when the extradition shall take place. 

Such seizure and delivery shall extend to articles 
stolen or obtained by other offences, and the pro¬ 
ceeds of such property, and to everj'thing that may 
serve as evidence of the crime ; and shall be made 
even when the extradition cannot be made, or the 
trial cannot be held, on account of the flight or 
death of the accused. 

Nothing in this clause shall affect the rights of 
third parties to any such wea|>ons and articles. 

(jo) The expenses occasioned by the arrest, 
imprisonment, maintenance and transport of 
criminals, and the conveyance of articles, shall, 
within the dominions and as far as the frontier, 
be defrayed by the party in whose dominions or 
jurisdiction such criminals or articles are found : 
the expenses by sea and lieyond the frontier shall 
be defrayed by the other party. 

(g) A British subject accused of having com¬ 
mitted any of the above crimes in the Portuguese 
Indian dominions or jurisdiction, may be dealt 
with by the British Indian authorities as if the 
crime had been committed in British India ; and a 
Portuguese subject accused of having committed 
any of the above crimes in the British Indian 
dominions or ’jurisdiction, may be dealt with by 
the Portuguese Indian authorities os if the crime 
had been committed in Portuguese India ; 

Provided that the accused is found in the 
dominions or jurisdiction of the party to whom 
he is subject, and has not been acquitt^ or pun¬ 
ished in the dominions or jurisdiction in which he 
committed the crime. 


Complaints of any such crimes shall be inquire! 
into by the police and judicial authorities irre 
spective of the nationality of the oomphunant, ii 
accordance with the local laws. 

(r) In all such trials and enquiries, the evidcnc 
of witnesses whose attendance cannot be pro 
cured without an unreasonable amount o 
delay, expense or inconvenience, may be re 
corded by the judicial authorities of the Stat 
where the offence occurred, on receipt of an inter 
rogatory Commission from the other State, an< 
such depositions or certified copies thereof shall b 
received by the authorities of the other State a 
valid evidence: Provided that the authorities o 
tlic one State shall in all cases aid those of th 
other, as far as may be, in securing the persona 
attendance of witnesses, and reasonable time shal 
be allowed for the production of evidence befon 
the final discharge or conviction of the accused. 

(«) If within two months after receipt of notio 
of the arrest no requisition for extradition or com 
plaint or application for a trial shall have bee; 
made, the accused may be set at liberty. He shal 
be set at lilierty if, within one monlh of the da^ 
on which he was brought to the frontier or seaport 
and there placed at the disposal of the party claim 
ing, he shall not have been despatched to thi 
dominions of such party : 

Provided that, until the extradition takes place 
the accused may lie liberated on bail or recogniz 
ance where such procedure is allowed by the law' o 
the dominions or jurisdiction where he is found 
and that, after the extradition, the jiroeedure shal 
be that provided by the law of the other dominion 
or jurisdiction. 

(t) The High Contracting Parties engage to ai< 
each other in the apprehension and surrender o 
deserters from their respective naval and military 
forces, and to apply all the provisions of this Con 
vention to the offence of deserting. 

It is agreed that this Convention shall have 
effect from the first day of February one thousanci 
eight hundred and eighty.

Committee:—

A Bill for the appointment of persons to the office 
o/Kdsf. 

WHEaEAS, by the preamble to Act No. XI of 
1864 (an Act to repeal the law relating to the offi.ces 
of Hindu and Muhammadan Law Officers and to the 
offices of Kdzi-ul-Kuzdt and of KdH, and, to abolish 
the former offices) it was (among other things) 
declared that it was inexpedient that the apjwint- 
ment of K&zi-ul-Kuzat, or of City, Town or 
Pargana Kazis should be made by the Government, 
and by the same Act the enactments relating to 
the appointment by the Government of the said 
officers were rejiealed; and whereas by the usage 
of the Muhammadan community in some parts 
of British India, the presence of K&zxs ap)x>iuted 
by the Government is required at the celebra¬ 
tion of marriages and the performance of certain 
other rites and ceremonies, and it is therefore 
expedient that the Government should again 
be empowered to appoint jiersons to the office of 
K&zi; It is hereby enacted as follows 


Short title. 


1 . This Act may be called 
« The Kdzi’s Act, 1880

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


TJndbb the Muhammadan Law the EL&ti was chiefly a judicial officer. His principal 
powers and duties are stated at some length in the Hedaya, Book XX. He was appointed 
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by the State, and may be said to have corresponded to our Judge or M^strate. ” 
tion, however, to his functions under the Muhammadan law, the K.4zf in this countrj, e ore 
the adveht of British rule, appears to have performed certain other duties, partly ot a TOcuiar 
and partly of a religious nature. The principal of these seem to have been prep^ng, attestmg 
and registering deeds of transfer of property, celebrating marnages, and perfoming other 
rites and ceremonies. It is not apparent that any of these duties were incumbent on the 
K&zi as such. It is probable that the customary performance of them by him arose rather 
from his being a public functionary and one known by his official position to be acquainted 
with the law, than irom his having, as Kazi, a greater claim to perform them than any one 
else. 

2. Such was the position of the K4zt in this country under Native government. On the 
introduction of the British rule. Judges and Magistrates took the place of Kdzfs, and the 

Kazi in his judicial capacity disappeared; but the British 
Government, 1 hough no longer recognising the judicial functions 
of the K&sf, did not abolish the office. By certain Regulations* 
passed from time to time, the appointment of K4zf-ul>Kuzat 
and K&zis by the State was provided for, and the performance 
of their non-judicial duties was recognised by law. In the ease 
of Bengal, indeed, certain additional duties were imposed on them. 
The duties of the Kwsf under these Regulations comprised some 
or all of the following, viz .:— 

(1) preparing and attesting deeds of transfer and other law-papers ; 

(2) celebrating marriages and presiding at divorces; 

(3) jierforming various rites and oeremonios ; 

(4) superintending the sale of distrained property and paying charitable and other 

pensions and allowances. 

8. In the course of subsequent legislation, the first and last of the above duties 
devolved on officers speciallj’ appointed for the purpose, and there remained nothing to be 
performed by the K£zi but the second and third, which were purely ceremonial. Under 
these circumstances it appeared no longer necessary that the Government should appoint 
these officers. Accordingly, in 1864, by Act XI of that year, all the Begulations relating 
to tlie appointment of K;^fs by Government and the duties to be discharged by them 
were repealed, but in order that it might be clear that no interference with the ceremonial 
functions of these officers was intended, a section was added to that Act as follows:— 
** Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed so as to prevent a Kuzi-ul-Kuatit or other 
Kazi from performing, when required to do so, any duties or ceremonies prescribed by the 
Muhammadan law ” (see section 2 of Act XI of 1864). 

4 . Certain of his duties having thus survived the passing of Act XI of 1864, the Kazi 
is still a functionary of considerable importance in the Muhammadan community. What was 
originally in some sense an accidental adjunct of his judicial office has become his princij>al and 
only duty, and in some parts of the country at least, the pre«;nee of a K<zi at certain rites 
and ceremonies appears now to be considered by Muhammadans essential from their point 
of view. 

5. Act XI of 1864 has, however, raised a difficulty of a sort which was not anticipated at 
the time it was passed. As mentioned above, the Kazi was, under Muhammadan law, appointed 
by the State, and it has been held by the High Courts, both of Bomba}' and Madras, that the 
appointment cannot be made except by the State. But as by Act XI of 1864, the State divested 
itself of the power of appointment, the preamble of that Act declaring that it was inexpedient 
that such appointment should be made by Government, it would seem that no valid nomina¬ 
tion to the officHi can now be made. 

6. The inconvenience resulting to Muhammadans from this state of thiogs, has been 
brought to the notice of Government on several occasions by members of that community, and 
more paih^icnlarly by the Muhammadans of the Madras Presidency. It is coasidered that the 
grant of the relief that is sought, viz., that Govemment should once more undertake the 
appointment of Kazis, is but a reasonable concession to the wants of the Muhammadan popu¬ 
lation. 

With this object the present Bill has been prepared. It extends in the first instance to 
Madras only, where the want of duly appointed Kazis appears chiefly to have been felt, but it 
contains a clause empowering any other Local Government to exteud its provisions to the 
territories administered bv it, should the Muhammadans in those territories hereafter request 
its extension. It confers no legal rights or duties on K4zis. It simply, in order to satisfy 
the wants of the Muhammadan community, provides for the ai>pointment of K£zis by 
Government, leaving the jwsition and duties of the Kazfs, whatever these may lie, os they now 
are. To prevent any ]>oBsible misapprehension on this point, a saving clause has been added to 
the effect that nothing in the Bill confers any judicial or other powers on a Kazf, or makes his 
presence necessary at any marriage or other ceremony at which his presence is not now 
necessary.

2. The Bill as introduced, 
following the course adopted 
in the Hindu Wills Act, in¬ 
corporated by mere reference 
the sections of the Indian 
Succession Act which it was 
proposed to apply. This 
mode of legislation, it has 
been strongly urged by seve¬ 
ral of the authorities con¬ 
sulted, is likely to render 
the Act less intelligible 
to many of those who will 
have to use it; and we have 


8. Apart from this, w'hioh, though it much alters the appearance of the Bill, is a change 
merely in form, ihc aincn,dments we have made are few. The most important of those consists 
in the introduction in section 12 of the provision of the Indian Succession Act (omitted in the 
Bill ns iulrodncfid) which bars the establishment of any right as executor or legatee until a 
grant of probate or Icttei-s of adniinistnation has been obtained; but in introducing this provi¬ 
sion we have conliued it to cases in which the property comprised in the will amounts to more 
than one thoiisaml rujaies. 

We do not think t hat, in this veiy limited class of eases, the considerations which have been 
urged against making (he f>htaiuiiig of probate or letlers of administration a condition precedent 
to the estahlishmcut of any right based on succession have any application ; wliile, on the 
other hand, the aiivantagi's of rcipiiriiig the will to be proved in the manner iirescrihed are too 
obvious to call for conimeiit. 


4. The amciulmcnt next in oi*dcr of importance to which wo would direct attention will 

he found in section 01 of the Bill, wdicre we have made the consent of the Court necessary to 
every disjMisition of tlu^ jiropcrty made by an executor or administrator. This limitation has 
lieeu considen'd nci cssary in the mufassal, where it is deemed UTisaCc 1o entrust to an executor 
or administrator (ho full powers conferretl by the Succession Act. In the Fresidency-towns, 
however, where executors uinl administrators at present are allowed these powers, and where, 
moreover, (he cxjieiisc attiMuliiig an a]>plicutiuu to the Coui-t would he considerable, we have 
given the Court powtu’ to exempt the executor or administrator from the nec.essity of applying 
for its consent in each ease. ^ 

5. Coming now to minor amendments, we may mention that we have omitted in sections 

8 and 14 of the Bill the words to he found in the corresponding sections of the Succession Act, 
making the consent of the hnshand a condition precedent to the grant of probate or letters of 
administratitm to a married woman. The imposition of such a condition w'ould, wc think, as 
has l>een urgtKl in some of the o]>inious received, be inconsistent with the proprietary status 
accorded ti» marri*‘<l women among a large proportion of the persons for whom the Bill is 
intended, and would confer a power on the husband which would in many cases he likely to be 
abused. ...... 

6. We have in section 63 required an applicant for probate to insert in his application, as 
an applicant for letters of ndniiiiistration is hound to do under the Snecessioii Act, an estimate 
of the amount of assets which are likely to come to his hands. 

This amendment is rc<p«ir<Hl to complete the chain of securities at present provided by 
law for the protection of the revenue «lerived from Court-fees on probates and letters of ad¬ 
ministration, and it merely brings the Bill into conformity with the law of England (55 Geo. 
Ill, c. 184, 8. 3S) and t he exiting practice of one at least of the High Courts in this country 
(Bclehambers’ Jiufet and Orders <>/' t/to Caicutla High Conrt, §700).

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7. It has been eug:gested in the official memorandum from the Department of Fman^ and 
Commer<:e, No, 2110, dated 7th Angnst, 1879, that, as a further means of protecting the Court- 
fees revenue, we should introduce some penal provisions in order to secure the punctual sub¬ 
mission by exccutora and administrators of the inventories and accounts which they are bound by 
law to furnish; but we observe that it is not the practice in England, save in very peculiar 
cases, to require the submission of such inventories or accounts except at the instance of some 
person interested (Williams' JKjteeitiors, 7th edition, p. 975); and in paragraph 690 of his 
work, to which we have already refeiTcd, Air. Belchanibcns staies that no citation to compel^the 
filing of inventories or accounts has been issued by the Calcutta High Court ex ojfieio since 
the year 1848. This being so, and having regard to the useless trouble and expense 
involved in the filing of such documents in cases where there is no sort of dispute, we do not 
think that wc should bo warranted in recommending the alteration of the law proposed. 

8. Section 305 of the Succession Act, which was incoiqioratcd in the Bill as introduced, 
provides that, where there is a bequest of the residue of an estate to a person for life, such 
residue shall be converted into money and invested. It seemed to us clearly undesirable, in 
dealing with the class of estates with which we are hei’o concerned, to apply this rule in its full 
generality to all projierty alike, udiether moveable or immoveable, and under all circumstances 
alike, without regard to any indications the null might present of an intention that the property 
should be enjoyed in specie. We were at first inclined to restrict the rule within somewhat 
the same limits as the English rule on which wc supjwse it to Ihj based ; but on further reflec¬ 
tion we have determined to omit it altogether, as being one which rests on a pi‘esumj)tion more 
or less artificial and which might not work satisfactorily in the cases for which this Bill provides. 

9. In introducing section 276 of the Succession Act into the Bill we have, with a view to 
adapting it to the ideas and pi'uctices of the classes to which the measure will apply, limited 
the duty of the executor to jiroviding the necessary funds for the performance of the funeral 
ceremonies, instead of i-equiring him to perform them himself, as the section as it stands in the 
Succession Act has been sujiposed by some to do. 

10. We have excluded from the Bill sections 283 and 284 of the Succession Act, which pro¬ 
vide that in the case of a deceased person whose domicile was not in British India the applica¬ 
tion of his moveable property to the payment of his debts shall be regulated by the law of 
the country in which he was domiciled. Sueh a jirovisiou, if a]>plied to the classes of persons 
for whose benefit this Bill is intended, would, we apiireheud, be the source of endless complica¬ 
tions and difificulty. The vast majority of those persons, when not domiciled in British India, 
are domiciled in countries where cither there is nothing that can bo* called law applicable to 
the matter in qiiestion, or, where such laws as there are, are merely personal laws; and, 
wherever this is so, wc should, by withdrawing the matter from the ojieration of the Bill and 
relegating it to the tenuforial law of the domicile, be in effect removing it altogether from 
the sphere of ascertainable law, and leaving it to be determined according to some vague 
principle of equity and good conscience. 

Wc think the only feasible jilan in dealing with the class of persons to which this Bill 
applies is to subject the matter to our law in all cases without any reference to the domicile 
of the deceased ; and we have the less hesitation in doing this, as we observe that the principle 
which allows the law of the domicile to prevail in this particular against the law of the situs 
of the assets is one which, though followed in a well-known English cose, is far from being 
universally accepted, and has been condemned by writers of eminence as out of place in any 
system based on the English law. 

11. The rate of interest (4 per cent.) prescribed by sections 307 and 313 of the Succession 
Act seems to us too low for the purposes of this Bill, and we have accoidingly, in sections 127 
and 183 of the Bill, raised it to 6 per cent., the ordinary Court rate. 

12. We propo.se to repeal the proviso to section 13 of Act XXVII of 1S60, as it will 
become unsuitable when the power to grant probate ceases to be limited to cases where there 
are assets within the local limits of the jurisdiction ; and wc jirupuse to repeal sections 15 and 16 
of the same Act, because we think that a grant of probate or letters of administration should, 
as we have provided in section 152 of the Bill, supersede a certificate previously granted. 

18. The publication ordered by the Council has been made; we think the amendment we 
have referred to in paragraph 3 supra is of sufficient importance to make it desirable that the 
Bill be republished; but, us wc do not anticipate that any objections will be made to that amend¬ 
ment, we recommend that this report should be taken into consideration before Iho end of 
the Calcutta sittings, so as to place the Council in a position to pass the Bill at Simla in the 
event of no valid objection being brought forward, say, within two months.

OnsERVATiONs.- -Beyond the ordinary working of the Department, thh only 
importJint event ol’ the year is the purchase of the new siiecially designed 
stoam ship Patrick Stewart for cable service in the Persian Gulf. 

Capital. 

2. The Capital account at the close of the year is stated to stand approxi¬ 
mately at 1,164,001-10-2. 

Revenue. 

3. The earnings of the year amounted to £68,791-3-6, or about 71 per 
cent, over those of tho previous year, which is very satisfactory, 

4. The working expenses wore il G2,.^)22-15-7 inclusive of a sum of 
Rs. 44,820 for cable supplied to tho Military Department for torpedo purposes, 
so that the net gain tuuounts to £ 6,268-7-11. 

5. Including other miscellaneous receipts (Appendix B ), the net revenue 
amounts to £ 7,328-19-4; compared Avith the previous year's working which 
exhibited a loss of £ 40,182-16-0, the improvement is very great. 
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6f The expenditure is auj>raented by certain charg'es in connection with the 
telegraph station at Henjara, and the Political Agency atGwadur, the necessity 
of continuing the debits under these heads to the 'felegraph Dcpartnaent are 
at present under consideration by the Covcrninent of India. 

7. No new construction was undertaken during the year, so that the 
length of lines worked by the Department remained the same as in the 
previous year. 

8. The maintenance and repairs have been satisfactorily performed. 

iNTEKIfUrTlONS. 

9. The interruptions causing sto]ypage to traffic on the Persian Section 
amounted to a total interval of 1 day 11 hours and 20 minutes. 

In the Persian Gulf Section there was no interruption cfiu-sing stoppage 
to tratRc.

15. The heavy loss in working referred to in the 11th paragr-aph of the 
Resolution on the re])ort for the previous year has di.sapjiearecl at a much 
earlier date than could have been anticipated, while the jiolitical, administrative 
and commercial advantages dei-ived are of grfiat importance. 

16. I'he diserepancie.s between the figures sliown in this report as 
compared with the annual accounts submitted by the Examiner, as detailed 
in the note by the Accountant General, which accompanies, should be 
explained. 

17. The debit of Rs. 1,01,441 and a subsecpient item on the same 
account of Ks. 57,718-0, make a serious burden on tins .‘iccounts of the year, 
but tliey do not affect the vvorking of the period under review. These charges 
were rendered necessary to clear the unadjusted balance at debit of “Remittance 
Account, London,” appertaining to the years prior to 1869-70.

3. Wo have had J 2 months’ experience of the new .system of account, known as th« 
Common Purse Arrangi’iniMit, with the; I'lastern and Indo-Eiiropean Telegraph Companies, 
a system, the principles of which have ahv-ady been fully described, and we have provided 
a now and spi>eially <lesigned fteam shifi for cable service in the Persian Gulf. On theso 
two subjects I will submit a few remarks furtlier on in this letter. 


Capital. 

The Capital Account of the Department which stood at £1,1.53,751-15-5 at the com-

ItKVKNUK. 

Our traffic receipts are obtained p.avtiv in India and partly in Enrope, and they are 

derived in all cases from tariffs framed on the basis 
of the international monetary \init — the francs. In 
India tho francs are rei'uii*ed to rupees which are 
converted into stt'rling at the rate of Rs. ltt = £l, and in Kurope the francs are converted 
into sterling at the rate of francs — 1. So far tbeiefore as the Iiulian recteipts arc con¬ 

cerned. tin; exc.hange followi'd makes them appear, as was the case in previous j'ears, somewhat 
higher than tln-y really are. I5u1 as iho expenditure is dealt with at the same rate of 
exchange, the re.-.ult exhiliited in (lie lialaiiee slieet is loss favourable to the Department than 
wonkl have been the case had llie market rate of exchange been followed on both sides of 
the Account.

'I’o complete her with 
4 cable tanks aiul all the special .apparatus required for .a telegraph ship was a tedious busi¬ 
ness, and the weather being exceptionally ailver.so to the buildias’ opc.rat ions, the launch was 
not eftected till the 5th April 1879. The new ship which has been fully de.seiihed in 
my letter No. 1073 of tho Gth March was, agreeably to tin; orders of the iSecretary 

of State,, named the Fatrivk Steivar/- in memory of the distiiigui.shed originator of tho 
Indo-European 'Telegraph. She is a much l.a,rgor, faster .and better ship in every way 
than the A miermfcA, and is, of course, very much more completely ccpiipped. She sailod 
from England on the 4th May, and, commanded by Lieutenant Stiffe, arrived in Bombay 
early in June.

Storks. 

31. Appendix T indicate.s the nature of tlic stores received and issued in tho Persian 
Gulf Section. It does not appear to call for any special remark. 

32. In the Persian Section the consumption of stores by the Director and stall’ was as 
usual very moderate. 

33. Lieutenant Colonel Smitli and Mr, Ffinch have as heretofore carried on tho 

duties of their divisions with most creditable 
Conduct of staff. ellieiency, and both of them write in high terms 

of the conduct of the OflBccrs and men under their orders. The general behaviour of the 
stafi’, without an exception worthy of note, has been thoroughly satisfactory. 

34. Mr. Bnasher’s assistance and co-operation liave, as always, been most valuable to 
me, and to his intimate acquaintance with tho details of telegraphic traffic and accounts the 
satisfactory result of the joint purse is largely due.

ADMINISTRATION REPORT. 
1878-1879. 


Kttruachee, 9th April 1879. 

The electrical condition of tlie core of the different sections as indicated by tlie tests 
observed durinfj March last is shewn in the attached statement A, and compared with the 
insulation of eacli section during the corresponding months of 1878 and 1863, or the year of 
submersion. 


HISTORY OF THE CABLES. 

I AO-B USH tRR CABLE. 

2. The insulation of this section is not so high as in M.arch last year; during the recent 
repairs T observed that the cable on the Bushire side of the ship tested much lower than that 
towards Fao. The decrease in insidation is probably dm; either to the Bushire shore end, or 
to the joints inserted during the diversion of 1877 and the recent repairs. I am of opinion 
that it is extreniely difficult, if not absolutely impossible, to make joints at sea, or even in the 
tanks at Maiiora, as perfect as in the factory when the core is first manufactured. I am how¬ 
ever ef|ually certain that, except in cases of very bad workmanship, the joints arc sufficiently 
reliable for ail praetie.al purpose.s. It is some what singular that the two faults cut out of this 
section within the last two 3 ’ears should bo defects of manufacture which have remained 
unsus]K‘cted for 1.") years, in spite of their existence; the insulation of the cable has been 
|)rese.rved jirobably b^' .a thin fdm of gutta percha, and the resistance per knot has until quite 
recently been higher than that of any other section on the lino. The sheathing of this section 
at the locality of the recent repairs was in excellent condition. 

Bt’^shire-IIenjam cable. 

3. The intermittent fault so frequent 1\'n'fi'rrred to in previous reports on this section 
.still exists, hut it.s resistance has on no occasion heen sufficiently low to permit of its being 
loeali/.r'il. As tbero is no <laiiger of its ;iffecting the working, it has not heen considered 
advis.ahle to submit tbe cable to prolonged electrification with a battery sufficiently powerful 
to break it down. Tbe lUisbire-Jlenjum <'.abh! lias been repaireil twice during the t ear, and I 
am of ojiiuion tliat the can.se of tlie interruption has on each occasion het'U the fact of the 
eahle not n'stiiig evenly on the hotiom. On the second occa.sion the guarils auil copper 
conductor jiarted whilt- the perch.a romaimul uiihroken. A fault of this description is of most 
unusual oceurrcnc<‘. 1 regret to .say that the sheathing of the cable ■ndierevcr it has heen 
hfted within it) inih's of Ilenjam lias been found to he in veiy indifterent condition. The 
lt)w insidation in Marcli last is due to the unsteadiness of tlic iiitennittent fault which gave 
much anxiety and Irouhlo at the time of (he recent rejiairs. Pj'cv ions to the last fault the 
insulation of this section wa.s 200 nu'gohms per knot; it is now slowly recovering itself, and at 
the present niunient is over 100 nregohms. 

lJEN.rAM-jASK rABLK. 

4. The electrical conditiorr of this section is satisfactory. No repairs of any kind have 

heen necessary during the year. • 

Bushire-JASK Irhia Rubber cable. 

6. I'ho minute fardt in this section has increased in rcsi.stancQ, and the cable now tests 
better than it did during March last year. It lias not been necessary to disturb this section 
in any way. 


Jask-Gwadur cable. 

6. One repair lias been necessary on this .section about 74 miles from Jask. The 
electrical condition of tbe cable is now quite satisfactory. 1’he fault in this case appearrs to 
have been caused by the iron guards chafing through on a hard patch and then cutting 
into the core, Ihoreby destroying the iusirlation, but not altogether interrupting the 
communication. 


Gwadur-Manora. 

7. This section has given no trouble, and ifa* present electrical condition is quite 
satisfactory. 
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HAEBOUB cables 1, 2 AND 3. 

8. Renewals have been effected to the extent of nearly three miles during the year and 
the line considerably strengthened througliout. An additional cable house has been erected 
in the immediate vicinity of tho only point where damage by native craft is apprehended. 
Several of the sections have been entirely relaid and the ends of ail the old ones renewed 
throughout. The route between Kurrachee office and cable house No. 1 has been changed 
and pieces of core substituted for the ordinary cable. Tliese are laid in a continuous culvert 
constructed at a trifling expense and arranged so that tho whole can be easily flooded 
whenever desired. 

9. Tho particulars of the diflerent faults which have occurred.on each section of the 
main and harbour cables will bo found in the following statements H. and 0.; no interruption 
to the traffic was experienced in consetpience of tho repairs on tho sections east of Biishire, 
the work being transmitted by tho second cable or land line. The Turkir.h route between 
Fad and Bushire wa.s necc.ssarily interrupted during the actual time occu[iied in the impairs of 
the Fa6 cable, but 1 am not avraro that any incouvouionce was experienced. 

RECOKDS. 

10. Upwards of thirty largo sheets of line diagrams have been prepared during the 
year showing tho date and extent of every repair which has* bei'n ett'ected sii.co the submer¬ 
sion of the cable, tho exact distance of tho splices from each other, and tho ehjctrical tests 
taken from them to the stations on cither side. Tho positions of the original mile marks on 
the cable arc al.so marked off, and altogether these diagnuns form a most convenient moans 
for placing prominontly on record innch u.seful information which cannot fail to be of the 
highest value to tho officers eutru.sted with future repairs. 

Cable in stock. 

11. The stock of serviceable main gutta-percha cable amounted on the Sl.st March last 
to 71'4 knots, or ii SG knots Ic.ss than the quantity on hand .at the close of the la.st ottiei.al year. 
Nearly tho whole of this 2'.S‘J milc.s was expended on the two repairs on tin; Bnshire-lle.njara 
section and one repair on the (jlwadur-.Jask cable. Most of tin; cable picked up on tlicse 
occasions was unfit for re-uso and bad to be transfi;rred to tlie unserviee.abh'el.ass. An expen¬ 
diture of cable from stock was ther<:foro noce.ssary to la-plaee that disturbed. Fortunately 
the tests woi’o unusually accurate, and the <piautity oxponiled is oonse(|uently comparatively 
small to wbat it would have been bad it been found nece.ssaiy to under-run the average 
amount of cable disturbed in former repairs. 

12. The stock of unserviceable short pieces of c.able has lK;(;n decia'ased by knots. 

More than three miles of this has been expended in ri'iiewuls tt> harbour cables, while 4i mile.s 
of the worst of it, consi.stiug of about dO pioee.s brought in from repairs iluriiig tin; previous 
year, have been stripjicd as useless for any purpose and the core caiefully preserved. 

IS. The amount of each kind of cable in stock on the 31st March is shewn in 
Appendix D. 

14. The decrease of India-rubbor main cable in stock i.s due to the transfer to the 
torpedo service of IG'5 knots, but as we have still more than teu miles left on band. 1 have 
thought we might prudently defer fur a time incurring tho largo exjtenditnro noce.ssary to 
replace tho quantity transferred. In the event of extensive repairs being ncce.s.sary on the 
India-rul)ber section, which I have no reason to anticipate, 1 sliould ho jnepared to insert 
as a temporary measure some of our gutta-percha main cable. There i,s tin refore but little 
risk in postponing action in this matter. It is <losirablc to reduce the quantity of cable in 
stock to the lowest limits consi.stent with prudence. Tho cable machinery recently sanction¬ 
ed will, I trust, be in working onlor before the close of the year, and if the materials necessary 
for the manufacture of ten miles of cable arc always kept in stock at Manora, tlierc will not 
be the slightest difficulty at any time in sheathing that quanfiiy of core in less than a mouth. 

15. I quite concur with the remarks of Lieutenant vStiffe, the Kegincor and Electrician, 
as expressed in his annual report for 1S77-7S, to the efleet that extensive renewals may be 
expected to be neces-sary in the course of tho next four years, by wliicli lime the cable will 
have been suVimorged for upwards of 20 yo;irs, but it must not he iorgotten that in no 
commercial undertaking docs the clcnieut of luck enter so larg<;]y as in telegraphic untor- 
prise. Out of 1,700 miles of cable now connecting Fao and Kurr.iclice, the greater portion 
of which has lieen down for more than sixteen ytsans, only about 200 Jiave been touclied on 
account of repairs to faults. Taking into consideration the average quantity of cable rlistiirbed 
for each repair about six or seven mile.s, w'hich in future repairs, by reason of the corroded 
state of the guards, would probably represent cable «‘X[)eTided as far ns its use for doejv 
sea work is c<incerned, and a.s.snrning that thcro will not be le.ss than an average of four 
repaiis per annuin, the gutta-percha cable in stock will he ample for the next two years to 
meet all the requirements of Uu; service for rliversions or repairs, and al.so allow of our 
complying wiib petty requisitions from other Departments. 
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Taping Machinery. 

16. The introductioa of this machinery at Manora has proved a complete success. 
Whether the stock of cable in hand be large or small, no reasonable expense should be spared 
to protect the iron sheathing as far as possible from the corrosion to which it is as liable in 
the tanks as when submerged at sea, A short length of retaped cable has been put down in 
the creek near Manora in order that the durability of the serving material may be reported 
on from time to time. Experience has shown that so long as this outer covering remains 
attached to the cable, it exercises a most protective influence on the iron guards. 

During the picking up of cable which has been for some years submerged, the original 
outer serving drops away from the cable as it passes into the tanks. In future, if serving 
material is available, no cable will be rclaid without first having this outer serving renewed. 
This not only preserves the iron, but lessens the risk of accidents through broken wires, 
renders it less springy, and altogether much easier to handle. 

Working and Testing. 

17. No change has been made in the systems of testing or working observed in the 
Department. Numerous trials have boon made with the “ Brown Allan ” relay with the view 
of establishing direct Morse working between Busliire and Kurrachoe without the assistance 
of translation at Jask. The pos.sibility of working at a speed of six words per minute through 
1,050 miles of cable was clearly shown, but as this speed is not suflicient to moot the require¬ 
ments of the service, efforts arc being made to obtain one of the more sensitive relays 
manufactured expressly for long cables. 

Steam Barge ‘Rose’. 

18. The steam barge has been placed at the dispo.sal of the Port Department since the 
1st November last for the purpose of assisting in the disembarkation of troops and stores 
for the Quetta column. As she is always available whenever required for telegraph work, 
the arraugement is very couveuient to both Departments, and at the same time beneficial 
to this. 


M echanical condition of the carle. 

10. Wherever the cable appears to rest on an even bottom of mud or sand, the outer 
serving of hemp and pitch still adheres to the cable, and beneath this protecting covering the 
iron sheathing is comparatively perfect. On the other band, when the cable has been 
resting on p.atches of hanl or luiovcu gro.md, the outer serving has disappc.arcd, the guards 
are bjwlly corroded, and in many cases almost entirely wanting. The weakness of the cable 
at those points is, of course, aggravated hy its ptLssage round the drum during the operation 
of picking up, and every time the cable is turned over in the tanks for the purpose of repairs 
additional weak places develop thein.selves. Cable in this state deterionates very rapidly 
in the tanks, but is materially strengthened by the application of the new tape serving. The 
cable in tlic Fao-Busbirc section appears to be in a better slate of preservation than that 
of any other portion of the line which has come under observation, while that in the vicinity 
of Heujam is bj' far the worst. 

20. The durability of the serving between the core and the guards has been found to 
vary in different sections of cable. In the annual reports of 1873 and 1874 it is spoken 
of as being quite rotten, but, judging from the specimen now before me, which has 
remained for more than 15 years undisturbed at the bottom of the sea, there is every •reason 
to expect that the hemp when originally of good quality will retain its substance sulliciently 
long to last out the! guards.

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Memo, by A. Brasher, Esq., Indo-European Telegraph Department, dated 24th January 1879. 

. Common Poiise Accounts, 

Checking of. 

Under the Common Purse arrangement which came into force on April 1st, 1878, the 
revenue of the Indo-European Telegraph Department consists of— 

1. —-The receipts on messages exchanged between Departmental stations or passed 

beyond, but which do not touch India. The value of these is small, being 
estimated at about £1,000 per annum. 

2. —A percentage from the Common Purse estimated at about £64,000 per annum. 

2. It may not be out of place Iicre to remark that while the London Office Monthly 
Reports show, in estimate, the value of the receipts actually earned by the Department, and 
the value of the percentage claimed from the Common Purse in exchange for them, the 
difference cannot be taken as an exact meiisure of the gain to the Department from the 
Common Purse arrangement. The gain would be as groat were there no difference at all, 
and it is in fact the constant aim of the Department to reduce the difference as much as 
possible by recovering from the public the same amount of traffic to transmit as it had before 
the Russo-Turkish war, and on which its present percentage of receipts is based. If it 
succeeds in doing this, and so performing full work for its Ihsvcnue, it will be because the 
Common Purse arrangement has rendered the Eastern Company’s grasp on Indian and 
Trans-Indian traffic slightly less tenacious than before. Tlie true mesisure of gain from 
the Common Purse arrangement is to be found by comparing our present revenue W'ifli what 
it would have beeri had we held aloof and declined to become parties to it.* Tlie difficulties 
of recovering the lost traffic rid Teheran have been increased by the dis(!ontinuance of the 
system of agencies and advertising formerly carried on by the Indo-Euro|)eiui Company and 
Department. On the other hand, the discontinuance has saved us uu outlay of about £80U 
per annum. 

8. As the Departmental revenue now consists .almost entirely of a percentage out of the 
Common Purse, it is obviously indispensable tb.at a siilfieiiMit cheek should be kept upon the 
total contents of that purse in order to insure that the percentage represents all that is 
due to us. 

4. Provision for such check is made iu Section C, Article XIX, of the Heads of 
Agreement, and the object of this memorandum is to rej)ort the extent, of cheek at present 
exercised by the three contracting adininistralions; and in the ease of the Department to 
obtain an authoritative decision ns to whether the check is considered sufficient. 

5. Under the Heads of Agreement, the three administrations engage to credit tlte 
Common Purse with tlieir gross receipts on Indian and Traus-lndiuu messages, less 
“ paid-outs.” 

6. The importance of “ paid-outs” will l>e apparent when it is explained that they form 
about 50 per cent, of the gross receipts of the three administrations. 

7. The gross and net receipts of the three administrations on Indian and Trans- 
Indian messages are thus made up :— 

Indo-Eukopean Government Telegrapji Department. 

Pertian Oulf Section. 

8. The gross receipts of this section consist of the total sums received at the junctions 
of Fa6, Bushire and Kurraeliee, and at intermediate stations. The “paid-outs" are the 
proper sums transferred to other lines or persons. 

9. The balance conetitufes the net receipts which, in the case , of this section, can also 
be arrived at by multiplying the number of words of each class transmitted by its corre¬ 
sponding rate in the Convention in force for the time being. 

10. The profits obtained by the London Office in working the mean Liriff system, via 
Turkey, are also credited to the Common Purse. Properly speaking, the mean iarifis by this 
route should bo adjusted chiefly by the Turkish Administration ; but at the reqii<!st of the 
latter, the Department has undertaken the work, which is thus carried out. The London 
Office having a mean rate to deal with for each message sent Turkey, pusses to each 
Section of the line engaged in its transmission a credit for the exact rate specified in the 
Convention, and enters the difference in a profit and loss account. Before the liusso-Turktsh 
war there was a profit at the rate of about £250 per annum which was duly taken into 
account in calculating the percentage from the Common Purse allotted to the Department.

n. The gross receipts of this sociion, man.nged between the Indo-European Company 
and the Department, consist of the total sums received at each end or point of it. The 
“paid-outs” are the proper sums transferred to other lines or persons, and_ 

(a). The sum of £'l-()0 per mensem representing one-twelfth of the Royalty of £4,800 
per annum, due to the Persian Gov(>rnment according to Article Vill, Anglo- 
Persian Treaty of December 2, 1S72, and 

(i). Two-thi'ds of the Teheran-Bushire rate on terminal messages according to 
Article VllI of the same Treaty. 


Indo-Euuopkan Tki eorapii Compant. 

.Litie London-Tcheran. 

12. The net receipts of this line cannot, as in the case of the Gulf Section of the 
Department, be obtained by rnultipl 3 dng the words transmitted by the corresponding conven¬ 
tional rales; or, as in the case of the Tehcran-Bushire Section, by making the multiplication 
and deducting certain lump sums. 

18. One reason is, that tiic Indo-European Company works the mean tariff system 
between India and Europe by crediting each State with the c.vaet conventional or concessional 
rate out of (bo moan tarid* and crediting its own line with the remainder, which remainder 
necessarily varies aci'ordiiig to the number of difl'crent countries concerned in the transmission 
of' each ines.s.agc. Another reason is, its scale of Iloyaltics with German}'. 

14. The gross rcceijjts are, as in the previous cases, the total sums received. The 
“ paid-outs” are— 

(tf). The proper sums transferred to other lines or persons. 

(i). A Royalty t<» Russia of fes. O'1705 per word on Indian messages. Fes. O'llR 
oji Trans-ludiau messages. 3'10 per cent, of the collections on the Timet 
messages. 

(c). A Rov'alfy to Germany of br.e, 1'25 per message of 10 words and under; of 
fes. 2'50 for messages between 10 and 20 words; of fes. 0'625 for each addi¬ 
tional 5 words; and of 2‘50 per cent, on the Timet messages. 

Eastern Ticlecrapii Company. 

Line London-Uomimi/. 

15. This Company follows the same s\'“teni in doiding with the mean tariff between 
India and Eiirofie as the Indo-European Comy)au\'; but as it has inlets and outlets at Lisbon, 
Marseilles, Malta, and other places, the resulting rates due to the London-Bombay Line are 
much more variable than those due to the Ijoiidon-Tuheran Line. 

16. The Eastern Company charges no Roj’altios against its collections— 

The gross receipls are the total sums received. 

The “ paid-outs” arc the proper sums transferred to other lines or persons. 

17. In the case of the throe lines, the sums if.-Jnsferred to “ persons” are amounts 
deposited by senders of messages for prepaid replies, for porterage, special conveyance, or 
postage. 


Accounts, Returns, &c. 

General. 

18 Each of the throe contracting administrations renders to the other two—— 

A weekly estimate of the net receipts of its line, with the total divided into the 
percentages due to each administration, according to the Heads of Agree¬ 
ment; a monthly abstract of the number of words of each class transmitted 
with the net receipts on each class, and the total ou all classes divided 
as above. 

A quarterly summary of the preceding abstra?.ts.

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Special. 

19. The Itido-European Company sends periodically to the Eastern Company, and 
subsequently to the Department, its account books containing: detailed rettirns of all mcssagtjs 
transmitted vid Teheran. 

20. The Eastern Company che<!lvs these returns so far as it eonsiders^ neees.sary, and as 
tlifj'embody the Indian and 'IVans-Indian tr.idie traiiMiiitled by the Iinlo-European Teleg:raph 
Department ly the above route, the Department iias not yet been called upon to produce its 
own books for the above trallic. 

21. The Department fnrnisht's to th<* F.astcrn and Indo-European Coinpanii's a detailed 
account of all farilf transiniite<l vid Turkey, including' profit and loss on working the mean 
rate system, also an aeeount of Perso-Iniiian messages, and of messages between the Gulf 
stations and India. 

22. It will be seen from the almve that the Eastern Company is in a ])i>silion to effect 
a complete check upon the aeeoants of the Indo-European Company and Indo-European 
Department. 

23. But the latter have not the same facilities for cheeking the Eastern Company’s 
aeeount.s, firstly, because thc^’ only <!xist in the form in which they arc reeidved in the Eastern 
Company’s Head Office, Louilon. from its nnineritns stations between England and India ; and 
secondly, because in these numerous returns, tltey are mixed up with jMediterranean, 
Egyjttian and other messages, which latter are twice us numer(>u.s us the messages exchanged 
with India and Traus-Imiiu. 

Si. To thoroughly check the tralPie, transmitted by the l']aslern Compan}'" would 
necessitate the i)ieking out and examination of each Indian ami Trans-Imiian message

Eastern Company at Bombay during the same period. 

26. The Indf)-Euroiioan Conipanv has also its system of partial elieek on the Eastern 
Company’s aeeoiints; and it would be to its interest to eummnnieate any error of iniportanee 
to the Department. 

27. I Jim personally of opinion that the .system in force is suflieienf to iirol(‘et the 
interests of the Department, but I should he glad if the responsibility of tlei iding were 
undertaken l»y higfujr authority.

ol the conventional amounts in francs. The actual “ paid-out:.” were made in 
francs, or the Iu<lian equivalents; the excess has eonseqnenlly been estimated, 
and the total amount (about £2,000 during the uimt mouths ending DeeoinU^r 
31, 187S} has been claimed as due to the Cumniuu I’urse for division.

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banks of the Bhovdni river. On the west the physical character of the country 
is different; there is a gradual decrease of elevation towards the Pykara river 
and onwards to Neddivattum, and thence a sudden drop of 2,700 feet to a 
plateau which lias a mean height of 3,000 feet. The rugged rocky margin of 
this lower plateau trends from south-east to north-west, and the fall to the area 
drained by the Beypore river is in some parts for hundreds of feet almost per¬ 
pendicular/ and even where tracks have been made, the difference of level is, in 
a distance of no more tlian five miles, as much as 2,800 feet. 

The upper as wdl as the lower plateau presents a series of rounded well- 
grassed hills with masses of rock protruding in places. In the sheltered hollows 
and narrow valleys there is usually a growth of shrubs with a few moderately 
straight but rarely largo trees. On the main ranges and on the margins of the 
plateau extending into the low country, the foreste arc dense and much of the 
timber is excellent. 

The country between Devala and northwards for some distance, and that 
between Devdla and Moopenaad, is generally rather lightly timbered, and there 
are numerous bare grassy hiUs and w'^ell-grassed swamps. In various places 
there are good forests to be seen in travelling westward, and near VelUrymulla 
there arc mi^gnificcnt trees in the jungles; and wood suitable for fuel is every¬ 
where abundant. 

Near Ootacamund exotics, reprosentod mainly by Bucalyptua globulus, 
Acacia melanoxylon. Acacia dealbata. Acacia decurrena. Acacia pycnantha, 
some species of cinchona, and willows and pines grow generally luxuriantly. 
On the lower plateau neither Acacias nor Eucalyptus are common, and it is at 
least doubtful whether they would live in a situation where the rainfall is so 
great. 

The character of the vegetation of the Wynaad, as far as has been observed, 
gives no help to the gold seeker. In Australia the several geological f(jrmations 
are marked by forms of vegetation of distinct tyi)es; th(j dry Silurian ranges 
which are intersected by quartz veins arc clothed with forests in which t he iron 
bark {_E. Sideroxylon) is often a feature; the granitic areas carry sjiarsely 
she-oaks {^Caauarina') •, tlie tertiaries near the coast support the lioneysucklo 
{JBankaia) and the shc-oak; the areas occupied by carbonaceoits sandstones, 
and porphyries in most jilaccs are covered with dense forests of various spcci(!s 
of gum; a thick scrulj composed of Buoulyptua dumoaa and Eucalyptus oleosa 
with some species of Frenela covere the tertiaries bordering on the river Murray ; 
and the wide basaltic plains are treeless. The miner accordingly, in a country 
with a vegetation so well marked and so closely eorresiionding to the areas 
differing geologically, had some rough guides in his explorations : in Southesrn 
India there are none of the like kind, because the soils derived from the rocks 
intersected by quartz veins arc throughout very similar in composition, and 
situation and climate alone are the influences at work in promoting or retard¬ 
ing vegetation. 

The chief physical feature in that portion of South-East Wynaad, which 
Futures of tbe couBt^r in J^fs been examined is the dividing ranp extending from 
the soatbera parts of tbe lladiahbotta on tlxo soutli-wcst to Marpmouidi North 
Nftinbuiukod aixd Munanad Peak on thc north-cast. This range separates the waters 
Ams oiDs. Pandi river from those flowing to an affluent of 

the Noogoo river, and for a portion of its length forms the boundary between 
the Nambulukod and Munanad Amshoms. 

The ridge from the edge of the Carooor gh4t to a rocky eminence near 
Needle Bock is covered with tliick jungle. The lower slo 2 >cs have been cleared 
and arc now planted with coffee. 

The culminating points of this part of the range arc Hadiahhctta about 
4,000 feet. Needle Bock 4,600 feet, and Marpanmadi North Peak 4,660 feet.* 
The loAvest “ saddle ” in that part of thc range near Devila is approximately 300 
feet below the general level of the summit. 

On the east and w(^8t side of thc range there are lower ranges—-the boun- 
danes of distinct small drainage areas—but they are not continuous, well- 
defined even ridges; they consist of rounded hills having smooth contours 
and connected with e ach other by low saddles, thus reminding one rather of

those areas in which granitoid rocks prevail than of those in which, in other 
auriferous regions, the even symmetrical, almost rectangular, ranges of the lower 
Silurian rocks offer so many facilities for sketching the country with accuracy 
and comprehending rapidly its systems of drainage. 

At the foot of the hills and at levels varying but slightly, there are numer¬ 
ous swamps and flats (usually intersected by small water-courses) which are in 
part cultivated by natives. 

The summits of the hills forming the subordinate ranges are from 100 feet 
to 400 feet and more above the level of these swampy flats. The swamps are 
natural water-reservoirs, the water being stored in the strata overlying the bed¬ 
rock. They arc generally well grassed, but some are mere bogs or, where well 
slieltered, densely covered with screw-pines or, where partially drained, support¬ 
ing a thick growth of thorny plants and scrub. 

The streams, having their sources in the hills, after the burst of the south¬ 
west monsoon and generally during the months of June, July, August and 
September, are torrents rushing over rocky beds, which on reaching the low 
flat lands unite to form perennial streams. In October there are often heavy 
showers sufficient to swell the brooks; but in November, December, January, 
and February many of the sources are almost dried up, the waters of the main 
streams decrease in volume; and in March, April and May, the hot season, 
when dry harsh winds arc not infrequent, and when the grass in*the earlier part 
of the season is on fire on the hills, the tributaries of all the rivers exhibit a 
marked difference of character. 

The smaller tributaries, the sources of the streams, have cut rather deep 
channels in the sides of the main range and the hills ; the descent is rapid and 
the direction of each nearly straight; it is only when they unite and flow 
through the low level lands that they have a toiiuous cotirse. 

The soils on the slopes are, where protected, moderately good and deep. In 
color they arc light reddish brown, brown, dark brown, and nearly black, the 
latter having a fair proportion of decomposing vegetable matter. ElscAvhere 
they are vc^ry thin resting on hard rock or on strong tenacious clays derived 
from the decomposition of the country rock siiu. These clays are but little 
affected by the heavy rains: the sm'face of them becomes glaz(.‘d, and running 
water does not cut into them as it would do if they were arenaceous. "Where 
cuttings arc made the clays stand for a height of fifteen feet or more perpendi¬ 
cularly, and, in some parts, even for a vertical height of fifty feet, the rains 
scarcely affecting the surfaces at all. 

Clays however that have been moved, carried down by the rains, and re- 
deposited are, in comparison, rather easily disintegrated and waslujd away. 

On the lower parts of many of the sleep sloj)os the soil and stones carried 
down during the monsoons form distinct but iiTcgular layers and (though rai*ely) 
strata somewhat resembling alluvial deposits. Heaps of gravel and partially 
water-worn stones accumulate in the beds of the torrents, where there is a sud¬ 
den change of level, caused by a hard bar of rock or a fall of rock, and the 
torrents, as their beds are deepened and the courses are changed, h.avc these 
loosely-formed beds as walls on one side or other, rarely at the same spot on* 
both. 

It is observable that on the lower slopes of the ranges the plants in the 
coffee gardens are usually more luxuriant and exhibit finer forms and better 
foliage than on the higher parts of the ranges. This may be accounted for by 
the larger accumulation of soil and the greater moisture in such situations. 
Where, however, the hills are low and there is no such accumulation of soil, 
the plants are generally weakly. 

The numerous roads in the Wynaad at v.arious heights and in many cases 
nearly parallel to each other, whether made by the Government for the pur¬ 
poses of general traffic or by the planters for convenient access to various parts 
of their estates, are invarialdy well made and the traces are good. They aro 
sideling roads: the bank on one side of the hUl is cut away and the excavatetl 
earth and rock arc made to form a part of the road. 

TJicy are necessarily, in a hilly country like that of the Wynaad, contour 
lines, and the maps which accompany this report show in what directions they 
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run; and, in the absence of a correct orographic map, give some hints as to the 
general features of the country. 

In cutting these roads very many fair sections of the rocks and some 
quartz veins have been exposed; and the mineralogist and geologist find at 
numerous points as they travel along them much that instructs both as regards 
the character of the country rock, its modes of decomposition and its conserva¬ 
tion, as well as the rather peculiar character of the “ leaders,” “ strings,” and 
small veins which are, as it were, thrown off from the main reefs of quartz. 

Though the climate of the Wynaad has been represented as unhealthy, it is 

not uncommon for Europeans employed in connection 
■ with coffee gardens to remain in the district with their 

families throughout the whole year. Fever is prevalent in March, April and 
May, and some of the residents become seriously ill. But it must be borne in 
mind that a coffee planter who attends carefully to his business is subjected to 
exposure to the sun during the hot months and to the heavy rains during the 
monsoon. lie has to walk or ride for many hours each day when the solar 
radiation is at its maximum, and during the monsoon his clothes are rarely dry. 

From August to the end of September the jnoisture is excessive, and the 
temperatui'c in the room of a bungalow is often above 70°; yet during this 
season, fir<!8 are lighhid at night, and, notwithstanding the high temperature, 
the warmth is enjoyable. The moisture and heat injuriously affect eveiything 
that is manufactured. Boots, f)ortmantcaus covered w ith leather, and books are 
quickly and plentifully covered with down-like fungi, and instruments of all kinds 
ai*e irretrievably ruined unless they are well proffictetl, and constantly cleaned. 
Clothes suffer in like manner; and the cost of a visit to the Wynaad during the 
monsoon is not to be measured by the charges for living, horses, s('rvanls or the 
like. Slight neglect or ignoranet? of the effects of th(^ weather may result in 
heavy losses if the visitant has provided himself with instruments for scientific 
observations. During the monsoon the v<‘ry early morning may jK^rlmps be 
clear and give promise of fine weather, and a stranger is easily tempted under 
such favorable aspects to prepare for a day’s work and to proceed for three or 
four miles in the hoj)e that work may be done; but by eight or nine o’clock 
the clouds come up the gliAts, the south-west monsoon moves in its grciat 
strength athwart the hills, the rain descends in tommts, the mists or fogs are 
dens(‘, features not fifty yards away become invisible, and the day’s work, if 
surveying or geological investigations are the })ur8uits, is finished. 


I'he minfall at Devala during the years l86il to 1875 varied from 168’10 
incli<« U» 208 inches per annum; at Cherambadi during the years 1871-72, 
1873-74, and 1875 from 10910 inches to 117 07 inches; and at Veilirymulla 
during four years from 100 04 inches to 13047 inches. As much as nine 
inches of rain sometimes falls in one day, and a fall of on<! inch of rain in one 
hour is not uncommon. Still, as already remarked, these heavy rains have com¬ 
paratively little denuding power, the rocks even where decomposed, resisting the 
action of tin? water to a degree tliat to one accustomed to view other forma¬ 
tions is at first almost inexplicable. Such rains would Wash away and carry to 
the sea mountains compost of other more perishable rocks. 

The rains are yet not without destructive effects. In many places there 
have been extensive landslips. The sides of lofty hills have slidden down to the 
valleys beneath, and nature nowhere has rapidly hidden the evidences of great 
changes of this description. 

The granitoid schists or gneissoid rocks of South-East Wynaad are, it is 

prol>able, as will be shown hei*cafter, only <;ompletely 
*■ metamorphosed sedimentary strata. The minerals ob¬ 

servable are felspar, qufiifz, hornblende, mica, talc, chloi*ite, pholcrite, and 
magnetic iron. The ordinary foliated rock is usually massive or composcrl of 
thin compact layers of quartz and felsjjar, or of quartz and hornblende. Mag¬ 
netic iron takes tb(^ place of one or other of these constituents, or attcompanics 
them in some places ; and at and in the neiglibourhof>d of M.ai 7 )anmadi North 
iron i'< largely present in the rock, the dtKiomposed surface stone 
exlubitmg layers aiui renironn and nodular masses of sesquioxidc of iron. 
^)mc specimens ar(‘ iM.mpuscd almost entirely of quartz and magnetic iron, and 
m others the iron occurs v\it,h quartz and fclsjiar; and again there is a variety 
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composed of translucent quartz, magnetic iron, and an asbestiform mineral 
resembling iron ampliibole. 

Bands also have been observed in which the proportion of iron pyrites in 
disseminated crystals is v6ry largo. 

Massive hornblende rock is found on the south-east and garnetiferous 
foliated gneissoid rock is common towards the north and east. 

In many places the country rock, besides being intersectexl by large per¬ 
sistent reefs of quartz, is seamed and veined throughout with threads and 
strings of quartz, not in any way conformable to the lines of foliation; and 
where a section of the rock decomposed in situ is laid bare these threads and 
strings arc clearly traceable through the rcMl, reddish brown, and dark brown 
of the kaolin-like clays resulting from the decomposition of the stone. These 
veins vary from one-eighth of an ineli or less to six inches or more in thickness, 
and they consist either of white opaque or blue opaline quartz, the latter not 
unlike that Avhich forms thin layei-s in the foliated country rock. 

In more than one locality near Devala tlu? liarder rocks consisting of dense 
quartzite or quartz with magnetic iron and a little felspar appear as large rhom- 
bahedral blocks or as symmetrical hexagonal or square jn-isms; and the faces 
of the planes arc. not seldom covered w'ith thin layei-s of rath<;r dark blue opaline 
quartz. Many of the forms are of singular inttu’cst, and a stranger might with¬ 
out examination suppose that some of the masses were of igneous origin. It 
is perha])s net'dlcss tx> say that the shape of these blocks is due to the direction 
of tlu!S(!veral systems of divisional planes or joints. 

The modtis of decomposition of the several varielies of gneissoid rocks in 
the A^*ynaad give hints as to the degree of metaniorphism to whitjh they have 
bticn suhjeet(>d. For instance, w^lua-e not intensely metamorphose<l, th<iy do not 
wcatlu^r into splu'roids nor exhibit tamcentrie layta*s around a hard <?ore. of rock, 
such as one sees in tracts occupied by granitic, teippean, and tlu; older ignwms 
rocks. Wlu'.re, how<?ver, there, is a gix'ater dt‘Vclopment of the crystalline 
structure, as in sonu‘ ])arts of the country west of Beviila, this well-marked 
feature ]»r('S('nts ils«'lf. 

Fast of !N(‘edl<’ Hock and east of Ilarewood thin micaceous shales occur 
which remind oiu' of the typical micaceous low<!r Silurian rocks; and the lines 
of lamination in the former might well seem to (.‘orrespond with the cl(?avage 
plan(‘s of the latter. The strike of these thinly-laminated mitjaceous shales 
cast of N(?cdle Hock is N. 55° W., hedng nearly at right angles to the general 
direction of tlu^ folia of the gneissoid rocks. It is perhaps correct to say that 
observation has shown that the most productive auriferous belts in the Wynaad 
are those in which tluvse micaceous and chloritic i‘ocks occur; mid that as a 
rule wIhwc the hard dmise massive quartzo-hornbhmdic strata are found, and 
where the foliation is indistinct, the veins arc eitlua* absent, or, where present, 
consist of saccharoid quartz with larg(' and small jdates of mica. 

The foliation of the rocks in that part of South-East Wynaad already 
described ])resi^rvcs throughout a nearly uniform st rike, namely, N. 5A“ E.»-S. 
64“ W. There are curves hoivcver where tlm direction varies from N. 40“ E. 
to nearly oast and west. The dip is southerly and south-easterly from 60“ to 
vertical. 

Only an extended examination of the country, such as would be made in 
the course of a minute g«‘ological survey, would enable the ohs(;rver to offer 
suggestions as to the probalile origin of tlu?se met,amorj)hic and metamorphosed 
rocks. It is apparent wherever they arc ivell exposed that thcix; is one system 

of planes very like strikt'i-joints which, but for the diroction of the dip, might 
be supposed to represemt planes of original de})osition. Tht;^ direction of these 
in some degree accords with the general direction of the main quartz veins, and 
it might be sumiisod on a first view that the formation of the latter was due 
to tlm same foroes which operated in altering the strata they intersect; that, 
in other words, the quartz in the veins uavs segrt'gated during the enormous 
period which clapsisd from the timii of the first slight alteration of the original 
sedimentary rocks until th(>y were metamorphosed as we see them now. 

In the Manual of the Orology of India it is stated that “ this Nilgiri

Minute quantities of arsenic, bismuth, and other minerals are omitted in this analysis. 
The above is only given as an example, for the silver here given as 43 7 grammes varies in our 
operations from 25 to 75 grammes to the cubic metre, according to the richness of the mineral 
and the degree of concentration of the liquors. We only employ the three first washings; 
these are poured into a wooden cistern and allowed to remain till the solid matters in suspen¬ 
sion settle, and, in order to employ the quantity of iodide absolutely necessary, we commem-e by 
determining the quantity of silver contained in the liquor. To effect this, a given quantity is taken 
and diluted with water, a little hydrochloric acid is added to retain the copper in solution ; 
then a weak solution of iodide of potassium is added drop by drop, which i-onverts the soluble 
chloride of silver into insoluble unlide; at the same time, by the addition of a solution of acetate 
of lead, we throw down a heavy^ plumbic precipitate which cnt.angles all the silver. This ]'re- 
cipitate is dried and melted with a flux with addition of metallic iron. The resulting lead 
button is euj>elled and the quantity' of silver held in the liquor thus determined. The clear 
sissayed liquor is then run into another vessel, where the quantity of iodide of jiotassium shown 
bv the assay to be required is add<*d diiute<l with a quantity of water o<jual to about onc-teiith 
of the cupreous liquor. The whole is then agitated and afterw'ards allowed to settle for 18 
hours. The sui>ernatant liquor is then clear. This is drawn off, and the v«vsel again filled 
for a fresh operation, and so on (the iodide of silver not being quite insolidde, alvnit 5 gramine.s 
to the cubic metre remain in solution and jtass into the copj)er). After every fiftieth charge 
the aecumulaled deposit i.s colleeted. It consists principally of sulphate t>f lead, ioditle of 
silver, and salts of coj>i)er. The latter are easily separated by a w-asliiiig with weak hydin- 
chloric acid. The deposit thus fn-ed from coj)j>er is decomposed by metallie ziiu-. whu-h in 
presence of water ra]>i<lly and completely reduces the silver with the formatioti df soluble ii)di<lc 
of zinc. The following are the prodiu-ts:—(1st) soluble iodide of zi«u-, which is filtered off, 
and, after “ tritration,” is used instead of iodide of iM)tassium in the Biibs<.cjuent ojK-rations to 
precipitate fresh quantities of silver; (2nd) a deposit, rich in silver, comj)oseil in great part of 
lead in the st.-ite of metal and of sulj»liate of leatl be.sidc.s several other substances. The fol¬

This analysis shows that all the iodine of the iodide of silver has ecrubiiieil with the zinc 
and beedmo soluhle since the deposit docs iiot contain an}' or only traces. 'I'hc g<>hl appears 
here for the first time. It must have existed in the mineral, and it would appear that, in the 
operation of roasting chloride of gold is formed, which, rondere<l more stable by the pre.scncc 
of chloride of stidium, is not reduced at the low temperature of this roasting. This elilori Ic 
therefore enters into solution w'ith the silver, and is precipitated with it by the iodine. It is 
now easy to separate from these products the precious metals iiy the ordinary processes of 
fusion for matters containing gold and silver. 

During 1871 we operated on 16,300 tons of roasted pyrites, from w'hich we extracted 
gold 55,172 grammes, silver 33.3,2 12 grammes, being a little more than 20 grammes of the 
precious metals to the ton, w'hich produced 80,80(1 francs after d<‘dueting cost of melting and 
refining. The sjieeial expense of separation of the precious metals is about 10,400 francs; in this 
is included 1557 kilogrammes of iodine, representing the loss of this substance, and 1,000 kilo¬ 
grammes of zinc. It is rcm-arkable that the gold which is not present in the mineral in weigh- 
able quantity should be sufficient, nevertheles.s, to cover all the cost of the operation. Tlic cost 
of the iiKline, always high, has become mucli more considerable by the abnormal increase of the 
cost of this 8\ibstan<-c. This has called ro}' attention to the use direct of the washings of the 
“varech ash instead of iodide of potassium, and recent experiments in this direction have 
answcTed our expect.-itions. Not only are we able by tlii.s means to utiliz<> all the iodine con¬ 
tained in tins varech, of which a great part, as is well know-n, is usually lost, but also these 
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toials havo suggested the idea of an inverse operation, on which I am engaged, for manufactur¬ 
ing iodine, which consists in precipitating this metalloid from the washing of the varech ash by 
means of a salt of silver. This separation of 20 grammes of precious metals to the ton of 
burnt pyrites is doubtless small; but, when we reflect that in England alone the operation can 
be applied to 840,000 tons of mineral and produce thus, with a proportionally incroased profit, 
7,200 kilogrammes of precious metals of a value of 1,700,000 francs, we shall see that such an 
annual result should not bo neglected. The above process can also be employed for various 
cupreous minerals capable of treatment by the wet method, and we arc beginning to apply it to 
the co{)per ores of Cornwall, which contain generally more silver than Spanish pyrites, and 
and which at present are only worked by the dry method and for the extraction of tneir copper 
only.*

SYDNEY EXHIBITION.

I have the honour to acknow^ledge the receipt of your letter inarginaUy 
No. 2«7. dated Simla, the with copy of tolcgram of the 17th October. 

24th October 1879. 

2. In the face of considerable difficulties, which I need not now more 
refer to, 1 have managed to display all the exhibits with the exception of 
one large carpet. 

3. I have boon careful in the matter of exx)cnditurc, which has been less 
tlian I e8tim.atcd. As rtiquested by you, I will furnish a detailed account of 
the expenditure at the close of the Exhibition. 

4). I gather from the newspapers that the Government of India purpose 
particij)ating in the forthcoming Melbourne Exhibition. Melbourne, I may 
say, is very far in advance of Sydney in civilization, and I would therefore 
suggest that the art manufactui’cs for that Exhibition should be selected with 
care. 

5. I w^ould suggest for selection the following :— 

Castor and otb(;r fills; Indian pottery; a small quantity of Bombay 
blatikwood fumitun! and sandalwood goods; Lucknow, Sindh, and 
Kashmir silver-w'are, stirahis, and so on; chaddars ; shawls; choghaa ; 
malida and similar cloths, silks, muslins, cottons, prints, chikan work, 
carpets ; a small and light Swiss cottage tent complete, with iron 
pegs, .and a small sleeping ; native jewxdlery; Benares, Moradabad, 
and Gujrat metal waives; Agra mosaic and inlaid stone work ; Jaipur 
figures * in marble; photographs; papier-machd; ivory work; medi- 
fdnal barks and roots; dyes; tea; coffee; spices; tobacco; rice; 
sugar; shell-lac, rough and prejiared; gunny cloth and bags and 
woolpacks. 

6. It would be .a s.aving of expense, labour and material being so much 
dearer in these colonies than in India, if the show-cnscs could bo sent down 
with the exhibits; they should bo of teak, or some other strong wood, and the 
larger ones should be packed in pieces, the glazing and polisliing being left 
to be donii at Melbourne. 

7. The show-cases sent down from Madras are not suitable for the pro¬ 
tection of the exhibits from persons or from the atmosphere and dust; and as 
they were sent glazed ibei*e was loss from breakage. Moreover, the style of 
the cases do not admit of good arrangement, or for the most advantageous 

display of the exhibits. . 

8. Some of the teas from the Bengal side were sent down m stopper 
bottles; but the jiacking was so bad that a large number of the liottles were, 
on arrival, found to b (5 broken. The treatment jiackages receive in transit to 
this is so rough as to necessitate strong cases and the most careful p.acking. 
In some instances the bottles were smashofl to atoms. I had better mention 
also tliat the indigo from Madras c.ame through the wrappers, and discoloured 
some of the grain exhibits; and some of the colfce bags (which are not of very 
strong material) bui*st, and the contents got mixed. 

9. The labels for the exhibits from either Presidency were not very 

securely fastened on, and many came off. 

10 I thuik that stopper bottles are as good and inexpensive a way as 
there is for exhibiting teas, coffee, spices, grain, manufactured tobaccos, oils, 
sugar, dyes, mots, &c., &c.; for chinchona barks, tobacco hiaf and other long 
exhibits bottles are unsuitable. The labels might lie placed at the bottom part 
of the bottle, and be of such size as to leave the contents of the upper part open 
to view.‘ In addition to other descriptive matter, the labels had bettor give 

K 1 
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the prices. This is the more important as prices arc not ^lowcid in the ^ official 
catalog^ue. This suggestion as to marking the prices applies to all exliibits, and 
not only to those in bottle. 

11. The bottles might be packed in strongly made cases with the tops 
screwed, not nailed, down, each bottle being in a separate partition, and these 
cases should not be too large. This method of packing may be dearer than 
that commonly adopted, but it will, I venture to say, prove to be cheaper 
in the end. 

12. There would seem to be no occasion to send more than fair samples, 
and a 40-ounce bottle will, as a rule, hold quite sufficient tea both for exhibi¬ 
tion and for tasting. If it bo considered advisable to send larger quantities 
then the bulk might be packed separately; but the samples in bottle should, 
I think, be sent; for to open tea and keep it exposed for any time is to cause 
it to deteriorate in flavour, and exposure to the air is not necessary until the 
time for judging, large and nicely printed cards, giving names and addresses 
of respective exhibitors and their local agents, together with any description 
necessary or advisable (des(5riptivo matter not being permitted in the official 
catalogue), might well accom])any the different collections of exhibits. 

13. I found that the catalogue sent from Madras was not in accord with 
the official classification and rules promulgated by the Sydney Commission. 
But, as I had to make a general catalogue for the entire Indian section, this 
did not much matter; and 1 distributed the Madras catalogue as an unofficial 
one. Copies of the Indian catalogue will reach you, I trust, by the Torres 
Straits mail leaving this on the 27th instant. The descriptive and unofficial 
part preceding the catalogue, headed “Statistics, ” I compiled from the Madras 
Catalogue and other sources. Had there l)cen time I should have referred to 
your department for this part; and I would suggest that the statistical and 
descriptive portion of the Melbourne catalogue be supplied from India. 

14. The prices marked on the metal wares and on the shawls do not tally 
with those given in the lists I received from your department. I am disposing 
of those articles at the prices markexl on them, although these arc somewhat 
lower than the prices given in the list. 

16. May 1 ask you to do mo the favour to correct the statement officially 
Inade in India that 1 am a retired officer ?

Besoltttton.—S undry arlditions having been made to the Savings Banks 
Buies published on the 20th December 1870, the Governor General in Council 
considers it expedient to issue the following revised Buies for District and 
Pi*esidency Savings Banks, revoking all previous Buies :— 

I.—In these Buies— 

“Depositor,” “D(?posit,” and “Secretary” hear the meaning which they 
hear in The Government Savings Rank Act, 1S73. 

“ Account ” means the account of a Depositor in a Government Savings 
Bank. 

“ Balance ” means the balance at credit of an ac<;ount. 

IT.—Any person may h(H?ome a Dc^positor on his own behalf, or on behalf 
of any other named jmm’sou (U‘j)cndent upon him. Deposits may also be made 
by the managers of benovtdent or other public Associations, or by public officers, 
of money deposited with them e.r-ojjicio as security for the discharge of any 
public duty or for the fidelity of any public officer, or for the accomplishment 
of any public object . 

ill.—Subject to the provisions of these Buies, the Government of India 
guarante(‘s tlu’: repayment of eviu'y deposit Avith interest. 

IV. —Without the sniurtioir of the Comptroller General, no account will be 
oyiened for l«‘ss than One Bupee; and no person may deposit more than Pive 
Tliousand Rupees, in all, between any 1st of April and the 31st March next 
following. 

V. —intc‘re.st Avill not be allott ed upon a smaller balance than 1J Bupee, 
or upon the exc'css in any balane^e over tlu? highest multi])lt? of 1^ Bupee. 

VI. —Interest Avill be allowed for each calendar month upon the minimum 
balance of the account between the close of the fourth day and the end of the 
month.

one of the Four *P<;r Cciiit. Doans AA-ill be bought. Aiul stock or notes of any 
Government Doan, to a moderate amount, may be receiA’cd by the Comptroller 
(b^neml from or on behalf of any Depositor and converted into stock. The 
stock thus bought will ho held by the Comptroller General on the Depositor’s 
account, the interest thereon, less a <?ommission of one-qAiarter per cent., being 
added to his deposit, on advice from the Comptroller General, and entered in 
his Deposit Book, the fimt time that it is subsequently presented. Stock held 
on account of a Depositor A\ill, on his written request, ho sold, and the proceeds 
added to his Deposit, or, if ho desires it, will be converted into notes and deli¬ 
vered to him. A commission of per cent., besides the Bank’s fees, will be 
charged upon such i)urc liases, sales, and deliveries. 
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IX. —Every account will be made up on the 31st March, and the interest 
then due, calculated under these Itulos, added to the balance upon which 
future interest will accrue. If an account is closed on any other date, interest 
clue to the end of the preceding calendar month will be paid to the Depositor : 
hut a Depositor who closes an account should not, ordinarily, bo permitted 
immediately to re-open it, except on payment of a line varying at the discretion 
of the Secretary from One to Ten Eupees.

The first Deposit Book will be supplied free 
of charge; but if a Deposit Book is lost or injured, or if a closed account is 
re-openecl. One llupce will be chai’ged for a new book. 

XII. —A Depositor may not operate frequently upon his account as if it 
were an ordinary banking account, or open more than one account in his own 
name or in the name of any member of his family, or for his own benefit or the 
benefit of any member of his family. The Comptroller General must take* 
|)recautions to prevent any transgression of this liule and, in particular, any 
employment of an Jiccount as an ordinary drawing account. This Rule is not 
meant to prevent any one from opening more than one ex-officio or jiuhlie 
account. 

XIII. —Tlie Secretary may refuse to open any account or may close' any 
account, for any sufficient reason, as, for example, because he thinks that 
the account is likely to be used or is being used contrary to the ohj<‘ct with 
which Government Savings Banks are established, namely, the encouragenmiit 
of saving. But every such refusal or closure, and the reasons for it, should he 
reported to the Comptroller General. 

XIV. —When the Secretary thinks it proper to close any account, he shall 
give notice, in writing, to tin; Dejiositor, of such closure. After the d.ato of 
such notice, no deposit shall bt; acceptt'd on the account so closed, and no 
interest shall be allowed upon the balance of the closed account after the end 
of the calendar month then current. 

XV. —The Comjdroller General should report to the Governor General 
in Co\incil any refusal to sanction an application under Rule IV or VII with 
liis reasons for such refusal. 

XVI. —These Rules apply as well to accounts opened before as after their 
publication. 

XVII. —The Governor General in Coimcil I'cserves the right to alter or add 
to these Rules at any time. 

XVIII.—A co])y of the Government Savings Banks Act, 1873, and of 
these Rules, shall be printed in each deposit book, and the signature, or, if he 
cannot write, mark of the Depositor, obtained to the annexed declaration before 
any deposit is accepted from him.

.3. The casualties on our side were heavy, and in addition to the loss of Lieutenant Forbes, .attach¬ 
ed to 4^th Native Infantry, on probation for the Staff Corps, and so many brave men of the 43rd and 
-I ttli Native Infantry, the army ha.s to deplore the death of n most gallant and excellent cdlitjer in 
^lajor Coek, Deputy Assistant Adjutant-General j but while lamenting this loss, the Cominaiuler-in- 
Chief feels that the capture of Konoma is w<-ll worthy of a prominent place in the long list of gallant 
deeds performed by the Native Army of India. 

4. When the operations have been concluded, it will be His Excellency's dut)' to bring before 
(government the names of those whom he considers should be rewarded for their conduct on tbi.-. 
occasion. 

Meanwhile Sir F. Haines has in separate communications submitted the recommendation of 
Brigadier-General Nation that the Victoria Cross be bestowed uj>on Lieutonaut (now C'aptaiu) Ftidge- 
wuv, and that one native ollie(!r, one uou-eoinmissioued otficer, and three sepoys of the 44th Native 
Infantry, should receive the Order of ^lerit for eonspieuims gallantry during the attack.

The 44th Native Infantry were <irdered to form the front and left attack, and were 
disposed of hy Colonel Nuttall, C.B., us follows :—:i companies skirmishing U]) the north-west face, 2 
companies in support, and I ecnipany in reserve. Lienteniint Ifuhaii, It.E., with the roekelparty, 
took up a position half-way uyj tlie Mozema Hill, with instructions to tire into and set the village on 
fire, while I myself W'cut with the guns to ti hill to the etist of Koiioi i;.. 

4. The attack was commenced hy the rockets, all of whi<'li entirely failed owing to some injury 

in transit. At the same time the guns cam; into action, hut the distance was t(»o great for any eilee- 
tive pra<-tiee ; still they did good service in allowing tlie infant rv to advance under their lire. The 
44tli Native Infantry ailvaiiced with little molestation up the first poitinii of the hill, the Nagas 
keeping sf> quiet within their defences as to make; one believe they' were almost unoccupied ; hut as 
tViey drew nearer, they could only advance by u narrow and tortuous lane ami had to diminish fheir 
front, and were, now mot hy a deadly' fire in their more condensed formation from a series of stockades 
rising fuie above, the other along the w!K)le of the ridge (■ ee Assistant Fiehl ISngincer's report on 
position find defences and Lieutenant Henderson’s sketch attached). Position after position was 
storme<l almost at, vlu; point of the bay onet hy the 44th wikli the greatest gallantry’. At about 
2-3i) the 41th wcr<; in possession of about, oiie-third of the enemy's works. Tlie guns, however, 

were too tar oil to render edieieot assistance to the storming ptirly, and as the nature of llie ground 
left me n<> alu rnative Imt to use tlieni ut. very long range-s or to bring them quite close, I moved them 
over to tin ynliige itselt and got them into such a pxisitioii as to enable them to ileliver a fire at about 
100 yards din’i ily into the front breastworks, hut they were too light to do much harm, as we could see 
the etieiny Tt;iiair any damage almost as quickly os it was done. Under cover of the lire oue or two 
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assaultg were made gallantly, led by Colonel Nuttall, C.B., but were unsuccessful; and after a further 
continired artillery fire as evening was setting in and tbo guns were without ammunition, 1 determined 
on delivering a final assault and then closing operations for the day. This assault, again led by 
Colonel Nuttall, proved most fatal, and our loss in officers was the gallant Major Cock, iny Deputy 
Assistant Adjutantk-General, mortally wounded. Lieutenants Ridgeway and Forbes dangerously so, and 
the Subadar-Major and many of the flower of the native ranks of the 41th killed and wounded. As 
the losses of the storming party had now been unusually heavy,—one-fourth of the whole engaged,—as 
the gun ammunition was exhausted, and as night was closing in, I determined to hold on to the ground 
wc had gained, to entrench myself there, and to renew the attack in the morning. I accordingly 
called in the J-.Srd, who had captured a sunga in the rear of the enemy’s position, and 1 made arrange¬ 
ments for getting more gun ammunition from Suuhema. About 10 p. m., howls and yells were heard 
in the enemy’s works and bursts of flames arose in their position, and I anxiously awaited an assault, 
or else concluded that they were evacuating their stronghold; about 12 o’clock all was silence. At 
dawn I sent out a few scouts to reconnoitre, and as these men gradually advanced without molestation, 
others followed, and it was evident that the enemy under cover of the great conflagration had evacuated 
their position during the night, and effected their escape to the upper heights of the Burail mountains 
some 8,500 feet, where they had previously erected similar woi’ks to those at Kouoma, but where 
I have not thought it necessary to follow them, as 1 feci sure that they must either perish from iold, 
starvation and want of waiter, or else submit to our terms. Dead Nagas were lying all around, and 
men from friendly villages informed me that the enemy acknowledged a loss of over 70 killed and 
wounded, but I have reason to think that their losses wore much heavier. 

6. Could the aissault have been delivered from the south, no doubt the work would have been easier, 
and gresitcr daunaige iiiflichid by the guns; but as the enemy had other forts higlu-r up the hill, 
the guns would have been placed between two fires, to say nothing of the \ny great difficulties to be 
encountered in getting them there, as the coolies carrying them would have had to pass through a very 
hciivy musketry fire for over a mile. The valley through which the only route lay is terraced for cul¬ 
tivation, with drt)))s from terrace to terrace of from three to eight feet, and is not more than 1,000 
yiirds across at its widest point, and is thoroughl}' coinniauded by the village of Kononiaon the one side, 
and on the other hy mountain sides covered in parts with dense jungle which held Naga skirmishers. 

(t. Where all behaved ivith such extreme gallantry and self-devotion, it would be almost invidious 
to make distinctions, hut I cannot help particularly mentioning the brave Colonel Ntitlall, wlio 
was always the first to lead and ilui last to withdraw when an assult had been maciej the late gallant 
and much lanionted Major ('oek and Lieutenant Ridgeway also behaved most gallanlU', and the 
manner in which LieuUuiant Alansel, R.A., assisted hy his three Bombardiers (John Watts, 
H. MeAndrew, and 'J’honias I’ortman), served the guns brought up under the very walls of the enemy 
with littb* or no cover, elicited most deserved admiration from all. 

7. To the Medi< ul Staff, De]mty Surgeon-General DeKouzy, Surgeons O’Brien and Campbell, my 
best, thanks are due, as tlu?y frequently had to perform their errand of mercy under heavy fire, and 
their .arduous duties were most nobly and ably jwrformed. 

8. I cannot eoneludi* this <lespateh without expressing rnj' deep gratitude and indebtedness to the 
following Political Officers who accompanied the force, as in addition to their own duties they have on 
every occasion joined the lroo])s in active operations and proved themselves thorough soldiers at luart. 

Colonel .lohnsloiie. Political Officer of Muiieepore, as Ilis Excellency is already aware, relieved the 
belcagureil garrison of Kohiina with tin; Maharajah’s troops. On iny arrival at Stiehema, he joined my 
camp and personally aeconi]>anied me throughout the operations against Konoma, providing and taking 
entire charge of the transport train for the carrying of the gnus—a most arduous duty on the hills on 
which they had to act, and which be alone could have performed as the men were Kookies brought hy 
liiin from Muneeimre ; the labour performed by these little hillinen was incredible and invaluable ; two of 
them were wounded. Throughout the latter assault on the villagi'. Colonel Jolinstone was at my side 
and joined in the last attack, and when operations for the day woiv over, he volunteered to return to 
Sueheinu to bring iqt more giin ammunition for the next day’s ]>roeeediugs (our supply having been 
expended in the day’s ojierations), which was a most dangerous duly, ns the road might have been beset 
with Nagas. Colonel Johnstone’s admirable arrangements for the supply of local transport have eli¬ 
cited the jn-aise and thanks of every one, and 1 feel sure that his valuable services will not fail to 
receive the thanks of the Government. • 

Caj)taiii Williamson, Inspector General of Police, also joined jny camp with Colonel Johnstone, 
and from his persi)nal knowledge of the country he has been of the greatest service to me ; he furthei* 
joined in the altaek on Koimina attaching himself to Major Evans’ detachment with a small bodj' of 
Frontier Police and sneee»‘dcd in harassing the rear of the enemy; he was the first who proposed reluru- 
ing to Suehema lo bring up a fresh supply of gun ammunition, and he and Colonel Johnstone both did 
so at dawn the following morning. 

Lienlcnanl Maxwell, Assistant Commissioner, has also been with my camp, hut was not present 
at Ihe assault on Konoma, owing to wounds he hatl received in the attack on Sephema, but his services 
havt! l.ieen most v aluable. 

!t. 1 fev'l that a. spicial tribute is due to the late gallant Majoi- Cock, my Deputy Assistant Adju¬ 
tant Geiievai, w bo w as omi of the bravest offieer.s in our armi', and us a slalf officer, unsurpassed by any ; 
his loss to me, 1 ib publicly and jnivately, is irremediable, and his melancholy death has cast a gloom 
over the whole . ao I am sure it will be imrticipated in hy many through India.

1 have the honor to forward herewith a roug'h sketch plan* showing the defence.^ of Konoma. T 
regret that I had neither the time nor the instruments necessary to cnahlu me to make a rt'gular survey 
of the position. Nothing but a very detailed survey would convey an adequate idea of the strength 
of the place. 

2. The village of Konoma occupies a camcl-backod hill at the end of a spur from the Biirail 
Mountain Bangc. The position is extremely strong natural!}', and tl>e Nagas have shewn wonderful 
ingenuity in improving, to the greatest possible extent, their natural advantages ; the result was a 
position, which in the absence of guns of position, was simply impregnable from the north (the 
direction from which the attack was math*) except to a determined assault. lu point of fact, the very 
determined assault made under the Jirigadior-GeneraPs own command failed to drive the Nagas from the 
main position, even alter it had been slielled for several minutes at a range of about 100 yards by the 
7.pr. mountain gun j and though the j)osition would without doubt havii been caplureil the next ilav, 
had the Nagas not evacuated it, the fact that it would have required two days to capture the jjlace 
shows how strong it wa«. 

3. The slopes of the hill-side being exceedingly steep, the houses of the village are built on terrace 
sites, iiulf excavated in the hill and half built up with the spoil. Tiie terraces are riveted with stone 
walls w’hich arc often as high .os 10 or 12 feet; uji the crest ol the hill, terraces are similarly 
cut wide enough to allow of one house being built on them, and the crest has thus become a 
series of long narrow steps bounded in some places by the terracing at the sides, and at othens by the 
sleep sloixj of the hill. 

4. The defences occupied the highest part of the hill and extended some way down the camel- 
backed slope on each side. They were most carefully constructed, so that .he interior of each could be 
commanded by the fire of the one above it. 

5. The i>ath of the assaulting coiuma was closely confined 'to the crest by the very steep terracing 
*and by most elaborately constructed entanglemcnlB and arrangements of pangies, and on the approach, 

thus confined, a very heavy fire was maintained from most carclully constructed loojdioled defences. 
The loopholes were perfect examples of what they should be ; it was impossible to fire in xiny but the 
right direction from many of them, and the men using them were entirely under cover. 

6. The first portion of the regular defences (A) consisted of tv, j houses on a terrace with a stone 
tower between them ; on the stone tower had been constructed a lofty watch-tower of timber and stone ; 
nearly all the thatch had been removed from one house, and on the other it had been carefully covcre«l 
with planks to render it bullet and fire-proof. The apjiroach to ihc terrace was by a very elaborate, 
covered, narrow spiral staircase (B) up which one man only could advance at a time. The height of 
the revetment, of the terrace at the lowest part (near B) was about 10 feet, but a wall of stones, 
planks and e arth about 0 feet high had been coiistriicled round the hou.scs on lop of the reveitment, so 
that the elleetive height of wall a.s a protection from a-sault ivas ahout 10 feet. Tlie front of the ])osition 
was well lliinked. 'J'bis po.sii.ion was captured by the 44th Native Infantry under Colonel Nuttall, C.B., 
« oinparalively early in the day by assault through and over the staircu.se I believe. No advance beyond 
this point was uecmplisbed fluring the day, and it was occuiiied by the troops at night. 

7. From A the position rises in a series of high terraces, the walls of which were carefully eon- 
slrucU^d and joojdioled to the central post (C) at the top of the hill. Each terrace was thoroughly 
swept by the tire ol the one above it. exccjit just at the foot of the revetments which were sometimes 
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not under fire. It was impossible to work round to the flanks to avoid the fire, as on the east the hill¬ 
side was too steep and was moreover enclosed by a stone wall, and on the west the ifround was complete¬ 
ly enelosed by the stron*' walls of planks and earth shown in the jjian, which were too strong to be 
removed under fire without proper tools ; moreover, the ground below the west wall was thickly set with 
pangios and cnfanglcments, so that any advance there could only have beeu made at slowest possible 
pace under heavy lire. 

8. The difficulty of the attack from A up-hill is shewn by the fact that an assault delivered in the 
evening under tiie personal direction of the Brigadier-General and Iwl by nine British officers failed 
even though the 7-pr. mountain gun had been shelling t he first terraee (D) for several minutes from one 
of the houses at A. Had it succeeded, Ihte troops would have found themselves on a terrace swept by fire 
from above, and it would have been necessary to push on the assault at once from terrace to terrace until 
the central j)ost al, C was ca])turcd j it is very doubt.lul whether there were enough officers and men 
present t.o allow of this bc'ing done, for throe British officers fell in the unsuccessful assault. 

9. From C the ground falls again to tlie south; here there were three defensible barricades on 
three terraces, and tlic whole ground was thickly pangied and otherwise prepared with obstacles. The 
crest ol’the hill was very narrow here, and the ground was well under fire I'rom the position C. 

10. I find it difficult to express in words the strength of the whole position from the north. Even 

had the village and its paths been vciy niiuh betl»M' known than they were, it world have been quite 

impossible for an attack I'rom the north to have been made in anj’ other way than it was, namely, by 
diiivt assault. It was absolutely nccessarv to advance up the carofully-del’ended and enclosed crest of 
the iiill. 

An attack from the south would have been far easier, but the plans of the Brigadier-General did 
n■■t, I believe, allow of this, ^’he mountain guns could have been used with much effi;ct from the slopes 
ot tlie mountain spur overlooking Kouotua, and the troo})S might have advatnred under their fire. 

I mav ad.i that the N ••igas had carefully burnt many houses, and taken the roof’s oil'others, so as to 

give a clear field of lire and to ju'cvieut their being burnt or smoked out.

'I'lie village of Konoma lias al\vay,s been considered tlie most I'orinidable, both as regards position, 
li.iaiber of muskets, and lighting ]>owers, among the Angami Nagas, and this inoiintuiu fastness looked 
I.; oil as impregnable. I’nder these conditions, they lorded it overall the surrounding siuallcr villitges, 

V. are nil more or less bound to assist them in their forays and misdeeds. 

t)n ilie murder of .Vlr. Daimint, our I'olitieal Officer, all the smaller adjoining villages were, of 
•Mar.se, considered bound to jedn the Konoma people in cutting off and murdering the fugitives, as also 
o. assisting in beleagurliig our garri.soii at the district head-ipiarlers at. Kohima. From the moment of 
t‘e- relief #f tliis garrison by C^olonel Johnstone from unipore, if not at an earlier date, it is ]>resumed 
! (he already lormidnble works at Konoma were put into a still more defensible state, till they wore 
’'.■•■lied upon by them as actually bcymitl our powers of <-apture, and so certain must thev have felt uu 
•nn- point, that no endeavour hatl Is'cn madi' to coiiei'al or remove this season's rice, which to some 
!'ein-ands of mauiids wc found and captured in the village. 

.\s our troops advamvd into the country, and (hey (n*bels) were I'rustrated in the capture ol 
Koliima, all the fighting men, or “ young- heaves,^’ as they are called, of every offending village retired 
t ■ Konoma, were the great, trial of our streiig-tli was to take plaee, and it is estimated that there were 
-■ii'e men, li(ll) or 7l)0of whom were armed with firearms of kinds, ami the rest with siiears,

A description of the works of Konoma has bei'ii so fully given by Tjieiitenaut Raban, R.E., attached 
i < liie luiee, that 1 ciusidcr it unnecessary to repeat it here; and as there is no other village in the 
\n,tami Naga <-ountiy which can in any way aj>))roaeh Konoma in its defeilces, I have no hesitation 
III -aviiig that 1 eonsider any great armed opposition to our trooj's as being improbable, and 
(lie moral elfeet of our ass.iult and capture of Konoma is already beginning to tell on the country. * 
Ot ceiirse, as in all savage warfare, our convoys .and communications are incossanllv' being 
lii.d on. and we oecasionaily lo.se a ma.. or two, but this in iny ojiinion can only be remedied 
b\ lime. 'I'lie trials and privations of tlie ]H'ople must be great, as tliey and tlieir laiuilies 
liave taken to die mountains, where tliere is little or no food to be had, and thej' must every 
now and then fall among hostile villiiges, who will avenge ohl seoreS by inuideriiig tliem as soon 
. 1 - they know it. is not in their power to retaliate On the site of Konoma I bad strongly' posted 200 
men, wlio, according to tlie instructions of Government, arc daily employed in demolishing every t.race 
of what once formed this great stronghold and t o keep in cheek the large body of men who escaped to the 
Bnrail IMounlains (.H,50(» feet high) till such time as bnnger and cold slmll bring them to terms. On 
loobiug down oil the works at Konoma from the highest point of the del’enees, I can only say that 1 
<• insider its eafiture witli tbe small force at niy disposal was only the act of Providence aiding the valour 
lit oiir t loops, as, had the enemy been as determined and stout-hearted as our little Goorkbas, it would, 
the Field Engineer i-xpressiHl to ine^ have taken d,tl00 rticii supplemented with heavy' siege artillerv 
t.o iiav(“ earned the place. 1 regret very imich the absence ot a good draughtsmau or photogiapbor with 
tlie t'oree, to give 1 lis Excellency any thing like a fair idea of the formidability of tbe works, but I can 
only .say that I consider the assault and ca)iture of Konoma us one of the most brilliant I’tats ol’ anus that 
has taken iilace tor many years, and is one more instance of tbe gallantry ami devotion of out 
nat ive soldiers when led by daring and determined British officers. Our losses, as will be seen by the 
re'.iirns, were iinprcecdeutedly high, but the 44(1 b Sylhet liigbt lufauiry covered themselves with glory,

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:nKl tho moral ofToct of the fall of the mountain fuKtiiess of Konoma is greater, and worth it, and I 
trust the Govcrimujnt may have no anxieties as to the future, or move more troops than I may solicit, 
as 1 think tin* juicification of the country is now only a matter of time; but the policy imist*l>e firm 
and entire disarmament compulsory. 

Should His Excellency concur with me m the {Treat "allantry displayed by the troops, I he<T 
most respectfully that 1 may be permitted h) suo‘{>;est what rewards wouj<l be most valued by the 
troops engaged, and that the same may meet with his approval and rccominundation to Government.

obvious to call for cominent. 

4. The amendment next in order of importance to which we would direct attention will 
be found in section 01 of the Bill, where we have made the consent of the Gourt necessary tt* 
every disposition of the property made by an executor or admiiiistrator. This limitation has 
been considered necessaiy in the n^uFassal, where it is deemed unsafe to entrust to an executor 
or administrator the fall powers eonferiHHl by the Succession Act. In the Presidency-towns,' 
however, where executors and administrators at present are allowed these powers, and where, 
moreover, the expense attending an application to the Coui*t would bi; considerable, we have 
given the Court power to exempt the executor or administrator fr«)m the necessity of applying 
for its consent in each case. 

5. Coming now to minor amendments, we may mention that we have omitted in s(*etions 
8 and 14 of the Bill the words to he found in the coiTesjumding sections of the Succ*cssion Act, 
making the consent of the husband a condition ]>reeedcnt to the grant of probate or letters of 
administration to a married woman. The imposition of such a condition woidd, we think, as 
has bi'cn urged in some of the o}>inious received, be inconsistent with the proprietary status 
accorded to married women among a large proportion of tlu? persons for whom the Bill is 
intended, and would confer a power on the husband w’hich would in many cases be likely to be 
abused. 


6. We have in section 63 required an applicant for probate to insert in his ap])lication, as 
an applicant for letters of administ.iation is bound to do under the Succession Act, an estimate 
of the amount of assets which are liktdy to come to his hands. 

•This amendment is required to complete the chain of securities at present j>rovi<led by 
law for the protection of the revenue derived from Court-f*‘es on ]»robatcs aiul letters of ad¬ 
ministration, and it merely brings the Bill into conformity with tin* law of England (o.'i Geo. 
Ill, c. 184, s. 38) and the existing ])ractice of one at least of the High Co»irts in this country 
(Bclchambers’ Iiule« ami Orders of' Ihc Ca/eul/a High Court, §70(1). 

7. It has been suggest*!d in the ollicial memorandum from t^e Dcp.artment of Einanci* and 
Commerce, No. 2110, dated 7th August, 1870, that,sis a furlher moans of ]>rotcc1ing llic Court- 
fees revenue, we should introduce some jamal ju'ovisious in order to secure the ]>iinctiiul sub¬ 
mission by executors and adminislrators of tlu- inventories and ac«.ounts which they are bound by 
law to furnish; but we »)bserve that it is not the ]>ractice in I'.ngland, save in very peculiar 
cases, to require the submission of such inventories or accounts except at the instance of sonic 
person interested (Williams’ Kjrecntors, 7th edition, p. I'?.’!) ; and in paragrajili (J'.M) of his 
work, to which we have already referred, Mr. Belchambers stales that no citation to loinpcl the 
tiling of inventories or accounts has been issinsl by the (.'alcutta High Court e.r ojf'icui sinci- 
the year 1848. This being st>, and having regard to the useless trouble and ixpensc 
involved in the filing of such documents in cases where tlu-re is no sort of disjnite, we do not 
think that we should be warranted in recommending the alteration of tlic law proposed. 

8. Section 305 of the Succession Act, which was incorjiorated in the Bill as introiluei'd. 
provides that, where there is a beipiest of the re.sidue of an estati- to a person for life, such 
residui' shall be converted into money and invested. It s<*enied to us sloarly undesirable, in 
dealing with the class of estates with which we are here ♦•oncerned, to a]q>ly this rule in its full 
generality to all property alike, whether moviiable or immoveable, and unilcr all circumstances 
alike, without regard to any indications the will might jiresent of an intention that tin-jmipcTty 
should be enjoyed in s[)ccie. We were at first inclined to restrict the rule within somewhat 
the same limits as the English nde on which wc supjiose it to be based ; but on further reflec¬ 
tion we hav'c determined to omit it altogether, as being one wdiich rest s on a presumption more 
or less artificial and which might not work satisfactorily in the cases for which this Bill prfivides. 

y. In introducing .section 276 of the Succe.s.sion Act into the Bill wc luive, with a view to 
adapting it to the ideas and practices of the classes to which the mea. tire will apply, limited 
the duty of thi^ executor to j>roviding the necessary funds for the performance of the funeral 
cerenroiiies, instead of requiring him to jierfonn them himself, as the scidioq as it stands in the 
Succession Act has been supposed by some to do. 

jy. We have excludfxl from the Bill sections 2S3 and 281 of the Sueees.«ion Act, which pro¬ 
vide that in the i-ascj of a deceased person whose domicile w'as not in British liulia the ajiplica- 
tion of his moveable propt*rty to the payment of his debts shall Ik- regulated by the law- of 
the country in which he was doinieiled. Such a provision, if ajipl-.d to the classes of persons 
for whose benefit this Bill is intended, would, W'e apprchcml, lie the source of endless complic.a- 
tions and difficulty. The vast majority of those persons, when not ihunieiled in British India, 
are domiciled in countries where either there is not hing that can be called law apjilieable to 
the matter in question, or, where such laws iis there are, are merely personal laws; and, 
wherever this is so, we should, bj'withdrawing the mailer from the f.peration of the Hill and 
relegating it to the territorial law of the domicile, be in effect removing it alfogctlu'r from 
the s]>here of ascertainable hiw’, ami h'aving it to be determined according to some vague 
principle of eejuity and gofsl conscience. 

We think the only feasible jdan in dealing with the ela.s.s of persons to which tliis Bill 
a>)plies is to subject the matter to our law in all eases without any reference to the <loniicilc 
oi the deceased ; and we have the less hesitation in doing this, as wc ob.serve that the jirinciplc 
wdiich allows the law of the domicile to jmwail in this particular against tlui law of the silns 
of the assets is one which, thotigh followed in a well-known Jingli.sh ease, is far from being 
umversally accepted, and has been condemned by writers of eminence as out of place in any 
system based on the English law. 

11. The rate of interest (4 per cent.) iircseribed by sections 307 and 318 of the Siieecssion 
Act seems t/) ns too low for the purposes of this Bill, and we have jwcordingly, in sections 127 
and 133 of the Bill, raised it to 6 per cent., the ordinary Xlourt rate. 
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12. Wo propose to repeal the proviso to section 1.3 o£ Act XXVII of 1860, as it will 
become unsuitable when the iwvver to grant probate ceases to be limited to cases where there 
are assets within the locsil limits of the jurisdiction ; and we j)rr){K)se to repeal sections 15 and 16 
of the same Act, because we think that a grant of probate or letters of administration should, 
as we have provided in section 152 of the Bill, supersede a c<(rt.ificsite previously granted. 

13. The publieation ordered by the Council has been made; we think the amendment we 
have referred to in paragrajdi 3 supra is of sufficient importance to make it desirable that the 
Bill be republished ; but, as we do not antieipatc that any objections will be made to that amend¬ 
ment, we I’ccommend that this report shotild be taken into consideration before the end of 
the Calcutta sittings, so as to place the Council in a jwsition to pass the Bill at Simla in the 
event of no valid objection being broiight forward, say, within two months.

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being felt, and when the salt duties were being increased. A license-tax on 
traders was first imposed in 1877 in the North-Western Provinces, and, in the 
following year, the present license Acts were applied throughout India. They 
yielded, at their maximum, about £820,000 net. 

“ The total amount of what has been called the Pamine Insurance taxatior 
was therefore about £1,845,000. 

“ 54. Considering tliat precisely the same reasons were given by the Govern¬ 
ment, and accepted by the legislature, for imposing fresh taxation on the 
trading and on the agricultural classes, with the object of protecting the 
country against the financial consequences of famine, and that special stress 
was laid upon our desire to make the burden fall with approximate equality on 
each of these classes, it would be difficult, for the present Government at least, 
to accept any proposition for treating them diflerently now. In fact, it 
would be hardly possible to maintain the cesses on the land, if the tax on 
trades were abolished. It might be more possible to defend the abolition of 
the cesses on the land and the maintenance of the tax on trades. But it is need¬ 
less to discuss such questions. Practically, so far as we are now concerned, 
these taxes on the agricultural and trading classes stand on the same basis. 

“ I need hardly say, after what has been said on former occasions, that the 
Government can entertain no idea of giving these taxes up, and of sacrificing 
a million a year of revenue. Even if these taxes were as bad as some 
think them, a time like the present, when we have to meet the heavy obligations 
entailed by a serious war, would not be opportune for abandoning them; still 
less could such a course lie approved by those who believe with me, that these 
taxes are far less objectionable than others that could be named, and that when 
the time comes for remitting taxes, it is not with these that we ought to begin. 

“ 55. At the same time, the Government desires to make all practicable im¬ 
provements in the assessment and the administration of the License Acts. It 
was this desire wliich led the Government to the conclusion, explained by me t o 
the Council, when the Bill for amending those Acts last came forward, that it 
was desirable to exempt from liability all persons wboso annual earnings are less 
than Bs. 500 a year. As I formerly said, wc expect by this change to exempt 
from taxation about a million and thrae quarters of the smaller traders, and 
to lose £340,000. The Government still adheres to the.se conclusions. 

66. Although, when this Bill was last before the Council, I was able to state 
that there had l)ccn great improvement in the financial position of the Govern¬ 
ment, I did not then venture to anticipate that the improvement would, when 
we came to make our estimates for next year, be so considerable as it is now 
shown to be. It has necessarily obliged the Government to rcjconsider tlu? 
question of the propriety of extending taxation to the official and professional 
classes, and thus making good the greater part of the loss incurred by the ex¬ 
emption of the smaller traders from the License Acts. 

“ Although the main object of the Government in this part of its proposals 
was a* more equitable adjustment of taxation, wc felt that it was hardly 
prddent to give up £340,000 of income without any com])ensation, and this 
was one of the reasons assigned for the proj^osal to tax the officials and 
professional men. The Government has now had to (jonsider this question:— 
admitting—as we must do, in the present state of the finances—that we 
do not absolutely require the £240,000 wliich the contemplated taxation of 
these classes would yield, is it now desirable to im]>ose it merely for the pur¬ 
pose of making our system of taxation more theoretically equal, and removing 
to some extent the repi'oach, which undoubtedly is true, that certain classes do 
not at present bear their full share of the public burdens ? 

“ if it had now been possible to attemxit the removal of the numerous in- 
.©(jualities and anomalies which are inseparable from any such partial system 
of taxation as that which now exists, this would have been an object of high 
importance; but the mere extension of taxation to the official and professional 
classes would clearly be no complete solution of such a problem, altliough it might 
be a step towards it. On the whole, the Government thinks it bettor, for the 
rate, not to press this part of its proposals. Wo have given up 
ifc340,000 from our existing taxes, and wc do not ask that any fresh taxation 
shaii be imposed. The amendment of the present law is desirable to carry 
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out the exemption of the lower classes of traders, and for the removal of one 
or two dificulties which I shall explain later on; hut with these exceptions no 
change is proposed in the License Acts now in force. 

“ 67. I do not intend, My liord, on this occasion to discuss afresh the vexed 
question of the Famine Insurance Fund or Surplus. There has been much 
misunderstanding between the Government and some of its critics as to what 
was said and as to what, though unsaid, we are presumed to have meant when 
the taxes to which I have referred were first imposed in 1877 and 1878 : for 
this misunderstanding, so far as it has been due to want of precision in the ex¬ 
planations of our policy, I am prepared to accept my full share of responsibi¬ 
lity, but for my part, I do not intend to refer to it again. I shall only 
say further that there has been, in regard to this matter, no change in the 
financial policy of the Government, nor is any change proposed now. In the 
following remarks, I shall endeavour to avoid controversy, and to refer only 
to actions and to facts which, whatever their motives and origin, can hardly be 
misconstrued. 

“ 68. When the serious character of the financial obligations of the State in 
times of famine had been recognized, it became the duty of the Government of 
India to make sure that the public resourc(5s were adequate to meet the fresh strain 
imposed upon them. Upon careful inquiry we came to the conclusion that we 
must contemplate a liability from famine amounting, in loss of revenue and 
actual expenditure, to, on an average, £16,000,000 in ten years. It was clear 
that this liability must be included among our ordinary obligations, and that it 
would have been a fatal error to go on increasing the public debt to meet charges 
which must periodically occur. To enable us to discharge the liability thus 
estimat(!d, we determined to aim constantly at a surplus of £1,600,000, sup¬ 
plemented by a further surplus of £600,000 to provide for extraordinary 
and abnormal demands other than famine, as, for example, to name the most 
serious of such demands, for war. 

“ This standard surplus of £2,000,000 was to be ascertained on a com¬ 
parison of the revenues with the expenditure, exclusive of :—First, Productive 
Public Works, which, to whatever extent miglit be necessary, it was assumed 
might be provided for by loan ; Secondly, Famine Relief, and loss of revenue 
duo to famine ; Thirdly, Protective works, i. <?., works not strictly fulfilling the 
definition of Productive Public Works, but constructed sptxjially for the pro¬ 
tection of the country against famine; and Fourthly, Abnormal expenditure, 
other than for famine, as, for example, on war. 

“ I do not stay to inquire afresh how far the standard thus adopted was 
adequate to the object in view, namely, the solvency of the State, although I 
believe it to have been so; I only recite facts. 

“ 69. In order to secure this standard average surplus of £2,000,000, the 
Government next resolved that it was necessary to increase the revenues of the 
country. The occasion for such increase was the recognition of the increased 
obligations of the State in times of famine, and the measures of ta'kation 
adopted were framed in the belnjf that there were certain classes upon which 
tliis particular burden ought primarily to fall. As I have already explained, 
that taxation amounted originally to £1,346,000. It has now been reduced 
to £1,000,000. 

“ 60. Whether the public accounts show surplus, equilibrium or deficit, it is 
indisputable tliat these taxes must prevent debt by the cxa<5t amount which 
they yield, and that, when famine occurs, our resources for meeting it wdll be 
increased by an amount exactly equal to the amount obtained from these taxes, 
with compound interest upon them. This part of the subject needs no further 
remarks. 

“ I have shown to-day that the precise burden borne by the country during 
these three years for this purpose has been or is estimated to bo—

“ Therefore, the taxation thus levied in these three years, has enabled us to 
defray the expenditure on famine relief, and, moreover, to prevent debt to the 
amount of £2,976,471, with interest upon this sum. That this result has ^en 
achieved is self-evident, and, being independent of the surplus or deficit of 
the revenue as a whole, requires no further demonstmtion. 

“61. I liave perhaps already said enough upon the other part of this subject. 
The standard which wo accepted was £2,000,000 revenue in excess of the 
expenditttre on the ordinary accoimt, excluding the expenditure upon famine, 
and other abnormal obligations. In my opinion tliis standard has been, in 
each of the three years of which I am speaking to-day, greatly surpassed. 

“ It will doubtless be always right to scrutinise rigidly and jealously the 
validity of the grounds upon wliich any part of the public expenditure is 
excluded from the account upon which the surplus for comparison with our 
standard surplus of £2,000,000, is ascertained; but I believe that, if the ac¬ 
counts and estimates of the throe years before us are subjected to the most 
severe criticism, it will be found that the actual and estimated surplus 
of revenue during tliis period does truly far exceed the £6,000,000 which, 
according to the standard which we have prescribed for ourselves, should be 
attained in three years, if the solvency of the State is to be ensured. 

“ 62. I find an apt illustration of our policy in this matter, rt^ady to my hand, 
which I quote the more willingly because it is, in other respects, of much 
interest. According to present prospects, in the ten years ending with 1880-81 
we shall have sjjent, all-told, including productive public works, war, and 
famine, £36,848,000 more than our wliole revenue. The items included in 
this expenditure, which should be excluded before applying our standard, are—

Our revenue will have exceeded the rest of our expenditure by £22,890,000 ; 
and, but for loss of revenue from famine, this surplus would have been 
£26,890,000, or, on an average, £2,589,000 a year. 

“ Thus, during these ten years, with an average surplus of £2,689,000 to 
compare writh our standard of £2,000,000, wo expect to have defrayed the whole 
cost of our famines and our wars, from our revenues, excepting only the 
trifling deficiency of £967,000. Considering the magnitude of our expenditure 
on famine and war during this period and the immense increase of charge under 
Loss by Exchange, this retrospect appears to me highly satisfactory. 

“ 68. I wish I could say that our plans for the construction of works for the 
actual prevention and relief of famine had been as successful as our financial 
arrangements have been. And this brings me. My Lord, to another part of my 
subject. 

“ Financial safety was by no means our sole object. We felt not only that 
we had financially to ]provide the means of relieving famine when it occiuTed, 
but that the equally important duty devolved upon us of doing everything 
which it was possible for a Gtovemment to do, towards preventing these most 
terrible of all natural calamities, and furnishing the countoy writh the machinery 
by which, when they occurred, the laigest practicable amount of relief could 
be most 8X)ecdily and effectually distributed. The new taxation and the other 
measures by wmeh our finances were improved, would give us, we believed, the 


• Including £11,076,000 epent on whnt I have onUed doubtful worka. 
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means of carrying out these objects with a certainty and rapidity which would 
otherwise have been difficult. 

“ The investment of our surplus in Productive Public Works w'as, from a 
merely financial |X)int of view, in no sense essential to our scheme, and it will 
be scon, from what has been said elsewhere, that this part of our plans w'as 
modified by the orders of the Secretary of State in a manner to wdiich, on 
financial grounds, we could take no exception. But wo certainly contemplated 
the extensive construction of woi'ks for the protection of the country against 
famine ; and it w^as to tlwjse projects that public attention was mainly dirfjcted, 
and in them the public naturally and rightly felt a deeper interest tiian it 
could take in any merely financial arrangements. 

“ fi t. A nobh!r programme was, in my oj)inion, never put forth by any Gov¬ 
ernment than that i)ut forth by Your Excellency; a more benefic;ial scheme was, 
in my judgment, never formed for the material im}>rovement of any country, 
than the scdieme which Your Excellency explained to this Council on th<} 
27th December 1877, in your Minute of March 1878, and on other occasions, 
I desir<? to remind the Council and the public of what the plans of the 
Government of India were;, and to exjilaiu why they have not been carried 
into effect as completely as we desh“(!d. 

“fiS. I wish, My Eord, it wen? possible for me to read to the Council, and in¬ 
corporate in this Einancial Statement, Your Exticllency’s speech of the 27th 
Dcccuilier 1877. As I cannot do this, but am anxious to place the whole case 
in the clesircst light, I must ask Y'onr Exeelhuicy’s permission to string toge¬ 
ther some ])as8ages from that sptHH-h, for I could not describe the programme 
of the Government in any words so good as those which Your Excellency 
used— 

“The measui’es now before the Council have, for their prineijial object, the provision of 
that increase of the public income which cxiM^riciicc has proved to be the first (K>nditiou of any 
practi«!al insurance aj^aiust famine > and, therefore, it is only projasr that the Council should 
know h<jw we iiiteiul to employ the resources which its adoption of these measures will place 
at our disposal for that purjose. * * 

“ Of the counthiss suggestions rarde from time to time, and more especially during the 
pn“«ent year, for rendering less bitterly ironical than it still seems, that famous inscription 
on the huge granary built at Patna, for ‘ the j)erpetual prevention of famine in these provinces,’ 
there are only three which merit serious consideration. These are firstly, Emigratiou ; secondly. 
Railways; and, thirdly. Irrigation Works. Unfortunately for India, the first of these three 
material factors in the practical solution of problems similar to those we are now dealing witli, 
is inapplicable, or only very imiHjrfectly ap])licuhie, to the actual conditions of this country; 
* * though emigration uuqiicstioiiuhly claims our fostering eucourugeuicut, J fear that, 

for many yeai's to come, we must practically exclude this expedient, frem the list of those 
on which we mainly rely as a means of insuring the jiopulation of India against the calamities 
of periodical famine. The conclusion thus arrived at forcibly confines our immediate effoils 
to the most rapid development, by the cheapest methods, combiiie<l with the most appro¬ 
priate and efficient application, of the only two remaining instruments for increasing the pro¬ 
duce of the soil, fsicilitating its circulation, and thereby improving the general social con¬ 
dition, and augmenting the collective wealth, of the whole community. Those instsumeuts 
are railroads and irrigation works. , 

“ ‘Now the incalculable value to India of her present railways has been uumistakeahly 
demonstrated during the past year; and the Government is unquestionably bound to stimulate 
the extension of this class of works to the greatest extent and with the greatest rapidity, con¬ 
sistent with the requirements of financial prudence. 

« < * * It is an unquestionable fact, that the railways, and the railways alone, 'vere the 

salvation of the situation in Northern Behar during the famine of 1874 ; and that they liave 
again been the salvation of the situation in Madras during the famine of the i>rosent year. 

li * Had tlxore been no railway within reacli of these districts, the people, where they 
have now died by hundreds, must have assuredly succumbed by thousands. 

“ ‘ I am satisfied that the development of a network of subsidiary lines of railway, giving 
the means of transport through every district of British India, has become a matter ot vital 
necessity for the attainment of the great object now before us. Our present object is to render 
av.ai1able within the shoi-test possible time a" maximum length of line, especially constructed for 
a slow gootl'J traffic, rather than to provide tiiose more ample conveniences for passengers and 
ffoods which have commonly been deemed necessary for all Indian railways hitherto con¬ 
structed. * , 1 - j. -ijji 

“ ‘ The early conclusion of snch an undertaking must necessarily depend upon its finaocial 

jivactieability j and, for tliis reason, all minor considerations must lie subordinated to the m<jst 
rigid economy in construction, and the most severe limitation of the works to what is indispens¬ 
able for the efficient exercise of their special function. But, if these conditions be duly com • 
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plied with, I have coiilidenee that, at a comparatively early period, we ahall, without any strain 
upon our nntincial resources, have extended to all jmrts and provinces of our empire the most. 
efficsujiouB protection, not indeed from dearth (for that is impossible), but from those terrible 
effects of dearth which now generally terminate in famine. 

“ ‘ Tlujse, then, are the principles on which we are prei>ared to apply at once to the extension 
of our railway system, as a means of insurance against famine, an adequate proportion of the 
resources at our command for that purpose. * . . * * . * * * 

“ ‘ We propose to apply to the extension of irrigation works precisely the same 2 >J'inciple 
and policy. * * 

I am not now s}>eaking of what we oiight to do, or would do, to ensure this country 
against the worst effects of future famine, had we <mly tlie means of doing it ; but of wlmt w'e 
can do, and will do, with the means already in-ovided for in the measures now before the 
Council. I do not mean to say that the construction of such an extensive systtjra of lo<-al 
railroads and irrigation works Jis we propose to umlcrtake, will not In; tlie gradual task *»f 
many years. But 1 do moan to say that, in the manner and on tin* {>rincip]es already exjjlainefl, 
we are now providing for the iwomjit eoramencement, and unintcrnipud continuation, of this 
great and necessary task. We are systematising a policy, the ]>riiui])lcs of which have been 
repeatedly proclaimed and ai>i>rovcd by our juvdecessore. A\ e jirc associating w'ith it the 
interests, the powers, and the duties of our local administrations. We arc jnoviding them with 
the means of permanently jirosecuting and developing it, not, without referem-e to onr financial 
control, but exempt from the distressing uncertainty which h.as hitherto been imsepurable 
•from the practical execution of this poli(;y, in con.sc<iucnce of tin- obligation, which has fill now 
rested uj>on the GoV'crnmcnt of India, with the very limited funds at its disj)osal for the pro¬ 
secution of public works, to clmosc, freni year to year, between the conllicting claims upon its 
j'urse of the various and dissimilar localities of this spacious Empire. 

“ 0(5. My JiOfd, 1 am couviucdd tliat the policy, wliicli Your E.\cc!Iciu*y lliiis 
pvoclaiinf'd yoiu’ resolution to carry out, was not <uily vvi.sc^ and huiuain*, 
because it provided the only possible means by wliicli the t«ov<>rmiu'n1 eouhl 
protect the country ap;ainst the future calamities of faiuinc, hut tluit, linancijilly, 
it was sotind and prudent. Notwithstamling many mistakes tvluch, in trans¬ 
actions of such magnitude, were inevitable, the jtolicy by n liieh, for many 
years past, we have Iteen constructing railways and cjinals in Indui w.-i.s, ili 
'my belief, sound and statesmanlike in its conception, find its praclicsfl 
results bave been triumpbantly successful. The wealth of the country, and the 
])rosperity :ind hai)piness of its people, have hcen ijuacjiscd hy it to aii inealeii- 
lublc extent; the consetpient gain to the country and tin* j)ublie tinances has 
l)(?cn immense, and is not to he measured by figures .sliowing only the dirc< t 
returns from the works which have been constructed. J'or juy part, 1 .see no 
dniwlfaeks, no dangers, and no disadvantages, whurli flcscrvc to l>e weighed for 
one moment against the ]>enetits Avhieh have been derived. The (jo\ernment 
of Your Excellency desired to extend and devclo]) this policy, aiul hoped, 
bv thf; construction of a network of cheap raUways and of carefully plautu'd 
works of irrigation, to do all that it "was in tin; power ol a Govcj'nmcnt 
to do, to prevent the frightful calamities of famiim to vhich the country is now 
periodically expf)scd. A\ c believed, and I hclimt* still, that c <*ould do tlijs not 
onlv witliout financial risk, but witii certain linaucial advaiiltige. 

“ i>7. The.Eoeal Governimmts shared our cunvictiou.'- uiul our expectations. 
Sir-xAshley Eden, the ideutenant-Covernor of iicugal, was prcijavcd to undertake, 
th(;* resources already assigned to him, a system of railway communiea- 
whieh, ■vvithoui costing the imiierial re venues a shillijig, Avouhl, lie bcli<>vod.

have added millions to 


the wealth of his great province. Sir < Jeorge Cr»up<'r 
sent us up a scluune, carefully prepared by jny friend General l•T•ase^•', for eon- 
strueling a complete; sy.stem, some twelvi; or thirteen luindred miles iu length, 
of light'^ railways, which, in coiubiiuition Avith Avorks of ii rigrii.ion, would have 
gone^ far, if not to make future famines in the North-Western ITovinees 
improbable, at least to render the relief of such famiuos a comparatively easy 
and a <'<;rtain]y suec(;ssful operation. 

“ 08. My Lord, tlicHO visions have for t lie present, but I hope only for the 
lirescnl, faded. The plans which Your Exeellcney derserilxid to the Cemneil 
two years ago, and which 1 liave repeated to-day, have not yet been carrieil out ; 
we have had to defc;r the hope of protecting the country agauisl, famine hy the 
rapid development of railways and works of irrigation; and not only this, hut 
Avc liavc; e,v<;n hcen compelhHl largely to rt!duce the expenditure which, for many 
years past, we bave be<;u incurring on works of this description. 

“ My Jxoid, 1 shall not call in question the suflQciency of the: 


reasons which 
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led Her Majesiy’s Government, and a Committee of the House of Commons, 
1o tliiiik that a very large reduction should ho made in the expenditure of the 
Government of India on Productive Public Works; nor is it neewissary that 
I should now repeat those reasons, because they have been fully explained in 
th<'. lleport of the Committee, which was published during the last session of 
Parliament. Nor do I wish it to be supposed that I am insensible to the advan- 
1ag(is which we derive from this temporary restriction of expenditure. It has 
caiabled us to carry out in a way which might otherwise have beem hardly 
practi<5able, important reforms in the Public Works Department, and to get 
rid of hugely overgrown esta.blishm(*nts. 

“69. The limit of £2,500,000 which has been placed on our annual expendi- 
tuw! on productive public, works has avowcully no sort of finality. ‘ The amount tf> 
b(! annually expended ’ (I am quoting froin the Report of the Committee of 
•the House of Commons) ‘should mainly depend upon the financial condi¬ 
tion of India, and should, therefore, for the jn’csent, be limited to .‘ui 
amount of £2,500,000, as recentjly fixed by the Secretary of State for India 
in Council.’ Consideri7ig what our finnmdal condition already is, and what 
we hopti it will be in tin* future, I predict with confidence that the <*heek, 
which has been platsed upon our exjjenditure on useful works t?ssential 
to tin; ])rogress of the counti’y and to its protection against famine?, will 
1m? only teniporary, and that the execution of the plans dcseribcjd by Your 
Kxcellency tAvo years ago has been only temporarily deferred. But at the 
same time 1 wish to mak(i it tdear that, if the Government of India has 
failed for the present fully to carry out its progi*amnie for the construction of 
material works for protecting the country against famine, no resjionsihility 
for that failure rests upon us. While I say this, I must again ask the Council 
to remember that, however much we may regret this disappointment, it in no 
Avay atfects the financial efficacy of the moasiAres taken to enable us to discharge 
our obligations in times of faniinc without fear of insolv<?n(;y. Nothing can 
j)reveut the success of those nu'asurcs, which have been subjecled lo this 
modilu;ation only, tliat, owing to the im|)rovement of our general financial 
])Osition, we have ventured to dispense w'ith about a quarter of the a<lditional 
taxation (amounting at its maximum to £1,345,000 a year) which was their 
main feature. 

“ 70. I may here notice, with regai-d to the ])o]icy of the construction of pro- 
ductiv'c public works, that, alt liough tlu? correspondence on the subjetrt betwiHMx 
the Government of India and the 8e<‘rctary of State is not concluded, it is 
vinderstood t.hat the following points hav<? been s<*ttled for the present:— 

“ i. That any money which it may he necessary to’horrow for the construetion of siu'h 
works shall bo borrowtid in Inilia in rupees, and not in Loudon in sterling 
money. 

“ ii. That not more than X2,.")0d,0(d) a year, on an aA’orag-e, sliall be thus horri>we<l, in 
addition, however, h) any eaj>i(al expended upoik the East Indian Hallway or 
any other undertaking whieh may htr hertiafter acquired by the Slate in •like 
manner; in addition also to any money which may he lent to the Governnu'iit. 
of India by Native Stales for the eonstruelion of prtsluctive jkuhlie works. 

“ iii. That the yearly grant for the eons!ruction of pi'wluetive public works shall no 
exceed £2,5110,000 in addition to the eai)i(at expended uj)on the East Jndiai 
Hailway or any undertaking similarly aecpiired lioreaf1<>r, and to the oxpendi 
ture upon any works the funds lor the construction of whieh are lent to tin* 
(lovcrnmeut of India by Native States. 

“ iv. That the unexi)ended jtortiou of t he grant of tlie past year may he rc-grantiMl for 
expenditure in the following year. The object of this provision is to prevent 
the waste and inconvenience ineidout to the lapse of unspent grants for tlie 
construction of j)ublie works. 

“ As already explained, the grant for the construction of productive jAuhlic 
works in 1880-81 has been regulated strictly by these princi{)le8. 

“ 71. There are. My Lord, various questions connected with the customs Invilf 
to whiclt I must now refer. 

“Beginning with the import duti<?s, there is first the duty on cotton goods, 
and this is a subjoct of which I cannot speak without some reserve, bccaus(? 
there lias been in past times, as evoi-yhody knows, no unanimity of opiuiuu 
regarding it among the members of the Government. Speaking, as I new 
dm, on behalf of the Government generally, I desire to say nothing to whieb 
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any of my colleagues might take exception, and, although it will not bo possible 
for me altogether to avoid the expression of my own opinions on questions of 
past and future policy, I hope it will be understood that I shall, in giving 
such opinions, be stating only what I myself think. 

“ The Government does not at present propose to make any alteration in the 
duties actually levied on cotton goods. There are, however, obvious and 
serious defects in the existing system, and no one can say that it can long 
be maintained. 

“ 72. The measures taken d\iring the last two years, whatever other results 
limy have followed, have at least effected the particular object for which they 
were declaim'd necessary. They have, for the present, removed all grounds for 
the comjilaint, tlmt we were levying protective duties in favour of the Indian 
mills in their competition with English manufacturers. Some classes of 
English goods may be unduly favoured in compirison with other classes of* 
English goods; Wt no protection remains for the special benefit of goods 
produced in India. 

“When, last year. Your Excellency decided tlmt it was impossible to defend 
the maintenance of the duty on certain classes of cotton goods, because 
" it had a distinctly protective character, it was thought right to make a con¬ 
siderable sacrifice of revenue for its immediate removal. Whether the course 
adojittid was right, as I then thought and think still, or whether it was wrong, 
is a question which I will not now discuss, but the Government feels that it 
cannot at the present moment go furtla^r, or submit to loss of revenue beyond 
that w hich the measures of the last two yeai-s have rendered unavoidable. 

“ 73. I must say something of the effect which those measures have actually 
produced. Mr. Hope’s Commission stated in its report last yeiir that tlui 
remission of duty on all goods made of 30s and under ‘would })robably 
soon effect a complete revolution in tin* piece goods trade,’ and it quot(;d, in 
support of its own conclusions, a report by Mr. Pritirhard, the Commissioner of 
Customs in Bombay, who, with reference to this remission, wioto as follows :— 

“ ‘ It will operate fo create a new cians of (shirtiiifr^ made of yams 2h by or 30, instead 
of the present standard quality of 32 by 3G. 'this will pass fr«?e of duty, and, if it tiiids 
favour in the market, will take the place to a large extent cither of the long cloths or of the 
shirtings now used, or of both.’ 

“ The Commission also quoted the following opinion of a large mercantile 
firm :— 

" ‘ There can be no doubt that a trade in cloth made of yarn just within the limit of 
exemption of duty would be fostered, and whicli might gradually become of considerable 
importance. Such cloth would j>robably bo apprcciattHl by consumers for its intrinsic value, as 
well as for its comparative cheapness, owing to there being no duty upon it; and, if this 
should he the case, it might do away with the importation of cloth made of yarns varying 
from 326 upwards.’ 

“.74. I quote these pas.sages, because the actual results have elo.sely corres¬ 
ponded with the anticipatiims thus formed by the Con^mission and adopted by 
the Government. The chief differemte has been that those results have followed 
mon^ rapidly than either the Commission or the Government expected. 

“The immediate consequc'uee of the exemption from duty of goods con¬ 
taining no yarn of a higher number than 3()s, was the rapid development of 
the manufacture and im|K)rt of a new' class of goods made of 30s and lower 
<-<mnts. In consequence of their superior relativ<* cheapness, these duty-frcK* 
g(*ods have rapidly become jiopular; and the (sxperiraent having thus proved 
Mi<*<'essful, the tendency is now to make of the coarser yarns all cloth for 
which they can lx? used, and to substitute the coarser for the finer labrics 
formerly made: of yams ranging from 30s to 408. This process has already 
reached such a point, that last month tlie duty-free shirtings and longcloths 
eotislituted mon^ than 74 per cent, of those kinds of imjiorted goods, and 
th(^ dutiable qualities of some other classes of goods have almost disappeared 
f roiu th(j market. We estimated last year that wo might lose in the first 
year r<wenue to the amount of £150,600, and in subsequent years mor<*. 
J1 IK now probable that the loss in the first year, now about to close, will 
lie nearly £200,000, and for the coming year it is estinaated at £60,000 
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“ 76. Now, <;lcar]y, the present state of things is not satisfactory. We are 
liolding ont to ICnglisli manufacturers a strong indtieement to supplant finer 
hy coarser elass(?s of goods, and it has been forcibly represented that these 
and other anomalicjs ouglit not to he IVsft uncorreeted. 1 may refer in particular 
to a letter addressed to us by tlie Bengal Cliamher of Commerce. The 
Chamber points out that the declaration made last year by tlu; Covernment, 
that “ it is not reasonable that certain grM)ds should lie admittt^d free, while 
large quantities of goods of almost precisely the same cdiaracter in every thing 
but name remam liable to duty,” is still true?, with this difference, that the 
hardship is now “ not caused hy the corap<'tition b<itween Ijamiashire and our 
local mills, but by comjietition amongst I^incashire, manufacturers themselves, 
to secure tlu* full bcnelit of tlu* Gov(*mment of India’s last act. Th(;y do not, 
however, carry less w<*ight on that, account.” The letter of the Chamber 'has 
been seen by the Council; 1 ne{^d not rcqieat the forcible illustrations which it 
1 <?ontains of tlu*, anomalies which now exist, but 1 fully admit the accuracy of 
its stat(*ments. 

“ The Chamber says tiiat ‘‘to all appearance, these duties are dying a natui*al 
death, and as that ])roeess involves serious anomalies and hardships, it is a 
question whetlu*r the present is not a fitting moment to abolish them toto. 
To the Committee tlunx^ tlot^s not appear any other course op(*n, consistent with 
the declarations of Coveiauineiit, to which they hav(5 referresd.” 

“ 7G. If 1 could now put aside financial consid(*ration8, I should say that 
this conclusion of the Chamber is pcrf(!ctly right. I may add that the alter- 
jiative course which it has sugg(*sted as possihle, namely, the recall of last year’s 
<*xemptions, and tlu* re-iinposii,ion of a uniform duty of 2^ per cent, on all 
imported cotton g(M>ds, would not only he, in my opinion, obj(*-ctionable in 
its<*lf, hut seems impractic*ahl(f, be(*aus(j it would be opposed to the policy 
laid down for our guidance by Parliament, and by Her Majesty’s Government. 
That policy was d('clared on tlu* 4th April 1879, by the House of Commons, in 
the following llesolution — 

“ ‘ That thf IndiiiTi itii]>oi t. duty f>n (;f)tton goods, heiiig nnjnst nlike to the Indian consumer 
nml the English jirodiiccr, ought to he iiholislicd, iind tliis House aeeojds Ihe recent reduction 
in these duties as :i step towards tlieir total abolition, to whieh Her Majesty's Government 
are pledged.’ * 

“ I n(*<*d not pursue this subject further. It is impossible to deny that the 
pr(*sent stale of things is anomalous and ohj<*ctionabIe. The Government will 
give to this question in tlie future* that eonstant attention whieh its importance 
dcunands, hut it cannot, at tlu* pr(*s(*rit moment, make the large sacrifice 
of revenue whitdi its eom[)l<*t<* solution would involve, and, as a provisional 
arningement, meauwhih*, il. does not se(‘m possihle to draw any line better than 
that drawn last year. The abolition of the remaining duties on cotton goods 
would cost us i:GO(),000, in addition to the cC250,000 which wc have given up 
already. 

“ I may remind the (council that ihe m<*asures of last year were nbt hastily 
lak(*n, and that they were? in precise; ac(!ordanee wdth the specific rt;com- 
inendations of tlu; Chambers of Commerce of Manchester, of Bt;ngal, and of 
Bombay. 1 may add that, although I cannot doubt that the ohjeetions tc 
which I have referred must haA'«* he<*n felt as strongly in Lancashire as any. 
where else, the Gov<*ruuu'ut has not r<*ceived from the Knglish manufactiu*- 
ers any complaints r(*ganliug them. 

“ 77. Although, my Lt^rd, 1 do not intend to discuss the pro]>riety of the course 
that has Ix'cn ftillowcd in regard to the removal of the duty on cotton goods, I 
must ask Your Ji’x: clicney’s permission to say a few words on M’hat is, in some 
r<*spe<*ts, ])orsonal matter. V\'c arc constantly told that these moasm-es have 
h<;cn adopt'd in disr<*gard of the interests of the peoj)k* of India, and in obedience 
to the selfish demands of the A1 aiichcstcr manufacturers. If, my Ixml, we bad, 
indeed, manipulated, in ihe int<*rests of England or of any jufiitical party in 
England, the taxes paid hy tlu* ])eople of India, our conduct would have heen 
not only shameful and odious, hut al)soIutt;]y ci*iminal, and I, as Your Exccl- 
](‘ncy’8 chi<d‘ constitutional adviser in the financial measures of the last two 
years, must have borne my share of the responsibility. But for myself, who

have taken part in these measuree, I wish to say that I hardly remem¬ 
ber the time when I did not argue, in the interests of India, for the re¬ 
moval of these and all other restrictions on her commerc^e. 1 advocat(ul 
the abolition of these duties before, to the best of my belief, Mancliester 
had herself discovered that she was injurtul by them, and long liofoi'e 
Ijord Salisbury had proved in his dcsjiatclies, in a naanner whitdi secuns to me 
unanswerahhs the serious injiiry wluch they w'<?re inllicting upon this (coun¬ 
try. As I said in my first Financial Statement three years ago, I would not 
have accepted my present olTlee, if 1 had not lu)iKid that I should hav(; an 
opfKJrtunity of co-operating wdtJi Your FxeelJeriey in carrying out wJiat, 1 
may say without exaggeration, have h«»en tin* eonviefions of a lil'o-time. I 
have liad that opportunity. The cotton duties arc, in my oj»inion, virtually 
dead. 

“ 78. Before leaving this suhjeet, I think it right once more to ])oint out 
that we ought not to shut our eyes to the consequcncH's which, as it seems to 
me, must inevitably follow from tlu' loss of the cotton duties. WhelluT thostr 
consequences ought, as I believe, to 1)0 Avelcomed as fraught with a great dev(*- 
lopmcnt of wealth and prosperity to India, or ought, as others think, to he 
looked on as disastrous, wc cannot Avisely shut our eyes to the fact that the aholi- 
tion of the duty on cotton goods wnll involve in all probability the loss of a gi'(*at 
part of^our revenue from s<‘a customs. In the Financial Statenu'nis for 1877-78 
and 1878-79 this was clearly pointed out. In the former of these, I said that 1 
looked forward with confidence to the almost total abolition of customs duties in 
India, and I used these Avords :—“ I do not knoAV how long a period may elapse 
before such a eoiisAimmation is reached, hut, whether we seci it or not, tlu* 
time is not hopeh'issly distant, Avhen the ])ort-s of India will he thrown open 
freely to the commercti of tlie world.” 

“ My Lord, the fulfilment of this A'ision seems to me noAV not far off. It was 
shown in the Financial Statement for 1878-79 that, jmtting aside tlie d uties levied 
on salt and alcoholic liquors, Avhich stand on sj)(*cial grounds, and on Avhicli 
internal excise duties con’tisponding with tlie customs dutii's are imjiosed, 
there would remain, ajiart from flu* cotton dulies, a very small amount of 
import duties. Taking the estimates for llie coming year, the u<*t sum 
which we expect to receiA'o from 1 lie scja customs Tinties, exelusiA c of salt, 
alcoholic liquors, and arms, is i;i,115,0()(). The cotton duties Avill yield say 
£G15y000, and, if I am right in believing that they must ultimately hi* 
altogether given up, our whole import duties AAoiild thou yield only about 
£5OO,OO0. The truth is that cotton goods are the sole urtii-li* of foreign 
production, AAdiich the people of India now largely consuiiie, and there is no 
present possibility of a large customs revenue from anything else. Will it 
be possible, AAdien cotton goods have been freed from duty, still to tax woollen 
goods and many other articles? And can it be believed that avc should long 
maintato our customs establishments for the, sake of obtaining the insignifi¬ 
cant. rcA'cnuc that w'ould remain? 

“ 79. I know only one suggestion which seems to <h*serve discussion, for 
saving a considerable portion of onr customs revenue. I do not remember hv 
Avhom it was first made, hut I have heard of it for a good many yenrs ])ast. *l 
believe that it really had itsoiagin in a plan which at on<^ timi* Mr. (Jladsttmr 
thought of for England. Mj' hoii’hk! fri<*nd, Mr. Hope, has lately given it his 
attention. 


“ Starting witli the assumption that our customs taritV on its })resent footing 
cannot V)e maintained, this suggestion is that, instead of eaistoms duties 
projierly so called, w<! should, Avitli e<‘rt,*iin excc])tions, levy ‘on all articles im¬ 
ported into India, and possibly, also, on those export(‘d, a registration fee at a very 
low rate. In this Avay, it is nrg<*d, wc might obtain a con.sidcrahJe, revenue 
in an Amohj(?<;tionahle way. I give no ojnnion of my own, mneh Jess d<j 
^ ojiinion on hf*half of the Ch)v<*mment, in favour of this sehenui, and 

^ that it d(;serA'es to he considered. 

“80. Anothe.r solution of these ditfundtics has lately been suggested, hut it 
seems to mo unsound in thcH)ry, and imj>ossihlc in praeticc. It is that 
a sort ol trjraty of cqinmen*e should be entered into Ta^tween England and 
India, on the i>rmciple that India will admit all English merchandize free*, 
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on condition that England gives up the duties which she now levies on 
Indian tea and coffee; if, it is added, England, in order to maintain her 
duty on China tea, prefers to continue to levy duty on tea and coffee from 
India, she might pay the proceeds amounting to a million a year, into the 
Indian Ti-oasury. 

“ Of course wo should be glad to soe the English or any other duties on 
Indian tea and ooffoc or on anything else romovcul; but, if trade be good for 
India, it is good, for her wlujther otlajr countries maintain duties on Indian 
products or not, and th(! fact that England (for, as it seems to me, excellent 
r(«isons) taxes our tea ?ind coffer?, is no reason for our taxing lier cotton manu¬ 
factures, and almost everything else tliat we get from her. To maintain the 
contrary is, to maintain the old df?lusitm of reciprocity. In r«?gard to the 
suggestion that England should pay to India tht? million whi<?h she levies on 
^idian tea and coffee, this is clear, that, whoever else might profit from such an 
arrangement, it would not be our ina and coffee interests. They would have 
to pay as much as before, nor would they be reconciled to the new airange- 
ment by the rellection, that it was almost equivalent to thf? imposition upon 
them of an export duty for the J)urf)ose of saving the English treasmy from 
Joss, and for the benefit of the general revenues of India. 

“ 81 . T must add that I do.not know why tea and coffee have alone been nien- 
tion(?d, as If tJiey u'-ere the only articles of Indian production on -which England 
levies any duty. There is tohae,eo, fium which Eiigland d<‘riv(?s a rt?venuc of 
between c'ight and nine millions; I bopo and believe that Indian tobacco has 
h(?fore it a gr(?ai future; I should he delighted to see every legitimate encour¬ 
agement given to its production; but 1 cannot conceive bow it can be admitted 
into England free of duty. As, however, the adoption of the projKisals, to 
which 1 liaA c alluded, would pra<?tically lead to the surrender by England of the 
greater part of h<?r customs r(?vcnue, I need hardly say more? on this subject. 

“ 82. Leaving the import tariff, I come nOAV to questions connected with the 
duties on exyiorts. Since 1875, the only export duties have been those on 
indigo, hu?, and rice. 

“ 83. It is sur]>rising that the duties on the two first of those articles should 
have survive'd so long. NoHody has ever defendt'd them, and the only reason 
assigned for ke(?i)ing them has been that the Government could not 
giv(? up the rcv(?uuc yi(?l(led by tljcm, though this has never been great. 
The average? amount deriveel annually from tin? exyiort duly on indigo is 
JC42,000. The duty is hwiod at a fixed rate oil quantity, .so that the rov<?mn* 
does not fluctuate Avith the fluctuation of prices. On the finer qualities the 
incidence of the duty is not much oAa?r one p(‘r cent.; on the lower qualities 
it may be as mucb as four yier cent. The eultiAation of indigo by natives 
of the* countiy has, in Northern India, been somewhat rai)idly increasing, and 
the duty falls much more hesivily on the qualiii(?s made by them, than on 
the l)t?tter qualities turned out by the facitories managed by Europfeans. 
Indigo from Centrjil AnuM-ica competes Avith ours in the Europen-ii markofs, 
but not very atjtivcly; and a more serious future dang(?r to this industry 
is probably to he found in th(? compidition of ehemi<*ully pr('])ared substi¬ 
tutes. The danger is not the less real becau.se no eflicii'iit substitute hjis yet 
been found. The progro.ss of scic'ntifie diseoA iay is now so rapid, t!iat we 
might hosir almost any day that this highly important Indian industry was 
seriously tbr(?atened, and wershould tlieii Ik? exposed to the d(?served reproach that 
this competition had been stimulated by the suicidal folly of our fiscal legislation. 
Export duties enjoy tin? credit of having i uiin*d the Indian trade in saltpetre ; 
they Avcr<? taken off when it was too lai(? to repair tin? mischief; the Govern¬ 
ment does not Avish to run any similar risk Avith indigo. A notification wfill, 
therefore, he issued to-day under tlu? jiowers conferred on the Governor General 
in Council by tlie Sea Customs A(?t, 1878, exemi)ling indigo from liability to 
I'xport duty. 

“81. The same notification will abolish tin? equally indefensible export duty 
on lac. The trade in la<? has be(‘n in a depressed condition, and during the last two 
years the average amount of revenue yi(?lded by the duty has been only about 
Jt:9,000. 
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85. I do not think that any one will question the propriety of those exemp¬ 
tions. leaking them hoth together, they involve a loss of about £54,000 
a year. . • 

“ 86. Th(i only export duty, which will no^ remain, is that on rice. It yield¬ 
ed, in 1878-79, a net revenue of £556,000. As it is an export duty, it is often 
assumed that its clfeet must he move mischievous than that of any import 
duty. No one can he more alive than I am to the eeonoini«;al objections 
to export duties; but this duty on rice is, in my opinion, at tlie i)resent moment, 
less open to objection than some of our otlu^r customs duties*. I have h(‘for<! 
me a valuable note by 3Vlr, O’Conor on the Indian rice trade. It is shown 
that more than half of our exjwts of i’ie<‘ g<.)(‘s to Europe. Of tlio remainder, 
the greater part is consumed in the countries near India, such as Arabia, 
Persia, Ceylon, the Straits, &c., or is sent to various colonies, of which Mauritius 
is tlie most important, for the supply of the cooly ]>opulation. The table rice 
exjiorted from liengs\l to li]uro])e is used as food ; other tpialities, and the riA 
from Jlurnial), a thick coai’se gmiu, is cliictly used for distillation, or for couvcm'- 
sion into starch. 


“87. There is practically, at the present *tim<\ no competition with India 
on the j>art of other countries in Asia or America in the rice trade. Great 
appr(‘h(*nsions wer<' <‘X 2 >ressed some years ago of the coiujuMition of Saig«)n. 
Similar ai)j)rehensions have been felt in rt‘gard’ to Siam. As yet these ap- 
j)reh(‘nsions have not been justilied ; hut 1 must observe that there has been 
ibis year a large incn'ase in the exj)ori of rice from Saigon to Euro])e. 
Northern Italy produces a good deal of rice, and seiuls largt; (juantities 
to Prance; other countries furnish smalh'r sui)plies. 11 ic*e cultivation, which 
was formerly very exten.sive in North Carolina, has cea.s«'d to be im])ortant., and 
little rice now goes from the Pnited States to Europe. Thus, although it would 
not he correct to say that Indiii has a mono]>oly of tlu* tra<le in rice, slu‘ has 
something ai)proaeliing to it, and, so lone: as this remains true, it cannot he sai<l 
that the <*xi)ort duty has a seriously injurious etVect on Indian interests. At 
tin* .same tiim*, it is impossible to say how long this may <*ontinue true; the 
Government cannot k<*e}) too w.Mtchful an eye on the rie<‘ trade, and must he 
])repared,if it should hecome neee.s.sary, to take iinTnediatc* action. AVhile, theri'- 
fon‘, I am not prepared to say that our <*.\port dnt.v on ric<‘ is at the pwsent 
moment e.spccially ohjoctionahJe, 1 fe(d that we <*annot count upon it sjs a 
jiermanent .source of n'venue, and if we could afford t he loss, 1 should he very 
glad t<» irct rid of it. The e.vports of rice from India, during tin* la.st sev<m yearn, 
iia\e n(»t very greatly vari«*d in <|uantity. In 1S76, the year lM*fore the 
Ihmgal famin<% they wen* 1,101,007 tons; in 1875, in consequence of the famine, 
th<*y fell to 809,0K> tons, and this was th(* lowest anu>unt reached ; in 1879 they 
had again risen to 8(51 tons, and the trade is now again in<*.reasing. 

“ 8^. Confeid<*riiig that, between 1871 and 1878, the country Avas passing, with 
hardly .any intermission, through .a ])<*iiod of drought and famine, and that va.st 
quantities of ri<*c‘ were ahsorhe*! in feediiig the famine-.drieken ]>opul:ition, it is 
satisfactory to lind th:it (exports to ollaa* <*ountries should havt* shown litth* 
diminution, and that tin? enormous incr('as(* in })ric(*s should not have interf(*rt*d 
materi.'diy Avith the f(n*eign d»*maud. In 1H78-79, all hough ]>rices still ruled 
hiirh and an active demand continued for int<*rnal <*onsum])tiom the <*xports 
nearly .attained thc! h*A(*l of th<* trade ]»r<*vions t »the famine j)eriod. 'I'his year 
thc! (*xport.s w ill, it is thought, exceed tho.se of l.'i.st ye.'ir. ami, if h.arvests con¬ 
tinue good, next ye.*ir will jnohahly he a time of great activity in the rice tnide. 

“ 89. In l(*aving thi.s p;irt of my suhje<;t, I will only add, that 1 am as sun* .as 
ev(*r that there is no country in the w'orld in Avhi(*h the fulh*st. appli<*Jition 
of the jtrim*iples of free trade is more d(*sirahle than it is in India. India 
(to r<*peat what was .said in the Pinancial Stat<nnent for 1878-79) “ is a A*ountry 
whi<*i>, frf»m its pov(*rty, the pnmitivc and monotonous condition of ita industrial 
lite, and the* j>cculiar charact(*r of its jx^itit’a! condition, s<*ems to re<piire from 
its (,overnni(*nt, lM*ff»re all things, the most economical treatment of its r<*soui*ees, 
Vi' greatest jKjssihle fre(*dom in its foreign exchanges.” 1 c<m- 

n <*ntly Ix lnwe that the time is not far olf when the truth of this will be 
generally roeogmzed. 
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** 90. The re-adjustment of the salt duties, to which I must next refer, has 
proved a very successful measure. It will he in the recollection of the Ck>unoil 
that, at the end of 1877, a step was taken towards equalizing the rate 
throughout India, by raising it, in the Presidencies of Madras and Bombay, 
from 1 Biupee 18 annas to 2 Bupees 8 annas per maund, and by lowering it, m 
the Lower Provinces of Bengal, from 3 Bupees 4 annas to 3 Bupees, and, in 
the Upper Provinces, from 3 Bupees to 2 Bupees 12 annas per maund. In 
the following August, a further reduction was made of 2 annas in Lower 
Bengal, and of 4 annas in the Upper Provinces. By these means a uniform 
. rate of 2 Bupees 8 annas per maund has been established throughout India, 
except in Bengal, where the duty is 6 annas higher, and in Burma and par^ 
of the Punjab trans-Indus, where it is nominal. 

“ On the 1st October 1878, the salt sources which the British Government 
had, under recently negotiated agreements, obtained on lease from the Native 
States in Bajputana, were taken over, and at these, as well as at the Sambhar 
Lake already in our possession, the duty of 2 Bupees 8 annas per mimTid was 
then levied on all i^t, excepting that exempted under the agreements just 
mentioned, the details of which were fully described in the I^oancial State¬ 
ment last year. Considering that this result has been obtained not only 
without any general increase in the rate of duty on salt, but with a large reduc¬ 
tion of that rate throughout by far the greater part of India, and simtdta- 
neously with a reduction of price to the vast majority of the population, I 
think we may congratulate ourselves on the success of our policy. 

“ It was formerly shown that, by the re>adjustment of the rates of duty, we 
hoped to lower the price of salt to 130,000,000 of people, while only 47,000,000 
were affected adversely. Bajputana and Central India are now liable to the 
salt tax, but a portion of the population still obtains its salt free of duty, and 
another portion pays only half the usual rate. Tliroughout the greater 
part of these States the price of salt, independent of the duty, has been greatly 
diminished, not only directly, but by the extension of railways. The people 
have further been relieved by the abolition of local transit duties, and by the 
abolition of the British duty on sugar taken across the now defunct Tnland 
Customs Line, which yielded £160,000 a year. The Government is now 
endeavouring to redeem all remaining transit duties on salt in Bajputana and 
Central India, so that the transport of salt naay everywhere be free from 
restriction. 

“ 91. The Inland Customs Line, on the enormities of which I have so often 
dilated, finally disappeared at the commencement of the present official year. 
When I think of this abominable barrier, which was likened to the Great Wall 
of China, stretching 2,000 miles across the whole of India, so that, if it had 
been put down in Europe, would have reached from London to Constantinople, 
with the countless evils that it entailed, I find it difficult not to begin again 
my old expressions of indignation. However, it is now dead, and I congratu¬ 
late Your Excellency and the country on the fact. By its disappearance we 
have saved about £100,000 a year. 

“ 92. I will state to the Council the principal facts in my possession, illus¬ 
trating the effect produced by our measures on the consumption of salt and on 
the public revenues. 

" We have complete returns for the first ten months of the present year. 
Comparing these with the returns for the same period in 1877-78, the last year 
in which the old rates of duty were in force, there has been an increase of 
consiunption, throughout India, amounting to about 2,400,000 maunds; the 
total consumption in the former period was 20,373,000, and in the latter period 
22,776,000 maunds. More than 637,000 maunds of this increase is the increase 
in liower Bengal, and nearly 1,900,000 maunds in Northern Im^. About a 
third part of the latter is atmbuted to the consumption in the Native States of 
Bajputana and Central India. In Madras and Bombay there was a small 
falhng off in the consumption, which fell from 8,860,000 to about 8,654,000 
maimds, or by 196,000 maunds. The reduction in Madras is believed to be 
more apparent than real, because a larTO number of the poptilation consume 
untaxed «]lt. The law relating to salt in the Madras Presidency is as yet 
very leniently enforced, or is, perhaps, not sufficiently stringent. 
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** In making the al^re comparison, I have taken the most unfavourable 
figures for my own argument that I could find; 1S77-78 was the great famine 
year, but nevertheless for some reason, which I have failed to understand, the 
amount of salt taxed in Madras in that year was, as 1 noticed in the last 
Fmancial Statement, extraordinarily large. 

If we compare the returns for the first ten months of the present year with 
those of 1876-77 (and, if I went further back, my case would be still stronger), 
we find that, taking the whole of India, there has been an increase in the total 
consumption of 2,718,000 maimds, or from 20,058,000 to more than 22,776,000 
maunds; and this increase has been spread over the whole country. In Lower 
Bengal the consumption has risen from 6,822,000 to 7,682,000 maunds, and, 
notwithstanding the reduction of duty, the revenue has only fallen off by 
je30,000, or from je2,220,000 to £2,190,000. 

“ In Northern India the consumption has risen from* 8,776,000 to 5,412,000 
maunds, and, in spite of the reduction of duty, the revenue has increased from 
£1,142,000 to £1,348,000. Even in Madras and Bombay, where the duty was 
increased, and where the revenue has risen from £1,662,000 to £2,155,000, the 
consumption has increased from 8,641,000 to 8,654,000 maunds. 

" The figures I have just quoted refer to revenue derived from the duty on 
salt. There are, besides this, large receipts from other heads, such as the sale 
price of Government salt. 

** In 1877-78 the gross salt revenue of the whole year was under 6| millions 
sterling; in 1878-79 it had risen to 7 millions; the Regular Estimates for the 
current year exceed 7^ millions, while, for next year, our estimate of salt 
revenue is 7^ millions. Thus the improvement is expected to be more than 
one million in four years. 

“ While the revenue has thus increased, the salt expenditure has diminished 
from £508,000 in 1875-76 to £404,000 in 1878-79, and is estimated at £308,000 
in 1880-81. Against this saving in expenditure, however, must be put 
£253,000 on account of the annual compensations paid to the Native States 
and to Portuguese India; this, witlx £70,000 for the Sambhar Lake, is charged 
in the public accounts under Allowances and Assignments. 

“ 93. I think, my Lord, 1 may now say eonlidently that the wisdom of the 


poKcy followed in regard to the equalization of the salt duties has been proved 
by experience. To w'hat extent the increased consumjxtiou and h'wer price of 
salt throughout the greater part of India have h(‘on the consequence of the 
reduction of the duty, and to what extent they have been attributable to the 
extension of railways, to the general impi'ovemont of communications, the 
opening out of new markets, and the imrreasc of the po|)ulatiun, it is not 
possible to say ; these various influences have, doubtless, all contributed to 
the result; but it was with the knowledge, and indeed with the certainty, that 
all the conditions with which we had to deal were highly favourable to the 
success of our policy, that we were induced to adojxt it. 

, “ 94. I must add that w'c received a few weeks agt> a representation from the 

President of the Salt Chamber of Commerce, Chcsliire and Worcestei’shire, to 
the effect that one of the results of our late mxiasures has been an increase of 
the former difference between the rates of duty on Liverpool salt and that 
produced in Northern India, which jdaces the former at a greater disadvantage 
than heretofore, and has driven it back from markets in Behar formerly sup¬ 
plied by it. Although, as I have already showm, there has lately been a* great 
increase in the consumption of Liverpool salt in Bengal, careful inquiry is 
now being made into this subject. But, whatever may be the result of that 
inquiry, I may say at once that, although the Government cannot, at the 
present moment, make any further reduction in the Salt Duty in Bengal, 
rt fully recognises the necessity of comjdcting, as soon as possible, the actual 
equalization of the duty throughout India. It is an csst^ntial part of our 
policy to do so, and I feel sure that the measures which have still to bo 
taken will prove as satisfactory to the country, and as beneficial to the 
revenue, as those of which I have Iwxjn describing the results. 

“ 96, When, my Lord, the Financial Statement for 1879-80 was published a 
yw ago, we w'cre far from foreseeing the extraordinary imiirovement which was 
about to take place m our financial position, and which we now perceive had even 
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then commenced. The loss caused by the great disturbance in the relative value 
of gold and silver had reached alarming proportions, and there was nothing 
to re-assureus regarding the future. We were engaged in war; the suipliu 
which we considered neoessai^ to protect the country against the financial 
consequences of famine had disappeared; our estimates, apart from the war, 
showed a surplus of onl;^ £605,000. Wo decided, however (to quote the 
words of the last Financial Statement), that it was "wise to abstain from 
imposing any fresh burdens on the country, and to accept the temporary loss 
of the Burpl^us by which it was hoped that an insurance against famine had 
been provioed.” 

“ 90. I see nothing to be ashamed of in our want of foresight. I do not see 
how we were to know that there would be a great improvement in the exchange, 
which would last through nearly the whole year, and which, in spite of an 
increase in our remittances, would better our position by £760,000; that our 
opium estimate, which we h^ taken at a higher amount than, with one excep¬ 
tion, it had ever been taken at before, would prove, taking ^th sides of the 
Account, to bo too low by £1,900,000; that inconsequence of the most 
favourable season which India has known for many years, the increased 
prosperity of the people, and other causes, every great branch of the public 
income would show an increase; that wc should get £-160,000 more from 
Land Revenue, £335,000 more from salt, and so on. 

“ 97. Although, as I need hardly say, it was not a pleasant task which I had 
last year to i>erform, in laying before the Government and the public so unpro¬ 
mising a budget, there are now good reasons for not expressing much regret 
that we were not gifted with greater powera of foresight. For the result was 
to make us undertake a most searching examination into every branch of the 
public expenditure, Vruth the firm resolution tliat everything superfluous should 
be ruthlessly sacrificed. The reductions wdiich we have made already, and 
which wo hope stUl to make, are not the leasts atisfactory part of the year’s 
history. 

" The Local Governments throughout India loyally responded to our in¬ 
vitation to co-o])erate in the task which we bad undertaken. We left it 
entirely to their discretion to decide where they could reduce their expenditure, 
and'exercised no kind of interference in their x^roceedings. The result of our 
communications with them was, that, with their full consent in every case, 
the assignments made to them from the Imperial treasury' in the jiresent year 
have been reduced by £335,000, and a similar reduction will bo made in the 
coming year. 

“ 98. Besides loss important savings, which I need not now detail, there has 
been in the present year a reduction in the Public Works expenditure of 
£661,000. I hojje that £400,000 to £500,000 a year will eventually be x>erma- 
nently saved by getting lid of superfluous establishments. Some exj)lanation is 
necessary on tliis subject. 

"99. Before any orders to reduce the expenditure on Productive Public 
Works had been issued by the Secretary of State, or the question of reducing the 
Ordinary Public Works expenditure had b(!cu taken up afi*esh by the Govern-j 
ment of India, it was an acknowledged fact that the strength of our Ihiblic 
Works establishments was enormously in excess of what Wfis necessai y. When 
the Secretary of State ordered, subject to certain conditions, the reduc¬ 
tion of our annual expenditure on Productive Public Works to the sum of 
£2,600,000, this excess became, of course, a still more serious evil. I will 
not now go into the question of the causes wlijch led to the growth of 
these needlessly large establishments. It is easy to be wise after the event; 
they were, for the most part, the result of errors of system which were only 
discovered to be errors by experience. However, this may have been, we found 
ourselves, at the beginning of the present financial year, in this position, that 
our Public Works establishments were declared by the highest authorities in 
the Public Works Department to bo costing not less than £500,000 a year 
more tlian was necessary for the expenditui'o on Ordinary and on Productive 
Works which had to bo carried on. Wc therefore resolved that these super¬ 
fluous establishments must be at once reduced. 
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** 100. The Local Govemmetits and the authorities in the Public Works De- 
pirtment deserve the thanks of the Government of India for the ef&cient manner 
in which the serious task of TnaViing this great reduction has been performed. I 
think it will be admitted that the measures of the Government were carried 
out with the greatest possible consideration for individuals, and that the engi¬ 
neers with whose services we have imwillingly been compelled to dispense 
have been treated liberally. CDie reductions actually made will save us 
£250,000 a year. In the present year there will, of course, be a large set-off 
on account of pensions and gratuities; it amounts, indeed, to about £280,000; 
but the greater part of the cost of reduction will be incurred, once for all, 
in the shape of gratuities. 

“ Although these great changes in the constitution of the Public Works 
Department could not be made without some temporary inconvenience, 
there can be no doubt, I hope, that they will lead to a permanent increase 
of eflBciency. Our difficulties, however, are not over; our Public Works 
establishments are still larger tlian they ought to be, and the constant supply 
of young ^gineers that pours in from Cooper’s Hill will, if it be not speedily 
stopped, prove a cause of renewed embarrassment, and of useless and serious 
.expense. 

“ 101. Before leaving this subject, there is one important point that I must 
notice. It will be plain from what I have said, or have still to say to-day, that 
the Government of India looks with regret on the reduction of expenditure on 
Productive PubUc Works, and that it hopes to see that expenditure again 
increased hereafter. How, it may be asked, holding these opimons and expec¬ 
tations, can you justify this reduction of Public Works establishments ? If, 
hereafter, your expenditure is increased as you hoj)e it will be, you will have 
deprived yourself of the machinery necessary for the execution of your works. 

“ 102. If, my Lord, this were true, I should, for my own part, have thought 
our proceedings very foolish; but I am satisfied that we need be under no appre¬ 
hensions of the kind. I think that I cannot better explain the views of the Gov¬ 
ernment on this subject, than by reading to the Council the following extract 
from a despatch addressed by the Government of India to the Secretary of 
State in September last:— 

" * Our present difiSculties have not disturbed oor belief in the great importance of the most 
rapid possible development of the means of communication and other material improvements 
in India. * . * * * * , * * 

" ‘ With these convictions, we should not have acquiesced, without remonstrance, in tlie 
absolute permanent restriction to £2,500,000 a year, of our ez}>enditure on the construction of 
Productive Public Works, if we had understood this to be Your Lordship’s intention. * * 

Accordingly, we have b^n careful so to frame our proposals for the re-organisation of our 
establishments, that we shall have no difficulty in hereafter increasing our expenditure on 
Productive Public Works to any extent which is likely to be considered expedient. We could 
not have undertaken any reductions not compatible with this condition. 

«• The ordinary difficulty of organising an efficient and economical service has been aggra¬ 
vated, in the case of the Public Works Department, by the fluctuations of public policy which 
have .manifested themselves in large variations of the grants made for exp«aditure in this 
Department. We need not now enquire into the causes of these fluctuations, and we do not 
wish to criticise the policy either of 'the school which advocates a lavish public expenditure on 
such works, or of tiiat which regards wiili distrust any such expenditure which can be avoided. 
It only concerns us now to recognise the fact that we have no reason for expecting, hereafter, 
more immunity from such alternations of conflicting influences than we have enjoys heretofore 
Our duty, therefore, is to anticipate their recurrence, and frame our measures accordingly. 

"' Hitherto, our establishments have been organised on a plan which demands, for successful 
and economical results, a steady and unbroken prosecution of works ; engineers having been 
brought into the service on engagements which have been understood as ensuring to them 
continuous employment. But such employment is incompatible with the conditions on which 
we can provide funds for the construction of Productive Public Works j and, clearly, we. must 
now BO organise our establishments that their strength may be, at any time, readily reduced or 
increased. In other words, the cause of our present difficulties being that we have, on the 
whole, been burdened with establishments in excess of what, with the funds at our disposal, 
we could constantly and profitably employ, we must, for the future, take care to engage no 
establishments in excess of the greatest strength for which we can confidently expect to 
provide constant and full employment, whatever policy as to the material, improvement of the 
country may he in the ascendant. 

“ ‘ Msolved, therefore, to organise onr permanent establishment, rather upon the 

model ot the stafE of a great contractor, suppl^entiug it, as occasion requires, by temporary 
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eKtablishtnents engaged for particular works only, with no claim to absentee allowances, 
pensions, employment upon any other work, or any of the rights and privileges of a regular 
establishment. Moreover, we desire to look, more and more, to the employment, upon con¬ 
siderable undertakings, of contractors with large capital, and to the development of the exist¬ 
ing system of petty contracts for petty works. In this way, we expect to avoid a recurrence 
of the inconvenience from which we are now suffering. 

“ ‘ We anticipate no difficulty in carrying out the policy thus designed : on the contrary, we 
lielicve that, while guarding us against a return of our present embarrassment, this policy 
will, by encoiiraging persons to adoj)t the profession of Civil Engineer, and otherwise, promote 
tile genei-al interests, and be favorable to the extended employment of Natives of India in 
this department of our service, an object which we have much at heart.' 

“ 103. Before leaving the subject of reduction of expenditure, I have still 
to mention what I hope may prove hereafter to have been the most important 
measure of the year. I refer to the appointment of the Special Commissicgi, 
presided over by Sir Ashley Eden, to inquire into the organisation and expendi¬ 
ture of the army in India. The Rfjport of the Commission is now under the 
consideration of the Government, and I should be going altogether beyond my 
own proper business, if I were to attempt in any way to discuss the recommenda¬ 
tions which the Commission has made, or to give any opinion as to the extent to 
wliitsh those recommendations may be carried out. But there are some facts to 
which I may refer without impropriety, and which seem to me highly en¬ 
couraging. This Commission, pi-esided over by one of the most eminent of 
Indian statesmen, and including among its members some of our greatest 
Indian soldi(>rs, has arrived at unanimous conclusions on almost every one 
of the questions submitted to it. These high authorities believe that the 
adoption of their proposals would greatly increase the efficiency of the army 
in peace and w^ar; that it would add to the military strength of the British 
portion of our forces; that the strength and efficiency of the Native army, 
as a fighting body, and the popularity of the service, would be increased; 
that the medical service w ould be placed in harmony with the true principles 
of army organisation; that in the departments of the army greater uni¬ 
formity and power of administration would be obtained; that the great lines 
of military communication would be improved and made permanently secure ; 
that, under a more scientific system, the troops could be more rapidly and easily 
mobilised; and that (to quote the words of the Commission) “ with improved 
transport ai’rangements, with a more thorough knowledge of the vast resources 
of the country in supply and transport, and with a decentralised military system, 
the Government of India will be able, provided the details are thoroughly 
worked out Ixjforehand, to place in the field a force which will be a powerful 
w'eapon of offence or defence, while the troops remaining in garrison will be 
ample to suyiply a reserve if needed, and to maintain the peace of the country 
undisturbed.” The Commission believes that these great results, by which the 
efficiency of t he army would be immensely increased, could be attained, not only 
without additional expense, but with a positive saving to the State of £1,260,000 
a yeai. 

“ I have not been able to take credit for any part of such savings in the coming 
year; but I sincerely trust that this most imj)ortant matter will not be allowed 
to sleep, and that no feeling that the improvement in our finances has rendered 
military economy loss urgently necessary, will be permitted to cause delay in 
settling the questions which liavc been raised. As the Commission, quoting the 
principles strongly enunciated by Ix)rd Mayo, and reiterated by his successors, 
has observed, “ the people of India ought not to be called upon to support or 
pay for one unnecessary soldier.” 

“ 104. The warning which I liave now given, that we ought not to be induced 
by the improved state of our finances to wilax our efforts in the direction of 
economy, is not true in regal'd to military expenditure alone. It would be a 
dangerous mistake to conclude that our proBjiccts are not still uncertain. 

“ In the Financial Statement for last year, prominent attention was called to 
the consequences entailed upon India by the violent disturbance of the long 
standing equilibrium between gold and silver. It was then stated that the 
Government of India had submitted its view's on this subject to the Secretary 
of State, and, as the Council is aware, Her Majesty’s Goverxunent did not 
it possilke to accept our recommendations. 
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“Although the exchange has, during the present year,been less unfairourahle 
to India than we anticipated, it would he a great error to suppose tlxat our 
anxiety on this ac*/Count has been removed, or even seriously diminished. The 
gravity of the subject can hardly be l>etter illustmted than by this fact, that, 
even in the present year, which has been comparatively favourable, the charge 
for Loss by Exchange amounts to £3,188,000, while for the coming year it is 
estimated at £3,411,000. Ten years ago, in 1869-70, the charge was £142,555. 
Although the relations between the two metals have, of late, been comparatively 
steady, yet, as this stability does not rest upon any known foundation, it does 
not afford ground for confidence in the future relations of the two metals, 
which, under the existing conditions, cannot be pi'cdicted for a single month. 

“Obviously we cannot depend onthemainlenance of our Opium revenue at 
its present unprecedentedly high amount. 01 her causes for a prudent anxiety 
are not wanting. It is, for example, plainly impossible to say wdiat may be 
the actual cost, and the future obligations entailed upon us by the war in 
Afghanistan; although, so far as can now' be foreseen, ample provision on this 
account seems to have been made. Altogether, while our financial prosjKJcts 
look, on the whole, far brighter than they were a year ago, we cannot say tlmt 
there are not many causes for anxiety remaining. The prudent view to take 
is this, that we ought to take advantage of the breathing time that has now 
• been obtained, to set our house in oixler. 

“ 106. I think, my Lord, that there is only one remaining subject to which I 
need refer. Attemjils have recently been made in England to coinpjvre the finan¬ 
cial condition of India as it is now with what it was in past periods, and it seenis 
to have been assumed by many persons that, because dilfi(rult.ies are found in 
making such comparisons without more information than is given in the publishe<l 
abstracts of our accounts, therefore there is something wrong in the structure 
of our accounts themselves. The fact is tliat, for many yi‘ars past, wc5 havti 
been steadily striving to make such improvements in our publislu'd abstracts 
as were called for by changes in financial circumstances, and in ord<.‘r to give 
fuller information. In this view, heads of accounts w liicli u.s<*d to be lum|H*d 
up together have been separated, while others have been consolidated, and, 
instead of entries showing merely the net result of th<? diUVrences between 
revenue and exj)enditure, the actual revenue and expenditure htivc been 
entered on each side of the account respectively. 

“106. For example, in Mr. Wilson’s Budget Statement in 1860, there were only 
six revenue heads. The first was “ Land Revenue, Saver and Abkaree,” and it in¬ 
cluded Land, Forest and Excise r<3venue, all lumjxjd tc)g<d bcr; t hen came, separate- 
ly,“ Customs,” “ Salt” and “Opium;” then“Mis«)llaueouH,” a large item of over 4 
millions; and lastly, “ lleceii)tsfrom Railway Companies,” wdiich al that time 
were only £330,000. On the expemditure side the charges on aetjount of collect ing 
the revenue on account of Land, Forest, Excise, Customs, Salt, Opium, Rost Ollice 
and Stamps together wdth Political Ptmsions, Allow'ances, Assignments, and Cha¬ 
ritable Giants, were all included under one head; the rmnaining heads were “In¬ 
terest bn Debt in India;” “ Militaiy Charges; ” “ Marine ;” “ Civil Charges,” 
which included all Political, Judicial, and Police Establishments, and all Public 
Works, exceptMilitai’y and Marine; “ Miscellaneous ;” and “ Guaranteed Interest 
on Railway Capital.” I he charges incurred in England were not classified at all. 
In the next year, 1861, the heads of Revenue and Expenditure w'cre re-arranged 
and somewhat increased in number. The net clxarges in England were also 
shown separately. 

“ From that time the abstract has been, from year to year, improved in the 
manner I have indicated. In the last few years these changets have been 
considerable, involving the entry of large amounts on each side of the 
Accoimt, which were previously shown net on one side only. For instance, 
imtil quite recently, the excess of the Guarantefjd Interest on Railway Cajiital 
ever the net earnings of the Railways was shown in one entry on the exfiendi- 
ture side, instead of the net earnings being entered on the revenue sitle and 
the full Guarantexjd Interest on the expemditurti side; this obvious improve¬ 
ment has caused an addition to each side of the accoimt of some 6 millions 
sterling. So again, the Provincial Revenue and Expenditure is now entered in 
the gross, under the appropriate heads, instead of net on one side only of the 
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account. This has added about a million to both sides. Finally, local revenue 
and expenditure which, although as much public transactions as any other, 
used to be excluded altogether from the Financial Statements, have now been 
included, adding more than 2^ millions to each side of the account. 

“ Thus, under these three heads alone, the totals of our revenue and expend!- 
ture have been increased by about 8^ millions, without any addition whatever to 
our revenue or expenditure. I will not say that our form of abstract is even 
now perfect; but it gives detailed information which it was impossible to obtain 
from tho abstracts as formerly framed. The improvement of late years has 
been great, and it is certain that few countries now publish such full and 
a<!<!urate accounts as India. It can hardly bo contended that the difficulties 
■wdiich such changes throw in the way of persons who wish to make minor com- 
paiisons, ought to have deterred us, or should in future deter us, from rendering 
our published accounts as perfect and comprehensive in form as possible, or 
that because our published statements were incomplete ton or twenty years ago 
they ought to have remained incomphite for ever. 

“ 107. I cannot now take up the lime of the Council with any elaborate com- 
liarison between our present financial position and that of ten or twenty years 
ago. As, however, there seems to be an impression that there has been a great 
increase in the public expemditure, I will britifly compare the accounts of our 
net expenditure in 1868-69 and 1869-70 with tho accounts of 1878-79 and the 
•'stimates of 1880-81. That this comparison may be effective, I have elimi¬ 
nated the expenditure from Itocal Funds, recently incorporated with the rest of 
the public expenditure, and also the expenditure on the war in Afghanistan. 
In like manner I have removed, throughout, the credits from the extinct Military 
J^^unds. I have then divided tho net expenditure thus ascertained into four 
groups, as folh)WS :— 

“ First .—Land Revenue (except Charges of collection. Surveys and Settle¬ 
ments), Post Office, Administration, Minor Lepartraents, Jails and Penal 
Sottlem<Mit8, Law and Justice, Police, Miarine. Education, Ecclesiastical, 
Medical, Stationery, Printing, Political, and Miscellaneous. 

“ Second. —Interest, Loss by Exchange, Furlough Allowances, Pensions and 
Famine. 

“ Third .—Public Works, Telegraphs, Railways, and Canals. 

“ Fourth .—The Army. 

“ The whole net expenditure thus classified is as follows :—•

“ 108. Group T .—^The effective civil charges proper have increased in the 
twelve years by about one million sterling, of Avluch £587,000, under the 
Head of Law and Justice, is due to the development of backward prov¬ 
inces, such as Assam, Burmah and Oudh, and to improved administmtion ; and 
£233,000, under Education and Medical Services, is to bo attributed to the 
constant demands for more schools and disjiensaries. It does not seem to me 
that cither the fact that the whole aedive civil administration of this great 
countiy costs only net 11|- millions a year, or the increase of its cost in twelve 
ymrs by one and a quarter million sterling, is indicative of any laxity of finan¬ 
cial control or any disregard of tho interests of the tax-payers. 

“ 109. Group II .—The non-effective civil charges, many of which are not 
subject to control, show an increase of about 3^- millions, caused mainly by the 
disturbance of tho relative values of gold and silver, but also notably by the 
growth of the pension list. Notwithstanding the addition of 37^ millions (net) 
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to our debt, the chai^ for interest shows little or no increase, the rate of interest 
having been, by successive operations involving labour and forethought, con¬ 
stantly reduced. The average rate of interest upon the whole debt is now 
4’40 per cent. 

“ 110. Group III .—The growth of the revenue from Railways, Telegraphs 
and Canals, and the reduction of the expenditure on Public Works Ordinary has 
produced a diminution of the net expenditure in this group of more than six and 
a quarter millions a year, w hich therefore largely exceeds the increase in Group II. 
During this period we have spent 65|^ millions sterling upon Railways, includ¬ 
ing the Guaranteed Railways, Canals, and Telegraphs. The result shown in 
the figures here given is remarkable evidence of the manner in which India 
responds to outlay of this character. 

“We have seen that in the coming year, the revenue derived from produc¬ 
tive public works is likely to exceed the interest on the capital expended 
in their construction, together with the -working expenses. I have read criti¬ 
cisms, in w hich the policy of constructing these woi’ks has been condemned on 
the ground that they had not yielded, and in many eases were not likely to 
yield, any extra profit after fully paying their expenses. Rut if the Govern¬ 
ment has succeeded in making these magnifiecait w’orks for nothing, that is, 
without throwing any permanent charge for them on the people of India, surely 
it may well be contented. 

“ 111. Group IV .—Although there was an intermediate reduction of the 
cost of the Array, the net militaiy expenditure hero shown is little larger in 
the later than it w^as in the earlier years. 

“ 112. Owing to the rapid improvement in the financial results of our Rail- 
w'ays. Canals, and Telegraphs, and to economy in the expenditure on public works 
ordinarjs the whole net expenditure shows no increase, but a jK)sitive reduction. 

“113. Considering that, during this period, the charge for loss by exchange 
has increased by 3 millions, and that, including the guaranteed railways, we have 
invested no less than 65^ millions in productive public works, this. My Lord, is 
a result of which the Government of India nc<Hl not he ashamed, and wliich I 
earnestly commend to the study of those statesmen w'ho, from motives worthy 
of all respect, but whicli aj)j)ear to me to be founded u])on a dangerous jnis- 
apprehension of facts, would withhold from India those material beiM?fits which 
are to be obtained only by the expenditure of ca])ital uj)on the develoximent of 
her vast resources. 

“ 114. It now. My Lord, only remains for me to make the motion standing 
against my name. If it be atlopted by the Council, it will be equivalent to a 
resolution that the Trades and Professions Rill shall bo dropped altogether, and 
I shall afterwards ask permission to introduce a new Rill for the amendment of 
the present law. It w'ill be understood, from what I liavo said to-day, that it 
will be a very short and simple measure, and its principal effect will be to 
relieve the poorer classes of traders from the taxation to wliich they are now 
liable.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

LICENSE ACTS AMENDMENT BILL. 

Tlic Hon’blo Sir J. Strachey moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
amend the law relating to the licensing of trades and dealings. He said:— 

“ After the explanations that have been givoiiby me in the Financial State¬ 
ment to-day, I need only occupy the time of the Council for a few minutes in 
explanation of the small and simple m<?asurc wdiich I wish to introduce. 

“ The reasons for which the amendment of the present law is desirable are 
these. In the first place, it is thought right to sanction by legislative action 
the exemptions already projwsed, and in some instances already ordered, by the 
Executive Government, in favour of the poorer classes of tax-payers. 

“ Secondly, it is desirable that the license-taxes should be collected every¬ 
where, as they are already in Bengal, for the official instead of for the calendar 
year, although the assessments should continue to bo made during the cold 
season, and as soon as possible after the fii’st January. As the Council will 
remember, the collections which under the present Acts or^ht, excepting in 
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jJengal, to have been mfule in the firat throe months of the calendar year, 
were suspended by executive order, until the Financial Statement could^be 
brought forward, and if there were now no legislation, we should lose a great 
part of the tax for the next financial year. The result of the change now 
proposed will be that the tax for three months will be relinquished. Thus, a 
certain small amount of temporary relief has been given. 

“ It is thought desimble to take the opportunity of removing two or three 
other defects in the existing law. 

“ Doubts have arisen in some Provinces whether tea-planters and others are 
legally liable to the liicense-tax when they sell the produce of their own Land. 
They have been exempted from payment by executive orders, but it is thought 
desirable to make it clear that the law imposes on them no such liability. 

“ As the law now stands, a person cai’rying on trade in more than one 
Province or district may somt^times be called on to jmy license-fees in more 
than one place. The Bill will invest the Governor General in Council with 
power to direct that a person shall bo assessed at one place in British India, 
how ev<?r numerous may be Ids places of business. 

“ I must explain that in Bengal the collections are already made for the 
financial year, and the second reason that I gave for amending the existing law 
is therefore not a 2 )plicable to Bengal. The Bengal Act also provides already 
for the exemption of tea-planters and others. As there are other matters in 
w'hich the Bengal Government desires to amend its local Act, it is thought 
better to make no reference to Bengal in our amending Bill.” 

The Motion was jmt and agreed to. 

The Ilon’hlc Sin J. Sthachey then introduced the Bill. 

The Hon’ble Sui J. Strachey also applied to His Excellency the President 
to suspend the Buies for the Conduct of Business. 

The President having declared the Buies susjMjnded, 

The Uon’ble Sir J. Strachey said:—“ The Bill is of so simple a 
character that it may seem hardly necessary to refer it to a Select Com¬ 
mittee, but it is, 1 think, as well to do so, for its consideration may 
suggest huju’ovements which hav<^ been overlooked. I will only add to 
what 1 have said already, that the Bill is really shoi-ter and simpler than it 
looks. It has been thought desirable so to frame it that the provisions appli¬ 
cable to each Provinci* will fit in to, and form part of, the existing local Acts, 
for this will be convenient to the local officers, w'ho have to administer the law. 
The Bill has, thei-efore, been divided into three parts, applicable to Northern 
India, Madras and Bombay respectively. The result is that provisions which 
are virtually the same, api^ear three times over, and the Bill thus seems longer 
than it really is. I have already t^xplaincd why it docs not apply to Ben^. 
I beg now to ask the Council to refer the Bill to the same Committee whicli 
was formerly appointed to consider the defunct Trades and Professions Bill, 
and to move that the Bill be rcfen-cd to a Committee consisting of the following 
Members:— 

“ Hie llon’hle Messrs. Stokes, Thompson, Hope and Colvm, the Hon }>le 
MahdrAja Jotindra IMolian I'agorc, and the Hon’blo Messrs. Batten, IVlorgan, 

Paul and the Mover.” . , , . , 

ITi.s Exct'lhaicv THE President said, befon* he put the motion, it might 



time to consider it. With that explanation, he put the question that the Bill 
he refi'rrcd to a Select Committ(?o consisting of tho Hon’ble Messrs. Stokes, 
Thompson, Hope and Colvin, the Hon’ble Mahdrdjd Jotindra Mohan Tagore, 
and the Hon’hlc Messrs. Batten, Morgan and Paul and the Mover. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjoiuned to Tuesday, the 2nd March, 1880.

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This opinion was confirmed by the Commissioner of the Haidardbhd As¬ 
signed Districts, an offieer whoso views were entitled to much res)>ect:— 

It (the Bill) means that compulsory vaccination is to be intrcHluciil into the largest 
towns and cities of India (for these alone are municipalities), inhabited bv the* highest and 
most influential classes. These are the very places into which it would be most (isingcrous to 
introduce a measure of the kind.'' 

But then the Bill was not unprovided with other safeguards. It was per¬ 
missive—permissive, that was to say, in the sense * of permitting ]x}eal 
Governments to compel municipalities—and it was to h(‘ appli<*d only to 
those Provinces which, having no Ctmneils of their own, were unable 
to legislate for themselves. Certainly no nu'asure could have been brought 
forward in a more moderate or modest manner. But, aft«ir paying the 
fullest possible tribute to the spirit in which it was conceiAcd, surely 
the Members of the Council were not only entitled, but bound, to ask, 
what was the justification for introducing it at all? The Indian Province* 
which it was intended to henelit'—he said Indian, for Burma so diffenal in social 
habits from the re.st of the Bmpire that it might tV>rthe present be left out of 
account—were the North-Western Provinces, the Panjah, Oudh, the Central 
Provinct^s, Assam, Ajmer and Coorg. Of these the Last thn'c only sh<»w<*d any 
willingne.ss to aceejd the Bill; and, whilst Ajmer and Coorg weiv insignificant 
in area and population, the Chief Cf)mmissiont*r of Assam only accordcal a very 
qualified welcome to the measui-e. Indeed, he admittial that the native i)ublic 
generally would be vehemently opposed to it; and he would not avail himself 
of its provisions, excej)t possibly in the single municipality of Shillong. 

The larger Governments, namely, the North-AVest(‘rn Provintu's with Oudh, 
and the Panjab, followed by the Central Provinces, were strongly ag;iinst the 
Bill. Thus, the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-W(?st(?rn l'ro\ in<H!s savs :— 

“To de<'larc v.iccination compulsory would be apt to stimulate the dislike with which it is 
regarded by many, and would be a grave ]iolitieal mistake, as it will give a handle to niisehiev- 
uus agitatoris, by which they may work on the religious scruples of the uiieniighteiied iiuisscs.” 

The Chief Commissioner of the Central Provinces slated that, in hisojiinion, 
“the proposed legislation was not nee(\s.sarr.” The Lieul(‘nant-Governor of the 
Panjah “ would have much hesitation in aj)j)lying the provisions of the Bill to 
any town in his Province.” 

On the other hand, tlic hon’blc mover had ix'fcrrcd to the opinions of 
VK'll-known gentlemen, Hindu as w«*ll as Mu.salnmn, to show that ^thorc was a 
general desire for va<*cination; hut if there really were such a desire, and it w^as 
genuine^ and general, the question irresistibly suggested itself—wluit need 
could there ho for conijmlsion at all ? 

Was the Council, then, to pass such a measure as this, which would be 
viewed with suspicion by all the ignomnt and all the superstitious, and which 
would be misrepH'sented by all the desigtiing and all the dis<H)ntent<*d, for the 
sake of* the small outlying toBritories of Coorg and Ajmer, and for the single 
municipality of Shillotig in Assam ? In that case, our task would he, at best, 
one of supcrert)gation; but surely tjiis was not a time for trying experinmnts 
or playing witli prejudices. Possibly, if the h'gislaturo wtTC bent on it, it 
might suppress, or at any Kite mitigate, small-pox, as the Governnuait of this 
country had already sujipressed naii and mitigated female infanticide. But, 
setting aside all question of the comj)aKitiv(! gravity of the eases, it was an 
important jioint to rcraemher that vaccination was now surely and steadily 
extending itself without legislative aid, aud that anything like compulsion 
would immeasurably increase the o})position to it. In the interests, tlum, of 
vaticination itstdf, even if th(;re werti no other reasons, he should feel bound to 
vote against the motion now before the Council. 

The Ilon’ble Maharaja. JoTiNDRA Moiian Tagore said that, although 
he was not in a jKJsitiou to speak with authority of the ftielings ami seutiiuents 
of the people of the North-Western Provinces, if he understood medical o})inion 
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arigLt, it ascribed the spread of epidemics of simill-pox, in a great measuret 
to the practice of inoculation ; and he therefore thought Government M'ould be 
justified in passing a measure of this kind proliibitirig the practice of inocula> 
tion. Inoculation was alr(‘ady prohibited in Calcutta and Bombay; and, if 
inoculation was prohibited, there ougtit to be a substitute for it. Besides, be¬ 
tween inoculation and vaccination tliere could not be any doubt ‘of the bulk of 
medical opinion being on the side of vaccination as by far the safer of the two. 
On that consideration he sui>ported the Bill, remembering also that it would 
be of a permissive nature and would not interfere with the prejudices of the 
mass of the people. 

The Uon’ble Mr. Hope said that he had very few remarks with which to 
trouble the Council on the subject of this Bill. Admitting the argument of the 
hon’hlc? Member wdio sj)oke before liim, that inoculation was the cause of a ' 
large amount of small-pox, and if it w as prohibited it was nec(^ssal■y to provide 
for compulsory vaccination instead, it app<iared to him that tin; time had hardly 
come for going so far on either one way or the other. No one who understood 
these matters could refuse sympathy to the enlightened motives of philanthropy, 
of those esj)ecially of the Native Member of this Council, wdio came forward for 
the puTJ)osc^ of mitigating the suffering of the pcoj)le. But at the same time it 
was absolufely n^Hressary that, in matters which alfectexl the religious scruples 
of the masses, the Council shouhl proceed with caution, and ho Ixdicved that 
vaccination w^ould be diffused a gi-eat deal faster if they did jiot attempt to run 
before th(‘y werii well able to w^alk. 

3I(j did not consider this Bill, although technically permissivci, as really 
and substantially so. Bro^jerly sj)caking, a permissive Bill would lu; a Bill which 
provided for the introduction of com^mlsory vaccination under one or other of 
two in’oeedures. One was to follow the analogy of the ))rocedure prescribed by 
A<;t XX.V1 of 1850, when municipalities were first introduced, which was that, 
whenever a suflicient number of respecbible inhabitants of any town ^memorial¬ 
ized th(‘ CloviTnment that tlu'y dcsinal the law^ of comj)ulsory vaccination to be 
introdiH'cd, it- should be inti’oduced there, after liearing any objections that 
might be otbu'ed and finding out tliat such Avas really the d(*sirc of a majority 
of the resiK'etable. inhabitants of the ]>lace. The second mode of j)roc(!durc was 
rather niorc stringent. It was that the Gov'crnment, when it projiosed to make 
vaccination compulsory in any town, should notify its intention and should 
allow a sullicic'ut time to ascertain the Avishes of the inhabitants. Of the two 
safeguards, IVln. Hope should prefer the former; but, unless some such restric¬ 
tion was introduced, he should not support the Bill. 

The Ilon’blc Sir Alexander AitBranNOT observed that he had only a few 
woi’ds to say on this subject, lie thought tin; Members of the Councul must 
all hav(‘ listened with great interest to the speech which had been made that 
day by the hon’ble mover of the Bill. 11 is arguments appeared to Sir AI.ex- 
ANDER Arrutunot to be cntith'd to A'ery eonsiderahle AV(‘ight. But he cotl- 
fessed tlu're was a great deal to be said on the other side of the (piestion. 
Since this matter Avas last discussed in tliis Council, ho had been greatly struck 
by the great extent, if not the preponderance, of ojuttion whicli luid been 
bi’ought forward in op])ositlon to the nu’iasure. As he was listening to the 
siK'oeh of tin; hon’hle Air. Grant, it oecurred to him that, although it might be 
inexiMHli(mt so far to stop tlie measure as to prevent its being referrial to a 
Seh et Oommif leo, it Avould be very desirable, in the event of that niei-ence 
being ui;ul<‘, that the Select Committ(a> should consider tlie (‘xpcdieucy of 
introducing into the. Bill some sncli limitations as those which luul been 
proposial by tlie hon’ble Mr. Hope. Sir Alhxander Aiirdtunot had not 
very r(a*enlly referred to the diiiate whitii took place at Simla, tind he had not a 
precisi? r(‘eoil<*<;tion of what lie said on that o(H*Rsion; hut he remembered think¬ 
ing then, and he thought so still more now, that it would he very desirable that 
the jmijiosed measure should not bo introduced in municipalities or in large 
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towns until the authorities which introduced it were satisfied that there was a 
TCiy strong feeling, (‘specially on the part of the infiuential Natives of the place,— 
of those who might be supposed to lead and to guide Native opinion,—in favour 
of the adojdion of the measure. No substantive Motion had been made by 
the two hon’hje meml>ers who had spoken in opposition to the Bill. If he was 
in order in doing so, he would heg leave to move that the reference of the Bill 
to the proposed Select Committe should he accompanied by instructions to the 
Committee to consider the expediency of providing that the Bill should not 
he introduced into any municipality or military cantonment, unless the author¬ 
ities were satisfied that there was a preponderance of Native opinion, so far as 
it could he asc(?rtamed, in favour of tlu? appli(!ation of the Act. He thought that 
if such a provisiou was inserted in the Act, coupled, as it would he, with the 
discretion which it might reasonably he hoped would be exercised by the 
various liocsal Govei'nments and Administrations, no serious apprehension need 
be entertained as to the effects which would ensue from passing the Bill. 

Ilis Excellency the President said that an lion’ble colleague had sug¬ 
gested whether it w^ould not he dcsimble to omit the word “ cantonments ” 
from the Motion w'hieh had just been made. IIis Excellency believed that 
no Native community could exist in cantonments without the permission of 
the military authorities. 

General the ITon’ble Sir E. Johnson said he thought it would he inexpe¬ 
dient to allow the majority in a larg<5 bazar within the limits of a cantonment 
to decide whether the law should be applied. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bivers Thompson said the discussion, whether the Act 
should apply to cantonments or not, w ould come up when the Select Commit¬ 
tee’s report w as brought on for considemtioh. Possibly the Select Committee 
would omit the reference to cantonments altogether. 

The P^on’lde Sir Alexander Arbuthnot moved the following amend¬ 
ment :— 

“ That the rcforeiJce to t!ic Select Committee he aecompaniwl by an instruction to the 
Commiltee to consider l.he exju'dieiicy of jjroviditijy that (he Act should not he introduced into 
any municipality or inilifary cantonment, unless the local authorities were satisfied that there 
waa a preponderance of local Native opinion, so far as could he ascertained, in favour of the 
application of (he Act.” 

The Motion as amended was agreed to. 

DISTRICT DELEGATES BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Stokes moved that the Report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to make further provision for the gmnt of Probate and Letters of 
Administration in non-contentious cases be taken into considemtion. He said 
that the only change made by the Seh'ct Committee, bej’ond the correction of 
mere (irrors in drafting, consisted in requiring that an application for probate 
should contain an estimate of the. amount of the assets likely to come to 
the executor’s hands. The reasons for this amendment were the same as those 
w hich he had just given, when referring to a similar amendment made in the 
Probates and Administration Bill. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

JHANSI ENCUMBERED ESTATES RELIEF BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Colvin moved for leave to introduce a Bill to provide 
Tor the relief of Encumbered Estates in the Jh^nsi Division of the North- 
Western Provinc<;s. He said : “ 1 wull explain, as briefly as I can, the nature 

of the evil to be dealt wdth, the necessity which exists for legislation, and the 
general outlines of the measure which I wish to introduce. 
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“ The Jhdnsl District, in Bundelkhand, consists of four parganas—Jhdnsi 
Gurotha, Man and Moth, and lies between the great sub-Himalayan plain on 
the north and the high table-land of Central India on the south. 

** The general circumstances of the district arc not very different from those 
of the adjoining district of the North-Western Provinces. The people, in 
language, character and custonis, are much the same. Their agriculture is not 
much more backward, if at all; and their soil is hardly loss fertile. But in one 
resj)cct there is an important difference between J hdnsi and the districts to the 
north of it; and that difference is greatly to its disadvantage. Except in one 
pargana, it has hardly any irrigated land at all. There arc rivers and lakes in 
the country, but at present they supply little or no water to the fields ; and the 
nature of the soil is unfavoumble to the construction and working of wellsj 
Thei)oople of Jhdnsi are therefore dciicndent upon seasonable rain for their 
crops; and their harvests, the produce of which varies greatly from season to 
season, are exposed to great and constant risk. 

“ This absence of irrigation is generally admitted to be closely connected 
with the present distress of the landed proprietors of Jhdnsi, and is a point 
which it is imjKjrtant to bear in mind. 

“ A few words are necessary, in the next place, as to the land-tenure of the 
district, which occupies a no less important idaxic among the causes of its 
distress. 

“ The whole of Jhdnsi has been under British administration since 1853 
when Gangfidhar Bdo, the last Native llulcr of the Jhdnsi State, died. 
Under the Mardthas, the tenure of the land was raiyatwar, as was usual in 
Maiiitha States, i.e., the land-revenue was taken from the individual occupier 
of the soil. The State was the only recognized landlord, and there was no 
distinction bet ween rent and revenue. The Government collce.tcd its rents direct¬ 
ly froni the cultivators, with whom it dealt through certain headmen or rcj)ro- 
s(*nlative miyats. These headmevt received a small allowance in money or land, 
whicdi they shanni with their kinsm<‘n. They Avere not, in any sense of the 
word, landlords; nor were they responsible for the revenue, which usually did 
not even pass through tlunr hands. They were only bound, in consideration of 
tlu'ir allowance, to maintain and extend the area under eidtivation, and to 
assist the ruling power generally in collecting its revemuo. The mode in wliicdi 
the revenue was collected was not uniform. It differed with diff’eremt rulers 
and at different times. But there was one cdiaracteristic Avhich was common to 
nearly every mode of collection under the klaratha system, and that wa^' 
that the demand of Governmcjnt was never fixc‘d for a tcu’m of yc;ars, hut 
varied according to the produce. Officials were deputed by the Govcmihent 
who, cdther at each harvest or at the end of the yc'ar, made a valuation of the 
actual outturn of the crops, and raised or lowered the demand accordingly. 
It is said that this system was attended by givat drawbacks, and I have no doubt 
that the practical working of such a ])lau under Maratka officials- was not 
frc'c' from dcffccts; but it possessed the grcfit advantage of adjusting the 
rewenue to the cultivators’ means of paying. In a good year, they Avould pay 
more : in a year below average, less ; in a very bad year, hardly anything at all. 
This was an advantage of the greatest importance in a country where the* 
harvests, from their dependence on rain, varied gi-eatly and were alw'ays jire- 
carious. 

“ Upon assuming charge of the country, the first cduvnge made ■was to 
c^xtc’nd to it the system of t;onf(u*ring ])rojn’'i(daiy rights upon the people and 
fixing the rewenue-demand for a long term of yt'ars which had been so .success- 
fullv followed in the North-Western Provinces.

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“ The officers who w^ero entrusted with t his duty, finding that there were no 
landowners, looked ahoxit for persons upon whom proprietary rights could he 
confi'iTcjd, and for this purpose pitched on the headmen and those of their 
relations who were entitled to receive; any share in the allow'ance made hy the 
State. After a short time, a regular settlement for a term of yearn was made ; 
and a certain portion of the cultivators of the countiy, namely, thos<; who 
had heen headmen, or w<;rc kinsmen of licadnum, were recognized as pi*o 2 )ri(;tors, 
acquimig a new and valuable pro 2 )erty thereby, and undertaking rcsjxjnsibi- 
lities of which, at the time, probably no one foresaw the consequences. 

“ Those consequences were simply disastrous. It may be thought strange, 
at first sight, lliat they should have been so. It was not unnatnral to suppose that, 
in making such a change, a gi*eat benefit w^as being conferred. On th(; wdiole, 
the grant of j)roprietary rights had been a gi’cat b(‘neiit to tlu; reciinenls of them, in 
the North-Western Provinces and Bengal. But the act ual result throughout the 
greater ])art of Jhansi has been the utter i-uin of the jwoprietary tdass. Mr. Porter 
and Mr. I^J^,^\)uche, two selected officers, were deputed two or three years ago to 
enquire into the condition of tlu* three worst iiargjinas—Moth, Gurotha 
and Man—and they hoth agi-ee in declaring that tlu; jooide are now wholly 
destitute, without capital or imome. I’lu're is am]>le evidence to show that 
this descri 2 )tion, as a]q)licd to the 2 >ropri<'tary class, is in no Avay exaggerated. 

“Why haA’<; the grant of 2 >i‘oi>vietai*y rights and the limitation of the 
demand of the State, Avhich were beneficial elst;w here, been so 3nischi(;vous 
in Jhansi ? 


“ Various causes, no doubt, have contributed to this result. In tlu* first 
place, it was a mistake to introduce the ali<*n zainmdari .systc'iu of the l)oa]> 
into a <-ountry where the tenun; luid been niiyalwari for gen<'rations, and 
W'here (to quote from M r. 1j;iTouc1u') the holdings in most resjssds ‘ ai-<; 
now as 2 Uirely raiyatw lir as in the times of the Maharathas.’ It. would hav** been 
far wiser, as o>)siTved by the North-\\’est.eru Provinces Government in its 
ordei’S on the scdthmient of Jhansi, if the exajiiple set in certain 2 »arls of the 
Sagsir and Narbada territt)ries liad been followed, and all inde|)('ndent culti¬ 
vators of standing had been declared 2 ‘*’^*r“^d.ors, each of his own 
holdi ng. 


“In the next Jluinsi zamindars have suffered from extra- 

ordinaiy calamities since they passed under British rule. They b(‘gan in 
difliculties. Mr. Jenkinson, in his iSettlenu'ut Ile 2 >oj*t, has drawn a gra 2 )hic 
picture of the geiu'ral dctcriomtion of the country, and tlu; inqxjvt'rish- 
ment of the ^1**' time when the district 2 '»ssed into tlu; hands 

of tlu; British Gov<>rnment. Then in IS.";? the Mutiny occurred, and the. 
2 )eo 2 )h* sutfered st‘\ercly from the dcqjredations of tlu; Oorcha State and of 
the Bani of Jhansi; and, after the mutiny was ov<‘r, they Avc're com 2 >el]ed 
in many instances to ])ay over again to the British authorities revenue which 
had, alr<‘ady been exacted from them by the Oorcha or Jlitinsi troo 2 >s. 
After this, in 3807, came a failure of crops, and in 3808 a sev(*rc famine, 
in whii'h one-fourth of the whole stock of cattle in the district di<;d, and 
the poorer classes <*migrat<'d and in large numbers. That famine 

was followed by several years of sliort harvests, and, in 3872, by a muiTain, 
which carried off many thousands of their 2 )h»igh-cattle. In addition to 
tlu; ordinary consequ(‘nc(;s to agricultuiH; of such misfortunes, there is a 
S 2 >ecial one in Buruhdkhand. A 'vet'd known as kat/s grass 

s 2 )ringH up there rayadly in land throw'u out of <;ultivation, and mostly in 
the; best land. This weed is extremely difliciiit to eradicate, and for 
the years duidng which it retains gi’ound it greatly 

im 2 )airs its productive vfilue. The cons<*(jiu‘nce of all the agricultural misfor¬ 
tunes which I have described was that this kdns grass sjirc'ad widely over 
the countiy. 
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“ Much would be accounted for by such calamities as I have enumerated, 
but they are not enough by themsidves to exi)Iain the j)re8ent hopeless desti¬ 
tution of the zaminddrs. Other parts of the <!ountry have gone through misfor¬ 
tune's scarcely, if at all, less than these, and yet the i)ower of the j)t!oplo to 
rcjcover from thc'm has not been so utterly destroyed. Causes more? permanent 
in their elfijct than thes<^ misfortunes must have been at work to reduce 
the ])roprietors of the soil in Jhansi to their actual state of cl ironic insol¬ 
vency. 

“ It was supposed at one time that the settlement miglit have been pitched 
too high, but it has been shown by ample evidence that this is not the 
ease. , 

“Again, it has been said that to confer jiroprietary rights on a portion of 
the peophj was to give them a new' and easy means of raising money, and 
that, once in debt, they w<ire iiTosistilily drawn into destruction by the raoney- 
h'ndevs and the action of our civil Courts. There is truth in this, no doubt • 
but it hardly st'rvi's to (‘xplain why the wdiole body of landed proprietoiis 
should be in such urgent, and general want of money. It. has been said, indei'd 
that the British revenue-ofiicials were too exacting, and 2)re.s.sed too hardiv for 
the revenue. I’his may jicssibly be true in a few instaniM's, but I think that 
more evidi'nce is necessary before such a charge against the former revenue- 
administration of the district can be fully established. Indeed, as it is admit¬ 
ted on all hands that the revenue is by no means extressive, it is ditHeult to 
luuU'rstand hoAv its colleidion by no other than the ordinary modes of coercion 
(;an hav(‘ Ix'i'n a measure of much harshness and exaction. Besides this, 
during the hast ten or twelve years at least, larg<! sums have been foregone, and 
th(^ CiovernnKMit and its ollieers have la'rtainly not jwessed unduly for the reve- 
inie. I b(‘li(‘ve that the princijial causes which have jdunged the gi’cat body of 
the landowiK'rs of dhansi into h()])cless debt must bo sought elsewhere. I sjieak 
with much ditlidenee on a matter regarding Avliich iiiere is room for great 
ditTeri'iu'cs of ojiinion ; but there am tw'o causes AvIiich, operating together, 
s(‘i‘m to me to be sufficient to exjdain a great deal of the jircsent debts and 
dillicuIti<^s of the Jhansi zamindars. 

“ I have already said that, before the British occupation, the tenure of 
Jhansi was raiyatwar. The whole agricmltural community under that tenure 
were resjionsihh' for the ri'venue or rent. (w’hicheAi'r we may jdeaso to call it) to 
which th(' (hwernment laid claim. Under the tdiange of system introduced by 
tin? British Covcrnmimt, the community at largi' aavis reliiwed of this liability 
for the riwenue, and the Avhole burden and responsibility of it Avas undertaken 
(in consideration of the grant of proprietary rights) by our new-made pro- 
Iirietors. Koav, these proiirii'tors constituted only a fraction, though (no doubt) 
a considerable one, of the entire agricultural community of Jhansi, and this 
fraction was scarcely sujierior at all in cajiital and intelligence to the r<‘st*of the 
cultiA'ating class. It may be questioned Avhether, under any circumstances, the 
addition to their means wdiich accrued from the jirojArietaiy rights would have 
b(‘i‘n HLilTiciimt to enable a jiortion of the jieoplc to fulfil engagements on 
behalf of the w'hole. But when, in addition to this extension of their ri'sponsi- 
bility, they changed the nat.urc of it and undertook, in a district AA'ith firec.arious 
hal’v*(^st8, to iiay a fixed sum annually in all years, not a sum A^arying (as it 
prcA'iously did) with the produce of the year, I think it is certain that they 
undi.'rtook what they could not jiossibly jierform. Sooner or later, tin* zamindars 
must haA'e broken down. It is no wonder, Avhen w'ar, famine, jAcstilcnco and 
murrain pas.sod over the country in successive waves of calamity, that the 
zamindars shouhl liaAc been overwhelmed and ruined. In dealing Avilh the 
diflieulties of J hdnsi, w e must never lose sight, 1 think, of the fact that our 
system has greatly diminished the number of persons Avho were bound 
to pay the revenue, and, at the same time, has addfld heavily to the burden 
of it. 
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“ I tliink that the jn-esent condition of the tenants in Jlulnsf servos to con¬ 
firm tlio 2 )robability of tliis. TJiey cultivate under procdsely the same conditions 
as the landowners. They are exposed to the same losses from failure of rain. 
They have gone through the same misfortunes. The only point of difference 
between them and the Kamindars is tliat tlicy are no longer liable to the State 
for its revenue as they used to be. In a bad year the tenants do not pay, and 
the landlords neither can, nor dare to, proceed to extremities with tenants whom 

it is not easy to rejdacc. On the otlier hand, the landowners are between the 
upper and the uerther millstone. They arc crushed between the impossibility of 

withholding their i*evenue from the Government above, and the impossibility of 
extracting their rents from the tenants below. This difference seems to 

explain the fact, which is admitted \)y everybody who knows tlve country, tliat 
the raiyats of Jhdnsf are fairly prosjierous, whilst the zamindars are almost all 
beggars. A furtlior confirmation may bo found in the state of the villagers in the 
adjoining territories which belong to the States of Gwalior and Oorcha. They 
do-not differ from the people of Jliansf, exco 2 >t in holding on a raiyatwdrl instead 
of a zamindari tenure, in the revenue being distributed getierally instead of 
partially among the people, and in the payment being variable in amount 
instead of a fixed sum. These 2 >eoplc are far from being in the same embar¬ 
rassed state as the proprietors of Jbdn.si. It is ixissiblc also that the freijdom 
from distress of the Jliunsi 2 )argana, as com 2 )ared with the other three 2>‘‘ii'- 
ganas, may be mainly duo to a considerable portion of its ai*ca being 
irrigat( 5 d, which mak<;s the harvests less 2 m?carious, and the jiayment of a 
fixed sum more possible. 

“I will turn now to the remedy wliicli is ])roj)osed for the evils that I h.ave 
des<;ril)cd. 

“ Several schemes of relief Jiave be.eu suggested at different times. One, 
which was advocated with great vigour and ability by tlic late IMr. Polloi’k, r» 
valued friend of mine, who was for some years Commissioaei' of .Ihdnsi, was 
that the State should buy hack the zamindari rights which it had conferred, 
and restore the old raiyatwdri tenure; tlui intercist of the caxiital so (‘X 2 Jend<‘d 
being provided for by the landloixls’ rental, which in that case would revert 
to tlie State. I believe that this scheme irontained the elements of success,

if it had been combined, as no doubt it would have been, with measures for 
adjusting the revenue-demand in some way to the outturn of ench year.

“ Again, it. has lieen said that to confer proprietary rights on a portion of 
the people was to give them a new and easy means of raising money, and 
that, once in debt, they were iiTosistibly drawn into deBtruction by the money¬ 
lenders and the action of our civil Courts. I^cre is truth in this, no doubt ; 
hut it hardly serves to explain why the whole body of landed proprietors 
should he in such urgent and general want of money. It haa been said, indeed, 
that the British revenue-officials wore too exacting, and pressed too hardly for 
the revenue. This may possibly be true in a few instances, but I tliink that 
more evidence is necessary htffore such a charge against the former revenue- 
administration of the district can he fully established. Indeed, as it is admits 
ted on all hands tliat the revenue is by no means excessive, it is difficult to 
understand how its coUcctioii by no other than the ordinary modes of coercion 
can have been a measure of much harshness and exaction. Besides this, 
during the last ten or twelve ycsirs at least, large sums have been foregone, n-nd 
the Govmiment and its officers have certainly not pressed unduly for the reve¬ 
nue. I believe that the principal causes which have plunged the great body of 
the landowners of Jhansi into hopeless debt must he sought elsewhere. I speak 
with much diilidiMice on a mat lor regarding which tlu?ro is room for great 
differences of opinion; but tlun-e are two causes which, oj>erating together, 
seem to me to he sufficient to explain a great deal of the present debts and 
difficulties of the Jliiinsi zamiudars. Tlie first is that, in changing from a 
zaminddri to a raiyatwari tenure, wo considerably reduced tlie number of 
persons who were resj)onsihle for the revenue, and so decreased the sec^irity 
for it. The second is tliai wi; made the revenue, at the same time, fgr more 
difficult to jiay, hy changing it from a varying shanj of the prodiicfe, which 
depended on the harvt'sts, to a fixed money-payment. AYe added, in fact, to 
the burden of the revenue and then laid it upon fewer jjersons. I think it 
is certain that, sooner or later, the newly-made zamindars must have broken 
down. It is no wonder that they did so, when, in addition to these two 
causes, they were overwhelmed by such a succession of calamities as war, 
famine, mtuTain and drought.

The details of it will ho fully described hereafter. At present it is, perhaps, 
enough to say that it will follow generally the provisions of the Sindh Encum- 
hcrod Estates Act, adopting certain sc<*.tions from the Broach and Kaira Act, 
and from the Act for the Belief of the Dekkhan Baiyats. , 

As regards the part which is borrowed from the latter Act, I am hound 
to add that it will contain certain provisions which I opposed at the passing of 
that Act last year, and of the expediency and probable success of which I 
am no more persuaded now than ! was then. I think it right to say this 
much. But as the principlcjs contained in the sections referred to have been 
80 recently affirmed by the Government of India, I have no intention on the 
present occasion of asking the Council to reconsider its decision upon the 
subject. Those principles have been fully ac(!cptetl and adoptcid by the Govern¬ 
ment of the North-Western Provinces; and as I have been entrusted with a 
measure intended to carry out their views, I shall confine myself to endea¬ 
vouring to give effect to the wishes of the Local Government to the best of my 
ability. 

“ The measure is intended to apply, in the first ixistance, to the Jhdnsi 
District only, but power wdll bo given to the Local Government to extend its 
oi)oralion to any part of the Jliansi Division. Its main outlines will be 
sufficiently apparent from what I have already said. Its provisions will be 
similar to those which are xisual in the case of encumbered estates. But all 
debts w ill be examined before liquidation, and an account taken, in the manner 
prescribed in the Dekkhan Agriculturists’ Belief Act. 

“ The most important difference between the Bill which I desire to intro¬ 
duce and other similar measures lies in the manner in which it proposes to deal 
with an estate after it has been freed from incumbrances. Supposing the man¬ 
agement to have terminated successfully, and the debts to have been paid 6ff, the 
zaininddr will not necessarily be restored to exactly the same position that* he 
occupied before. His rights, if he recovers them, will thencefoiward be neither 
transferable nor alienable in any way, but will remain, as now, hereditary. 
In short, he will be no longer absolute proprietor, but a hereditary tenant 
holding at a privileged rate. 

“This future restriction of present rights rests upon the ground that, with¬ 
out the interference of the State the zaminddr wotdd have lost his rights 
altogether, and that the Government, having saved them for him, may fairly 
annex such conditions to their restoration as seem proper in his interest. It may 
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be added that, when the debts of the proprietors are so burdensome as to prevent 
them from paying their rorenue, they have failed to fulfil the contract in con¬ 
sideration of which proprietary rights were conferred upon them, and have 
forfeited those rights. It must be reraeml)ered also that any. zaminddrs who 
may apply voluntarily for the benefits of the Act may fairly be presumed to be 
consenting pai’ties to tliis limitation of their future rights, 

“Those are the main features of the Bill. It will be seen that it is 
l>roposcd to confer very large powers ujjon the Local Government and its 
officers, larger than those conferred by the Suidh, Chutia Nagpdr, Broach and 
Kaira, and Bekkhan Agriculturists’ B-elief Acts. It may be observed, in 
justification of this, that very largo powers will be necessary for the success of 
the scheme. It is no easy task which the North-Western Provinces Govern¬ 
ment are going to attempt in undertaking the direct management of such a 
vast number of petty and encumbered estates, and in endeavouring to release 
from debt and restore to prospci*ity so large a section of the whole agricultui-al 
population of these distressed parganas. 

“ A few figures taken from the correspondence will make this clear. Thcj 
total number of proprietors in tliree of these parganas is probably not less than 
6,000. Of these, it may be said tliat three-fourths are in debt. Eliminating on 
the one hand those who are hopelessly insolvent, and on the other hand those 
whose debts are not so heavy as to require interference, it is quite possible 
that some 2,000 estntes may be thrown upon the hands of the (Sovernment. 
These estates will be scattered over some hundreds of square miles and they 
will all be very small; for the average profits of an estate in Jhansi do not exceed 
B/S. 50 per annum. Tliey are also exceedingly embaiTassed, for the intcr(^st on 
the debts in those three parganas is estimatfxl to ex<H‘ed th(3 jirofits of the 
encumbered estates by nearly Ils. 80,000 per annum. Now*, not only liavc those 
debts after due semtiny to be liquidatcxl, but the cost of management must lie 
provided, efforts must be made to improve the estates, and, in some cases, an 
allowance granted for the support of the excluded proprietors. 

“^esc figures will give some idea of the great difficulty of the task which 
thq Government of the North-Western Provinces, in its desire to relieve the 
distress in Jhdnsi, is willing to. undertake. It has satisfied itself tluit, with 
the powers which it asks for, the task is not impossible ; but it is ce.rtain that 
large powers will be necessary, and I trust that none which can be legitimately 
conferred upon it for the purpose in view will bo withheld. 

“ In conclusion, I liave only to say that the importance of modifying the 
revenue-system of J hdnsi, and of adjusting it for the future in some way to the 
variations in the annual produce of the harvests, has not escaped the attention 
of the North-Western Provinces Government; and the question, I believe, is 
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now under <5onsideration and discussion. Personally, it seems to me that no 
scheme for relieving the distress of the proprietors in Jhdnsi can be permanently 
successful which does not provide for this. In the oldest settled part of the 
North-Western Provinces, where rents have been paid in cash for half a century, 
there are particular fields and plots of land which no tenant will take at a 
fixed annual rent, but only on an engagement to pay a certain share of the 
prt)duce, whatever that produce may be. The reason in such cases is that the 
yield of those fields, from local causes, such as exposure to inundation, diluvion, 
or the like, is so precarious that no one will take a lease of them at a fixed , 
ytsarly rent. I believe that parts of the country, like Jhdnsi, which have no 
irrigation and are dependent for their crops upon the rain from heaven, are 
in a like predicament; and that a fixed revenue for a term of years can never be 
realized from them (especially when the proprietors are small and needy) 
unless it bo pitched below the due share of the State in average years, and 
greatly below it in years of prosi)erity. The only possible way of securing a 
fair contribution for the State in such cases is to make the demand vary 
with the produce. 

“ When the revenue-system is being modified, a point which may deserve 
enquiry is whether the basis on wdnch the revenue now rests may not be 
widened and rendered more secure, by restoring to the tenants of our day some 
of the responsibility in respect of tlui rtsvenue which in Maratha times they 
shartid with those who arc now' proprietors. The present scheme of the North- 
.\^\’estern l^rovinc(!S Government will result, in part at least, in restoring a 
i-aiyatwari tenure^. So far as it docs that, it will only be an extension of it 
to make cultivators of standing responsible for their fair quota of revenue. 

“With this explanation I have to move for leave to introduce a Bill for 
the relief of encumbered estates in the Jhansi Division of the North-Western 

Provinces.”

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

“ 1. Mv Lord, I have now to lay before the Council the Financial Statement 
for the coming y«‘ar 1880-81. It takes uhat has become the somewhat unusual 
form of a spe(«c’h by myself, instead of a Resolution published in the Gazette. 
I shall state to the best of my ability all facts necessai’y to enable tlu' Council 
and the public lidly to imderstaad the present condition and apparent pros¬ 
pects of our llnanees. 

“ I propose in the first place to give a summary of the main facts and 
figm’cs for the year 1878-79, for the year 1879-80, now about to close, and 
for the coming y(‘ar 1880-81, and to reserve for a later part of my statement 
the observations which T may wish to make upon some of the more import¬ 
ant questions of our financial policy. 

“ 2. Tilts Council will set', frtnn the Absti-act Statements which have been laid 
on the tablt', that a few t'hanges have ht'on made in the ftimis of ihts accounts. 

“ New' m.ajtir heads have het'n ojiened to show separatt'ly the revenue from 
Jtegis/raiiou and the t'xpendilurti on that deportment of the administration. 

“The Gttaninteed imd ISfnfe two now shown together under the 

single head Jlaihrot/s. The ])urehase of the East Indian Railway by the State, 
involving its transfer from the category of guaranteed to that of slate railways, 
has made comparisons oJ' the (airrent estiiuati's w ith the jiast accounts in each 
seyiarate eati'gory imjiossihh'; and a like clist urbaiu^o will ensue on the acqui¬ 
sition of other lines construeti'd hy jirivate capitalists under a guarantee of 
intcfri'st from the puhlic n'vt'nues. itoroovor, negotiations are already in pro- 
«»ross for the working of the Indus Valh'y State Railway by the Sindh, Pun¬ 
jab, and Delhi Railway Company, It w ould ho difiieult to dist inguish betneen 
the transact ions of the two railw ays under one management. Similar arrange¬ 
ments for the management of other state railways are likely in the future.

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“ For like rwisons, the transactions with tht; Madraft Ctmal and Irrigation 
Company will henceforth be entered tinder the major head, Irrigation and 
Navigation, under which head the cost of agricultural works (drainage and 
embankments) will also, hert^after, be shown. 

“ Thus the public works ht^ads of iiccount will notv 1 m? Mailways, Irrigation 
and Navigation, and Othor Public TVorks. 

“ 3. In March last the Regular Estimate for 1878-79 shoAved a probable sur¬ 
plus, on the ordinary A(H?ount, of £1,300,000; tliea<*tual surplus was £2,014,301, 
or £744i,391 better than the estimate. The diiTex‘ene<‘s between the Atreoiuits and 
the Regular Estimates are for the most jiart unimjiortant, and there : r<; not 
many of them wdiich iioav call for rennirk. 

“The net (!Ost of the war in Afghanistan in 1878-79 Avas £070,381, a close 
approximation to the estimate of £070,000 made last year. Against this must 
be set the gain, the amount of Avhieh cannot he exactly stated, under the 
heads of Mailways and Telegraphs. We estimate at £.575,000 the ultimate net 
total cost of the ojterations in Afghanistan recoriii'd in tlie Accounts of 
1878-79. The sum of £313,420 AAas s])ent on Nomine lielief. 

“ 4. Compared AA’ith 1877-7H, the Revenues of 1S7S-70 show an improvement 
■ of £0,238,393, of which, hoAVOA^er, £2,400,331, under t ht‘ head MrorineialMates, 
for the first time incorjiorated in these aci*ounts, is nominal. Tlie largest 
increase was under Land Menmue, £2,4(50,919; the loss under this lu'ad 
in 1877-78, in cousccpu'nex' of famine, had h»‘en Aery l:trg(‘. Thi're Avas a 
saving of £5,032,355 in Famine Melief ; there Avas an inevease of ex])euditure 
ot £1,705,707 under Lo.'ts hy Mjrchange, and £1,339,281 under Vnhlie, INorks. 
The apparent increase under Works isexjilaiiu'd hythe transfer of charges 

in the (?arlier year from this head to that of Nomine Melief’, and dex's not rejire- 
sent a real fluetuation of Public IVorks expenditui’c. Altogidhor the exjien- 
diture of tin* year exceeded that of the pA*ovioiis yi-ar hy £t>.50,915. The lU't 
result is £5,.587,478 hetti'i- than the result of 1877-78. 

“5. Thus the financial outturn of 1878-79 Avas Ai'iy satisfactory; Avith tli(‘ 
help of the additiomd taxation imposed in that and hi f/leja-ei ion.s year, ;iJiiount- 
ingto £1,227,891, of Avhieli £313, t20 Avas spent on I’.'imine l{eli»‘f, the triu- sur¬ 
plus of the year exceeded Ili«" amount of £2,000,000, d<-ei<lcd to he ne<-<-ssary 
to meet oar ohli^atious on ac<‘Oiint of tVimijie, and tn |e;M<‘ n margin for 
<*thcr eontingeneies; and tliis result was ohtaiiu'd, uolAxithstanding l\ie ex])en- 
diture on the war, and the remission of the Inlaml Sugar Duties and some of the 
Customs Duties on cotton goods and other articles. The standard at uliicli, lor 

ordinary tinu^s, Iho Oi>vevnment siims, nam^^ly, a surplus »>r t:2,0(>(),()0(). loss 

any expenditure on Famine Rtdid' and exclusive, of extraordinary charges such 
as those for great military operations, w’ouhl have been attained if the accounts 

had shoAvn a surplus of only £1,010,199, or £1,034,192 less tJian tlio actual 

surplus. 

“ 6 , J SCO only one draAAdjack to entire satisfaction Avith those results ; some 
of the capital expenditure under productiAc jiuhlie works, as, for example, 
that on the Indus Valley tind Punjab Northern Raihvays, cannot at pnvsent he 
regarded as directly rc])roductiA"c. The works thcmselA'cs possi’ss tlie higdicst 
value; and for the future, as the Council is aware, no lixpmiditiiri' Avhich is not 
really and directly rejirodmdive is to he excluded from the eomjiarison upon 
w hich the Surplus or Deficit of the rcA’^eniu* is '.seindained. It Avill be seen 
later on tliat we are acting strictly on this principle in the presimt and coming 
years. 

“ 7. I come now to the Regular Estimates for the present year, 1879-80. 

“ It is noAV expeehid that the revenue Avill amount to £(>7,583,000, or 
£3,021,000 more than tin? original estimati*, and that the ordinai-y expi^nditure 
will h(' £07,404,000, or £1,507,000 inor<^ than avms estimated. Tims, instead of 
a deficit of £1,395,000, Avith Avbich, when our budget estimates Averc framed, 
we exp(‘cted that the present year wxmld close, our estimates now show a suiplus 
of £119,000. 

“ H. The uriginal <‘siimates proAodi’d for an additional military expenditure 
ol £2,000,000 fui" the Avar in Afghanistan ; if tin; Avar had (nided Avith the treaty 
ol Ouridamak, I believe that this estimate would not have been exceeded ; hut, 
in coiisi>(|uenee of the i-eriew'ul of hostilities, the estimated additional charge has 
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risen to £3,210,000. In addition to this amount, wc have had to undertake the 
construction of railways on our frontier. I shall have to speak of them further 
on ; hut in the present year they are estimated to cost £1,070,000. Thus the 
total provision on ac(?ouut of the war has now hoen increased to £1*,88G,000. 
With the exception of £230,000 on account of the llailway from Jlielum 
to Rawal Pindi, which is included under the head of Hailwajfit, the whole 
of this sum, under orders from the Secretary of State, is char£?ed against 
Army. It was a question whether they ought not to have In'cn ineduded under 
the h<!ad of State Jiailwaya, and as they will undoubtedly, tjuib^ iudeptuidently 
of their present military im])ortancc, possess great and permanent valu<i to th<? 
country, much was to lie said in favour of this view. But, as tluar construc¬ 
tion was primsirily du<'. tt> the war, it was decided to include their t^ost in the’war 
ex])onses. The jesult wiU be to exaggerate the apiKircnt amount of our military 
expt*ndit.ure. 

“ An exiM'nditure of £10,000 upon Famine Relief vras estimated ; this, on 
account of distr<‘ss in parts of the Bombay Presidency, has been rais(‘d to £09,000. 
On the other hand, the Railway and 'I'clegraph receipts are bettc.r, by reason of 
the ■war, to tlu^ exieiit of about £300,000. 

“ 0. Thus, but for war and famine, the Regular Estimates of the present 
year would haAa-i show7i a surjdus revenue of about 4^* milUoiis sterling. 
Tlic taxes imposed in 1877 and 1878, to enable us to discharge our obliga¬ 
tions in time of famine, will, it is estijuated, yield £l,18i,000; and, it' we 
d(*duet tlu^ sum of £99,000, acdually s 2 )ent on famine relief, tlicre will i-emain 
of this revtiiiue £l,08r),000. To this extent, the nf'w baxes liavo had the 
etleet of ])rtn(*nting dt'hi. Making allowance for other abnormal items on 
both sid<‘s of the acrcouni, the true surplus of the year for com])arison wit h the 
standard sui'phis of £2,000,000, at which we aim, will be about £4,100,000. 
This surjdus, if it. had hc'cn actually obtaiTunl, woidd have Imm-u much in excess 
of the whole exjjeiKliture on productive public works, wbieb is estimated at. 
£3,700,000. 

“ If present pi’ospects are fulfilled, tlie finanejal outturn of the present year 
1879-80 will leave uotbiug to In* desired. 

“ 10. The most iiiij)ortant variations from the original estimates arc* (he fol¬ 
lowing :—

hoen eoiJecled on account of arrears of jormer years, and the increase is due 
to the iTiereased iirosperity of the couiitry.

showing a general increase of cojisunijition. 

“ (jpimn .—Net impi-ovemeut, £1,900,000. Tn SejUember last the duty on 

Malwa 0])i 11111 tvas raised by lls. 50 a chest; the revemie from Upium this 

year has been unjireeeilenfc'dly large. 

‘‘A.ise.s.sc(l ifV/re«.— D('erease £93,000. This is the result of the orders 
given during the year for the exemption of the smaller incomes from taxation. 

“ Si(tmjis have imjnoved by £114,000. The stamp revenue has been eou- 
stantlv iner<'asi\ig ; during the last siuen yc'avs it has risen from £2,51.0,tOO in 
1872-73 to ,£3,()90,0()0 in 1879-80, or by .LT)73.()00. 

Under no lu'ad of the revenue has tlier<' been any serious ih'crease. 

“ 11. On th(‘ (‘Xjienditure side of the account, the following are tin* chief 
variations from the original estiinati's:— 

“ Interetst on dohi .-—Decrease £389,000 ; the eliief saving is in the discount 
on the loan of March 3879. 

‘•’riterehas hernia satisfactory inerc'asi' in the Savings B.ank Deposits, which 
now' exeei'd £2,000,000 ; in D('c(*ju 1)<‘)- last lU'W rules weri‘ issued increasing the 
rate of interest from 3,i’ to per eiait ., and for preventing trouble to depositors. 

Post OJJice .—Increase £03,000. The new contmet with the Peninsular 
•and Oviiaital Company eami? into force in Kehi'uary 1880. The yearly subsidy 
has been riMlnei'd from £430,000 to £300,000; the efficiency of the service has 
hiam increased, and the rates of postage to Great Britain have been reduced. 
Post cards costing J anna each were introduced in April 1870, and arc already 
so popular that it is difficult to supjily the demand.

" In TelegrajjhSf tlio excess of cxpcnditui’c over receipts will, this year, be 
only £(),()0(); there has been a satisfactory growth of revenue, amountin" to 
£145,000, of Avliicb, however, .£50,000 is attributed to the war. 

“ Sfathnery aud 'Printing .—Decrease of expenditure £00,000; this is to 
some ext(‘nt nominal. Supplies will, in future, be largely bought in India, 
instead of in England. 

“ Btiperannualiona .—Increase of net expenditure, £108,000 ; this is owing 
to the reduction of Public Works establishments, to which I shall have again 
to refer. 

“ Including an expenditure of £230,000 on the Jhelum and llawal Pindi line, 
Paiheayti are worse by £204,000, of which, however, £150,000 a])p(‘ai‘s as a 
transfer under Gain hy JExchange. If these adjustments are made, the Rail¬ 
ways show au improvemeiif of £170,000. Rut the Railways, and es])ecially tlie 
Great Ixrdiaii Peninsula and Ihe Oudli and Rohilkuiid hues, have not been as 
prosperous as, at one time, w<? hoped they would be. 

Puhllc Works. —There has been a saving of £747,000, to Avhich I sliall 
refer again. 

“ Proi'incial and Local Surpluses. —Net surplus £205,000. Improvemcmt 
£450,000. 

“ There was a like improvement of £409,000 in the accounts of 1S7H-79, 
as com])ared with the regular estimat(‘s. The provhicial and local balances at 
the end of 1879-80 are now expected to exceed the sxims last estimated as

" This result is the more remarkable and satisfactory in that, during the 
year, tin? Local Govc'rnmcnts agroc'd to contribute from their halaiuics in s])ecial 
aid of the imj)erial trcasuiy t1u‘ sum of £070,000, half of whu*h, £335,000, is 
chargc'd in the accounts of tije (uirrent year. The other half will he c;hargcd 
in 1880-81. The reduction of their t‘X])endit ure on public -works and the 
general improv<'nient of their proA'incial resources has enabled the Lotral Goa'- 
ernments to afford tliis timely hclj) to the general linances Avith little appa¬ 
rent diffi<mlty. 

“ Tlui Army shows an increase of £2,708,000 ; Avhich I haA'c ah’cady noticed. 
Apart fiom the AAar, the regular estimate is for a n(‘t <^x])enditurx* of 
£15,487,000; the exce.ss of £112,000 over the original estimate being due to 
liigh pri<rcs. 

“ Lwchavge shows an impi’ovement of £1,010,000; the original OvStimatc 
was for the reniittance to the 1 Ionic Treasiiry of £15,000,000 at an exchange 
of 1«. Id.; it is noAV hoped that £15,750,000 Avill be remitted at an average 
rate of Is. 8d. 

“ Productive Public Works, on which £3,700,000 was spent, show'a small 
increase; 511. miles of raihrays have been ojMjncd for traffic during the year. 
At the end of t he year there will he 8,724 miles in use and l,4f52 und<;r con¬ 
struction. 1 shall speak again of the frontier le.ilways. Great progress has 
been made during t,he year Avith the Rajputana Line. The Linos in Bengal 
have been completed, and fair jirogrcss lias been made on tlu; Lim; from 
Nagjiur to Raipur. 

“ Irrigation IPorks show an expenditure of £797,000. In Madras, much 
progre.ss was made Avhh the Godaveri and Xistna Delta and other Avorks. In 
Bengal, the Orissa proj(‘cl, so far as tlie Avoi-ks have lieim sanctionwl, approach<‘s 
com\»U;tion. In thi; North-Weshfrn J^roviiujcs and Punjab, much useful Avork 
has lieen done im the Upper and !Lower Ganges Canals, and on the Western 
Jumna and Sirhiud Canals. 

“ Satisfaclory yirogrcss has been made with the Madras Harbour Works, 

“ Itcvenuc ami IVorking expenucs of Productive Public Works show an im- 
pro-vement of £038,000, due mainly to the inclusion, so long desired, of the 
land rcA'cnui) in the Madras Presidency attributable to these works. 
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“ 12. Tho details of the Loan operations of the yaar are as follows:— 

“ 2>e6i incurred .—Net £6,131,000, More thnn estimate £804),600, of which 
£540,700 was in India, where less w'as paid oil than was expected, and £263,800 
in England, where £270,016 less than was estimated in March last was raised 
at the close of 1878-79. 

The loan of £6,000,000, which was notified on the 13th March 1879, was 
suhscrihed at an average of 95-0-6 per cent. The discount upon it cliarged in 
the accounts of 1879-80 was £247,239. Of the outstanding portion of the 5^ 
per cent. Loan of 1869-60, £1,123,900 will he paid oft* during the year, leaving 
£105.600 still due. Other outstanding notes, amounting to £2,400, have been 
dischai'ged. The net sum borrowed is thus £3,860,000. 

“ 13. A Local Lehenturo Loan of £45,020 was raised for the CawnpoBC- 
Faralchahad Light Railway at 4 p(;r cent, interest with share of profits. 

“ A Local Debenture Loan of £60,000 was otfered at NAgpiir in November 
at par at 4<^ per (;ent. intei’est, with half the pei’centage of surplus profits on 
the NAgpdr-Raipfir Railway. Tho subscriptions amounted to £42,700, of which 
£17,300 is ixiyablo this year and £26,400 next year. 

“ I’he Secretary of State receivtjd £2,000,000 without interest from Her 
Majesty’s Imperial Government under the Indian Advance Act, 1879 : but on 
tlie other hand h(! repaid sterling debt amounting to £736,200. 

“ 14. Thus the net debt incurred amounted to £5,131,000, or, excluding the 
loan from Her Majesty’s Governimmt, £3,131,000. Including railway capital 
transa<;tions, savings bank dc})osi<.s, service funds, loans to native states, &c., 
and the reprtyment of siicb loans, tluj nt;! amount borrowed in 1879-80 was, 
apart from the £2,000,000 advanced as aforesaid under the Indian Advance 
Act, £3,523,000. 

“ The (iquation of the year 1879-80 may accordingly he stated thus—

“ 15. Tho ])ricc of public securities has risen rapidly during the year. Tho 
price of 4^ i)er c(‘nt. ]>{ij)er lias for some time been more than 101, and that 
of 4 p(T cents. noAV excetjds 94. 

“ 16. I come now to the Budget Estimates for the coming year 1880-81. 

“The revenues are estimated at £66,746,000. The ordinary expenditure is 
estimat(*d at £66,329,000; we expect therefore a surplus of £417,000. 

“ 17. Tho estimated expendit ure includes excess military charges, amounting 
to £4,360,000, of Avhi(!h £2,090,000 is for military operations proper, and 
£2,270,000 for tho frontier railways; against this, there will be a set-off on 
account of improvement in the Railway and Telegmph revenues, estimated 
to £300,000, leaving the net cliarge for the war on the estimates of 1880-81 
at £4,060,000. 

“ But for the war expenditure, tho true suiTilus of the year, to compare, as 
before, with the standard surplus of £2,000,000, would not have been less 
than £4,000,000. 

“The estimated revenue includes £982,000 obtained from the taxes imjioscd 
in 1877 and 1878, to enable the Go\ernraent to meet its famine obligations. 

“ 18. The estimates for 1880-81 thus show an extraordinarily satisfactory 
result, far surpassing the .standard at wdiich tivo years ago the Governnient of 
India aimed. The result is the more satisf.'vetory, because the total estimated 
expenditure on the productive juiblic Avorks of a doubtful charsictcr, to which 
I liaA^e befortj referred, is only £398,000. 

“ 19. I will notice a few* only of tlu; heads in whi<;h the Budget Estimate 
differs from the Regular Estimate of the present year. 

“ 20. Jtssessed Taxes and Customs show a decrease! of revenue, to which I shall 
refer later on. I may, however, notice here that, in February 1879, the Hon’ble 
Mr. Hope and Mr. J. D. Maohian were appointed Commissioners to report inter 
alia whether it was desirable to revise the tariff valuations yearly, and, if so, how 
such revision should be made. The Commissioners recjommended a yearly revision 
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of tlie tariff values, and advised that the materials for such revision should he 
systematically collected throughout the year at the jK)rts of Calcutta, Bombay, 
Madras, Rangoon, and Kurrachee, and collated in Calcutta, in February of eacdi 
year, by a Committee of throe j>ersons to be apj)oint<xl by the Government 
of India, one of them being cx-officio the Colle<*tor of Customs at Calcutta. 
The first Committee of revision was accordingly n])j)ointed in .lanuary last; th<‘ 
Hon’blc Mr. Hope, and, on the nomination of the Bengal Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Mr. J. W. O’Keefe, a member of tlu^ firm of Messrs. lO^ttlewcll, Biillen, 
and Company, consented to serve upon it, Muth Mr. J. 1). Ma<Jean, ColhH'tor 
of Customs, Calcutta. Tlie Committee lias just completed its revision, which 
is estimated to produce an increase of £15,000 to the Customs revimue. 

“ 21. Salt shows an incrcsase, of which also I shall speak separatidy. 

“ 22. The net revenue from Opium is estimated at £7.2.50,000 ; this estimate, 
although £1,150,000 less than the amount we expect to receive in 1870-80, is 
largely in excess of any estimate made in any pi'cvious year. Although tin* 
actual net revenue of the last two years has biren more, it is not t hought 
prudent to take the estimate for the coming year at a larger amount than 
that which I have stated. 

“The Bengal crop of 1878-79 yielded 29.870 chests 76 % consistmicu' and 
20,175 chests 70 7o cousisttmee. Thus the stotjk in hand on the 1st January 
1880 was 38,179 chests 75 7„ consistence, and l-S.tOl chests 70 7o consistence, 
total 81,683 chests. The provision for siile during 1880 is 28,200 ch<'st.sof each 
consistence, so that the reserve on the 1st Ja^uiary 1881 will bo 9,970 chests 
76 7t, consistence, and 15,204 chests 70 7o consistence, total 25,183 chests. 

“ 23. Under Telegraphs we estimate for the In's! time that the revenue will 
exceed the cxjienditure. 

“24. llaihoays. —Net revenue £794,000, of which £250,000 is attributed to 
the militaiy operations in AfghanistaB.. Improv(*ment £1,080,000. 

“ Of this large amount, £268,337 is nominal, owing to only three-ejuarters of 
the East Indian Railway annuity failing due in the tinancial year 1880-81. 
against which, however, may be set a payment of £235,000 due to tin* Com¬ 
pany under the old contract for the second half of 187'.). Tuc ]>urc!i:js<'of 
the East Indian Railway is expected, upon the (tslimatc'.-. of 1H8'»-S1, lo pro¬ 
duce a net revenue of £300,000 in excess of A\hat it would have yielucd under 
the old system. The guaranteed Railways will, it is hf)]ied, in the ]»ospc)-ous 
season wducli w'C anticipate, yield £406,000 more than this year. 

“lYom the State Raihvays an improvement of £231,000 is ex])ectcd fit>m 
increased mileage optm and from development of tralTu;. 

“There is no doubt always an element of speculation in the e.stimates <»f 
Railway revenues; but an increasing return may fairly be exi)eeted lit^m the 
constantly increasing capital expenditure on the construction of thesr! works, 
which by the end of 1880-81 will amount to £130,000,000, or 144 crores of 
rupees. 

The chief event of the year is the purchase; of the East Indian Railw'ay 
for tlic; State with effect from the Ist Januaiy 1880. The jn'iee x)aid was 
£37,200,000. I nec;d not rei)eat the details of the n(;w arrangements under 
which the; line has been purchased, and under which it is to be w'orked. 

“ On the exi)enditure side of the account an imx)i’Ovement is ex|)ectcd of 
£242,000 urnlav Int eresl; this partly aiases from the proxiosed conversion of 
the 6 jjer cent, sterling loan, and is partly ne)minaL 

“ 25. Under Administration there is a deerrease of £30,000, in consequence 
of various reductions in Imperial Establishments. 

“ 26. The grants for 1880-81 for Ordinary Public Works are loss than those 
for 1879-80 by £597,000 ; the grants for Productive Public Works have; been 
reduceel by £1,000,000. Thei*e is thus a total gi’oss reduction in Publit; W(ii-ks 
expenditure of £1,597,000, of which the saving in establishments is t;slimatcd 
at £247,000. Against this, however, must be set the special grant of £230,000 
under liailtoays on the Jhelum and llawnl Pindi line. 

“ The reduction in the ordinary expcnditui-e on Public Works, aj)ai‘i from 
establi.sbrncnts, is more apparent than real; for the actual expendiiur<; in X)ast 
years has never excet;ded the amount granted for 1880-81. I shall again refer 
to the question of exjjenditure on Public Works. 
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“ 27. I have already spoken of ^\^Army (expenditure. Apart from the war, 
the ostimjite stands at £15,330,000. Acecjording to our present accounts and 
estimates, the net cost of the war from 1878-79 to the end of 1880-81 
w ill be about 9^ millions, of wliich about 3f millions is for the railways, 
and 6^ millions for military operations. T1»e estimates of the tsost of the war must 
of course be to a great extent speculative; but they have been prepared wdth 
mu<di care; and their accuracy up to the i)resent time is highly creditable 
to Major Newmarch and the Military Dcjpartment. There is no reason to 
suppose* that they err on the side of being too low. 

“ I’o what extent it will b(^ found hertiafter that stores, cliiefly camp equi- 
j»ago, have been expended and wasted and lost, wo cannot possibly know' ac'cu- 
rately until the war is over ; but every thing bought for the war is included 
in the estimates, and the reserves in our arsenals are being maintained at 
their proper standard, the cost being charged, for the present, as current expen- 
ditiu’e. 

“28. Our estimates show under Ijoss hy Exchange a net loss of £3,171,000, 
being an increase on the regular estimate for the present year of £310,000; in 
1880-81 it is proposed to remit £16,900,000; the expenditure of the Home 
Treasuiy will be largely increased by the payments for stores for the? frontier 
I’ailw.ays. We assume that the average rate of exchange will be the same 
as that of the present year, or 1«. 8(/. 

"29. The rate of exchange for the adjustment of the public accounts be- 
tAvcien the English Treasury and India has been fixed at la. 8Jd. 

“30. JProdtictive Eublic Works {Capital expenditure'). —Grant£3,312,000. 
Decrease £388,000. The grant is thus distributed :—

“ It is hoped that 988 miles of railway will be oiiened for traffic in 1880-81. 
This W'ill complete the communication betw een Bombay and the North-Western 
Frovinc(^s through Rajiiutaua. Good progress will be made towards the 
completion of railways and works of irrigation already begun, but the funds 
at our disposal for productive Avorks are noAV so small that we cannot commence* 
in the coming year any new works of magnitude. In M^adras the chief outlay 
on iiTigation works Avili b(’* in the Ge^daveri Delta. In Bombay and Bengal the 
sanctioned AVorks will be nearly all comi»letod. In the North-Western Prov- 
inc-cs the principal work w'ill be on the I.(Ower Ganges Canal. In the Punjab 
the w'cdr at the head of the Sirhiud Canal and the remaining large masoniy 
works will Imj nearly finished ; the ncAV main line of the Western Juntma Canal 
Avill i)robably be opt'iicd, and the lUiAV Did hi branch will be well advantred. 

“ It is hojAed that the Madras Harbour works will bo finished in 1880-81. 
It was not possible to grant on this account more than £70,000 under the head 
of Productive Public Works, but the completion of the work being very im¬ 
portant, this amount has been supplemented by a grant of £60,000 under the 
ordinary h(«id. 

“ 31. Eevenue and Working expenses. Public -Net revenue 

£318,000. The improvement is mider Railways. 
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“ 32. I now come to the important subject of the provision of the Ways and 
Means for the service of the ensuing year. 

** 33. In this respect the responsibility of the Government of India is confined 
chiefly to the requirements of the' public service in India. Its direct concern 
with the provision of Ways and Means to meet the demands of the Home 
Treasury is limited to the remittance of the amount for which the Secretary 
of State intimates his intention of drawing bills during the year. The Secre¬ 
tary of State has resolved to raise, in this way, during 1880-81, the sum of 
£16,900,000. Owing to the heavy estimated expenditure at home for the 
frontier railways (£360,000 in 1879-80, and £1,070,000 in 1880-81), this large 
sum will not much exceed the current requirements of the Homo Treasury. 
The Secretary of State could not therefore frame his requisition upon us for 
less than £16,900,000; hut he has authorised the Government of India to 
state that his drawings may he reduced if the demand for his hills upon India 
proves insufficient. 

“ 34. According tn present prospects, the balances in the treasuries in India 
on the Slst March 1880 are expectetl to amount to lls. 14,19,00,000. The sur¬ 
plus of Imperial revenue in India during 1880-81 is estimated at Ks. 12,88,68,000, 
or, deducting from the expenditure the loss by excjhangc on the Secretary of 
State’s hills, Hs. 16,26,68,000. Wo expect to receive in India the sum of 
Rs. 1,01,38,000 for remittance to England, and, in the shape of Savings Banks 
and Service Funds Deposits and recoveries of Railway Capital, Rs. 56,15,000. 
Besides the Secretary of Shite’s hills, provision must he made for the estimated 
deficit in the Provincial and JjO(;al I’cvenues of Rs. 11,60,000 and for the ret 
disbursement of Rs. 19,50,000 on the Remittance and DciKJsit Accounts. 
Thus, including Rs. 20,28,00,000 for the Secretary of State’s bills, wo have 
to contemplate a liability of net Rs. 20,59,10,000, against whielj we have net 
assets amounting to Rs. 17,84,21,000, showing a deficiency of Rs. 2,74,89,000. 

“ 35. The Government of India has had to consider whether the whole or any 
part of this sum should bo provided from the balances, or whether it shall raise 
the whole or any part of it by a loan. After due deliberation ive have resolvinl 
to adopt the former alternative, and to endeavour to meet all t,he expected 
demands in India, during the coming year, without recourse to the money 
market for a loan. 

“ 36. In consequence of this resolution the balances in the treasuries in India 
on the 31st March 1881 are expected to fall somewhat below II 4 crores of 
rupees, a sum considembly less than the minimum sum which the Government 
of India usually estimates. 

“ 37. The estimates of the Home remittance and Loan Transactions are habi¬ 
tually presented with expressed reserve ; and this re8(?rve must be understood 
to be this year greater than usual. But while thus emphatically reserving to our¬ 
selves the freest discretion to raise, during the year, any loan w'hich actual 
events .may render necessary, we consider the prosjM'cts of our Ixang able to 
dispense with a loan during the year sufficiently substantial to make it un¬ 
necessary for us to enter any loan upon the estimates. We shall not in any case 
hesitate to raise any small Local Debenture Loans which may seem expedient 
dmdng the year. 

“ 38. The year 1878-79 was one of restricted and depressed trade as compared 
with the trade of the year immediately preceding it, though the value of the 
merchandise imported and exported (excluding gold and silver) -was hardly 
below the average of the four years ending with 1877-78. When it is con- 
sidi^rod that famine still afflicted exteusivo provinces, that the war wdth 
Afghanistan was in jirogress, interfering with ordinary traffic on railway lines, 
causing a scarcity of carriage, and increasing the effects of drought and floods 
on the prices of food, and that trade generally in Europe and America was 
passing through a prolonged period of depression, it is a matter for con¬ 
gratulation tliat the industry of the country was able to bear up so well against 
adverse influences. 

‘‘ The value of the exjxjrts of raw cotton, oilseeds, hides and skins, indigo, silk, 
wheat, saltpetre, lac, teakwood, and sugar, exhibited a sensible decline, most 
strongly marked in cotton, seeds, indigo, wheat, and sugar. The fall in cotton 
followed on a continuous decline of some years; the crops of seeds failed exten- 
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sively, and at the same time the European and American demand for them fell 
o£E; the wheat trade was for the time almost annihilated, the low range of prices 
and enormous supplies from America forbidding the competition of Indian 
wheat; and sugar, after a large trade in the two previous years, suffered 
from the increase of prices caused by exhaustion of stocks and a failure of 
the sugarcane crop in the North-Western Provinces, Large quantiti^ in 
excess of the imports of the previous year were imported to supply the defi¬ 
ciency. 

“ But while the trade in these articles diminished, owing to what we may 
hope were in most cases temporary causes, the exports of cotton twist and 
piece goods, rice, jute and jute manufactures, tea, coflee, and wool, afforded 
mdicatiens of prosperity in some of our chief staples. 

“ The value of the cotton manufactures imported was smaller than it had 
been for many years. Metals, railway materials, liquors, coal, and apparel 
all declined, and there was an increase in silk, sugar, provisions, woollen goods, 
machinery, and spices. 

“ The net imports of silver were nearly £10| millions less than those of 
1877-78, and gold was sent out of the country to the value of nearly £900,000. 

“ The trade of the ten months of the current year for which figures are 
available shows a marked recovery from the depression of 1878-79, a recovery 
which, with abundant harvests, a decline in the prices of food stuffs, and 
renewed vitality in European and American trade, may reasonably be expected 
to continue. 

Even raw cotton has shared in the recovery, both quantities and values 
having, for the fii-st time for years, increased instead of diminished. Twist, rice, 
jute, hides and skins, tea, indigo, wheat, and saltpetre, have all increased, 
in some cases remarkably. The recovery of the rice trade, with the fall of 
prices and the reduced demand for consumption in India, is very satisfactory. 
So also is the increas(j in the trade in tea, although it is said that the planting 
interest has not been a gainer by the increased exports. 

“ The imports of merchandise also, like the exports, are much larger than 
in 1878-79. A largo and active trade is being done in cotton goods, in the 
development of which there i.s reason to believe that the remission of duty on the 
coarser kinds of grey goods has aided. On the whole, the prospects of trade 
are satisfactory. 

“ 39. I have now, my Lord, stated the ^neral facts and figures for the past 
and present years, and for the year that is about to commence. The result 
must be considered highly satisfactory. The aggregate actual and estimated 
surpluses of the three years amount to £2,580,000. Let it be remembered 
that this will be arrived at after spending, out of our ordinary revenue, 
5f millions on the war, 3.j millions on frontier railways, and £400,000 on 
famine relief; let it be remembered that the amount charged in these three 
years under the head Loss by Exchange has been nearly 10 millions; let it also 
be remembered that we have given up £310,000 from the License tax; 
£150,000 from Salt; £150,0 )0 from the In^nd sugar duties; £300,000 on 
cotton goods, and a multitude of other articles; and that the sum raised*by 
taxation is thus less than the sum raised at the beginning of 1878, by more than 
£900,000. 

“ 40. I shall now. My Lord, proceed to notice some of the more important 
questions of policy which the Government has had to consider. And first 
I may refer to tlmt question which, at the present time, chiefly occupies our 
thoughts, the war in Afghanistan. 

“ My Lord, I do not now propose to discuss the reasons which led the 
Government to undertake this war. The discussion by me of such questions 
on the present occasion would be irrelevant to the matter before^ me. W hether 
the war has been just and necessary, or iniquitous and foolish, it has now 
to be carried on and paid for, and my present duty is confined to showing 
how the Government proposes to meet the obligations which, whether rightly 
or wrongly incurred, cannot now be avoided. 

“41. There is, however, one question to which I must refer. It has been main¬ 
tained by many persons that England, and not India, ought to bear the cost of 
the war in Afghanistan. 1 must explain why 1 consider this opinion incorrect: 

% 
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“ Circumstances mny be imagined under wbicli it would bo just that England 
should bear the whole cost of milihiry openitious carried on by the Government of 
India, even thougli the linantres of India might be so prosperous that they 
could without difficulty dispense with such assistance. It is conceivable that 
a war might bo undertaken for the maiut(mance or defence of purely English 
interests, n'al or imaginary does not matter, and that India might bo called 
upon by lilngland to co-operatc in such a w.ar, although no Indian interests 
could be possibly scarred by it. In such a case the liability of England could 
not justly be denied. 

“ It w ill be said by those who are opposed to the policy which the Govern¬ 
ment has ftdlow^ed, that the w'ar in Alghanistan falls precisely within this 
category, and that ihis war has been entered upon in defence of no Indian 
interest Avhatever, but in furtherance of the so-c!alled Imperial policy adopted 
by Her IMnjesty’s Government. Persons who hold this opinion may reason¬ 
ably object to throwing any part of the cost of this war upon India ; but this 
is not the opinion of the Government. 

“42. Her Majesty’s Government, and the Govc'mment of India, and, I will 
make bold to say, the intelligent loyally of the people t)f India itself, hold that 
the w'ar in Afglninistan was undertaken for t he pj-otetdion of India from the 
menaces of foreign aggression, and for the maintenance w'ithin her borders of 
■permanent domestic ti’anquillity. The Government believed that this war could 
not be avoided, unless we w'cre prej)ared to acfpxiesee in the establishment on 
our North-West Frontier of neiv conditions, which would infallibly lead to a 
gn’at inci'cMisc of nulitary ex]>enditure, to intol(?rable tinancial burdens and 
difficulties, and to the disturbance throughout India of the very foundations 
of our power. Great as is the inttuH'st of Ihigland in pn'vi'nting suidi conse¬ 
quence's, the questions at issue were primarily and essentially Indian questions. 

“ IJelieving that the true interests of India are indissolubly bound up with 
the peaceful maintenance of our own dominion, we .say that this war was 
undertaken with the conviction that justice to India herself rendered it unavoid¬ 
able. If it bo right to expend the revenues of India in maintaining the 
armies by W'hich British suprema(;y is ordinanly .secured, in giving to her internal 
peace and good administration, in the dcA-elopun'iit of her wealth and civiliz¬ 
ation, and on the thousand other bcnclicial obj«‘cts whi<*h avc desire to promote, 
it is right to spend tho.se revenues in rendering it. impossible that any hostile 
influenct* should grow u}) on her bordta's, to threaten the existence of everything 
which the duty <»f England tf) India makes us most d<‘sirous to develop. 

“ 43. I can imagine few greater misfortunesto India t han the loss of herfinan- 
cial independence, and the ac.ce[)tance by England of tinancial responsibility for 
her Indian Empire. It Avould signify to India the loss of control over her own 
affairs in every do))artment of lu‘r administration, t.he possible subordination 
of her interests to those of a foreign country, and the substitution of ignorance 
for know'ledg<' in h(?r Government. Although some rai’c instan<!es may be 
quoted in wliich, when there .seemed to be a conflict between English and 
Indian intei-ests, it may perhaps bo doul)fed whether India has Viccn treated 
with perfect fairness, there can be no question that, on the whole, the govern- 
mtmt of India has been carried on with as honest and thorough a regard for 
Indian interests as if India hod a separate natioiial tjxistenco of her own. 
England may rightly be^ proud of t.luj way in which she has treated her groat 
dependency. These foitunatu results hoAo, however, btx'n duo not only to 
her justice, but also to the wisdom with which sh*' has left to India a separate 
financial re.sponsibility. England has felt that it would be no kindne8.s to take 
upon h('!'s<!lf burdens w'hich India now bears, to guamntco Indian debts, pay 
for Indian w'ars, and relievo Indian famines. lilngland has also felt that it 
was wi.':<}, in her own true interest, to refuse to take into her own hands the 
control of the i;(>7,000,000 which now con.stitut(!s tho revenue of India. 
England <lo(»s not choose that there should be grounds for (iven a suspicion in 
regard to tho purity of her moth'cs. Isay this in tho belief that India has 
iMilore'lK'i-a future of increasing Avealth and prosperity; but if this anticipation 
should j.ot bo veriliisd, and her future should be one of financial embarmss- 
mwit, the loss of her tinancial independence would bring with it other mis- 
lortuucs. 1 tiust that the peojAc of England may never find cause for believ- 
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ing that the maintenance of their Indian Empire means the imposition of 
heavy burd<ms on themselves. 

“ 44. If, My Lord, India is ever to have a separate national existence, she 
must Imve self-respect and self-reliance, and I am sure that Indian 
patriots, who, with perfect loyalty to British rule, may neverthtiless liave, as 
they may rightly have, visions and aspirations of a distant future of 
another kind, ouglit to he the first to declaie that their magnificent country 
shall bear its own burdens. India expticts justice fi’om England, but does 
not ask for charity. She feels that, with her ample and splendid resources, 
her two hundred millions of people, her revenue, wdiich is surpassed by that 
of two only of the greatest European nations, she is a source of strength, 
not of weakness, to the British Empire. Wbether wo look to the extent of 
her territory, or to the numbers and character of her population, her militarry 
strength and capabilities, her public revenue and credit, India is one of the 
great powders of the w'orld, ready at all times to stand side by side with 
England, and to fulfil every obligation which she owes to the common interest. 
If England bo wise, she w'ill not suffer cither her own people, or her friends, 
and still less will she suffer her enemies, to be ignorant of the fact that 
her Indian Empire possesses almost inexhaustible resources. I repudiate, as 
unw'^orthy of India and of England, the notion that India requires help to pro¬ 
tect herself against the hostility of an Afghan Chieftain, encouraged though 
he may have been by a great power beyond. Nor does the fact that English 
as w^ell as Indian interests are at stake, afford any reason for .asking England 
to help us wiih her money. Everything w'hieh conduces to the safety .and pros¬ 
perity and ])rogress of India, is a matt(;r of concern to England ; but there is 
no more reason that England should help us to pay for a local war, necessary 
for the protection of the interests of India, than that she should help i»s in the 
ndief of our famines, or in meeting the ordinary charges of our administmtion. 

“ 45. Holding, my Lord, these views, it was, I confess, with some regret 
that I saw India, a year ago, accepting L orn England even the small amoimt 
of assistiinee which w'as given to us in the shape of a loan of £2,000,000, to be 
repaid without interest in seven yeai*s. But the circumstances of the time 
were peculiar. India had been suflViring from a succession of famines and 
other unavoidable misfoi’tunes, which had thrown enormous burdens on her 
finances, and there was a strong feeling in England, sliared by m'm of all 
classes and parties, that, when the new calamity of war was added to the 
calamities which had gone before, England should help India in her difficulties. 
Although the cx)ursc prompted by this generous feeling may not have been 
politically wise, its motives were so honourable to the people of England that 
I cannot cavil at it. 

“ 46. But, whatever may Iks thought of the action taken in the past, when we 
were in a position of tempomry embarrassment, no reasons exist at the present 
time for asking England to help us to meet the charges of the war. The figures 
which I have stated to the Council show that w o have in our possession ample 
means of defraying all expenditure w^hich it is likely we shall have to incur. 
We have obtained these means not only w'ithoiit the imposition of fresh burdens 
on the people, but at a time when w'o are rclicAlng important industries, and | 
freeing from taxation a vast number of persons, who, if not actually, are stiU 1 
relatively poor. To say that when w e are reducing the jjressuro of taxation, 
when the general condition of the peoj)h' of India is one of gniat prosperity, 
when every branch of our revenue is flourishing, andwdicn we have actually got 
all the money that wew'ant, w e ought noA'erthcl(?ss to ask England to tsxx herself, 
and relieve us from a burden which we are perfectly able to bear, does not 
seem to mo reasonable. 

“ 47. But it will be said that, even if India must bear the cost of the Afghan 
war, and must pay for the frontier railw.ays, the construction of w'hich the 
war has made inevitable, all these charges ought not to be thrown on the present 
generation of tax-payers; that this cx})endituro is undertaken for the future, 
rather than for the present protection of India; that postexity should pay its 
share of burdens imjwsed for its benefit; and that these charges should be met 
by loans, not out of the income of the year. 
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“ The question thus raised is an old one; but I think I may he allowed, 
without disrespect to those who think diff<‘rently, to say that, in England at least, 
statesmen of all parties have agreed about the principles on which such ques¬ 
tions are to be decided. Those principles are, that, especially in a 
country with a heavy public debt, and not able to reckon confidently on a 
large and constantly recurring surplus, by means of which new debt can cer¬ 
tainly and speedily be cleared off, the wise course is undoubtedly to provide 
for war expenditure out of the revenue of the year, so far, but so far only, Jis 
this is possible without throwing excessive burdens on the taxpayers, and over¬ 
loading (to use Sir Stafl'ord Northcote’s words) the springs of industry and 
commerce; and that, if the expenditure cannot thus be covered, the deficiency 
may properly bo made good by loans or other temjjorary resources not included 
within the regular revemue of the year. Tliis is the doctrine which I under¬ 
stand to be held by that great authority in matters of finance, Mr. Gladstone, 
and I have partly stated it in his own words, although at one time ho went fur¬ 
ther in his advoca<!y of meeting such expenditure without recourse to loans. In 
India there may undoubtedly bo special reasons for charging heavy war exj)en- 
diture a^inst loans, in preference to placing new burdens on the coufitry. Not 
only is it difficult to make a very largo and sudden addition to our existing taxa¬ 
tion, but it may be politically unwise to do so. There would therefore be no cause 
for surprise if, in the case of having to meet a large expenditure on war, we 
were unable to contribute from current revenue as large a proportion of the 
cost as in England would be thought right. Neverthehiss, the general princiide 
is as true in India as in England,—that, to the utmost of our ability, we ought 
to provide for the expenses of every year out of the year’s income, and to allow 
no borrowing that is not really unavoidable. As the late Prince Consort, 
contrasting these two plans of meeting war charges, observed :—“ The former 
course is manly, statesnranlike, honest; the latter is convenient, cowardly, 
perhaps popular.” 

“ 48. Eor the reasons which I have given, it is improbable that the Govern¬ 
ment would, if our finances had been less prosperous, have thought it right 
to propose the imposition of fresh taxation to meet the expenses of the present 
war; but it is foi’tunatc that no such question now arises. Wo can carry 
out the wise principles which I liave quoted, not only without any fresh 
demand upon the resources of the country, but while we arc giving relief 
from present taxation. I can hardly conceive that it can seriously be maintained 
that, having in our possession all the money that we are likely to require 
for the prosecution of the war, we should not spend it on that object, that 
we, should abandon existing income, and then borrow to supply the lass. 

“ 49. The reasons for which it is right to provide for the charges of the war 
out of current income api>ly equally, and indeed with greater force, to the 
charges for the frontier railways. Although they will j>ermauently benefit 
the country, it is plain that we could not construct them with borrowed 
money on the grounds on which we borrow for productive public works, 
and thut their cost must be included aniong our ordinary charges. If, 
however, we could not have paid for them out of our ordinary revenue, it would 
have been quite right to borrow for their construction. I should have said 
this because the works are absolutely necessary, and because the political and 
financial evils of borrowing would be less serious than those involved by fresh 
taxation. I should not have defended borrowing for these railways on the ground 
that they will benefit posterity as weU as the presccnt generation. That is a 
matter about which I know nothing; but I know that posterity will have quite 
enough to do in bearing its own burdens. 

“ 60. I may add, with reference to these railways, that the urgent necessity 
for pushing on their construction is not likely to bo denied even by those who 
have opposed the policy under which the war in Afghanistan was under¬ 
taken. The estimates show a probable expenditure on this account of 
£1,440,000 in the present year, and of £2,270,000 next year. The Council 
is aware of the great and unprecedented speed with which the Railway from 
the Indus to the foot of the Biluchistan hills, on the line towards Kandahar, 
has betsn ^mshed on. The extension of the Punjab Northern Railu'ay from 
Jhelam to Rawalpindi and Peshawar, and to Khushalgarh, is making rapid pro- 
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gress. In less than four months from the commencement of operations, trains 
were running for 140 miles towards Kandahar; while on the Peshawar line, 
where the rails hare to he carried over viaducts 100 feet high and through 
cuttings of rocks 60 feet deep, the engines are expected to reach the banks of the 
Indus before the end of 1880. Independently of military considerations, which 
possess, of course, at the present time, extreme importance, the completion of 
these lines, within the shortest practicable time, has become very urgent. As 
the Government of India has written on this subject, “it is obvious that 
immediate outlay upon the early and effectual improvement of our means of 
transport would be amply repaid by reduction in the excessive, and, to a 
great extent, wasteful expenditure which must otherwise be prolonged through¬ 
out the counse of our present military operations, with the certainty of its 
recurrence on the first occasion of their renewal. The financial and economical 
interests affected by the inadequacy of our present Prontier communications 
are far-reaching, and the injury they sustain can scarcely he exaggerated.” 

“ 51. I have now, my I^rd, to s^te to the Council the course which the Gov¬ 
ernment proposes to take in regard to the Bill for amending the license Acts. 
It will be remembered that, wlien this measure last came before us, I announced, 
on behalf of the Government, that it was not proposed to take any further steps 
in the matter, until after the publication of the Financial Statement. 

“ The changes proposed in the existing law, when the Bill was intro¬ 
duced in November last, would, if they had been adopted, have had no appre¬ 
ciable effect upon the revenues, the amount surrendered by the exemption from 
taxation of the lower classes of traders being just made good by the extension of 
taxation to the official and professional classes. The effect of the further modi¬ 
fications subsequently proposed, and of the additional exemptions in favour of 
the poorer traders, would have been a loss on the one hand of £340,000 a year, 
and a gain on the other hand of £240,000, thus leaving us, as the general 
result, with £100,000 less revenue than we get now. The measure was essen¬ 
tially one which Imd for its object the equitable re-adjustment of taxation, and 
it hiid no financial importance. 

“ 62. Before going further, I wish to ask the Council to recall the circum¬ 
stances under which fresh taxation was imposed two years ago. 

“ The object of the new taxes was described in the preamble of the license 
Act passed by this Council; and nearly the same words were used in the other 
similar Acts passed for the various provinces of the Empire. It was stated that—- 
‘ in order to provide means for defraying the public exjtenditnre from time to time incurred, and 
to be incurr^, for the relief and prevention of famine in British India, it is necessary to effect a 
permanent increase of the revenue.^ 

“ In making this quotation, I do not attach any exaggerated importance to 
the declaration that these taxes were intended to give a ‘ permanent increase ’ 
to the revenues. It is, of course, competent to the Berislature to alter its policy 
in regard to tliis, as to any other matter. The declaration, nevertheless, has 
this value, that it shows the intention of the Legislature, wheu these 
measure were enacted two years ago; and since the object for which they jvero 
enacted—the protection of the country against famine—^is undoubtedly as im¬ 
portant now as it was then, and as earnestly desired by the Government, it is 
reasonable to say that very good cause ought to be shown, before we consent to 
give up taxes avowedly imposed to make a ‘ permanent increase ’ to the revenues. 

63. I may remind the Council what this increase really was. Talcing to¬ 
gether the measures adopted in the two years 1877 and 1878, the first new 
taxation was the Public Works cess, impose on the land in Bengal: this yielded 
in 1878-79 £356,690. In 1878, new cesses were also imposed on the land in the 
North-Western Provinces, Oudh, the Punjab, and the Central Provinces, rield- 
ing about £170,000. The total amount of new taxation on the land was 
therefore about £625,000; the actual receipts during the last two years have, 
however, not been so large, betjause it was thought right to postpone for a time 
the collection of the cess in parts of Northern India which had suffered from 
drought. Similar taxation was not imposed on the land in Madras and Bom¬ 
bay : the principal reason for this exemption was, that the salt duties had 
just been mcreased in those presidencies, and it was held to be inexpedient 
to impose cesses on the land at a time when the dOfocts of the were still

A commission of \ per cent., besides the Bank’s fees, will be 
charged upon such purchases, sales, and deliveries. 

IX. —Every account will be made up on tlie 31st March, and the interest 
then due, calculated under these Rules, added to the balance upon Avhich 
future interest will accrue.

XIII. —*-The Secretary may refuse to open any account or may close any 
account, for any sufficient reason, as, for example, because he thinks that 
the account is likely to be used or is being used contrary to the object with 
which Government Savings Banks are established, namely, the encouragement 
of saving. But evtry such refusal or closure, and the reasons for it, should be 
reported to the Comj)troller General. 

_XIV.—When the Secretary thinks it proper to close any account, he shall 
give notice, in writing, to the Depositor, of sucdi closure. After the date of 
such notice, no deposit shall be accepted on the account so closed, and no 
interest shall be allowed upon the balance of the closed account after the end 
of the calendar month then cuiTcnt.

accordingly sot out at length in the ameiidetl Bill now submit led all the sections of the Suc¬ 
cession Act which it is intended should aj>ply, and thus made the measure complete and 
self-contained. 

3. Ajiart from this, which, though it much alters the appearance of the Bill, is a change 
merely in form, the amendments we have made arc few. The most important of these consists 
in the introdnotion in section J2 of the provision of the Indian Succession Act (omitted in the 
Bill as introduced) which bars the cstabliKhmeiit of any right as executor or legatee until a 
grant of probate or letters of administration has been obtained; but in introducing this provi¬ 
sion we have confined it to cases in which the property comprised in the will amounts to more 
than one thousand rupees. 

We do not think that, in this very limited class of coses, the considerations which have been 
urged against making the obtaining of probate or letters of administration a condition precedent 
to the establishmeut of any right based on succession have any application; while, on the

2. The Bill us introduced, 
following the course adopted 
in the Hindu Wills Act, in¬ 
corporated hy mere reference 
the sections the Indian 
Succession Act which it was 
proposed to apply. This 
mode of legislation, it has 
been strongly urged hy seve¬ 
ral of the authorities con¬ 
sulted, is likely to render 
the Act less intelligible 
to many of those who will 
have to use it; and we have 
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other hand, the advantages of requiring the will to bo proved in the manner prescribed are too 
obvious to call for oominent, 

4. The amendment next in order of importance to which we wotjld direct attention will 
be found id section 91 of the Bill, whei’e we have made the consent of the Court necessary to 
every disjiosition of the property made by an exe<!ulor or administrator. This limitation has 
been considered necessary in the mufassal, where it is deemed unsafe to entrust to an executor 
or administrator the full pow'ere conferred by the Succession Act. In the Presidency-towns, 
however, where executors and administrators at present are allowed these powers, and where, 
moreover, the expense attending an application to the Court would be consitlcrable, we have 
given the Court i) 0 \ver to exempt the executor or administrator from the necessity of a])j>lying 
for its consent in eatdi case. 

5. Coming now to minor amendments, we may mention that we have omitted in sections 
8 and 14 of the Bill the words to be found in the corresjionding sc<‘.tio]is of th<‘ Succession Act, 
making the consent of the husband a conditit)n ]>ivced(>u1 to the grant of ]<robale or lctt<;rs of 
administration to a married woman. The imposition of such a condition would, we think, as 
has been urged in some of the opinions n-ceived, l)e inconsistent with the pro])rietary status 
accorded to married women among a large ])roportii>n of the peu’sons for whom tlic Bill is 
intended, and would confer a power on the hushand which would in many eases be likely to be 
abused, 

6. We have in section 63 required an njiplicant for ])robafe to insert in liis application, as 
an applicant for Icttci’s of administration is bound to do under the Sueecssioii Act, an estimate 
of th<! amount of assets wliich are likely to come to his bands. 

This amendment is required to complete tin; ebain of securities at pres<>nt provided by 
law for the protection of tl»e revenue di>rivc<l from t.\iui-t-fees on probates and letters of ad- 
ininistrntion,'and it merely brings the Bill into (onformity with the law of Kngland (55 (jeo. 
Ill, c. 184, s. 3‘s) and the ('xisting practici? of one at b'ast of the High Courts in this country 
(Bclchambers’ Ifnles anil Ordem of tht; Valrnf/a Ilhjh Court, §7190* 

7. It has been sng’gcstcd in the oflicial memorandum from the Uepartinent of Finance and 
Commerce, No. ~1 10. ilatcd 7th August, lS7ii, that,as a further means of jnotccting the ('ourt- 
feos revenue, we should intriKlnec some ]x*nal i)rovisions in order to secure the puiuliial sub¬ 
mission by executors and administrators of the inventories and aeeonnts wliicli tliey are bound by 
law to furnish ; but we observe that it is not the ]>ractiec in hiugland, .save in very jtecnliar 
oases, to require the snbniissioii of sncli inventories or aeeonnts e.\ce]>( at the instance of some 
person interested (Williams’ .A’.r('C«/cr.Y, 7tb edition, ]). 075); and in ]iaragra{ili Gilt) of bis 
work, to wliicdi we have already' referred, Mr. Belcbambers stall’s that no citation to eomiiel the 
tiling of inventories or accounts has been issued by the Calcutta High Court e.r o/fioio since 
the year 18dS. This being so, and having regard to the useK’ss tronlde and expense 
involved in the filing of sueh doeuments in cases where there is no sort c>f ilispule, we do not 
think that wc should he warranted in ivconiniemling the allei'ation of flie Inw pro)>osc<l. 

8. Section 31)5 of the .Sueecssioii Act, which was incorporated in tin' Bill as iiitrudiieed, 
provides that, where there is a la’qucst of the residue of an cstati' to a person for life, such 
residue shall he coiivcrt<‘<l into moiicv and invi'sfi'd. It seemed to us clearly uiidc-intlilc, in 
ilealiiig with the class of cstali's with which wc arc here coiK'iTiicd, to ajiply this rule in il> full 
gcneralitv to all projicrty alike, >vhetlier moveable or inmioveabK', and under all l•irenmst:lll(■es 
alike, without regard to any iiidicalioiis the will might present of an intention that llic jinq.ertv 
should be enjoyed in s[)ccic. Wc were at first inclinod to restrict the rule within somew hut 
the same limits as the Fiiglisli rule (ui wbii'li we suppose it to l.c based ; but on further rcllw- 
lion wc have determined to omit it altogetlnT, as being one wbieli rests on ii ]>rcsiiinptioii more 
or less artificial and wliieb might not work sat isfactorily in the casi's for wbieli this Hill providi's. 

9. In introducing section 270 of the Succession Act into the Hill w<* have, with a view to 
adapting it to the ideas and practices of the olassi's to which tin? measure will apply, limited 
the duty of the exeontnr to providing the necessary funds for the ]>erformaiiee of the funeral 
|■el•emonie8, instead of requiring him to perform them himself, as,the section as it stands in the 
Succession Act has been supjiosod by some to do. 

It). AVu have exchidetl from the Bill sections 283 and 284 of the Siiooession Act, which pro¬ 
vide that in the case of a dei.-eascd person whose domicile was not in British India the applica- 
tii>n of his moveable propert}'to the payment of his debts shall he regulated by the law of 
the eountiy in which he was domiciled. Siieh a provision, if ajqdied to the classes of persons 
for whose benefit this Bill is intended, would, we npjjrehend, he the source of endless rom|>liea- 
1 ions and difficulty. The vast majority of those jiersons, when not duniii leil in British India, 
arc domiciled in countries w’here either there is nothing that can he called law ajiplicahle to 
the uiatler in question, or, where such laws as there are, arc merely personal laws; and, 
wherever this is so, we should, by withdrawing the matter from the ojieration of the Bill and 
relegating it to the territorial law of the domicile, he in effect roinoving it alti.gether from 
the sphere of aseortainahle law, and leaving it to be determined according to some vague 
)>rincipl(! of equity and good consifieneo. 

Me think the only feasible plan in dealing with the class of persons to which this Bill 
.Tjqdies is to subject tin; matter to onr law in all cases without any refi'ronei; to the domicile 
of llie ilcceascd ; and wc luive the less hesitation in doing this, as wc ohsi'rve that the principle 
which allows 1 he law of tlic domicile to jirevail in this particular against the law of the situs 
oi the assets is one which, (liough followed in a well-known Fiigli.sh ease, is far from 
■universally aeccpicil, :oi.l ha- 1 ■.•( !) i-r.ndcmned hv writers of cniiiience as out of place 
system based on the Ihigli.-li law. 

J he rate of inti icst f-i p< r cent ) prc-crihoil by sci tion.s .‘.07 and 313 of the Siicecs.sion 
Ao^t seems t<. ns-too low for the purposes of this Hill, and we have accordingly, in sections 12 7 
and loo ot the Bill, rai.-jcd it to 0 per cent., the ordinary Court rate.

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12. We propose to reiwal the proviso to section 13 of Act XXVII of 1860,08 it will 
become unsuitable when the power to grant probate ceases to be limited to cases whei^ there 
are assets within the local limits of the jurisdiction ; and we propose to repeal sections 16 and 16 
of the same Act, because wo think that a g'raut of probate or letters of administration should, 
as we have provided in section 162 of the Bill, supersede a certificate ^ircviously granted. 

13. The publication ordeivd by the Council has been made; we think the amendment we 
have referred to in paragraph 3 nupra is of suflicieut importance to make it desirable that the 
Bill be republished ; but, as we do not anticipate that any objections will be made to that amend¬ 
ment, we recommend that this report should be taken into consideration before the end of 
the Calcutta sittings, so as to ])lacc the Council in a pwilion to pass the Bill at Simla in the 
event of no valid objection being brought forward, say, within two mouths.

STATEMENTS OE OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


Owing to the va.st mimher of deaths eau.sed every year by small-j,ox in India, it has been 
found necessary to enact sjteeial measures for cheeking the growth and sjiread of the disease 
and jireveiiting the ravages caused hy it. 

2. This Bill has heen drafted with the objeet of j>roviding the reijnired law. It.s 
jtrovksion.s are intended to extend to the iminieijialities and military euntonments of all 
those provinces wliieh do not posse.ss local legislaliire.s. But it lias been lefi, to the power 
of the Local Governinents to extend the provisions of the jirojio.sed law In any mnniei|)ality 
and, with i.hc jirevious sauetion of the Governor Genoral of Imliii in Conneil, to any military 
cantonment ol British fmees situate in British India, and to Ihe jiower of the Governor 
General in Council to extend them to any eantoumeut situate within the territories of 
Native State.s. 
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.3. Mofil, of the provisions of this Bill huve hoou t.iik(>n from tin* Beiio'al Inoculation 
Act of IStih and the Bornbay V:u‘cinati(ni Act of 1S77, with such imuliiicatious a-, arc deemed 
necessary in consideration of the circumstances of the; provinces in which the }iroposcd law ia 
intended to b^^ ju-ornulyated. 

t. In jirejiaririfs (ho draft, it has bc!cn csj>c*cially hc'pt in ^•iew that the proposed law 
should find ]io])ularity amon^^ the jieojde, and not interfere with theur cusioms and ways of 
life. 

5. Provision i.s made* to eruibh* mnnicij)alities to establish vaccination quarters and 
stations whic-h would facilit.-itc the vaccination of children and render the <']>erat.ion of the 
j)roposed law fn>e from piactical dillicmlties. In onler to secure the sm-eess of the projioscd 
iefjislatiou, it has been provided that children i»iay b<; vaccinated at tlu.-ir own residences, 
wliilst. the e.o-ojieratioii of IVIiinicipal Commissioners (most of whom usually are Native wcntle- 
nicn of respectability and local inlluence) required by the Bill i.s cabailated to secure its 
j)oj)nhu’ily. I’or similar reason.s, the provisions of .sections Ifi and 17 have been framed to 
rest.rict as far as po.-sibl<‘ tlie interference of the polic(! ; anil, by cut rustini^ !Mnnicip:d Commis¬ 
sioners find the Siiperintcmhuit of N’aecinators with the duly of hecjiiny reo-isters <if the nanie.s 
of uiqirotei'ted children and making; investio-atioiis, it is expected that all unnecessary incon¬ 
venience will he avoided which would arise from enforcino- the attendance of children and their 
yuarilians before Mao-ist rates. 

(i. Consideriii”- the physical constitution and the notions of the natives of India, the 
minimum ag’c for vaccination has been ‘ixed at one year and the maximum at fourteen years. 

7. In cons:deration of 1 he prejudici's (whether well-founded or not) of the Native reentry 
ajLjaiusi the extract ion of virus from the arms of their children, the Bill cxiuvssly prohibits 
such a practice ; and provi.sion is made for securing the virus under special idreumstancos, with 
the consent, of the parents or guardians of children, by payment of compensation. 

S. Spi'cial care has been taken in providing jninishrneuts for the contravention of the 
proposed law, and tlu'y have been restric1.ed for the most [>art to pi'cuniary fine.s. 

y. As the cireiim.-lanees of dilTerent parts of the country are not alike, it has been left 
to the discret ion of t he Tjocal (Joverument-, and in case of military cantonments of British 
forces in Native .Siati'.-. to tlu' Governor General of India in Gonneil, to frame rules, not iti- 
consistent with the jirojiosed law, for facilitating ibs practical working. At the same time, the 
essential i>rinci]>lcs w Inch should be kept in mind in framing such rules have been exjiressly 
sjieeiiied in section ‘21 of the Bill.

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as well as of the foliation,”* and therefore it is the more difficult to conjecttm 
to what forces the direction of the quartz veins is due, coinciding as it does 
not with the foliation, hut rather with the system of joints above referred to. 

Wliile the strike of the rocks over a large part of Australia is nearly 
meridional, the reefs also have goiu'rally a north and south direction. 

The stronger and more persistent veins as they appear at present maj 
represent wlmt were once lines of least resistance, and some speculations of t 
strictly geological character might follow this suggestion if tliis report wen 
not confined to questions of a pnu*tieal character. 

Much valuable information is to he obtained resiwcting these rocks froir 
the rejK>i*ts and map prepared by Mr. King. A sketch of a geological maj 
of South-East Wynaad on the scale of four miles to one inch, published witl 
the records of the Geological Survey of India ( May 1875 ), and which I hac 
not the opportunity of seeing until aften* much of this report was written, show* 
alternating bands of felspathic gneiss and chloritic giu'iss running north-easterlj 
and south-westerly, as avcU as a large area oecvipied by quartzo-homhlendic 
gneiss (Nilgiris) aud the smaller areas of gniuitoid gneiss at Yeddakilmullaj 


and Munnaymulla. 

There is an absence of iutmsiA'c rocks in SoTitb-l<last Wynaad. There art 
no dykes or masses of porj)hyry, no basalts or rt'cont volcanic rocks; and it h 
only at one point, as far as is known, where, greemstone ocemrs, namely, on thf 
3Iam.sluck estate’. Tlu' rock consists mainly of honiblende with a small pro. 
portion of felspar (oligoclase). 

Near the spot where this rock is exposc’d tlM’.re are veins of granite or per¬ 
haps, to s])eak more eorre(!tly, veins of quartz which are essentially gmnitie 
In sev(ua.l places, move particularly at Giidalur, Cherarubiuli, iMoo])cnaad, and 
Vellirymulla there are musses of quaitz with large trans])areut plates of niic^a. 
The micaeisation of the ciuartz is observed nujst frequently (hut not inA'ariably) 
where the. veins are very thick ; and from the obs(U‘vations which have beer

made up to the xwesent time it miglit be inferred that gold, i 
as it is found in veins which arc free from mica, is rarely 
micacised rec'fs. 

It is not yet certain that the “ country rock ” is commonly less siliciouf 
in those places where the <]uartz veins are numerous, but this ])eculiarity is tc 
be noted in the mughhourhood of Dcvi'ila. 

The quartz veins of the Wynaad differ in some respects from those in¬ 
tersecting the almost unaltered lower Silurian rocks of 
Gciifrai ciiartirior of the T^usfraliu, but they ai’c usiiullv US thick, or thick<‘r, and 

quitt; as jtersistent. 1 he aunlerous veins, those Avhieli 
have yielded Avell both on the large scale and by tests in the laboratory, art 
laminated and more or less pyntous, and those which up to the present time 
are regarded as less auriferous arc comjiosed of saccharoid, often snow-white 
opaque quartz with transjiarcnt particles of (piartz iiiipncted, aud have generally 
an obscurely granular apjiearanec—mon; intleed like tjuartzite than vein-quartz, 
and in many places, as already stated, tlu^y exhibit a tendency to betjome 
granitic, large plates of muscovite and apparently a hydrated musc’ovito in 
smaller plates with here and there a little felspar giving them a eharactei 
which separates them at once from the well-known rich jiyritous veins neai 
Devala. Some of the massive quartz ne^ir Moopenaal aud Velliiyrnulla 
micacised and in structure simulating granite, or partaking of the character of 
the country rock, might well be sujiposed to bo bedded and not vcan-qiiartz, 
and contemporaneous with the gnei.ssoid ro(;ks with w'hieh it is associated. 
There', was no true quartzite seen in tliese places, hut it may be conjectured 
that th<' induration and alterations ejf composition and stmetims which have 
resuU«'d in the formation of the? foliated gne’issoiel roe^ks, would not bo without 
influence cm pundy silieious granular inte'rliedded masses. 

From the lurger (true) veins “leaeh’rs” are thrown e)/r, most t?ommonly

u'y aver se) large anti of sue;h a form as almost to give the character (»1 
h) the massc's of quartz.

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• i. ordinary “ casing ’* of the reefs is a talcose schist (easily separable 

into thin laminee) with oxyd of iron and the minerals ordinarUy therewith 
asswiatcd; and gold in small flat particles, visible to the eye, is not rare in the 
^sing. The casing of many of the largc^r auriferous reefs is quairtsose »T>d 
ferruginous rudely laminated and with scales of ripidolitc and talc scattered 
through the mass. ^ 

The average thicknc'ss of the true quartz veins is about five feet. Some 
are less tlmn two feet in thickness and others again exceed fourteen feet. The 
grater numlxT, however, vary from four to seven feet. The direction of the 
.veins is usually N. 30° W.—S. .30° E., and some are n(;arly due north and south; 
and the dip, tliougli nearly always easterly, is irregular. On the summits of 
the steej) hills the veins are commonly almost flat or with a very slight dip to 
the eastward, hut at a little depth from tlie surface the dip is, as might be 
exj)ectod, very different. It is not seldom as much as 30°, 40°, and 60°. 

Tlies(’> sudden vai-ialions may be due partly tn the changes produced on the 
surface hy the heavy rains which fall yearly. Much decomposed and almost 
solid rock is moA'c'd in masses, and “ the action of gravitation on substances 
loosened hy Avcvithej-ing, or th(i ‘ weight of the hill ’ as it has been called, ”* 
would aec,*ount for the differemee of dip as measured near the surface and at 
some depth from the surfac^c. 

The dirc'cf ion or strike f)f the (juartz veins is, in a district like the Wynaad, 
broken up, as it is, into rounded hills of varying height not easy to trace, unless 
j'cgfird he had to the tdevaiion of each }>oint wlujre an outcrop of quartz is seen. 
An outcrop on a hill is thn)H’n to the westward and the same reef outcropping 
in a Aalley is necessarily eastward of the line Avddeh would appear if the ground 
were, of the mean hwel. 

It is not yet ]iossil)lc to say Avhat number of separate veins of quartz there 
are in the area Avbieh has Ix'en examined, but there are at least two hundred 


outerops—-not n(‘e(\ssarily distinet reefs. 

Erom Moc)])(‘naad to Chenimbadi, a distaneo of eleven miles and-a-half by 
the road, twenty-1 hre(! oiitero])s Avert; obserA'ed, many of them indicating reefs 
of great thiekmvss ; from Cherambadi to near Nadnkaui in a straight line south¬ 
easterly, twehe milt's, there tire at least eightt'eu .sej)aratc veins; and east and 
south-easterly t)r lleval.a tht; reefs are from .5, 5^, 7, 10, IG and 23 chains apart.

In South-East Wynaad, on Avashing a few dishes of the surface-soil any¬ 
where, a f(‘W’sptx'ks of vt'.ry fine gold Avill he fouiul; in the vicinity of the 
rw'fs rather heavy gold is often gt)t hy sluicing; and if a suitable spot be 
selected the nativt; miners will obtain, cren by their methods, sulficient gold to 
n‘mun<'r;it(' tlu'iu for their Inlior. 

I’lie chfiraeler of tli<; rocks, the nature of the climate, and the formation 
of the country huAa; all coutrihuhid to prevent the aeeumnlation of drifts sucl)^ 
as ai-e found in California and Australia. TIutc arc here no gullies having in 
their hods shalloAV dejnisits with a a\ ell-defined auriferous stratum, no “deep 
leads " covered and }>rot(H'.ted hy layers of volcanic nick : there are only, as a 
rule, in tlu; district now under consideration “ surfacing” and “ quartz-mining.” 

On the S('C})utt(‘e river tlu're is an ac!Cumulation of well-rounded l^ulders 
tjf quartz and gneissoid rock imbedded in hard clny and sandy soil which may 
he regardcnl almost as a “ conu'ut.”

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This drift and those which are to he found in the bods of the swamps may 
be said to represent the alluvial deposits of the Wynaad. Some of these are 
probably rich in gold, but it is only under favorable conditions that they could 
remunerate the miner. 

It would be extremely difficult and costly, and in many cases almost 
impracticable, to drain the swamps by artificial channels, and the expense of 
pumping the water from a shaft would bo very great. Still, if the lowest 
stratum should prove to be highly auriferous, it might be found remunerative 
to resort even to pumping, care being taken to carry off the surface water from 
the swamps by constructing races. 

Below the Wynaad plateau and bordering on the tertiaries there are in the 
beds of the streams rather deep deposits of drift. At Karambaut the water- 
worn gravels and rounded blocks of country rock and quartz are of considerable 
thickness. 

Below Eddacurra the bed rock is covered with quite reecjit deposits and 
tertiary strata (latcrite). It is not known whether tlie strattim immediately 
overlying the bed-rook is gent^rally auriferous; but wherever tlu; latter is 
intersect^ by quartz veins more or less gold ■will be found in tlic disintegrated 
rocks. 

From the appearance of the mines and the soils on the slo})es of tlic hills 
Mining for gold in Malabar it is almost Certain, as stated clsewhons tliul gold was 
in former times. Worked in Malabar at a very early period. This, how'- 

ever, is only conjecture. The industry has no histoiy. The wealih of the 
native rulers in foi*mor times, the buildings t*rected by them, and the records 
relating to their wars all point how^ever to the conclusion that gold wns d('rivtHl 
in large quantities either from the reuinsula or perhaps from some neighbour¬ 
ing country 

It is stated that “ in the year 1293, A.D., Allahu’d-din, afterwards Emperor 
of Delhi, took the city of Dnogarh, but the eitadd still held out. Subse¬ 
quently, Allah raised the siege on receiving a ransom, the amount of which 
may well appear incredible; 15,000 lbs. of pun? gold, 175 lbs. of jwarls, 5o 
lbs. of diamonds, and 25,000 lbs. of silver being enumerated among tiu? jt(?ms. 
So much, at least, appears certain that Allahu’tl-din levied an enormous sum 
upon Deogarh, and that consequently it must at that tinu? have been a very 
great city and a rich emporium.”* 

In a letter to the Times (London) of .January 2nd, 1H79, signed Edward 
B. Eastwick, there is the following interesting statement:—After calling atten¬ 
tion to the probable o(?eurrence in the south of India of gold tieftls far ri(?her 
than those recently discovered, the -writer says—“ The learned Di-. Ibirnell, in 
his * Note on the great Temple of Shiva at Tanjore’ tells us that ‘in the 
eleventh century, A.D., nearly all the great tem])les to Shiva in Southern India 
were built, and in the tw'clfth and thirteenth centuries the great temjdes to 
Vishnu W'ere erectedand it has always been a puzzh? when(?e the greet wealth 
came which enabled the llajahs of Soutluirn India to construct, such eaormous 
works, wtiich, collectively, must have cost millions. The marvel is increased by 
cthe fact that, so far from these Indian princes having b(?en ijupovta'ished by 
this expenditure, they were still jK)Ssesscd of vast treasures whitdi fell into the 
hands of the Moslems in the fourteenth century and Aven? carried away to 
Delhi. But the famous inscription on the Tanjore T(?mple, the decipht ring of 
which (an astonishing fent) has been (iffected by the same authority, sheds some 
light on the matter.” Dr. Burnell writes :— 

"The full importance in Indian History of Vira Cola’s reiffn is only lo be gntlicrod from 
this inscription ; but it contains other information also of great value. It j)roves, e.g., that in 
the eleventh century gold was the most common precious metui in India, a!id etiijiendons 
quantities of it are mentioned here. Silver on the other liand is little mciilioned, and it thus 
app^ra that the present state of things, which is exactly the reverse, was only brought about 
by the Portuguese in the ICth century. 

nl f ffreat abundance of gold spoken of in the inscription can have arisen 

^hat in the Ujrriblc convulsions caused by the irruption of Moslem 
lost sf^ht^o™* * Eurojicans from the west, the position of tliese gold fields wus

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The full significance of this statement as affecting Southern India can be 
understood only when taken in connection with the large areas which are now 
known to have been worked by the natives. It seems to leave little room 
for dovibt that the reefs and soils when first opened up were extremely rich, and 
that the soils as we find them now have been impoverished by repeated 
washings. 

Mr. Sheffield, Principal Collector of Malabar, stated in a letter referred to 
by the Committee wliich reported to the Government on the character and 
prospects of the gold fields of Malabar in 1833, that the collecting of gold had 
been farmed out in Wynaad and the Nilambur Valley for fifty years previously. 

Tippoo Sultan procured large quantities of gold from some source and 
was possessed of great wealth.* It is stated in Maxwell'a Life of TP'elUngton 
that amongst other conditions exacted from Tippoo by Lord Cornwallis, he was to 
pay three crores and thirty lakhs of rupees in gold mohurs, pagodas, and bullion : 
equal to nearly <£3,300,000. On one occasion Tippoo sent thirty-eight camel¬ 
loads of money to Scindiah with the hope of securing him as an ally; and from 
the estimate of treasure and property taken at Seringapatam in 1799 there 
appear two items that clearly show to what extent the Sultan, in a compara¬ 
tively short space of time and notwithstanding very heavy demands on his 
treasury, had been able to accumulate wealth. Of specie tliere was 16,740,360 
Star Pagodas, and of jewels, gold, and silver hullion 25,000,000 Star Pagodas, 
His thi’onc was sold unbroken for about £2,600, the gold not included in the 
purchase pn)ducing nearly ,£25,000. These facts and the knowledge we have 
of the enormous costs incurred by this Prince in supporting arrai(is, constructing 
forts, and in procuring munitions of war and stores, sufficiently su[)port the 
conclusion that he must have had ready means of procuring gold; but whether 
to auy large extent from the mines of Southern India can only be conjectured, 

in th(5 reports of a joint Commission from Bengal and Bombay appointed 
to insjiecjt into the state; and eomlition of the Pi’ovincc of Malabar in the years 
1792 and 1793, the Commissioners refer very briefly to the oceurrence of gold. 
In tn'ating the; subject of th<; royalties claimo<l by the Rajahs mention is made 
of “ all gold ore ” and also of “ cempositions of gold **•**, of which 
last artieh; some is found in the Nilambur Uistrief.’' 

About the same time the gold mines had attracted the attention of the 
Government. In 1793, the Honorable Mr. Duncan, Governor of Bombay, took 
some ste])s to ascertain the value and extent of thcTn. 

In 1S02-3 the aurif(;rous rocks of the Nil.ambur valley are again mentioned ; 
and in a woi'k by Dr. Whitelow Ainslie, published in 1813, an account is given 
of the localities where gold is found in India. The Committee of 1833 quote 
from his work as follow's :— 

“ (iolil dust has het'u found in the hed of Uie Godavari, and in Malabar in the bed of the 
river whiiili passes Nilambur in tho Irnadi District. It has moreover been procured in very 
small quantities in W)’naad, in the Aroot District, and in the sand of the Beyporo river near 
Calicut. Thouirh the sonreos arc evidently numerous from which this valuable metal can he 
obtained in the, Indian Peninsula, it would seem from the little interest they have hitherto excited 
that none of them promised to he very prodnetivc." « 

Prior to the ycarlS31, Mr. W. Sheffield, tho Priucipal Collector of Malabar, 
had been pundiasing gold for the Government, and on the 10th January 183i 
ho furnished a very interesting report on the sevei’al localilios where gold was 
known to occur and on the luetliods of miuing einphn cd by the natives. 

On the ir)th Pehruary 1831, IJ('utnuant W. Ni(;olson was appointed by the 
Goveruim’nt to search for gold “ in the mountains on the Malabar Coast,” and 
with him w;is associated Mr. J [eiiry Louis Hugenin. The latter in his agreement 
with the Government stipulated th.-it ho should receive; one-half of the gold he 
might assist in finding and raising during a period of twelve months and the 

• Th<! Coiinnittoo who reported on the mines of Malabar in ]S:13 Klal,e th.d. “ it is prett.y certain Tippoo 
attempted to nisiko them a sotiree of rev.-nne dnving his possession of the eonnt.ry.'’ Ho no doubt employed 
slaves, iiiiii ihese would hove to bo fed. Winit was ihe cost diiriiii' tho )>oiiod of Tippoo's rule of maintaiiiiof; a 
slave f The v!innniittco mention that at the time, they veporti'd. a eooley eould bo hived tor a paj^eda a-month (say 
Bb.

Rice at Dev&la 
at tho present time is sold at the rate of eiftht swrs for one rupee ami tho prioe of a sheep is from three to four 
rupees. When food was to bo obtained at sueh low rates as those which were current some fifty years ago, tbe 
washing of very poor anriferous soils would Itave given a profit to the proprietor of the slaves. .

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same proportion of all gold he might colletd from the mountain streams, &c., by 
washing; the Government having the right to talcc such share of the produce 
at the market price of gold. 

The party was formed apparently for the two-fold purpose of “prospecting “ 
for gold fields and for procuring gold for the Government. Lieutenant 
Nicolson had under his directions a llavildnr’s party of pionoei’s, and he 
employed natives to teach the pioneers to wash for gold and to assist him in his 
explorations. In his first rojiort, dated 18th April 1831, Lieutenant Nicol- 
son states that he met Mr. Ilugenin at Dovalacottah on the IGth April, and 
that they forthwith csommcnced their explorations. 

The localities visited hy this exploring party are shown approximately on 
o a tracing accompanying this report, which is a copy 

** ‘ of a map drawn and furnished to the Government by 

Lieutenant Nicolson on the 15th .1 uly 1832. 

.Lieutenant Nicolson and the members of his party suffered much from fever; 
and in the letters and reports detailing their proceedings at vaa'ious plact's there 
arc nuniei’ous complaints of the misconduct of s(‘rvant.s, the want of a snlUcient 
number of assistants, had tf)oIs, and an irregular sup})ly of necossaric's for the men. 
The petty Ilajp,hs too. Lieutenant Nicolstm states, incited the natives over whom 
they had control to obstruct their pna.’ccdings. TUoy felled trc(^s to sto]) ])aths ; 
they filled in sliafts and also misled the party hy misstating facts as to the value 
of the mines. 

After the Government received th(? report of the Committee appointed to 
examine the gold mines of Malabar (25th May 1833), th(‘ Right llononxble the 
Governor in Council, being convinced of the iuex}X'dieney of working the mines 
on account of Government, the services of Ijieut(‘nant Nixtolson were replaced 
at the disposjd of His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief. 

It scicms fi'om the absence of any records relating to the mines of the 
Wynaad that the search for gold, and indinxl even any interest in the qu(?stions 
which had engaged tlie attention of the Government in 1831—33, had complete¬ 
ly ceased. 

In October 1857, the Acting Collector of IVIalabar drew attention to the 
arrears of taxes jjayablo by the Rajahs for the right to mine, and in his letters 
there is some information given resjieci ing the gold workings. He says, in a 
report datcxl 4th December 1858, that “ it is difiienlt to deline the exact locality 
in which the gold is quarried and washed ; for it is obtained in very many plae^es 
interspersed through a tract of country cxt(*nding for some thirty or forty miles 
along the western face of the ghats and in parts along tlu*ir summits. • ♦ • 

• * . Along tlie whole of this extx'nsive tnict gold-diggings and washings 

have been, and are, I dare say, now being caivied on in many jjarts. Rut 
circumstances have altered so much within the la.st ten years that the trade has 
gone down very much, and many of tluxsc who understood the art have betaken 
themselves to oHut employments and have carried away with tlnnn the know¬ 
ledge of the k)calitics richest in ore. The only j>ersons wlio seemed to have any 
acknowledged right to the gold are the partie.8 against whom the present 
halancxs arc out.standing. They collected the ore entindy through the agency 
C»of their Chermars and Panniars, or slaves ;* and I am given to xindcrstand that 
whole families of these have betaken themselves to Western Wynaad, where 
good wages and fair treatment arc to be had at the liands of the various coffee 
planters.” 

Many pensons, besides-those who became planters, wore attracted to the 
Wynaad as soon as tlie country was opened up anew, and amongst them were 
a few p<‘rsf,ns from Australia. Two wlio.se names are now w^cll known in the 
district were; miners or acquainted with mining. In July 18G5, Mr. H. L. 

■"’h*! had had six years’ experience as a gold-digger, made application to 
the Govennnent for leave to search for gold and other metals on Government 
^uu in the, Madras Pr<*sidency ; and on permission being granted he prospected 
m various places, V)ut with wiiat results is not aceuraioly known. Mr. G. E. 

i leis commcnc(^(l to prospeet alxmt the same time, or subsequently, and in 
p rs uing ns labors beeame convinced that the reefs were auriferous and 
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deserving of attention. It seems that it was owing partly to his labors, but 
mainly to the enterprise of Mr. J. W. Minchin of flamslade near l>evala, that 
machinery was erected for reducing the quartz found in the veins at the Skull 
Reef and tlie reefs witliin the Wynaad Prospecting Company’s area. Mr. W. 
E. Schmidt and Mr. J. W. Ryan were applicants for the right to mine on their 
estates in AprU 1866, and they were also active in promoting the new industry. 
The results of the operations of the Companies who commenced qxiai-tz crushing 
in 1876 and 1876 are referred to in another place in this report. 

Other applications for land for gold-mining purposes were made in 1876, 
and it seemed at that time tliat the gold fields would he re-opened and worked 
with suitable machinery, but the trials made were unsatisfactory and the works 
were brought to a standstill. 

The methods employed by the natives in washing the auriferous earths, 
Goid-wasiiing as practised wlictlier by grouud-sluicing ” or by pautties (puddling 
by the natives. trouglis), their system of mining in quartz veins, 

mining it can be called, tlieir ])lan of grinding the quartz as well as their final 
operation of “ washing off ” in the wooden dish {mtirriya) are of the highest 
interest, repn^senting as they do operations that were carried on in all probabi¬ 
lity exactly in the same manner some thousands of ytjars ago. The old gold 
fields of the Western World were certainly worked more than five hundred 
years before the Christ ian era in the same nmnner and with the same aj)pliances 
as those used now by tlie Korurnbars and Moplahs. 

Tlu'ir various methods are tedious, they involve the expenditure of much 
labor, and tlu*. results are no fair criteria of tlie values of the earths or rocks 
which tluy treat. By any system of “ ground-sluicing” some gold is lost, but, 
working as the Korurnbars do, it is questionable whether they collect more than 
a small proportion of the fine gold containtid in the soil. By using the pud¬ 
dling trough t.lusy may have saved a little more gold, but not mlieh more. The 
nmrriya, however, in the hands of an expe^ien(^ed native is nearly as perfect 
for “ washing off” as the tin dish of the Californian and Australian miner. 


The tribes which arc mtmtioned as supplying men commonly emj)loyed in 
the Korurnbars, Moj)lahs, Panuiara, Kairs and Tiers. The 


gr)ld-minijig are 


Korurnbars and Moplahs are said to have worked the quartz veins, and there 
is reasf)n to believe that their systems of cxeaA'ating the reefs were different, 
though tludr treatment of the stoms was in all likelihood the same. 

In getting gold by ground-sluieing ” the Korurnbars display much in- 
. genuity. One old miner usually directs the operations. 

c.roun -8 luciiig. Having fixed on a spot where he thinks tlu^re is a prob¬ 
ability of finding gold he “ prospects ” the area, using the a for w^ash- 

ing the cartli. 

On a site being chosen, if it is not actually in the bed of a stream, a supply 
of water is dirceted to the spot by a race, and work is commenced. The men 
excavate the earth with their mamooties, the water all the while flowing over 
the space in which they are working. One man stands behind the other at such 
a distance as to permit of his using his mamooty, and in a short time three or 
four men are laboring knee-deep in water: the large stones arc put aside so that 
finally a wall is formed. The men are usually careful in washing the stones, 
and they exhibit no little skill in turning every slight advantage to account. 
The soil is stripped to the bed rock, every crevice is scraped with the mamooties, 
and at length the resulting h(Xivy materijil having been concentrated by being 
raked up against the stream, th<i old miner st(;ps into the channel with his 
murriya in his hand and fills it Avith the sand, Sim., piling the stuff' as high as 
he can on the dish. A little pool meanwhile haAdng been made he places the 
wooden vessel with its weight of sand in that and “ puddles ” the sand, always 
scrupulously washing and examining the small stones before he throws them 
Jiway. By tilting the dish and ndTOitly moving the stuff with one hand as the 
water flows over it he finally obtains a black, heaAiy, iron sand, and on this being 
sufficiently concentrated the vessel is filled Avith water, a swinging motion is 
given to it so as to throw the gold into or a little above the hollow in the centre, 
and then again tilting the murriya, ho takes water in one hand and allows it to 
fidl through his Angers on to the sand in the lower part of the dish, and thus in 
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a litUo time clears the dish of the refuse and at length is able to show the gold 
almost completely separated from the hhuik sand. 

The washing is continued dish after dish until all the material concentrated 
in the sluice has been treated. The Korumbar’s skill in manipulation is very 
great and he is also patient and painstaking. 

When the gold is got together it is put into a leaf, and any black sand in it 
is washed off. 

The operation of washing a dish of stuff usually occupies half-an-hour or 
more. 

The murriya i.s made of hard, hoaAy wood. It is from eighto(in to twenty- 
two inches in length, sixt(ien indies in breadth, and from two to thiv.'c im;hes or 
more in depth. There is a proj(K!ting pin at one end and a knob at t1i(^ other. It 
becomes smooth and black by use and shows the smallest particle of gold quite 
clearly. 

In many parts of the Wynaad Distinct the remains of the walls built by the 
miners when ground-sluicing, the lines of their races, now almost obliterated, 
and htiaps of rulible extending in some places over many acres, are to be seen ; 
and in the jungles on cutting into the earth on a hill .side one? finds that the soil 
has been disturbed. Indeed the o'V'idences of the patient labom of the native 
miners are so numerous and are found in so many locialiticss that one jiauses to 
consider the length of time which must have elapsed since gold-washing first 
became an established industry in this part of India. The soil and rubble made 
to yield its gold in times long past is now again consolidated, covered wdtli her¬ 
bage, and supporting large jungle trees. 

The box used by the natives for washing auriferous earth more rosemhles a 
Washing with the Peddling trough than a sluice. The paulty i.s a trough 

made ot "wood. It is from six to seven fet't m length and 
one foot or more in breadth. On discovering a spot wlu're Ihi.TC was a snlficienl 
quantity of auriferous earth thes<5 boxes u’erc employed ; and it would seem from 
the report of a Committee appointed, under date 141 h Dr'cember fo exa¬ 

mine the gold mines in the Zilla of Malabar, that when they visitiHl tlu^ mines 
near Mambat (Beyiiore river) there were fifty or sixty Moplabs at w ork. 

The Committee state that the wwe yilaced over a running stream ; 

or water was conveyed to them in mces. The boxes w(!rc plac('<l in a sloping 
position. At the lower end small jiiocx's of bamboo wer<5 laid across which acted 
as “ riffles.” Two men, the Committese state, were required to w^ork one pautty. 
One day they collected the earth and the next day they washed it. The earth 
was carried to the pautty in the murriya and the men stirrcjd the earth with 
their Iiand.s, removing the stones, &c., until only heavy sand remained. This 
residuum was washed in the ordinary way in the murriya^ and quicksilver w'as 
used to collect the gold, the amalgam being afterwards wrapped in a rag and 
placed between two pieces of burning charcoal until the heat volatilised the 
mercury and left the gold clean. 

• The pauttiea wcire used during the wet season on the highci lands and in 
the dry season in tlic beds of the streams. 

Throughout South-East Wynaad and at several places in the low country 
. of MalaV)ar the quartz veins have been worked by the 

or natives. The apywarance of the workings indicate the 

following methods of getting out stone :— 

(1) Quarrying on the outcrop of the veins (surface workings). 

Vortical shafts. 

Adits. 

Vertical shafts wdth adits therefrom. 

Shafts on the underlie. 

Quarrying on the outcrop of the veins was undoubtedly followed in the 
first instance, (lold was seen in the stone, and blocks were; broken in order to 
procure fragments witli gold visible. It i.s Ixilievod iliat no stone was crushed 
which did mjt sIkjw gold. 

Suhscqucntly vertical shafts were sunk, hut by what tribe is not known, 
any ot them are well formed, alw'ays round, and as deeji as seventy feet or 
solid quartz, others in country rock intorsctited by “ leaders *’ 
quartz. How the miners could possibly have sunk such

veins of 
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shafts in hard dense quartz with the tools they liad is hard to guess. They are 
plumb and the sides are quite smooth. It is not uncommon to find a number 
of shafts very close together, not more than a few feet apart. The adits in 
most cases were evidently constructed long subsequent to the sinking of the 
vertical shafts; where the latter arc found on the summit of a hill thej' are 
undercut by adits; and in some places care has been taken to block up the shafts 
so as to prevent stones and earth falling in on the miners below. It is unreason¬ 
able to 8up[)ose that several vertical shafts would have been sunk close together 
after the adit was driven. They could not have served any useful purpose. 
And the miners who constructed the adits did not generally sink vertical shafts 
in following the reefs downwards from their adits; they sunk shafts on the 
underlie or foot-wall, and these arc to be seen in various places. 

Towards the north-west another system was employed. In mining on the ’ 
steep slope of a hill a vertical shaft was sunk to the depth of six or eight feet 
BO as to cut the reef, and an adit was driveu therefrom. With what object this 
method was adopted is not known; but it may be supposed that in some situa¬ 
tions difficulties were found in j)rotecting an open cutting from the rains. A 
cutting necessary to get a “face” in the solid rock would present surfaces 
which would be to some extent atrected by the rains; whereas by sinking a 
shaft (at all times easily protecjted) the miners were able to j)enotrate the hill 
with safety, though the additional labor inv'olved in getting out stone would be 
great. There arc, as already stated, not a few sliafts sunk on the underlie in 
several localities near Devala. The reefs were mined in this manner, it is almost 
certain, by the sam<i class of miners as made the adits. 

It was not unusual for them to penetrate to the depth of sixty or seventy 
feet, but where the reefs were flat or had a low dip these underlie shafts were 
only inelined adits, rising where they workcid at the casing of the hanging wall 
and falling again as they rolh)W(al the foot-wall. 

In what manner soever ilio auriferous ijuartz was procured the after-treat¬ 
ment was in all cases nearly the sann;. The quartz broken into small picjce* 
was given to the women to grind. I'laeh woman was provided with a muller 
or hand-stone, and the fragments of quartz wore either ground on a suitable 
piece of stone in situ or on a large flat stone procured for the purpose. The 
pounded stone was subsequently washed in the murriya and the gold got bjr 
amalgamation with incwcury. 

The auriferous stone u'as sometimes roasted. "Whether merely to effect its 
disintegration more easily and rapidly, or whether from a knowledge that the 
pyrites in it were auriferous, lias not been quite satisfactorily ascertained. 

It is probable, however, that some of the miners knew that the pyritea 
contained gold though it was not visible to the eye, and that by roasting tbo 
miiu^ral they would get it. In one locality 'it was usual ^r the miners to pro¬ 
cure blocks of pyrites, divide them, and take the pieces to their homes for treat¬ 
ment. 

In breaking up blocks of quartz too on the outcrops of the reofs>, it ia 
said that they used fire. In oik; placi', according to information given to me, 
tlie trees of the jungle were fcllerl, the timber jiiled in heaps on the quartz and * 
there burnt, and on the outcro]) of one; reef aii excavation iu the solid rock wa« 
found which appeared to have bei ii eonstrueted for and used as a kiln. 

"VVlu're tlie quartz miners havi' labored there are to bn seen usually large 
heaps of broken quartz, the pieces rc'jt'cted, because they did not show gold; 
ami on the outcrops of the rei'fs are found tlie smooth holloAvs in the rocks worn 
by long hand-grinding, while in the jungles, the flat stones and mullers, covered 
with moss, arc occasionally met with. 

It may hi; interesting to roniavk that these flat stones and mullers arc very 
similar in form to those used by tin; Australiau natives for grinding seeds, &c. 

The; miners who worked iu tlu; adits si;(;m to havo had more knowledge of 
mining ami of the modes of oceurnmee of gold than those who formerly got 
out quartz by sinking vc'rtieal shafts. The former followed the run of gold 
whercv<;r they were able to do so, sometimes taking out the foot-wall and “casing’* 
ftTid sometimes the hanging wall. 

The Korumhars, skilJIul as they are, have no knowledge of the maxmer in 
which the gold has been distributed. They are acquainted with the “ run *’ 


o 
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of the reefs and show great intelligence in selecting spots likely to yield gold, 
but they do not beliere that the gold in the soils has been derived from the 
disintegration of the reefs. They say that it is found in some places in the 
reefs, in other places in the soils, but that its occurrence in the latter is in no 
manner connected with the former. 

There is no record of any large pieces of gold having been found in the 
Wynaad. In the pamphlet entitled Gold Froapeoting in the Wgnaad it is 
mentioned that one fragment was got within the last few years which weighed 
over seven pennyweights, but some quartz was mixed with it. Other pieces, 
weighing respectively 11 grains and 21-9 grains, are named as having been 
washed out of the soil near Devala and Glenrock. The natives have made 
many statements and have some curious traditions resjxxjting the finding of 
nuggets of gold in former tim<*s.* 

Even in those gold-mining countries where there is a very complete system 

of registration of “ claims,” and efficient machinery for 
iiative miuew collecting statistics relating to the number of miners 
employed, the mechanical aj>plianoes in use, and the 
yield of gold, few I’etums are regarded as more than approximations. 

If extensive mining operations were carried on by the natives in Southern 
India, it would be impossible lo arrive at any rtjsults, except by making rough 
•calculations of the probable average yield per man jM‘r ditm based on such 
information as might be afforded by the minors and the purchasers of the gold 
in any given area; and it is not surjirising therefore that the Committee 
appointed to make investigations in the Province of Malabar in 1832 write 
with much caution when dealing with the statistics afforded by the shroff’s, 
cultivators, and others examnied by them. 


* When at Devala I was told tlmt a luiu]) ot gold weighing about 9 lbs. had been iin(>arth(>d a long time ago 
in a Talley not far from the bazaar. Again, when at SulTumilui, " Kooly” Maistrj informed me that a piece of 
gold as large as bis band had been found in the I’andi river on the way to Puria Shola, and tlmt the largest ])iere 
be, “Kooty," hud ever wiuihed out was worth Its. 25. lie added that on the slo]>e of the Needle Ttoek range to* 
' wards Devdla a nugget of gold was found in his grandfatlier’s time which was as large as i wo hands eouh] euuipass, 
•and that it was taken away hy the Adaghcrry of Nelliallum. At the same time when talking with |Kooty Maistry 
it was stated by some of the men that one *'Kuolauib}',” a Pannier who was employed in eutting the district roail 
near the Monarch Iteef, found a piece of gold of some weight. Mr. Mincliin corroborated lliu .statement of Kooly 
Maistry, when he said that it proved of suiiiciout value lo support Koulumby for three years. Kotily Mnistry 
was inclined to be eouiinunicativc. He told me that the old workings about Devala weii- made by people callrd 
Bordab, very small }a>opIc who alone could Lave made the small adits and holes we see. Kooty said lie had found 
their implements, small things between mainooties and pickaxes, so small as to show that only small men could 
.have need them. On the other hand,Korumbur Carlah deidared that the miners in aneieiit times were very large 
men, and beiiiqnirrsl how the large stones eould have lieen moved if the miners themselves had not beim large 
Kooty rejoined how could large men enter the small holes we see Y This discussion was not without interest. 

Subsequently 1 received an account of mining operations on the Pandi river below the Peria Sbola crossing. 

• There, they say, a party of forty or more natives sank down to the bed rock through the overlying strata (on or 
nigh the bed of the stream) making cofrcr..damH, using, in constructing them, fascines tilled with day. and on 
penetrating to some depth, after working for four or six months, finally reaehod a layer of gold one ineh in 
'thickness! It appears, however, that, they seldom touched this layer. Floods, too, often carried away their dams. 
Their statements may perhaps be more reliable than their traditions. All the natives in the neighbourhood of 
Devala firraly believ'c in the lollowing story, and it is given as nearly us a trauslaliou of their words can convey 
their meaning:— 

“Too hundred years ago there was a larger population in tliiscountry. The Veddab Ivajali lived in this 
place. He had a fortress at the Manera Kotta and one at the Tom Tom Hill; the Ik'viila Kotta is the sacntl 
place. This liajah collected much gold; all the holes and caves in the country were dug by his peotilc in getting 
gold. 

'* Tiie Kiirambran&d Hajah, wbo lived in tlio low country, wanted his gold and came up the gb&ts with all 
' hia soldiers to take it away. The Veddab people were not soldiers ; they dug in the ground. When the Veddab 
Rajali heard that the Kurumbran&d Kujah was coming up he put all Iris gold into large cupper pots aiul threw 
it into the tanks below his forts. There is much gold buried in these tanka both at Maueru Kotta and at the 
Shuii Kolam. 

“ The Kurumbran&d Hajah killed nil the Veddab people. A few ran away and are still in Mysore and in 
the Nilambur Forests. The Kurumbraii&d Kajali gave the coantiy to the Nnmboly Kotta Vanavaar and his 
descendants. About eighty years ago the Vanavaar tried to get the gold from the Sbuli Kolum; he made great 
poujah ; all tbe people were feasted three days; a great tamosha was made. 

“ Then the Itajah got elcphatits and chains, and the chains were fastened to the great copper ]>ot at the 
bottom of the tank. The elephants were beaten, all tbe people screamed and cried, the priests prayed, and the 
top of the great iiot appeared above the water. Then suddenly two chains slipped, tfic great js)l rolled back 
into the wat>;r, and nothing was left, but the copper cover. A fearful storm of wind and rain commenced, the 
their homes, and on that night tho Vanavoar’s son and most of tbe people engaged in this business 

„ vopiior rover was for a long time kept at tho Devala Kotta and was afterwards removed to the 

Pfumboly Kotta Temple, where it has been seen by many of us. But no one will now go near this .Sbuli Kolum. 
and whoevCT atUinipiH to recover this gold will surely be killed.” 

, the a^ve legend may nr may not have some solid foundation, but it is certain tlial, one of the most acute 
* *■' '» the Viyiiaad believes in it so far as to have made such an offer lo tbe Nilambur Rajah for 

n thoroughly in earnest. Tho offer was refussd. 

I have seen the so-called tank. It is a deep water-holo in a swunp, ooverid thickly with semw-pinee. 
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The Committee state that the best informed persons who gave evidence 
before them estimated that not more than 1,000 persons were engaged in gold- 
mining in the whole Province of Malabar. Most of these, it was added, were 
married, and it was assumed that probably between 4,000 and 6,000 people 
derived a portion of their means of subsistonce from the produce of the mines. 

The miners were not employed during the whole year in searching for gold: 
they followed tliis pursuit only during those periods when the weather interfer¬ 
ed with the carrying on of agricultural operations; and it is said that there 
was no instiince known of any persons giving up other occupations for the 
purpose of devoting their time exclusively to gold-mining. 

It is impossible now to ascertain whether any large number of persons 
continued to employ themselves in mining in Malabar between the years 1832 
and 1842. In the year last named the planting of coffee was commenced in 
the Nilgiris;—and its cultivation subsequently was rapidly extended. In 1854 
a large extent of land was cleared in South-East Wynaad for plantations, 
and it may be assumed that the miners as well as others were attracted to the 
plantations by the wages offered by the planters. Labor was in some way 
withdrawn from the miners. In 1857, aticording to information furnished by 
Mr. Al(?xander Wright, there were less than four hundred persons working 
the miners at Ycllem-Bullay, Devala, and Karambaut. 

Wliat number was employed near Nilambiir at that time is not known. 

It is almost certain that the working of the mines by the natives in South- 
East Wynaad practit;ally ceased with the extension of the coffee plantations 
in 1862—65. At the present time, as far as can be ascertained, there are no 
mining ojjcrations carried on by the Korumbars, Mopluhs, or other tribes 
in this area. 

In other parts of India, however, a considerable number are still employ¬ 
ed in washing tlnj auriferous earths and the beds of the streams and in breaking 
up quartz, using the same methods and appliances as those described elsewhere. 

The information collected by Lieutenant Nicolson respecting the earnings 
EarninBs of tho native of the miners at the time when he was exploring the 

Nilgiris and the country adjacent does not accord with 
that obtained by the Committee which subsequently took evidence on this 
tjuestion. 

Lieutenant Nicolson states in his letters to the Government that at the 
mines near Nilambtir tlu; yields varied from the wciight of one-third of a gf>ld 
fanara to the weight of ten gold fanams* per man per diem, and that at a lull 
named Combala Mallay (one of the Chulu Mallay range) the average yield 
Avas about one gold famini’s weight per man per diem. 

In liis evidence, when he was examined by the Committee, he stated that 
the average earnings fiom the best shafts with the methods of working then 
in vogue were about the weight of a gold fanam per man j>er diem. 

The Committee in tludr rci)ort to the Government assumed as the average 
produce of each nmn’s labor jkw diem one-third of a gold fanam’s weight, and 
on this their calculations of the total produce of gold in Malabar is based. 

Cue witness examined by the Committee gave, as what the miners would \ 
consider a fair remuneration, half an old gold fanam (two annas) each per 
diem adding that the miners got generally less tlian this. 

Another witne.ss thought a quarter of a fanam’s weight was the average. 

A sheristadar, Prineij)al Collector’s Cutcherry, Calicut, gave as the average 
produce from actual inspection four barleycorns per man a day. 

Mr. King, the Deputy Superintendent of the Geological Siirvey, could 
not a.sc(irtain that cither by washing the soils or crushing the quartz the miners 
ever got gold, except in very rare instances, in larger quantities than would 
pay the average day’s work of (inch man, or from two to three annas’ worth 
of gold {letteri dated Madras^ 11 fh March 1875). 

* Tho uvomsi' weifjht of tho n<‘w gold luiiiim in <5 grains nearly, and 80 may be reckoned to the ounce troy 
the average mint value of 1(K1 pieeoR Ik Kb. 2t-H.ll. 

The avi*rago weight of the old gold fanam is about 6‘70 grains and the mint value of lOO pieces is 
Ba. 2i-7~S- - lirport of Committee, 14th Jlcceitiher Ifi.HS. 

Tho star pagoda of gold was IDi carats tine, and, intrinsically, worth 7*. 5iJ. weight, equal to 521 grains 

troy. 

Twelve barleycorns are equal to one fauam's weight. 
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Mr. Lindon, in a report dated October 1876, states that “a laborer, work¬ 
ing on his own account, can raise, crush and wash about 16 lbs. of reef-stuff 
per day. In order, therefore, to giro him a day’s wages of four annas (say 
three grains of gold) the (say) 16 lbs. treated must yield him at the rate of 
about one ounce of gold per ton, and contain actually, nearly, if not quite 
two ounces of gold p(;r ton of stone.” Jn the jiamphlet entitled Gold JPro- 
apecting in the Wynaad it is estimated that less than 15 pennyweights of gold 
to the ton would not have found th(? workers in food, us it takes a man the 
whole day of ten hours to pulverize 12 tbs. of stone. 

From these different and somewhat conflicting statements it is not easy 
to arrive at a result which Avould have a value in any attempt to estimate the 
quantity of gold procmrable by the native minei-s either from a given weight 
of earth or vein-quartz, but there! is some information available. 

The Committee above referred to bad some test-washings made during 
tbeir stay at Nilambiir, and they found that “ two maunds or 66 ])ounds of 
the eaith from the ujjper stratum of the Mambaat mine being washed pro¬ 
duced a quarter of a barleycorn, valium one-hundredth ])art of a ru])ee; touch 
reported by the Company’s gumastah t);|; ; time oexmpied in washing 20 
minutes. 'Two maunds of the lower stratum produced a still smaller quantity 
•***••** The same quantity of the red 
earth from Coopul produced one grain ; time occupied in washing alone 50 
minutes.” 

The first washing shows that the proportion of gold in the soil was equal 
to 4 24 gi’ains jau* ton ; and the last gave at the rate of grains per ton. 

Now in Australia the results of actual mining operations by hydniulic or jet- 
sluicing prov<'- that a yield of 'SOO grains per ton will cover oxiKm.se8, even 
where hired labor is employed and tin; water is paid for. 

In Colonel Saukey’s rtq)ort on tlui Coliban and Geelong schemes of \vater- 
supply (Victoria, Australia) there is, in addition to the principal matter of it, 
much valuable and intenssting information on the subject of sluicing aurifer¬ 
ous soils. He (’stimated the quantities of water required to reduce a cubic 


yard of soils of differtmt characters as follows

These av(*rages were ascertained, hy direct experiment, to bo as nearly as 
possibly; correct. 

At lilatrkw lod it was proved that, in sluicing medium soil from 10 to 12 
feet in depth, one grain of gold per cubic; yard would return ordinary wagtts. 

As tilsoils on the sloftes of th<; hills throughout the area occupied by 
gneissoid rocks iii Soul hern India are not difficult to wash, and w'ould como 
under tlie luvid of “ ca.sily worked ” in Colonel Sankey’s lassification, it is 
possible that sluicing on a large scale may in some localities become a pro- 
fltabh' pursuit. 

It is true, fliat the soils in the "Wynaad arc nowhere very thick, but a 
modili(;:ition of the arrangements adoptinl in Australia in sluicing would suimit 
of large (juantities of earth being treated with but a moderate supjdy of water. 

Assuming that tin; proportion of gold in the soil was no mor<; than the 
lowest named i)y the, CV>mmifto(!, a man could earn in sucli a pla(;o as Mambaat 
at least twenty shillings per di(;iu by sluicing on the large scale. 

Iho unperfe.et means «!mployed by the miners in washing the earth, W'hen 
' le Goinmitlei; witnessed the tests, leavt^s room for doubt as to whether they 
recoverc more than a percentage of the gold in tlic quantities of soil they 
1 results being diseoumging as suggested by the Com- 

(gold-mming as an industry being then in its earliest stage), they ar* 
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such as to lead to favorable conclusions, both as to the value of the soils and 
the reefs. 

Assuming that each miner got no more than the quantity named by the 
Committee and Mr. K^ing, his earnings for the whole year, allowing twenty- 
four working days to the month, would amoimt to 24 pennyweights of gold 
only. 

When the gold fields of Victoria were first ** rushed ” by miners the average 
earnings per man per annum were equal to 65 ounces of gold; afterwards, as the 
shallow diggings became exhausted, the yields decreased; and at the present time 
the average earnings of quartz and alluvial miners vary from 16 oz. to 26 oz. per 
man per annum. 

What the average yield of gold from the richest earths was when the gold 
fields of Southern India were first opened cannot be conjectured. It may be be¬ 
lieved that all the streams and slojjcs where the richer earths had accumulated 
and all the outcrops of quartz where gold was visible to the eye were eagerly at¬ 
tacked by the natives; and that at all times since the discovery of gold was made 
it has been the endeavour of the miners to find the most productive patches. 
Except as regards deep mining in the reefs which the natives could not under¬ 
take, the gold fields of Southern India may be looked upon, like those of many 
districts in Australia and California, as practically exhausted as far as it has 
been possible to exhaust them by the native system of working. Any comparison 
therefore between what the native minors earned in 1832 or since and the earn¬ 
ings of ; ho miners of Australia formerly or at the present time can have no 
value in measuring the auriferous resources of Malabai*. 

When the miners commenced to work the fields in Australia and California 
they fouTid numerous shallf)w deposits in gullies and “ flats ” where the gold 
derived from the disintegration of a great vortical extent of auriferous quartz 
veins was stored at depths varying from one or two foot to thirty f(iet or more; 
sheets of lava in many parts sealed up and conserved old stream-beds also rich in 
gold, and those as well as the earths on the slopes of the hills were easily worked. 
In Malabar there are no recent formations similar in chameter to those which 
were so j)roductivc in the countries named. It would be altogether unreasonable 
to compare the produce of the miners here with that now obtained by miners in 
Victoria. The native minor has a mamoott/, a murriya or a pautty, w'orth alto¬ 
gether p(;rhaj)8 one rupee: the Vi(.'torLan minors have machinery valued at 
£2,000,000, that is to say, they have appliances of the value for each man of 
£45. And this does not represent the enormous difference in their modes of labor. 
The Australian rainem have extraordinary energy, groat skill in using their 
appliances, and, above; all, organization. They labor for the most part under the 
most extudlent management and the most active superintendence. A native, it 
is said, can crush from 12 tbs. to 16 lbs. weight of quai-tz per diem: one Iroavy 
stamp-head in Australia Avill do as much wmrk as 500 natives ; and at present 
there are more than 6,000 8tami>-heads in one colony alone. 

It is well to remember, too, that a well-trained European miner wfll do as 
much ordinary work as five or six natives. With a good pick a practised mine 
would probably excavate more earth or rock in one hour than a native would do 
in five or six hours with a mamooty. 

The only way in wliich the relative value of the gold fields could be tested 
would be to set a party of natives at work on an abandoned gold fi(;ld in Australia 
or California restricting them to their ordinary modes of mining. It is doubtful 
whether they would earn one anna a day. Perhaps one pie would be nearer the 
mark. 

The taxes paid by the native miners may fairly be considered in connection 

with the amount of their earnings as estimated by 
Taxes iiaid by native minors, different persons at different times. The Committee 

previously mentioned reported as follows:— 

" In an extract of a pajier, dated 9tb January 1829, by Mr. Sheffield * * * * it is stated 
that in ISOl tlie gold dust in the ErnAd country was fanned for Rs. 1,408-8-0. He mentions 
also that at the time of writing (1829) the privilege of gathering gold was farmed out above 
the ghats for the sum of Madras Rs. 1,250, and below the ghftts in Erndd for Rs. 937-15.4, 
making a total of Rs. 2,187-15-4. Since 1803 a tak of Rs. 83 a year each has been levied on a 
certain number of jpauttiea or troughs employed in washing for gold. At present (1832) this 
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amounts in ErnAd to Rs. 839, which is a falling off of Rs. 669 a year since IBOl, and in Wynnad 
to Rs. 1,260. Besides this, the privilege of collecting gold in Caraloondy has within the last 
two or three years been farmed for Rs. 108, which makes the whole amount now received by 
way of tax ui>on gold paid to the Company Rs. 2,207. ” 

It is said that there were 1,000 persons employed in gold-mining in the 
whole Province of Malabar; and, assuming that the average yield per man was 
that estimated by the Committee, the taxes amounted to 6 per cent, on the pro¬ 
duce, relatively a very heavy imi)ost. 

When the taxes paid directly by the gold miners in Victoria ( 1863) 
amounted to the large sum of £720,864, the proportion was no more than per 
cent, on the gold raised. At the present time the taxes, rents, &c., paid dii^tly 
by the gold miners in that colony amount to less than ^ per cent.* 

For each pautty a tax of Rs. 33 was paid, and consequently, if the two men 
employed to work it earned no more than the avc'rage, there must have remained 
to them as wages only 1 anna 7 pies each per diem. Allowing that they worked 
throughout tlie year this tax would amount to over 36 per cent, on the j)roduce, 
and if tlujy worked for only fiv'O months in the year it would nearly equal their 
whole eamiugs. Those are fair deductions from the statements made in the re¬ 
port of the Committee and from the evidenee given bofoi*e them. The aspjx'.tof 
the ease whieh I have presented never seems to have In^en coitsidered by the Com¬ 
mittee or they wcnild have made further investigations. I luiA'^e made inquiries 
and ascertained that th(‘ mode of colleeting the tax was very dilFerent from that 
which was stated to the Commitb'e. The native oflicer was accustomed to require 
the Rajah or his officers to state what nund)er of pautti(?s there won? at work. 
A return was made perhajjs of eight or ten when in fact there were one hundi’ed 
or more at work. Tlic‘ j)rincipal native witness who appealed before the Com¬ 
mittee neglect(‘d to mention this as the rule observed in transacting bu.sines.s in 
connection with the collection of revenue. 

In th(‘ descriptions of the auriferous reefs whieh follow it will b(; observed that 
Auriferous reeCn imd nalivo those placcs wluin^ thcM'o are cuomious bodies of quartz 
Workings near Doviiia. exposcd at the surfaco tlio old native workings are ex¬ 

tensive. The most striking (?xamplc*s of this rather r(?markal)l(‘ oecummec* of 
what must have heeu Jjighly auriferous quartz, where the reefs exhibit their 
greatest thickness, arc to bo found at Pareh(‘rry Hill, the Skull Re(‘f near the 
Alpha Works, the reefs on the Sandhurst, Elizabeth and Strathearn Estates, and 
at Karambaut. Though the natives worked the learlers in many Joealiti<*.s, they 
found it evidently more profitable to break out quartz in such pJat'es as those 
mentioned; audit is highly encouraging, as rogard.s the future mining prosjxH’ts 
of the district, to find that the reefs of the Wynaad do not, as in most other coun¬ 
tries, become jxiorer as they increase in thicknc'ss. 

It would he wrong to infiir from this that the thickest reefs are invariably the 
richest in gold : the facts adduced admit of no other conclusion t han this, that 
the miner necid not be discouraged when in following a v'cin he finds it enlarg¬ 
ing. It lias been often not<?d by tho.se working quai*tz rec^fs in Australia that 
the absolute amount of gold per foot downwards does not docr<!a.se, but that where 
the reef thickens the gold is distributed generally through the stone and a larger 
proportion of stone has to lie crushed to obtain the same amount of gold as in 
those parts w'herc the reef was thinner. It would appear that this rule dots not 
apply to the reefs in this country, but, until the veins hiivc been opened through¬ 
out a considerable length and to some depth, no certainty on tius point can be 
arrived at. 

It has been considered advisable to use groat caution in suggc.sling the prob¬ 
able connection of the outcrops of quartz as they appear at the. surface;—in lay¬ 
ing down hypothetical lines so as to connect one outcrop with anotiu'r. The 
direction of the lines of reefs may from the surface indie,ations he guessed at; it 
can be ascertained in no other manner than by extensive explorations ; and the 
facts mentioned in oth(;r parts of this report justify hesitation in laying down, 
as absolutely b<;yond question, any line of reef in the Wynafid. 

At Sandhurst in Victoria, notwithstanding that tlie lines of reefs have been 
largely mined and carefully mapped, tbf;ir strike at a small distance from the

aiul taxes (/treetty by the iniinTB of Victoria aro low, it is n|;hl to suite that uiiUcr tLc 
to iiHUvb industry ' {key are very iieavily buiiluiiud. 
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workings either on the north or on the south is usually conjectural only, anrl 
in other localities in the same colony the miners have found it impossible to 
determine the course of the veins. 

In the Mineral StatisticB of Victoria it is stated in a note that the returns 
relating to the number of " distinct ” quartz reefs which have been proved to 
be auriferous cannot be strictly correct, as parts of the same reef in some 
localities are held to be distinct reefs and named accordingly; and again as the 
reefs are further explored it is found that what were supposed to be separate 
reefs are not really distinct. In the Wynaad the difficulties in the way of de¬ 
termining even approximately the strike of the reefs is, it is scarcely necessary 
to say, far grentcr than in Victoria. 

There is no information to bo obtained as to the depth of the water-level 
in th<i ro(!ks of the Wynaad, but it may be assumed from the character of the 
climate that water in most places will ho reached at no great depth from the 
surface. This would he embarrassing and cause great cost in prosecuting 
mining operations if it were necessary to sink vertical shafts. As horizontal 
shafts will in nearly all cases be driven to cut the recjfs, the dcijth of the water- 
level is of no groat importance, except as affcHsting the minerals associated with 
the quartz and gold. Above the water-level the proportion of iron pyrites 
and other sul])hitlcs is smaller than below it. 

The rc'sults of th<? treatment of the samples from many of the reefs will 
be regarded as discouraging by those who have not given much attention to 
quartz mining. It should be remembered, however, that in the greater number 
of cases the stone was broken from outeropping blocks, and it is a matter for 
surprise that so large a number should have proved to be auriferous and that so 
many should have yielded well. Enough has been done to prove that the area 
shown on tlu? maps is oue which must ultimately attract capital and that several 
localities will hereafter b(? the scemo of succtssful mining enterprises. 

It is TK)t unlikely howev('r that the first attempts will fail. Speculative 
undc'rtakiTigs having for their object the making of money by buying and 
selling shart?s an' commentied invariably by appointing Secretaries and Mana¬ 
gers at high salaries and the printing of a pros])ectus. This is followed by the 
erection of costly and not seldom wholly unsuitable machinery; no attempts 
are made to opcm the mine; and then, after futile endeavours to obtain gold, 
and a waste of ea])ital, it is pronounced and believed that gold mining on a large 
scale will nc'ver ])n)Vo remunerative. 

It L? probfjbh* that this story will be repciated again and again, here as in 
other gold-mining countries, until .some one of the mines is opened by experi¬ 
enced pc'i’sons Avlio desire to secure profits not by dealing in shares but by 
mining. 

Within the boundaries of the Needle Rock Estate there are quartz veins 
Niviik- iioiik. and alluvial workings. 

The rocks throughout the central, northern and north-eastern parts, consist 
of quartz, hornblende and magnetic iron with granular quartz rock in •places. 
South of the bungalow there are numerous scattered blocks of weathered rock, 
exhibiting somc'what irregular rhombohedral and prismoid.al forms. Where 
decomposed these enclose reniform and laminated limonitc? and hajmatite derived 
from the decomiwsition of magnetic iron. At Dawson’s Diggings the direction 
of the foliation of tlu? rock which is composed of quartz, felspar and magnetic 
iron, is nearly east and west; but there is a well-marked system of joints, like 
strike-joints, the direction of which is N. 20° E. and the dip E. 20° S. at 40®. 
Thert'. are other joints transverse to the latter and the foliation. 

South-east of Dawson’s Diggings the rock appears as if not much altered; 
it is in thin laminm, and these are disposed in lines striking N. 66° W, and 
nearly verticfil. 

There are five separate outcrops of quartz at Needle Rock, the most im¬ 
portant of which are the Buckingham Reef extending from the north-western 
angle of the estate south-eastwards for thirty-six chains or more, and the 
Chandos Reef which is seen about twenty-five chains southerly from the 
bungalow. The Buckingham Reef may be a continuation of the Monarch Reef 
and that which i.s found at the Dingloy Dell Bungalow. 
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The Ghaxidos S<eef ie nearly sixteen chains to the east of the line just 
mentioned; the outcrop is at an altitude of d,d61 feet or 261 feet bdlow the 
Buckingham. The quartas of the latter has a good deal of mioaoeous ircm in¬ 
termixed with it. 

Both the reefs are strong and apparently persistent. No g^ld was seen in 
the stone which was broken out when prospecting; but Mr. O. B». l)awson 
exhibited specimens of quartz with gold visible from the outcrop oh the 
southern boundary of the estate, which perhaps is a prolongation of either the 
Buckingham Beef or the Chandos Beef. 

The character of the stone may be judged however from the gold found in 
the soil. Having been informed that rough gold had been washed out from 
shallow workings marked “ Dawson’s Diggings ” on the map, and having in¬ 
spected some of it, it was decided to continue the ground-sluicing operations 
which had been conomenced by the Elorumbars and also to wash by box-sluic- 
ing. 

The Korumbars made an excavation forty-five feet in length, twenty-five 
feet in breadth, and two feet and a quarter in depth. They dug down to the 
bed-rock which everywhere is uneven. A ditch was cut for a length of thirty 
chains for conveying water to the working ; and I frequently observed the native 
method of washing. It was obvious that the coarse gold might bo concealedin the 
crevices of the bed-rock, and escape the eyes of the Korumbars who searched 
for the larger pieces; and it was equally clear that some of the fine gold would 
be carried away beyond the end of the sluice. Some of tlie earth ( “ tailings ” ) 
carried down by the water w'as washed by Mr. Thomas Laing, and he found 
gold in it. Still the yield obtained by the natives was sufficient to prove the value 
of the reefs from which it had been derived: the average was 1*18 grs. of gold 
per cubic yard. 

Other experiments with the box-sluice were satisfactory; several small pieces 
of gold were got as well as fine gold; and there is little doubt hydraulic sluicing 
combined with a modified form of the box-sluice would at this place yield returns 
sufficient to give good wages to the natives. 

Gold was found in the soil by sluicing and washing in other parts of this 

area. 

The gold workings at Needle Bock wore visited by His Grace the Governor 
on the 1st November 1878, when sluicing operations were going on ; and gold 
was obtained by the Korumbars with their ground-sluice and by Mr. Thomas 
Laing with the box-sluice. 

There is a good supply of water in this locality during the monsoon, but, if 
the reefs be mined, it probably be found economical to use steam to drive 
the stamps. 

From the appearance of the soil in all places where it was excavated it was 
apparent that it had been moved; indeed there is reason to believe that the hill 
smes in times long past were sluiced after the fashion now praotis»3d by the 
'Koihimbars, and that the superficial deposits have nearly everywhere been robbed 
of theiir gold. 

It was near Dawson’s Diggings that the stone and muller used for pounding 
qiiarbs were found. 

The main outcrop of quartz at Dingley Dell is found close under the bungalow 

where large masses of stone appear at the front and 

Dingley Dell, back of the house. In an excavation close to tlie outcrop 

the reef is of great thickness, perhaps twenty feet or more; its strike is it. 
26* W. nearly ; and it dips eastward at an angle of 30°. The dip however is not 
regvdar. The quartz is laminated (the laminse are rather thick) ; there is some 
of it jasperoid, in other places it is white ; and there is much ferruginous quartz 
with white iron pyrites in nests. No gold was visible in the stone. It is said 
that rather heavy gold has been found in the soil not far from the reef. 

About sixteen chains west of the bungalow there is another reef, which is 
probably merely a prolongation of tliat which is seen on the bancty-road about 
aevente^ chains west of the western boundary of Needle Bock. If this be so* 
the strike would be N. 30« W. 

®Mlwa^ of and a short distance beyond the boundaries of the DingW Dell 
OBsthte the Korumbars say that there are native workings. 
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Mr. J. W. Kyan forwarded two baskets full of rather ferruginous quartz 
and mrth from Dingley D^, and portions were tested—tin? yields being 2 dwts. 
8*4 grs. per ton, and 1 dwt. 19;8 gi*s. per ton; The 8am])les were from depths 
of 8 feet and 6 fetit respectively, and necessarily are no fair indications of tli« 
value of the quartz. 

The outcrops of quartz on the Ti'evelyan Estate are most probably com- 

nected, as hereafter stated, with the reef which appears 
Trevelyan. near tho Provident Bungalow. 

The reef proper comes to tho surface about twenty-seven chains north¬ 
easterly of the bungalow, and along the line of reef south-easterly for some 
distance there are several old shafts. Between these and tho bungalow there is 
a pretty strong leader, which was cut Avhen the Korumbars were ground-sluicing. 
Quartz with gold was found by Mr. J. Hodgson Williams in the trench and 
shown to me. 

In three other places, as shown on the map, Korumbars employed occasion¬ 
ally by Mr. Williams, and for a short time by me, got g<jhl by ground-sluicing. 

About five chains south-easterly from the bungalow rather coarse gold as 
well as fine gold was w^ashed out of tho stones and <iarth lying on the slope of 
the hill, and about twelve chains from the house the debris and detritus forming 
the banks and bed of a small sti’cam yielded well. 

Mr. Williams was active in prospecting with the aid of Korumbar miners, 
who worked iinder the direction of an old Korumbar miner named “ Matha,” 
and thus the occurrence of gold over a large area has been proved. 

Mining operations could luj cjonducted in this locality at no very great 
expense. 

On the Provident Estate at an altitude of 3,(121 fec‘.t, and very near tlie 
Provident luingalow', a quuvt/. reef comes to the sui*face, which is no 

doubt the south-eastern extension of a reef which appears 
in the Trevelyan Estate. Mr. J. W. Ryan and Mr. J. 11. Williams state that 
they satv gold wdiich was found hero wlu'ii a hole was being sunk for a post. 

On the extreme northern boundary of the Strathcaim Estate, and beyond 
, „ , , tho boundary, there arc native workings extending over 

stra iciiin an arj am. area of liv (5 or six acres. The re(‘f is seen exposed on 

tho northern face of tho stet'p slope overlooking a jjaddy flat. At one spot its 
direction is north 27° west lu'arly'; but folloAving the s«!veral outcrops south- 
ea.storly tins strike appears to bo nearly north 20“ w'cst—south 20" east. 

Al)out six chains soutlu'rly from the bandy-road ther(^ are old workings, and 
twenty chains south-eastorl_y from the latter tho reef again appears in the midst 
of small pits and excavations. Outcrops are foun<l near the Stratbearn Bunga¬ 
low, as shoAvn on the maps, and the flat low' land, west of the pulping house, 
has been worked by the natives. 

The main reef show s strongly all along the outcrops, and it may be an 
extension of the reef w hich is seen at the surface at tin* Ilamslade Bungalow. 
If this supposition bo correct, the longitudinal extent is tw'o miles and twenty 
chains and the strike north 18° 30' Avest. 

Mr. W. King is of opinion that the Strathearn Reef is a prolongation of th% 
Skull Reef, and it is easy to trace outcrops all the Avay from the edge of the 
glult to tho northern extremity of the Strathearn Estate', but it is not so easy to 
determine whether or not they are connected. Supposing Mr. King’s view to 
be sustained tlu; strike of this line of reef would be nort.h 28“ w'est. 

Mr. Lindon in a printed report, dated Ootol)cr 1876, expresses the opinion 
that the Strathearn is an extension of the Hamsluck Roof (also traceable all the 
w'ay by oute.rops of quartz), and its direction in that case Avould be north 14" west. 

As regards the outci'op overlooking the paddy flat, there are, from the 
formation of tho ground, great facilities for mining and crushing the quartz. 

Ther(' is a stn^am of Avater at the foot of the hill, and water could be stored 
at no groat expense. It is at this point that operations might be undertaken 
with tho luist pi'ospccts of success. 

The thickness of the vein is considerable, but until it is opened up, its v ^l 
dimensions and true character will not be known. 

There is a great quantity of broken quartz on the spot, shoAving that the 
natives must have found gold in sufficient quantities to remunemte them. 
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The yield of one sample of quartz taken from this reef was at the rate of 
4 dwts. 21’8 grs. per ton; and another parcel gave 6 dwts. 19 77 grs. per ton. 

Thirty-six chains north-easterly from the Maryland Bungalow a reef has 
been cut in making a road near the summit of the ridge, and in washing the 
soil and quartz gold was found in small quantities. At a lower level there are 
masses of quartz indicating the occurrence of a thick reef, which may perhaps 
pass through Poothacotah (where the natives say there are old workings in the 
thick jungles), and thence to the vein on the ridge overlooking Sheardale. 

On the road from llichmond to Stmthoarn (see map) a vein, which seems 
to bo a leader, is exjx)sod for a length of about eight feet. Its direction was 
found to be N. 10" E.—S. 10" W.,‘ and the thickness two feet and-a-half. The 


rocks in the immediate vicinity strike N. 30" E. and N. 40" E, in the direction 
of the foliation, and main joints run nearly north and south (almost vertical). 
There is one reef on the h’ichmond Estate Avhich crops out about forty 


■ west f«*r a A’cry short distance; hut it is not improbable 

that it is a prolongation of the reef which is found in the Sheardale Estate. 
The dip and thickness could not he ascertained. The blocks of quartz near it, 
however, indicate that it is a strong vein. It lias been named tlu; “ Hiclimond ” 
Reef. There is a shjillow pit near the outcrop, hut it does not. aj)pt‘ar that the 
ground at this place has been largely worked by the natiA'cs. 

North-eastward of the reef, and on the Avestern side; of the handy-road there 
are native workings extending for a length of half a mile, consisting mostly of 
shallow pits. 

These arc old workings. Trees and shrubs are groAving in and near the pits. 

Information respecting the rocks AA'ithin the boundaries of this estate is 
given on the map. 

On the Elizabeth Estate the outcrops of quartz are nunuM’ons, and large 

blocks of quartz cover the north-Avest.<*rii face of the high 
* ■ I'ifiSG which extends south-westerly and noidh-casterly. 

Dawson’s Reef, which is at an altitude of 3,5t)l feet, is pcrhajvs no more 
than a series of strong leaders from the main re<‘f similar to tliose wliic.h have 
been cut in making the road on t he south-east. Ilcrc there is a loiigjulit which 
could not be followed to its furth(!st extent as the rcK)f had fallfoi in. For a 


chains east of the bungalow. Its dir(?ction is north 15" 


distance of tliirfr^en feet the inclination is at an angle of 30" to 3,5" and thence 
at a less inclination, T1)C quartz was found to he full of pyrites. aTid gold was 
visible in some of the pieces. In places the quartz was “ mice-eaten numerous 
cubes of pyi’ites partially decomposed and coated Avith limonite wert? seen ; and 
some agatised quartz of lentitmlar form was implanted in the ordinary white or 
ferruginous quartz of the veins. 

Thirteen chains south of the Ivorumhar village there is a large outcrop of 
quartz named tlu^ Elizabeth Reef ; and the mainn'cf appears again on the north- 
westera face of the hill AAdun’C it can be folloAVcd into the .Sandliurst E.statt*. In 


looking at the linos on the map allowance must ho made f<jr the dilTercnee of 
heights and then the run of the reef caq he folloAved. Ov'cr an area of nearly 
rfifty acres, all within the boundaries of the Elizabeth Estate, the ground has 
been worked by the nath’-cs, and it was only avIuua Mr. C. R. Dawson caus(*dthe 
jungle to bo c.le<arcd that the extent of these old mines and the r-h iraclcr of the 
mining opemtions were ascertained. Many of thej shafts are : iiuilur tf> those at 
Glenrock ; they are. vortical for a depth of six or eight fe<;t and 1li<*nee level or 
inclined. 3'ht re an% besides the shafts, numerous largecxcaval ions, and there is 
scarcely a square foot of ground that has not been turned over. 

It is said that the natives used to fell the trees and make large fires on the 
blocks of stone in order to facilitate the work of breaking u]) the (juartz. 

South of the Korumhar village of Neru-muttum (literally —“ A\%'iter-levol”) 
there is a swamp at a considerable oRwation; and Avater was eonvcyc'd by a 
channel tf> the point on the map marked “aqinnluet.” lien' tlu'ia* arc the 
remains of the old ornhankmenis on both sides of the gully, ami th‘ natives 
must have inad(i a flume and suj)ported it by a framework of the h-Ight of 
twenty-on(‘ li—t. q'he (lurtu; Avas probably constructed of bamboos or b dioAved 
trees. Beyf>nd the aqueduct the water was taken to tht; face of tlic hill, no 
doubt m channels varying in height. The race or chanmd amidst tiie old 
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workings wliicli is at the present time most eonspicuous and most easily traced 
is about fifteen chains in length, and at its extremity is twenty-five feet below 
the level of the flume. 

There are numerous smaller channels leading into this cut apparently as 
catch-water drains. 

On going over this ground the stranger is amazed at the great extent of 
the workings, and, if a jriiner, is astonished too when he observes the skill dis¬ 
played by the natives as sliown in the now crumbling remains of their earth¬ 
works and channels and walls. 

Mr. Thomas Laing carefully prospected a portion of the area here referred 
to, and he found gold both in the worked-out soils on the nortb-Trestem face 
of the liill and also near the aqueduct. 

The rocks here are nearly of the same character as those occurring on the' 
east and south-east. At A on map they are highly talcose, decomposing into a 
soapy clay. 'I'lie direertion of the foliation is nearly east and west (vertical); 
the main joints are well marked and are nearly at right angles to the foliation, 
and tlio dip is east at from SO" to 60°. 

TIic weathering here is much like that of granite—hard cores of rock sur¬ 
rounded by conccuitric layers in various stages of decay. 

I wa.s not able to measure the thickness of the main reef or the principal 
“leaders ” in this area, but the huge blocks of quartz which cap the hills and 
lie on the slojxns and the longitudinal extent throughout which the reef and 
“leaders” can lx? trao(‘d are evidences of their sti'cngth and ])ersistence. 

Th(i formation of the ground could not well be more favorable for carry¬ 
ing OTi mining Avorks at a small j?xpcn.se, and cv('n if steam had to he us<‘d^ for 
driving the- erushing machinery the costs of extraction and crushing could not 
b(^ larg<!. Timber could be obtained suitabhj both for sup])orts in the mines 
and for fuel; and I have- no hi?sitation in stating that when tin; resources of 
this area are aseendained hy miners compt^tenl to form an opinion and with 
capital suirunent to fairly test the ground, it Avill become once more under 
diirermit- e«mditions a ccnitre of mining ojjerations. 

On the map of tlu' DoAViiham li.state a reed’ is shoAvn west of the bandy- 
Dowuh uii road Avhich leads to Dcvala. The site is marked by 

hug<' blocks of quartz mostly more or less h'rruginoua; 
and on the slo])e of the In'll towards the SAvainp there are native workings. An 
adit driven at a level a litlh*- above the bandy-road Avould prove this reef at 
small cost. 


J\lr. Thomas Laing found gold in the soil near the edge of the swamp which 
lies south of th(i Jvoiaimbar village. 

Tlic yields of gold ])er ton fi‘om the reefs on the Hichmond, Elizabeth and 
Downham Estate's are given in Appendix II. 

The most important and th<; most interesting native workings on the 

llarewood and Kintail Estates are those Avhich are 
I ait’woo. 1 .1111 vintiul. fouiidnoar the summit of the high hill north of the 

HnroAvood Enngalow. Hero there are three vi'i’tical shafts from twenty to 
thirty b'l't in depth, and tlu'se are undercut, by an .adit the mouth of whichj 
has fallcm away. At the I'jitranee to the adit a mass of quartz in situ is 
exposed. Its direct ion as wc'll as could be aset'rtaim'd is north 20” Avest and 
at one point tlu^ dip is Avcst-erly. The country rock (giu'issoid) is penetrated 
througliont by thin A'('ins of Avhite quartz xarying from one-eighth of an inch 
to six inches in thicktu'ss. There are also both in the quartz and in the rock 
nests and veins of liiuonile and Incmatite, the lath'r in places stalactitic. Some 


of the qiKirtz is slightly o])aline and bluish in color. 

Tlie adit is about 120 f(*<'t in lengt.h, and A'ery irregular in slope and 
direction. A few f('-t‘t from the mouth there is a drh'e to the left from which 


a blind shaft has been sunk t'ither on the underlie or for the putqjose of follow¬ 
ing the “ leaders ” of quartz. Eollowing the main adit ouAvards it W’as found 
that a simil.'ir sy.stem (d‘ working h;ul been ])ursued. A careful examination 
showed that not nnsneeessfiil attempts had been made to support the ix)of, the 
rock being left in some ])lae(‘s; and in another, a pillar had been built. The 
adit Avas made after the shafts had been sunk and at sAich a level as to undercut 
them. 
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The ground has moYcd considerably since the mining operations were 
carried on; in some places there are long, narrow spaces left by the slipping 
away of the rock ; much soil has been Avashed into the shafts and adit, and the 
changes thus effected, more particularly by the partial landslip, make it some¬ 
what difficult at this time to ascertain exactly what was done by the miners. 
These old mines are situated on a very steep slope of the hill; there is nc 
water near and it may be conjectured that the quariz was carried into th< 
valley and treated after the methods of the natives. Though a careful searcli 
was made no broken quartz such as generally marks the site of other nativt 
workings was seen near the spot. Perhaps the debris may have been carried 
away by the rains. Wheie the veins are thickest the quartz is coarsely lami¬ 
nated and iron pyrites are scattered through it, while in other parts thcre^ arc 
nests and cavities nearly wholly tilled with peroxide and protoxide of iron 
Three samples of stone were tested—one showed no gold, one gave at the rate 
of 1 dwt. J9’68 grs. per ton, and the amalgam of the last was lost. 

Another sample yielded at the rate of 2 dwts, 4‘41 grs. per ton. 

This reef could be properly tested by a short adit. Sixteen chains east oi 
the Harewood Bungalow there is an outcrop of a reef, and it again appears or 
a hill thirteen chains to the south-eastward, where there are a few shallow piti 
and a large excavation. 

There is vein quartz near the cattle shed (see map) and thin veins oi 
quartz about six chains north-easteidy when; tlie soil has bct'n Avashed. 

A large v(*in, but irrc'gular and with a low dij), api)ears on a high ridge 
overlooking Sheardale. Where strongest it shows about five feet of quartz 
Tlie same vein is found almost on the boundary between Sheardale and 
Harewood, and on washing the soil and detritus at this spot gold was got ir 
small quantities. It was reef gold, not water-worn. The soil had cvidentlj 
been washed by the natives. 

On the eastern sidi'- of the I'oad from the Hhoby village southwards there 
are native workings extending for a length of seventeen ('liains or more. 

About seventy chains eastwaid (100“) from the lioman Catholic Church s 
reef comes to the surface on the slope of a hill. It is probably a continuatior 
of one east of the Aljiba Bungaknv. It bears N. 24‘ W. from the Etucull 
Reef and N- 15* W. from the Caveni Ib't'f. 

A small shallow pit was sunk lu‘re, and IMr. Thomas Eaing carefullj 
tested the soil by washing, but no gold w'as obtained. There arc no native 
workings to be .seen n(‘,ar the sjiot. 

"[rhe rocks on tbo Har(‘Wood and Kintail Estates are. highly interesting. 

On the road between Harewood Lower Bungalow and Sheardale there arc 
large symmetrical rbomboliedral and prismoidal blocks and square prisms ol 
den.s(; granular quartz rock, some of it being true (|uartzite. The squam blockj 
with the angles truncated w'cre almost as smooth as if the stone had been cut 
and jxdished, 

Nf.ar tbo Roman Catliolic Church tbo direction of the foliath'n is N. 60* 
E. and N. SS*' E. and the dip .south-easterly at GO® nc'arly. One sot of fdanee 
have the direction of N. 15* W.; and there are other joints transverse to the 
foliation and master-joints. The rock is fissile, .splitting off in thin layers ir 
the direction of the lines of foliation. Minoralogically it eloes not differ muol 
from the ordinary gneissoid rock of the country. 

About twenty-four chains east of Harewood Bungalow' the rocks are com¬ 
posed of quartz, mica, and felspar (plagioclase), coarse? (altered) sandstone, 
and friable micaceous sandstone. 

On the north-eastern boundary of the estate near the gap the direction oi 
the foliation is N. 30° E. to N. 44° E. and the dip 85“ to nearly vortical. 

Near the outcrop of quartz on the hill overlooking Sheardale thei*o is a good 
deal of magnetic iron in the rock. It is like that at Nccdlo Hock presenting 
beautifully smooth prismoidal blocks in many places. 

There are the usual facilities for working the reefs in the Harewood and 
Kinhiil Estates •, there is an abundance of tiralxjr; and the land trends eastward 
and soutli-eastw'ard towards sti'eams which during the greater part of tbo yoai 
carry a good volume of water. 
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The Dunbar Reef is seen at the surface at the face of a very steep hill 
1 4 n V about twenty-two chains from the road forming the 

0 e an an ar. northern boundary of the Sheardalo and Dunbar Es¬ 

tates. Its strike, as well as could bo observed, is N. SO” W. and the dip 
easterly at about 27". The thickness exposed is from three feet six inches to 
four feet. The total thickness could not bo ascertained. The quartz is full 
of iron pyrites in places, and generally higlily ferruginous. It is a remark¬ 
ably good-looking stone, and it was disappointing to find no gold visible in it. 

There is a pretty large excavation near the outcrop, but it is now covered 
with soil washed down by the rains. 

Respecting this reef Mr. King writes thus :— 

“ Mr. Powell, the Superiutendent of this garden, when down showing me the reef, was 
sueoessful in knocking out pieces of quartz in which small streaks of gold were visible. The 
anderside of this lode is very like in color and contents to that of the Alpha Company, the 
richer seam in the quartz being on this side. Leaders are numerous and large. The casing is 
of talcose schist and seamed witii ferrugiutms and manganese streaks. The lode is traceable 
northwards into the Bnlcarras Estate, where there is a great show of white quartz on the 
eastern slope of one of the low hills. This part of the reef h.is been very extensively riddled 
by the old miners. In fact all its extension northwards towards Pand.aliir has been washed, 
and its immediate neighbourhood ou the underside is still a favourite locality for washing 
during the rainy season. It runs through the Elizabeth and Sandlinrst Estates, and close 
alongside the Caroline and Mr. Holmes’ Applic.ation, and thence nnrtliwards.” 

From this description it would appear that the direction of the reef is N. 
32" W. 


On a cliff about twenty-two chains north-easterly there arc veins of quartz 
which may probably indicate the north-western extension of a reef which crops 
out on the Adelphi Estate. 

Thirty chains westward from the Dunbar llcef thoro are numerous large 
blocks of quartz and masses of country rock veuned with white* quartz. 

North-east of tlio pulping-house there are loose blocks of epiartz and at this 
spot also what appear to bo native workings, and west of the pulping-house 
there arc thin veuis of quartz intersecting tlui rocks. 

There are here the same favorable conditions for carrying on mining 
operations as on other estates in the district. The land trends towards a largts 
stream, and there is thick jungle near from which good timber can always ho 
easily procured. 

lu the lower pai*ts of the estate the rock is decomposed to a gi*eat depth, 
hut ou the road which has been cut along the northern hoimJary line sectio7i.s 
ai’C exposed. The direction of the foliation is shown in scn eral places on tlic 
map. It varies from N. 36* E. to N. 60" E., and there are Jiere, as elsewhere, 
systems of joints like those described in another place. At one spot there are 
masses of gametiferous rock. The minerals associated with the garnets are 
white and glassy felspar and hornblende. The rock closely resembles that 
found at Nadukadc. 




At the bond of the road just above the precipitous (’liff where the white 
masses of quartz appear the country rock is penetrated in all directions by 
veins of bluish opaline and white quartz, some specimens showing shattered 
crystals of felspar (orthoclase) and nests of greenisli black mic.a (biotite). 

The planes of division in some places have caused the rocks to appear as 
cuhoidal Ijlocks and in others as squai*e or hexagonal prisms. 

It is interesting to observe the weathering of the masses in this locality. 
The rock has decayed much after the manner in w'hich granite decomposes when 
exposed to the influence of the atmosphere. Around a cove of hard rock there 
are concentric layers in various stages of decay, those on the outer surface 
being nearly as soft as kaolin. 

Thirteen outcrops of quartz were observed on the Hamsluck, Hamsladc, 
Homsiuck. Hamsladc, and and Adelphi Estates, as well as several areas which had 
Adaipbi. been worked by the native miners. 

Under the Hamslado Bungalow there is a strong reef, and near it gold can 
ho washed out of the soil; and Mr. Minchin informs me gold has been got in 
the quartz also. This reef again appears at the surface at a point about seven¬ 
teen chains south-easterly. 


• n 
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Nearly twenty-tAA’o cliains eastward of tlio bungalow ihere is a reef which 
has beeji worked, and on this lino tlu'ie is a shaft five foot by two-and-a-quarter 
fev^t and fifteen foot in depth wliieh, it is said, was sunk by Mr. Sterne. 
The country rock here is overyAvhere in<('rsect<‘d by small leaders and veins of 
quartz. The bearing of this reef is about N. .‘10’ W.—S. tiO° E; and it is 
perha))s a prolongation of the i'e('f ■which cvojis out lu'ar ihe monument. 

The Waterfall B-ecf is seen crojjpiTig out in the valley wlu're a road has 
been made. It is about ninet(‘on ehain.s fi*om the bungalow'. Near it are veins 
of quarf.z Avhich may be styled granitic, and also a dyke, of diorite. Mr. 
M'ithers broke, out stone from this reel' and one s]>ecimcn contained gold visibh^ 
to the eye. From analyses made by Mcs.^rs. Jobn.son and Sons of Jjondon it 
appears that the yield per ton was at the rate of Jl pennyAveights of gold and 
2 pennyweights of silver. Mr. King gives the aAerage yield as 11 penny¬ 
weights per ton. 

About twenty-six chains .south-easl<'rly from the w'atcrfall there is a large 
reef, probably .OA’craging more than six fi>et in thickness, which from the 
formation of the ground rising, as it doi-s, from tin* v:illey to a height of 250 
feet or more AA'cstc^rly, is exp(.vscil for some distance' in ihe dirt'ction o)' its dip). 
In fact, the eastern slope of the hill 3nay he said to hr faced with <[uartz. On 
the loAV'cr side of the r('C'f toAvards tlu' s1re;nu there are large loose blocks of 
quartz lying about. Th<'ro has hecai a landsliji here at tu> distant dai('. and the 
surface has been recently altered hy tltat and also to .some extent hy the heavy 
rains acting on the denuded area. 

Utlr. King tested stone from this n'cf, and be slates that tlu' aA’crage pro¬ 
portion of gold obtained Avas for the Ilainsltick Ib^'f .‘5 pennyweiglits jjcr ton, 
and for the Ilamsluck (middle) 10 jK'ntiyAAcighl.s per ton. 

Messrs. Johnson and Sons’analysis (d* stiuic taken fnnu tin* adit marked 
No. 2 on map showed a yield of 8 dAvls. IS grs. of gold and S dAvts. 18 grs. of 
silver }^r ton. 

Eight chains west of the high hill oi\ Avbicb Ibis reef a])]iear.s there i.s 
another outcrop of quartz and gold Avas got in the stone. It is markc'd No. 
on map. 

There are blocks of quartz lying on the Ioav ground norlh-easfcrfy of the 
liigh lull marked C on map, Avbieh pj-ohahly indicate the prohnigation of ibis 
reef. 

A vein of quartz comes to the surface on the sonth-eastern boundary of the 
Ilamsluck Estate. Gold lias Ix'tm got in tin' slont'. It i.s markcfl No. 1 on 
map. Near the, line wliicli divides 1 la- Perseverance from tin' A<lcl])hi Plstate 
and on the north-west and north-east then' arc' outevojis of qiuu'tz in the midst 
of native workings. 

On the outcrop of the reef markc'd Avilh a cross on the map, IJeutc'nant 
Nicolson is said to have fixed his camp in 1831, and in A[q)('ndix J1 Avill be 
found liis description of this coimtry .and the mines. When 1 visited the luinos 
they wore probably much in the same state as he found them, the ehange.s 
occurring during the lapse of forty-eight yc'ars being limited to tin* washing into 
the shafts year after year of a small quantity of c'arth. 

A large area has been mined by vertical shafts. These a]Apear in groups of 
five, six, or eight, and in most places arc so close to each other tlint walls of no 
more than three or four feet divide them. 

It is known that the ground has been worked in this manner for a length of 
about fifteen chains and for a breadth of nearly four chains, but wdictlicr to any 
much greater extent lia.s not been ascertained. 

In most of the sliafta the first twenty feet is through decomposed country 

rock. 

TlAcre are some sloping shafts sunk, no doubt, in order to follow the “leaders” 
or ree,f on the underlie. 

Tlie ground is strewn with fragments of quartz, and this spot, noAV covered 
with pingle, must at one time have* liad a busy population. 

The Konimbars ware asked why tlie .shafts liad been sunk so close together, 
l^ey replied that the natives mined in this manner, in order to have sufficient 
aur and light. This could not have been the reason for a proceeding so remark¬ 
able. It is known that formerly under the native rulers the slaves were p'unished 
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Bcvcroly if they failed to get gold, and when one person wgs fortunate enough 
to find gold in his shaft the others would crowd around and sink oth<‘r shafts as 
near to his as possible. In ISol—53, though loider the local regulations each 
man or party of men had a “edaim ” allotted witli boundaries marked by X>egs, 
the AustraliaiT miners often sank their shafls as near each ollu'r as Iheir bound¬ 
aries allowed. If one man got gold his neighbour put down a shaft on the 
very edge of his boundary, and not seldom found that the wash-dirt had been 
taken out before his shaft vras “boltomed.” 

If the slaves were jninished by their allowance of rice, or ragi, being dimi¬ 
nished, or in other W'ays, when they failed to g(*t gold in quanlities .sufficient to 
satisfy the demands of iheir masior, it is reasouabl(.' to believe that they would 
have worked in the manner described. 

Then? must have been an enormous waste of labor, as there was in early 
gold-digging limes in Australia and California. 

It is said that three natives w'orked at each shaft. 

It is not clear what method was employed by them for hauling the quartz 
and rock to bank : in ascending and descending there was no difficulty; tlni 
holes cut in the sides of the shafts for the toes are still vi.sil>le. Tt is howe"er 
not certain that these h(d(‘S were made hy the men Avhosuiik the shafts. They 
may have been ent hy the natives emjdoyed hy Lieutenant Nicolson, or by 
othi;rs sul)S('quently. 

It Avould tak(' a considerable time to prospect this area, and it could not 
h(; done, witliout imuirring oxjxaisc, hut it is l)cyt)ud question 1 hal it is to hc‘ 
jiumhered amongst the many important and highly interesting mining tracts 
which are to ])e. found i»i South-13ast ‘VVyiiaad. 

lu other ]^art..s of tin* Ham.sluek, Ham.slade, and Ad<'lidii Estates ibero are 
nativ(* workings a.s shown on the ma])s, and at one s'|)ot (Eonlarge maj'), wdiieh 
has h(*eu largtdy workcid by the nativ(‘s leather heavy gold has been got. One 
piece of seven pennyweights (with a little quart/,) was found by ^Ir. Minchiri's 
coolies, and the people who opened the land for coll'eo say they often ])ieked iq) 
small piec(‘s of gold. It is noAV four or five ycjars since the ground AVas worked, 
but the tromdi when', tlm minors carried ou ground-.sluicing is still to b(' .seen. 

The I'ocks throughout the area comprised in tliesc fstates are gcncr.diy 
similar in character to those already described, and inforiiAatiou respecting the 
direction of the foliation and tlu' dip is gh’^cn on tlu; nitij)s. 

It is necessary to repeat here wlint has hcon stati'd fivc'i’ and oAcr again as 
to the extraordinary facilities for mining whieli ])rcs('nt themselves in nearly 
every part of South-East Wynaad. The Hamsluck, llamshuh', and Adelplii 
Estat(rs are on the edge of tlic gliAt; there is thick jungle witli nohle trees 
quite near the reefs, and there are perennial streams the waters of Avhieh could 
be madt! to drive machinery of any power likely to be required. 

The reefs, the strike and dip of wliieli nearly correspond with those in 
other jiarts, are thick and persistent ; the aA orago yields of gold as aw'ci'tained 
bv competent persons arc high ; and the time cannot be far distant when miners 
W'ill bring their skill and knowledge to bear on the cxti'aetion of gold from vcin^ 
situated so favorably. 

Thirteen ciiains eastward fi*om the Perseverance Bungalow there is an 

outeror) of (juart/, and within live chains olY it some 

r«'i severance. sliallow alluvial WOl'kiugS. 

Naar the western boundai’y of the estate there arc two outcrops of quartz 
close together—the one a thick reef and the other a “leader.” Near them is 
an adit, now fallen in, which was probably driven for tho purpose of working 
the thin vein. 

On the northern boundary of the estate there is another adit surrounded 
hy native workings. 

A r('cf once worked hy the natives is intersected by the eastern boundary* 
This is described elscAvhere. 

The([uartz reefs in this area have a promising appearance, and it is probable 
that the native workings arc more extensive than is shown by the map. 
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(jold was found by Mr. G. E. Withers at the point marked B. 

It is almost beyond doubt that the re(}f shown on the maps as extending 

from a little beyond the Alj)ha Works north-westward 
is a continuatioir of the Skull Reef. 


PiJut-e oi’ Wiilcs* Company. 


On the ridge overlooking Devahi the reef is exposed in a shallow excava¬ 
tion, where it is seven feet in thiekness. It dips here to the westwai'd at 44" 
nearly. 

From tliis locality stone was taken which yielded gold at the following 
rates per ton:—

The proportion of pyrites in the quartz W'as not large. 

Subsequently other" samples of stone from the three sections above 
referred to were treat(!d and the average yield of gold was 1 dwt. 8’03 grs. per 
ton. 

The stone was nierely broken out at or near the surface. 

The .old native Avorkings and the shafts and adits nimle by the Prince of 
Wales’ Company ai-e shown on the map. There are at least live shafts which 
were simk by the Company and at least three adits, but it docs not appear 
that any profitable work was done. 

No difficulties would be found in making a thorough exploration of the 
reef and “ leaders” in this locality. 


Tlic appearance of the quartz in every part where it Avas examined was 
h.ighly encouraging. 

Tt is not necessary in this jdacc to giA'o a further detailed description of 

the Skull Reef. The maps and the stateuumts oon- 
® ■ tained in special reports on this re(‘f and the Alpha 

Company’s Work (Aj)pondices A and If) afford all the information it is in my 
power to give. 

I have slated that I found it impossible to obtain any aeeurale information 
respecting the boundriries of the lands claimed by the Companies Avho haA'o estab¬ 
lished mining works near Devala; and it is not knoAAii to me whether the “new 
reef ” (.shown on map), the outcroji of which is nineteen chains j'astAA^ird of the 
Alpha Mill, belongs to the Prince of Wales’ Company or t(» the Alpha C.'omi)any 
or lieyond tlxe boundaries of both. It is undoubtedly a valuable reef. Quartz had 
been brought to me from the outcrop in Avhich gold Avas visible, and when sur¬ 
veying, and I had to fix its position, I caused some of the quartz to bo broken 
on the spot, and siKJcimens showing free gold were obtained in a foAV minutes. 

It probably has some connection with one of the reefs (indicated on the map 
by native workings) AA’hich intersects the country rock betAvecn the Alpha Bun¬ 
galow and the Cavern Reef. 

c The area granted to or held by the Wynaad Gold Prospecting Company, 

according to the reports made, appears to include the 
Beefs east nf the Alpha. Cavern Reef, the Etucull Reef, the Korumbar Reef, Bear 

Reef, Hamlin’s Reef and the Monarch Reef. 

On the steep slope just on the edge of the ghat the mlives have made a 

fargc lateral excavation on the outcrop of the Cavern 

Cavern Beef. Rccf. There is also a vertical shaft near the mouth 

which is partly filled in Avith large stones. This was 
done probably to prevent injury to the Avorkmcn Avhilst they Avere making the 
excavation. 


The direction and dip of this reef differ little from those observed elsewhere; 
the thickness is about five feet, less in some places and more in others; pyrites 
are abundant in seams and nests; mu(^h of the quartz is very ferruginous, and 
gold is visible both in the body of the reef and in the casing. 

The natives worked a good deal on the footwall, but the run of gold as 
visible in the stone was followed Avherevor practicable. 
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The average yields per ton of samples of stone taken from this reef have 
been as follow;—

The position of this roof; the fact that tlic ground has been worked over a 
large area in the vicinity of it; its nearness to a perennial sti-eam, and the character 
of the vein ought to be sullicient to attract the attention of naintjrs and to lead to 
the development of mining operations which, though proverbially uncertain, 
ought, if the indications are to be trusted, to result in complete success. 

There are very few reefs of a more j)romising a 2 )pcarance or more', favour¬ 
ably situated than this. 

The Etucull Reef is found at the surfaet*. about sixteen chains north-easterly 

from the Cavern Ile(?f. The fac(^ of the hill which this 
Etucull Rce . interseetts has been cut away by the, Wynaad Pros¬ 

pecting Company, and the old nfitive workings are cxjiosed. The main body of 
stone is not touched by any recent workings as far as could he seen, and there is 
reason to believe that it is under foot near where the numerous " leaders ” hav(‘ 
been followed by the natives. 

A great deal of work has been done in this locality. In the itamphlot en¬ 
titled Gold l^rospectivff in the JFynoad it is stated that there are six native 
shafts within a radius of twe-uty yards, some as dee]) as sc'venty feet or more. 

Specimens of quartz with gold visible were obtained from this ivef, anil 
pyrites said to liavc been broken out by the IVyuaad Prospecting Company 
yielded at the rate of 2 oz. 1 dwt. 811 grs. ]ier ton. 

Nearly six chains uorth-c-a^t of the Etnexill Rec'f is the Korumbar Reef. 

This vein is about six foot in thickness wln-ro exposed and 

Koruxnbar Ueif consists of very ferruginous quartz with nests of iron 

pyi'ites. Other outcrops tow\’ird the north-west proba¬ 
bly indicate the prolongation of this line, all of which have heen worked more or 
loss by the natives. A'^ertieal shafts as deep as 40 and hO feet are numerous. 

The country rock in the vicinity of the re('f is everywhere pondtrated by 
“ leaders ” from the main re(‘f and by small veins of quartz, and raineraJogji 
cally they roscmhle the vein stone of the Cavern Reef. 

Mr. King found t he averages proportion of gold in the stone taken from the 
Korumbar Reef to he 4 pennywesights per ton, t he highest yield per ton being 
9 oz. and the lowest 12 grs.; and Mr. Einton records as tlu-average of six assays 
1 oz. 1 dwt. of gold per ton.

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The Bear Reef crops out on the left bank of a stream which, at a short dis¬ 
tance, falls suddenly down a precipitous cliff on the edge 
Be»r Reef. q£ ghflt. 

The vein has been mined by the natives, and their old adits are more like 
natural caves than artificial works. It is of variable thickness, similar to others 
in this locality, but it is probably not loss than on an avcrag<j four foot. It is 
more than seven feet in thickness in one place, and there arc several leaders 
near it. 

The quartz is highly pyritou.s, and the stone is much stained with oxyde of 
iron. Some of it closely resembles that which, at Wright’s IjCVcI, is so rich 
in gold, and samples were obtained with gold visible to tbe eye. 

This reef is nearly parallel to those which crop out immediately to the 
westward, and in formation it is similar tt) the Cavern and the Korumbar Iteefs. 

Mr. liindou-tested several samples of stone from tlie B.'ar, and he gives the 
yields of gold per txm as follows ;—4 dwts., 11 dwts., 11 dwts. 16 grs., 16 dwts. 
13 grs., and 1 oz. 11 dwts. Assays made subsequimtly by me showed yields 
varying greatly. In some sainjdes there were only minute spetiks of gold: 
others yielded tis high as 1 oz. 6 thvt. 5'88 grs. of gold per ton. 

Tliis reef is undoubtedly a very valuable one, and it could be easily and 
cheaply work<Ml. 

I’iip outcrop of Ilamlin’s Reef is seen near the, right bank of the Chun- 

garoo Pova at a distance of eighteen eliaius north-easterly 

iiumiii,-s the‘Bear Reef. 

This is a thick and strong re<?f, and appears to be traceable for some forty 
chains north-westerly. Its direction, if the several oxitcrops arc continuous, is 
more westerly than the other reefs in the neighbourhood. 

The native, miners have excavateil this vein, and they no doubt found rich 
stones. Mr. Withers procured specimens showing free gold. 

The quartz i.s highly ferruginous, and there is a relatively large proportion of 
pyrites. 

The average yields per ton from small samples have been as follow :—

The Jlonarch Reef is supposed to be continuous for a distance of about eight 

mil(‘s. North of the road from Deviila to (ludrilur, and 
■ about sixteen chains cast of the toll bar, then? is a mass 

of white quartz indicating the pi’esenc('of a very large reef. 

A shallow jnt lias l)ceu sunk bore Avbicb has cut what appears to be a 
“loader"’ from the m.ain reef, and there i.s also an adit. I'hese works were un¬ 
dertaken apparently under a niisa])pr(diension as to tin* dip of the reef. The 
dip is not always easily asccrtuiinal in filaces where tlu-re is a largo body of 
quartz and uuuuirons strong leaders until some cou-sidcrabh? amount of work has 
been done. 

The r(y.‘f known as Roscrow’s fsoi* map) is bclievcMl by thosci who liavo ex¬ 
amined ibis lino to nnitc with tiu'Mf>nai-eb near Kittaeardoo Mulla. On this 
poinf l can .say nothing, as I did not attempt to follow t he outcrop of Roscrow’s 
Reef onwards. 

Mr. King te.-^ted .stone from tin* main reef, and the lowest, proportion of 
gold was 0*6 dwt. to the ton, and 2 dwts. to the ton, and the Ingb. st (iS)-19 dwts. 

Mr. ;Lindou obtained the fullr)wing yields: 11 dwts. 16grs. and 2 to 3 dwts. 
per ton. 

Specimens fnll of pyrites and with gold visible to the eye were broken out 
of tbe Monarch R(‘ef. 

Tli(‘. n;uiv<' working.s in many places arc conspicuous, and near Nadakani 
and at Kiltacavdoo Mulla a great deal of ground has been opemed. 

There ina* other outcrops of (juartz, and near them native workings, within 
Wynnad G<,M Viojtbo bmindarles of the area now, or formerly, held by the 

Wynaad Gold Prospecting Company ; and it would bo 
difhcult, indec'd, to indu;ato any more valuable veins than those just described. 
And yet here an attempt was made to extract gold which failed. One stamp 
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head was erected, groat cost was incurred in machinery, and a number of contri¬ 
vances' supposed to be suitable for saving gold were procured. Some of these 
arc now entirely covered with grass and shrubs, but by following downwards 
from the stamper the extraordinary complexity of the arrangements is dis- 
c^overed. 

The quartz was roasted in a kiln and, judging by the samples now lying 
near the works, so completely as to make amalgamation impossilile. 

But the history of this adventure is best told in the following statement 
which has been furnislied to mo:— 

“These small trial eru.sliiu" worhs were sot np by the Wyniiatl Prospecting' Company in 
January 1870 with tlin special object of ascertaining wbat gold might be extracted from pyri- 
tuua atone by the ordinary ainalgatnatiou procc^sa. 

“ Rupees 20,000 were subscribed for this 2 )nrposc, principally among the Planters in the 
neighbourhood. 

“There was some mistake about the criislier. It was intended that a Husband’s 
j)iioumatic ernsher, cai)able of j)ulverising from seven to eight tons )ier diem, shmdd be ordered, 
instead of whicli a small crusher eajiable of jailverising only one ton in tweiil 3 --ftiur hours was 
sent out. A Jordon’s li^draulie amalgamator was also obtained, eerti(ieat(^s having been 
given of the g'rcat sueeess (»f this niaeliine in treating perilous stone in Walcjs, and a ten- 
liorse j)ower turbine wa.s pureliased to drive these maehines. It was supfjosed that by a process 
of burning and roasting the sidplinr in the ore would be destroj^tnl, and that gold associated 
with the iron ami sidpliur would l>e freed and taken u]) by the (piicU-silvor. 

“ It was arranged that the‘piartz and oin should be delivered by a wire-shoot from the 
mines to a platform jnst above a kiln erocl<’d for buniing the stone. The stone was shovelled 
into the kiln, which was kcj)! supplied wit h fuel and stone from the top, and us it was burnt, 
the stone was raked out from llic aperture below into a water-trough, where the eliai’coal and 
ashes were washed off. 'I'lie burnt stone was then shovelled into a hopper eoustrueted to con¬ 
tain a certain asecirtaiued weight of stone. 

“ 'i'his hopper n hen filled was opened from below, and the stone shot into the receiver of 
the ]moumatii' <'rusher, which was supplied Iw a s(df-aeting fi.'cder, as required by the action of 
the wafer. l‘'rom the crusher, as the stone was imlverised, the sand was washe<l Ihnnjgh very 
fine gratings to an amalgamated eo])pcr-plate, and, after j'assing over four feet of (pileksilverw 
«*o]qier, it ]m.«sed two ([uieksilver ripples, three feet more of quicksilvered copper ui;d so through 
troughs to the jiafcut h)*draulic amalgamator. Thi-s machine consisted of an iron basin in 
which was de|)osited JUlO lbs. weight of quicksilver. In tliis basin was fitted a revolving 
muller so hung as to touch the surhice of the quicksilver and thus, in its revolution, alwa^'s to 
cause a fresh surface of quicksilver to be presented. Through the centre of this revolving 
muller was a i)ipo 1.') feet long, down which the quartz sand was forced by hydraulic action, and 
the sand had to ])a.ss through the quicksilver and over the side of the iron basin so as to leave 
the gold iu the quicksilver. 

“After leaving the amalgamator the sand pa.ssed through a series of Cornish buddies and 
a hlanko-t t.ahlc, and fiiiallv through a Jlaelloiigars aiualgnniated spike trough, before being 
.saved for final assa}^ in the catch pits. 'I'he C’-.ruisli luiddles and blanket table were erected for 
the j)ur])o.se of .separating the heavier perilous jjartieles from the silieious .'ind earth}’ matter by 
gravitation, and tlie jiyrile.s thus saved was sul)seijueutly treated in a reverberator}' funiaee built 
at the sidi? of tlic wcu’ks. 


'I'Ik^ actual i-i sult of a crushing of one buudred tons of stone treated in this way was at 
the rate of only three pennyweights of gold per ton. 

“ Tlie ass.'iy of an avemge sanqih? of the sl.oni* eolleeted for this trial which was sent to 
England (one hundred weiglit) as a elieck to the trial made m India was nine j)euuyweights to 
the ton. Ass'iv.s of the tailing's friiiii ilie. blanket ial)!e and buddies gave from eleven penny¬ 


weights to li\'e jiennyw<'iglils to tlu' ton, while iheaetual result Iruni a trial of tiie tailings 
rousted iu tlu; ri'verberatory I’uiuaee and regroinul by liasid gave only two jieiuivweights six 
gniins of gold to veil tons of tailings. 'I lie i.nsatisraelorv n'snlts obtained are iittribiited. 


first, to burning the stone in the kiln before eriisliing-; tin.-, iiurning being now knouu to coat 
Ihc gold so as to j)reveut amalgamation and al.-o to jirevent the ready separation of the Jiyri- 
tous and silieious matters by gravitation ; seeoiully, the t}<'s and huddles were lined with iron 
sheeting to jirevent any risk (jp leakage, and this iron jircNented the settlement by gravitation 
of the licavier jiartieles which rolled along the .sinootli siirl'aee; tliirdl}', the exce.'-sive and eon- 
iinuon.s heat, of the revorheratiiry I'nrnnee jirevented the saving of the gold, the gold having 
possibly volatilised, wliile the silica ami iron jiartieles frequently fused. 'I'be work was all done 
by men quite ine.xperieueed, the serviee.s of any jiraetieal exjiert not being available in India. 
And notwitbstauding all the njqiaratus in n.se, nim>-teiitlis of the gold saved was taken from 
the coj)j>er-plate within six inches of the perforated gratings of the crusher. 

“ The stone was from 12 to 18 hours in the kiln and always 2Ii hours in the furnace before 


being rnked out. 

“'I'hc cost of raising 200 tons of stone, which was collected before any cru^iing oj)crationa 
were commenced, was Its. 2'4<() delivered at the kiln ; after this there were no mining ojiera- 
tioiiB carried on unless for special trials. Wo calculate a ton as one cubic yard of broken 

stone.''

It is to be feared that there will he oilier failures not unlike tliis. If there 
is gold it is assumed, except in countries where men have been taught by ex¬ 
perience, that any kind of machinery and any person willing to receive payment 
for managing it, must, as a mattijr of coui*se, bring about satisfactory results. 
Mining for gold cannot be conductcnl successfully in a haphazard way. It 
would be as reasonable to place a landsman in charge of a ship as to give the 
control of a gold mine and gold-mining machineiy to one who has not qualihcd 
himself to perform satisfactorily the work rcquii’ed to be done. 

The map of the Glcni’ock Estate shows thi-ee outcrops of 
quartz and native workings of great extent. 

The rocks on the summit of Chic Hadiahetta are gneissoid, and in place's 
somewhat granitoid. Masses arc found containing a pretty large proportion of 
magnc'tic iron, similar to tlio formation lying to the cast and north. 

Tlie vein-quartz is milk-white with pellucid gmins of quartz scattered 
through it, and no pyrites were found in the place where the quai’tz was 
broken out. 

Tlu' summit of Chic ITadiahctta is honcycomhod with shafts, most of them 
Tcscmhiing those found on the l‘jlizab('th Estate'—vc'rtic-al for a few feet with a 
slojung.adit therefrom. On tlu' north-western and wc'sicrn fac(' of the hill th(' 
pits ami adits arc numerous ; indeed the apjiearancc of these old ('xcavations is 
striking, and the large amount of work dom* leaves no room for doubt as to tlu' 
value of the reef and veins. The workings an* continuo\is from tlu* summit «)f 
the hill to a swam]) (shown on map) where it is said Ivorumhars in former tiim's 
used to sink shafts. The water interfcrc'd much Avith their operations, hut it 
did not prc'vcnt them from getting out aurifcjf)us pyriti's, Avhii'h, according to 
the statements made, they carried to their homes and treated for gold. 

The prf)]>rietor of the Glenrock Estate got very liiu' samples of lu'avy gold 
in the water-course which intersc'cts this swam]). 

Hadiahetta and the neighhouring hills are scored with the now indistinct lines 
of old channels in which tlu' miners in former times had conveyed Avater to tlu'ir 
workings; and from these and the number of excavations, as Avell as the area 
which they cover, one can judgt) how attmetiA’o this field must haA’c been in 
past times. 

The workings indeetl may Im* .said to extend from lladiaht'tta to rnreherry 
Hill, and tlie rc<T at the latter is j)robably one of the same scries which has 
been so largely mined at Glenroek. 

The formation of the coiiutry in this loe.-dity, exee])l that the hills are 
loftier, is similar to that generally «)l)s('rved in this tract, and the facilities for 
carrying on C’xtc'iisiA'c milling o])erations an' very great. 

Then' is jaThaps no ])art of the Wynaad wlicre there is a surer prosjx'cl of 
dcA’eloi)ing prosperous niim's than lu're, and a very small expenditun' of labor 
would .sulhee to asec'rtain aeeurati'ly the extent and the value of tlu* rei'fs. 

Trithin the boundaries of the ri('ighhoiiring Pluriux Estate there arc two 
outcreyis of quartz—otu' near the snrmuil, of Hadiahetta and the other about 
twenty-eight chains southwards from it. The .sites where gold h.as been found 
are marked on the map from information alTordcd by the proprietors of the 
Glenrock and Phoenix Estates, 

They say that gold in unusually largo pieces is found in this ar<'a, and a 
sample of eoarsfi gold was shown to me by Mr. Williams, who had had Korum- 
hars emi)loyed in AA'ashing. 

On the Eosedell Estate east of'and adjoining Glenroek there arc old work¬ 
ings in which is exjmsed a large vein of ejuartz Avith several .smaller veins 
thrown off from it. 

The f)uterop is a litthj above the road leading to HoAYiIa and about foHy 
chains eastwjird of the Glenroek Bungalow. Wliere it is exi)o.scd the striki' 
of the reef is N. 30^ W. The quartz is similar to that found in the vein on 
the summit of Chi(^ Hadiahetta, the casing is f<*rruginous, and AX'ry small pkates 
of mica appear in it. There is also ii little inicacoou.s iron ore, and the quartz 


in the vein is stained with oxyde. of iron on the faces of the lamina? 
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and several pieces of qnartz with gold in modoratoly-sized grains and minute 
spangles ■w’^erc got wdthout ditlicuity. 

The Rosedell llcef is undoubtedly valuable and will in time bo thoroughly 
I)rospected. 

North-east of Boscdcll and adjoining the Elizabeth and Richmond Estates 
is a small area marked Sandhui’st on tliemap. Hero the rocks an; hornhlendic. 
There is an unusually larg<; outcrop of quartz in a line with the old workings 
(ui the high hill on the Elizabeth Estate. Immense blocks of pyritous quartz 
lie on the surface in the midst of old native workings. The altitude of the 
locality of the reef is 3,333 feet. 

South of the road from Ciiei’ambddi to Doval.a, and about three miles west 

of Clierambadi and more than two miles north-w<!st of, 
.irc lorrj i . Hadiabetta South Peak, there is a bill known as Yellem- 

bullay or Pai’cheny Hill. On a lowin’ hill, a little to the south-west of Parcherry, 
there is an outcrop of quartz, or pc'rhaps, to s]ieak moi'c c;orrectly, a scries of 
outcrojvs, some representing the main body of the veins and otlnn-s strong 
l(;aders tln'rcfrom. At this ]ioinl the reef has all the a]ipearance of an irregular 
mass of (juartz, and where it is ])ossil)le to observe the dij) and strike th(;r(; is 
much uncertainty concc'rning tlnmi, as they arcoftmi no more than the l)Oun(lary 
lines of lenticular and w(;dge-shai)ed massc's of country rocHc. Moreover, the 
whole; of th(’ hill is hon<‘yeombi‘d with shafts, and adits, and great blocks of the 
reef which the surrounding country roeh have' sunk flown bodily, almost eom- 
]»lotely closing the adits and shafts. It was extrcmiely ditlicult to examine any 
portion of these owing to the falls of rock which have takfui jdace .since the 
\; orkings were in jirogress. 

It was not possible; to ascertain the total thickness of the reef wlu’re it ■was 
partly exposed in a large' I'xeavation, but it is undoubtedly very great. The' 
quartz is c'Vf'rywbere full fif sofi iron ])yrit('s and limonitf; and ha'inatite; timl 
on brealdng some of the blceks large' cavities were found Uf'arly full of sidiihur. 

The lu'.t iv(' workings covf'r a large area, and the heaps eom])os<'d of ilu' 
hrokf'ii (piariz which havt' been thrown away an' almost as regnlrn* In form as if 
tramways laid Iteeit hud and trucks had been used, and the stnli" “ tiiqted” over 
the cud of the embattkments. 

A \'('ry great deal of n ork has hc'cn done at this place. E\ .'Ji as lati' as 
1S57 tlu're ere t w o himdred and more Korumlxus engngf'd in j)u’ning at 
Vf'llemhullr.y ; it is said tiiat they burned the sIoik', and that the Avomcn. 
eround it on a Hat rock near the woikitigs, many of them eaiaiing as juueh as 
1, 2, and 3 rn])ees ])er diem. 

No gold was seen in the quartz, though a earefnl se.areli was made for it. 
Oti ])ounding the stonf', hoAAf'A'er, and washing it gold was got in minute 
partieh's. 

Tills rec'f and its leaders eonld bo eeonomietdly workf'd liy a largi' open 
< utting and by ;i boi-izontal shaft; and by storing watf'i*, Avhif'li is jiia^etietible, 

> he crushing machinery might he dri\ ('ii by a water-wheel. There are not the 
:-am(' facilities foi' procuring largi' timher in this locality as at Devala, hut then;* 
Avould he no ditlieulty in obtaining fuel if it shonhl he tlicmghl advi.sahle to 
t'mpioy steam for ernshing, &e., Oiid it is iirobahh' that si ('am would hc' ehf'aper 
than water at this sjiot if tlie inti'U'st on tin; cajiital Avliieh would have to bo 
iinaistefl in wat<;r-AV()rk.s be taken into account. 

The altitude of tb('reef is 3,300 f(;e{. About half a mile ea.stAAard of the 
Avorkings there is another outcrop of qiuirtz. 

Assays show that the yield of gold from this I'c'ef varies from 1 dAA't. 6 grs. 
to 13 dvvt. 2()'-ll grs. pc'i* ton. 

Oil tilt; Naikeii Sliola and Little Wiiitbsor Estate there are at least fifteen 

outcrops of quartz. Tlie situation of these is shown on

the majis wliieli aeeompany this report. About twenty- 
live cliain.s from the Clieramb^.di bazaar an outcrop of 
quartz is scon on the main district I'oad, and in the 
svranip on the south not more than five chains distant from the outcrop gold 
was got by washing the earth. Gold has since been found by Captain Cox in 
the reef itself.

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Tlic B.jzaar B-oef is clearly traceable for a distance of fifty cliains south¬ 
easterly from a eattlo-shcd near the bazaar, and about seven chains from tin*, 
bungalow gold wfis washed out of the soil. Sixty chains south-easterly of this 
point the roof again appeal's in the jungle, and it may bo assumed that it has a 
bearing of N. 3(V W. 

Near a stream whore the jManilla plant is growing luxuriantly (sec map) 
thei'o are large masses of quarlz indicating an outcrop. Soni(i washing was 
done hero, but no gold was seen. About twenty chriins east of this stream 
another i-ecf was foxnd highly pyrilous and promising wt'll, but no gold was 
seen in it. There are three outcrops in this place. 

On the ea.stern boundary of these estates, south of what is named Kallatti- 
malai coffee, there is reef outcropping near a stnam which is ti*aeeablc south¬ 
easterly into tlu^ jungh'. There are also what appear ft) be vtn-y aneient 
alluvial workings at this s])ot. Seven dishes of earth (surface soil) taken from 
various ]>nrls near the reef were washed, and a little gold was found in live. 
One dish of earth dug out of the bank of the stream u<‘ar tlie reef yitddod one 
pretty large particle of gold much water-Avorn. 

TIic,results of tht' ex])h)i'ations in this area indicate tin' probable existence 
of gold in the Bazaar Itcef, and that on the eastern boundary of tin* estates in 
siudi proportion as Avould justify a reasonable expemlitur.' of moiu'y in ])ros- 
pecting. 

On the Clieppah Thodah Estate, north of Cherambadi, there arc numerous 
outcrops of quartz, and in the coffee gardc'ii loose' blocks of ([iiartz are to In' 
seen. There is one largo reef not far from the bungalow Avhh'h looks avcII. 
No native workings were seen on this ('.state, but only a small part of it was 
oxamined. 

About sixty chains north-Avesterly from the Clu'riimbi'ufi baz;)av there is a 
reef of ([uartz similar in character to those on the Naiken Shola Estate, and it is 
probably a prolongjition of that Avhich crops out near the bazaar road. One mik' 
■west of the bazaar there is a A'oin of quartz intenseeting the road, and sixty 
chains Ave.stward of this there is a very thick reef with numerous small 
“leaders ” and veins in the vicinity. N(\nrly two miles from tho bazaar another 
outcrop is seen on a hill to tho right of the road. 

On the Choladi Estate, Avhich lies to the south of the nxad from Chemmhadi 
to Vythei'i, and is distant a little more than two miles from the bazaar, there are 
several reefs and A'cins of quartz, some of which arc probably productive'. They 
bear north-westerly and south-easterly. The quartz generally is translneonl, 
enclosing large and small particles of highly tmnsparont crystalline ([uartz, the 
whole having a granular appearance. The reefs, where exposed, are not very 
thick. 

The swamj) at Choladi is said to have yielded gold in pretty largo grains. 
Here some ground-sluicing operations were undertaken and the results were as 
follows :— 

First dish . . . No p'old. 

Second dish . . .A 'few specks. 

Third dish . . . Seven or cifrlit specks; a fair resnlt. 

Two dishes of stuff taken from the bank of the stniam wen’o Avashed, and in 
one there were tAVO specks of gold, in the other none. 

The material in the bed of the swamp consists of a blue clay Avith a rela¬ 
tively large proportion of black iron sand. 

It is certain that if tho swamp wove .slni(;ed down to tin; lx.'d-i’oek tho yield 
of gold would be very inueb greater than that obtained by such wa.shings as 
were attempted when this Ideality Avas pro.spccted, but they were undertaken 
flolcly for tho purpose of ascertaining the ])rol)ablc eharaeter of the adja<;ent 
reefs, and not to determine the value of the alluvial deposit in the swamp. 

Between Cherambadi and Moopenaad eighteen separate outcrops of quartz 
were observed. The position of these is sliown approximately on tlic general 
{Ordnance) map herewith. Many of those reefs arc several feet in thickness, 
and they throw off leaders which penetrate the country rock in all directions, but 
pnnci]^ly appearing as nearly horizontal veins and strings. 

About eleven miles f mm Cherambddi and on the right-hand side of tho rond 
ns you travel towards Moopenaad, there is a swamp in a coffee garden in which 
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iio lai'ge blocks of quartz close to an outcrop. This Neddikama swamp is not 
unlike that at Choladi, and is probably auriferous. The reef strikes from north¬ 
west to sovitb-cast and is evidently, in places, of great thickness. It is granitoid, 
Ims a granular appearance, and is composed of quartz with plates of mica. 
Nowhere in this locality was any other mineral observed in association with the 
<[uartz. 

The whole of this area, intors(!cted as it is with quartz ivefs nearly parallel 
1o one anotlier and not more than .from forty to fifty chains apaid, seems to have 
had little attraction for the nativ(‘. miners. Gold is found in the swamps and in 
the beds of the streams, proving that the reefs themselves are auriferous; but it 
is, to say the least, doul)tful whether at any time the natives found remunerative 
♦•mployment in any of the auriferous reefs or streams between Chorambddi and 
Moojxsnaad. 

On the Mooi)onaad Estate there arc great masses of quartz ai)poaring at the 
surfaee on the banks of a stream oast of the bungalow. The quartz, which is 
micacised and granitoid in character, more resernhlcs quartz-ro(;k than vein- 
(puartz. In other places there are well-marked veins, greatly contrasting the 
moi’C massive quartz which occurs generally. The latter is mostly saccharoid or 
granular, transparent particles of quartz impacted irregularly in snow-whih! 
(juartz being common. There w<'r(', no ])yrites seen, and indeed the most of the 
rock and veins consisted of iron-free quartz. 

No native workings were scion at Moojienand. At VelUrymnlla the hills art? 
sharper in outline than at C'hcmmbddi or llevala, and they are well clad with 
vegetation, fragments of quartz are .s(?eu neaidy everywhere. On the slope of 
a hill towards a swampy flat, and not very far from the rivei’, T was shown some- 
pieces of quartz with gold visible in them—really good specimens—lying on the 
ground, I galhcrt'd all of th<*se that I eould see and then sought for move, hut 
no quai’tz similar iu chnvaeter to those showing gold was to ht? found. 1 then 
caused earth to he taken from t.lu' spot whore the spt'eimcns had heen lying and 
find it washed, and not. a particle of gold was tf) he discovore<l. Evt*ry care was 
lak<;n to ascertain the facts connected with this rather remarkahle oecurrcnco of 
rich specimens lying exposed on a path daily trodden hy persons employed on 
the estate; hut n()tliing further was elicited th.an the fact that the specimens 
boro a great resonblanee tf) tlioso to ht' found at Wright’s Eovel near Ilevdla, 

On the ridge Ix'yond tlie site? of this diseov'ery a very good reef ai)pears ou 
the surface; tlu' (piartz is pyritous, hut no gold was seen iu it. 

In the bed of the river a little gold was found in the soil and gravel. 

On proceeding to the Vellakul Toda (white-stouo stream) a good exposure 
of rock was observed. All of it was more or loss granitoid and its mode of de- 
<!omiiosition was like that of granite, shelling off and hardening towards a core. 
In places the foliation was distinctly marked. 

On the road to Munniya Poya a few small quai tz veins were seen, and 
several dishes of earth were W'ashcd in a swamp not far from Mr. Erimton's 
Bungalow, but no gold was found. 

On the Munniya Poya, where it intersects a swampy flat near the piilping- 
housc, there is a largo outcrop of qiuirtz, and numerou.s small leaders ai’c thrown 
off from it. The quartz is in part ferruginous and laminated. Several dishes of 
earth were washed here, and gold was found in all but one. 

Here, as t'lsewherc in the western district, no native workings were seen, 
though the proportion of gold in the soil would lead one to infer that the reefs 
and veins arc quite ai rich as others where the natives have labored. If the 
country were carefully prospected, it is more than probable tbai a discovery of 
importance would l)c made. 

At Nednkale, which lies about four miles west from Nclakotta and about 
Nediikain milcs iu a straight line northerly from Devala bazaar, 

^ ^ there arc two outcrops of quai*tz—one about ten chains 

north-easterly from the Gadbrook Bungalow, and the otlicr twenty-seven chains 
south from the jimction of the Pekki Puhi wdth the Poniieni Pula. The first is 
visible at the sm*facc for some sixty yards or more; it seems to strike N. 25" 
VV., S. 26® E., and is at least twenty feet in thickness. Gold was not found in 
1 he quartz of this reef or in the soil near it. The stone exposed has not the ap¬ 
pearance of auriferous quartz; it is mostly dense, very white, and no miucrnizcjl 
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The I’cof near the river (marked Breakfast Beef on the maps) is auriferous. 
Numerous dishes of earth dug out near the outcrop were washed, and gold was 
found in nearly every one. 

This rcn;f contains a good deal of iron pyrites and is not unlike some of 
ihose lying south-(>ast of Bcvala. It is about four feet in thickness, hut it^; 
true character could only ho ascertained hy opening it for some len^h. It 
seems to throw off strong leailers towards the •west. 

There is a swamj) planted with coffee 'No. 3, Cudlacullee), not within tin* 
boundaries of the area einhraccd hy the )naj), south-easterly of the bungalow', 
and both in the surface soil and hi a seam of blue clay underlying the soil, 
gold was got hy w'ashiiig. Some of the results were such as to lead to favorable 
conciusioiis as to the charactc'r of the reef winch cvoj)s out on the north. In 
the midst of the sivamp then; are large loose blocks of quartz, and numerou.s, 
more or less siuallei', Avati'r-worn fragnuuits of qutirtz. On “ -washing off” iron- 
sand, garnets and fingiiu'uts of hornblende were^ found in the dish. 

In another sAvnnip-west of the river and markc'd No. 1 on map, gold was 
found. I’h e dislu's -wen; w'ashed, and gold was sc'cn in four. 

TIic rocks in tlic neighbourhood of Nh'diikale are usually hard, dense and 
inas. ive; though show'ing foliation in many j)laces M'ly distinctly. A little 
nortii of the Breakfast Beef (sc'C maps) tlie rock is grirnetifcrons. 

d'lic situation of the reefs at Nednktde, ontcroj)ping as they do on the 
edge-, of stc'cp slopes, admits of their being mined by horizontal shafts; quart;. 
conKl be gut out at a small eo.st- and then* is .a good su])ply of -water close a; 
hanii which eonld he us(’d for moving ern.'-hing uuiehinery. Timlx'r could la* 
got at no gn?at expensi'. 

No native* workings .such as are found on the south and Avest Avei'f* se(‘n a: 
or Nedukalt*, hut at one point tln're are indications of an exeavatioi 

havii’g been nuide -near tin; hank of the river; and 1 la* natives sav that vi'r-> 
larg<' [iicees of gold were Avashed out of the sand and grav('l taken tlu'refrom.

Broni tlie exeaA'ation in Avhat appeared to be one of tin; main AA'cstern lead¬ 
ers, qu.artz aa'Us got at the time of rny A'isit Avith gfild visible in it. 

Tin; a]){x*ara]iee of tin; stoTie Avould .se(;tn to warrant the lx;lief that it i - 
throughout mon; or le.ss aurif(*rous. The old workings .s(>em io have Ix'en eon- 
lined almost entirelv to the slnieing of tin; earth ne.ar the rc(;fs. I could no: 
disco A'cr any such cxcaA'ations in the solid quartz as are ft' jid m;ar Dcvfda. 

The yields from the Bolingbrokc Beef liave lx!en as high as 1 oz. 1 dwi. 
3'35 grs. per ton tsee Ap[>ondix II). 

The BulJiainparah Beef i.s marked hy the oeeurrenee on the surfaei; of large 
blocks of quartz. Its strike cannot Aveli he asccrtaiiu'd, hut it appears to he 
nearly N. 30" W’'. The quartz is evcrvAvlicrc full of pyrites, and it much resem¬ 
bles the; outcrop oii the Bolingbrokc Estate. 

About five nnles on the DcA'-ala side of Giidalur there arc outcrops of 
quartz in sevi'ral places. Much of the stone is t!.avi‘rnous, Avhere the pyriti*- 
have decoin]xjsi;d and disappeared ; in other blockii the ordinary iron pyrites are 
rather abundant. j u 


On the Nundhutly Estate there is a reef near the bungalow. The quartz 
IS granular and opaque, and there is a good deal of mica in it. 
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Karuinbaut, 

Kddai-iirra. 


There arc large hloclcs of quartz lying on the outcrops of a reef at Gttdalur, 
a short distance fi’om the Public Works Bungalow. Large plates of mica are 
associated with the quartz; there are no pyrites to ho seen, and it does not 
appear that gold has been found in the immediate locality. 

The character of the rocks changes suddenly at Giidalur; the hard, dense 
countiy rock is composed of quartz and hornblende; garne-titVTous masses 
occur, and the veins of quartz are infrequent and very thin. 

It is said that there is a large outcrop of quartz near Pykara, but I have 
not visited the spot. 

The river-drift at Secputcc is mentioned elsewhere. The adit is at an 
elevation of 2,841 feet. 

On leaving the bungalow at Ilamslado and following the track which leads 

thivmgh tlic jungle toAvards Eddacurra, the descent is 
Murada, aud qq,o altitude of the ITamsladti Hill is approxi¬ 

mately 3,100 Teet, and at a distance of little more than 
one mile the altitude is 1,798 feet, showing a decrease of 1,308 feed. 

The jungle from the edge of the gliat to the last-named point is dense : 
each tall tree has a crown of foliage so close as to canse a perpetual shade ; tin; 
undergrowth of sliruhsin some parts is thick, and the climbing plants reach the 
hiirhest branches of the tallest trees. 

Many of the trees are not only high, but of great girtli. One (Naaga 
Murruni) measured thirty-tbre(* feet in cireuTufcTcneo at a height of three feet 
from the ground. 

At a point less than tAVo miles from tlu^ Ilamslnde Bungalow, and at :in 
altitude of 1,216 feet, a large stream AAas crossed. The hod was full of masses 
of water-AVorn rocks. Throughout tin* rooks ohservod Averc gnoissoid in which 
appciared with frequence numerous small veins aud strings of quartz. 

Ahoiit tAV'cnty chains south-we.st(‘rly from the river thoi’o is a large outcrop 
of quartz. Enormous blocks of tliis i’ 0 (*k arc i)iled otic on another, indicating a 
reef of A'cry great thickness. Wln*n broken the stone did not present 
appearanc*e of being aurih'rous, atid no gold Avas seen, but native workings Avert; 
observed not far frouA tlm re(*f. It may therefore he regarded as aixriforous, 
and it Avould he. injudicious to attach too much importance to its appearance, as 
gold is found in the Wynaad in tin* nntst unlikely-looking stone. 

Tin; reef ajtpearod to have a strike* of N. 40" W. Otlna* strt'anis were 
crossed in follow ing the route to Karamhaut, and in most of tlumx tliere Awas a 
good “ W'ash ” consisting of sand, clay and wat cr-w'orn stones. 

The gras.s huts at Karauibnnt aa'cvc erected on a flat spot ntiar a stream and 
in the nxidst of bamboo thickets. Tliongli the plact; was hot aud close, shut in 
as it Avas by bamboos, it proved to he eoxxvenicnt, as it was near the old nativ e 
Avox’kings. 

Karamhaut is distant about four miles ia a straiglit liiu* from Hamslade, 
and the altitxxdc Avas found to he 184 feet. 

Ill tiie bed of the stri'am ih<*r(; was a cousidcrable deposit of sand aud 


gravel AA'hieh a (pxarter of a xuih* xip was from 4 to 5 feet in thiekn(;ss. 

Prosjteeling Avas commentrod as soon as possible;. Two ])ans of edrth taken 
fx'om the bank of the stream Aveire Ava.shed, and a few particles of gold wex;^ 
found in both. The results, indeioel, Avei'o highly encouraging. 

Subsequently, the Korumhar minevs Avere set te) Avork in the bed of the 
stream. As the gravel was said to he 30 feet in thii;kncss at the place Avhere 
operations were begun, it was imiiossible to i*eaeh the; he*d-roek; but tfic heavy 
sand romaixiixig after sluicing contained gold. 

The sand and gravel in the bed of this stream are; cemstantly undergoing 
eihangcs which resxilt in the deposit of line* and eeiai-se gold throughout its 
extent, the heavier pax'ticlcs of eoxxi’so gradually fineliiig tlieir w'ay to lower 
depths, aud finally to the bed-rock if no other impermeable stratum intervene. 

The bed of the stream is enriched by the rains of every monsoon, but the 
proportion of gold brought doAvn oaeli season cannot be measured by Avashiug 
to the depth of only a f<5W feet. 

At a distaxxce of little more than three chains from the grass huts, huge 
blocks of quartz lying on a low spur indicated the outcrop of the Karnmhaxit 
Reef. It Avas not easy to arrive even approximately at thc^strike, as the ground 


V 
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was cvoi*ywhere strewn with quartz, and the old native Avoi’kini's extended all 
along the line of reef for a distance of a mile and-a-half and lor a great breadth. 
It appeared to bo N. 15° W. The ancient slui(!es, as well as those of more 
modern construction, and the doep-w’allcd channels for conveying water and for 
washing were of considerable length, and clearly testified to the immense time 
and labor which had been devoted to gold mining at tliis spot. 

Specimens of the rocks were collected as well as sain])le8 of quartz from 
various i)oints; and on the latter being ]) 0 unded and waslu'd free gold was seen 
in the dish. Several pieces of more or less pyritous q\iarlz were subsequently 
tested and the yields varied from a mere speck of gold to 9 dvvts. 11‘13 grs., 17 
dwts. 23*33 grs., and 1 oz, 4 dwts. 1*4 grs. per ton. 

hVagraents of garnet and hornblende were found in the iron sand which 
remained in the dish after washing off. 

The stream near the reef is, I am informed, commonly known as the Ka- 
ramhaut river. IVi.r. Alexander AVright, a planter in the AVynaad, tells me that 
he has se(‘n as many as fifty Pauniars washing the earth for gold in tlie vici¬ 
nity of the reef just described. 

Quartz could 1)0 quarried here at a small price per ton ; an abundant sup¬ 
ply of Avater could be derived from the mountain streams, and excellent timl)er 
is to be got within a very short distance. 

The climate, it must be confessed, is unsuitable for Europeans, and even 
the natives at certain seasons arc attacked by fever. AVhether the same evil 
influences Avould prevail if the country near the reef were ]>artially cleared, and 
the workmen were properly lodged and fed, is a (piestion AvJiich c‘annot at pre¬ 
sent be satisfactorily answei’cd. 

Af Murada, three miles south of Karambaut, three reefs wei*c found inter¬ 
secting hard d(*nsc gneissoid rock. 

In the bed of a stream flowing into the Keilaka Poya, about thirty chains 
north-Avest of the llajah’s house, the first, Avhich Avas named the Stream lleef, 
shoAved a strong body of baiTon-looking quartz. It is traceable for a mile and- 
a-half and its strike is w<'st of north. Tlie Korumbars stat<‘ that the nati\'es 
haA*c ncvt*r work<‘d either the soils near this reef nor the reef itself, and I could 
not discover that there were any old native Avorkings near it. 

Tw'o samples of stone taken from the Stmim jEleof Avere tested by amalga¬ 
mation and minute ])articl<'s of gold Avere obtained, but not a wcighable button. 

About five chains north-east from the stream there is another <»utcrop of 
quartz, and two chains from th<i latt(‘r, a reef Avhich aj)pears to be similar in 
character to the Stream Ivccf. 

The samples tested by amalgamation shoAA cd gold, but in very small quan¬ 
tity. 

The strike of No. 2 reef was ascertained to be N. 15° W. nearly. As the 
other reefs were not t)pcned, the dip and strike could not bo noted. 

The country is open whci*c these reefs occur, and the stream which is inter¬ 
sected by one of them is said to be perennial. 

If tlks reefs were opened up near the stream it'would be necessary to sink 
vertical shafts, and to provide machinery for winding and for pumping Avatcr. 

^ The route pursued after leaving Murada was nearly in the direction of the 
Keilaka Poya, and the stream Avas crossed twice. About one mile al>ove 
Edacurra rafts Avere 2)rocured and Ave floated down as far as the bridge. 

There was not much to observe between Murada and Edacurra. The track 
(close to the river) was principally through SAvampy flats overgrown with tall 
grasses. On the banks of the stream a chocolate-broAvn dejiosit, consisting of 
clay, sand, fragments of country rock and angular pieces of quartz, was seen, 
whicli may bo in some parts auriferous. 

Three-quarters of a mile south-west from Edacurra, a reef having a strike 
west of north outcroj)s in the jungle at an altitude of 832 feet. There was only 
sur&cc stone to be seen. On ^ting some samples a very small quantity of 
gold, not weighable, was obtained. 

In the vicinity of Edacurra a hornblende schist (Tremolite) occurs. The 
country is low and flat or slightly undulating, and it is mostly covered with 

recent drift probably.^ overlying tertiary deposits. Whether or not it would be 
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(jasy to penetrate to the bed-rock and whether there ib a rich auriferous layer 
resting on that can be matter for conjecture only. That the rock from the 
surface downwards contains gold is certain, but only rather costly prospecting 
operations would prove or disprove the existence of auriferous leads. 

The mines near Nilambiir were not visited. 

On returning to Devala the gli4t road was followed, and at a distance of 
five miles from i^acurra and at the foot of the ghat a reef was seen having a 
strike of N. 16“ W. Near this spot the country rock is much decomposed, but 
the veins are in place. About twenty chains north-east fi*om the reef there is 
an exposure of rock intersected by thin veins of quartz bearing N. 10“ W., and 
still furl,her to the north-east at a distance of about ten chains a fine large body 
of stone is outcropping. 

On ascending the ghfLt and not far from the foot the direction of the folia¬ 
tion of the country rock was observed to bo N. 40“ E. and about two miles 
south-Avest of Nadakani N. 60“ E. 

Near the head of tlio gh&.t and about one mile from the bridge at Nadakani 
there is a large reef of quartz. 

At one 2 )art of the road the rock broken up for metal was massive horn¬ 
blende, and dioritti was found at one spot (not in place), the only occurrence of 
a trajjpean rock obserA'ed during tlie journey. 

Nanjanad .—It is not easy to indicate the areas which have been worked 
for gold, presumably by the natives, in the Nanjanad I'alhy. 'llie quartz 
workings are extensive, and as they are found jirincijjally on land used for 
grazing, it may be sup 2 )Osed that they remain noAV very much in the same state 
as the miners left them. It is difi'erent with what may bo called the alluvial 
workings in the old stream bed. 

Though nunuirous evidences of the Avork done in former times are to be 
seen, they have been oliliteratcd by the Burgher cultivators over an area whose 
limits cannot noAv b(‘, discovered. On my last A'isit the Burghers wore engaged 
in IcA'clling gi’ound which had been sluiced for gold. The uneven surface w'as 
being made smooth and in course of preparation for sow ing grain; and how 
many acres may have been thus treated cannot now be ascertained. Here in 
Southern India as in Australia the cultivator follows the miner; and a gold 
field that at one time aflVmh;d emjfioyment to thousands of jjpi-sons becomes in 
a short lime unrecognisable by its former inhabitants. The bright green crops 
of grain and the removal of the trees and scrub completely alter the cha¬ 
racter of the lands<*apc and w'ndcr it as unlike a gold field as any tract can 
Avcll be. 

It is certain that much Avork was done at- one time by gold miners along 
the course of the stream Avhich rises near the Belmont 'J’ea Estate and flows 
thence through tin* Nanjanad Valhy. 

About one mile north-eastward from the Nanjanad Cliuttrum there are 
outcrops of quartz Avhicdi liaA'c been worked to some extent. 

Prospecting o])Ci-alions liaA’c beim cai-ried on here during the last four 
months, i)ut no quartz shoAving gold visible to the eye lias been found aiid the 
results of exiieriments haAv* been unsatisfactory. 

!M r. Thomas Laing has Avashed several dishes of earth taken from the slopes 
of th(^ hills in this area and several haA'e shoAVii gold; and quartz iiounded by 
him and Avaslual has in some cases given a few' particles of the metal. 

In testing the stone by amalgamation scAcral samples shoAA'cd no gold : 
others yielded minute grains, hut no wcighahlc button Avas obtained. 

The ri'ofs arc thick—some strike nearly N. 70“ W.—and all along the out¬ 
crops westw'ard of the stream knowui as Buk-kanhalla, there are old w'orkings 
to ho seen. The quartz is feringinous, hut the jiroportion of undccomposed 
iron pyrites is usually very small. Near the A'oins there are seams and nests 
of black oxyd of manganese intersecting the country rock and coating the 
quartz. 

Strong “leaders” arc tliroAvn off toAvards the north and these have gen¬ 
erally a loAV dip. 

Nearly one mile and-a-lialf west from the stream Avhere these outcrops 
occur there are numerous heaps of quartz broken into very small pieces; and 
the excavations are largo and deep. One sample of quartz* from this locality 
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yielded at the rate oF 6 dwts. 13-47 gi’s. p<M* ton, iind anoHioi- between 6 dwts. 
and 6 dwts. (a portion of the amalgam was lost). 

I’lieso old workings arc near what is said to he a perounial stream, and the 
(|uartz could be economically mined by adits. The locality is one which might be 
])rospected wdth some certainty that the results would fairly exhibit the 
character of the reefs of the Nanjanad Valley. 

The quartz is in most places wliite, but then- is a projM>rtion of brassys 
yellow pyrites and much of the stone resc-mblcs that found at the Skull Reef 
near Dovala. 

Two dishes of earth wt-ri- washed here and gold was obtained in both. 

Avalanche. —After ei-ossing the range about oiu- mile south of the 
Nanjanad Chuttnuu, ii]) to whicli point the country rock is intiii-sected by 
•well-marked large veins of quartz, then; is a change in the character of tin? 
strata. Numerous vewy thin veins of quartz, nearly everywhere ftdlowing the 
direction of tin? foliation of the rocks, pres(*)it themsclvc.s; and not a reef is 
to be seen. 

At Avalanche and near Kudiakad the St rik(* of llie rocks is N. (i0'‘ E.— 
S. GO*-' W. A-arying but a few degrees. They arc (luartzose and a little niugnetic 
iron is se(‘n in ]>Iaces, l)ut hornbhnuh^ is rare. Tn the. beds t»f the rivers 
rouudeci water-worn blocks Aven^ found Aery similar in composition to a 
basaltic; rock, and here quartzose gneiss was got with minute foliated particles 
of graidiite. 

These Avere not traced to tin; rocks in si/n. 

In this locality also thin \’cins of quartz were observed running in the; 
direction of the strike of the rocks, ajid there were intercalated masses of 
garnctiferous rock. 

Tiiongh it was <;asy to colh.-ct sp(‘(;imc*.ns of pure quartz, iio really persistent 
n-ef Avas seen ; and it was soon <;videat that this aa'Us not a locality Avhich Avould 
rcAvard the ]u*osp(!ctor. 

Mr. Thomas Ljiing made a cutting iti tlic banks of a .str(;am on both sides 
where there was a good “ wash,” and testi-d several dishes of tin- earth overlying 
tlu; bed-rock, but no trace of gold Avas found ; and many dishe.s of earth Avashed 
• in other places g.avo the same un.faA't)rablo residts. Quart z also Avas ci-ushed and 
AA’ashed at variou.s points and not a speck of gold Avas discovered. 

S/spara .—Careful attention AA'as giv(;u to every feature in ti-avelling from 
Avalanche to Sispara—in the neighbourhood of Sispai’a—and thence doAVii the 
ghat for some distance; but nothing was .s<-on which would encourage, the 
miner to search for gold ; and though many di.shes of earth wen* Avashed in the. 
most likely places, no gold was seen anywheiv. 

About tAvo miles and-a-lialf north-east from the mud-hut at Sisj>ara the 
rock is composed of quartz and felspar in coai-sc grains and clo.s<‘ly resembles 
a binary granitt;; but where a weathered surface is obser\cd the lines of folia¬ 
tion shoAvn hy slightly projecting indurated veins composed mainly of quartz 
indicati; a giieissoid structure. Again, down the gliAt and elsowliere thick bands 
of ternary granite consisting of quartz, felspar, and black mica form the mass 
<if tlie^country rock; but these again are only intensely metamorpho.sed strata 
coinciding in direction with the ordinary foliated gneiss, and not true granite. 

Where these bands occur the detritus is exactly like that desrived from 
granite; and where the rock has decomposed pieces can he picked up having a 
small specific gra'vity; they consist of a skeleton of silica (quartz) ; the more 
perishable associated minerals (chiefly felspar) having become Kaolin or hav¬ 
ing dissolved out altogether. 

On the edge of the plateau and in the jungle down the ghAt several slab- 
shaped pieces of white and crystalline quartz were dug out of the soil, not re- 
si-mhling the quartz in the country rock ; but in these pyrites and oxyd of iron 
wi rc ab.sont, and no gold was seen in them. 

Several dishes of earth were washed at and near Sispara, but not a trace of 
gold was found. 

I have not yet had opportunity to examine all the minerals and rocks col¬ 
lected during the journey; but there is no reason to believe that the tract lying 
between the southern part of the Nanjanad Valley and Sispara is likely to yield 
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gold in quantities sufficient tp remunerate the miner either from the masses of 
quartz (nearly everywhere gpranitic) or from the soils. 

It may be mentioned .here that some samples of quartz collected by direc¬ 
tion of His Grace the Governor, when His Grr^e visited Sispara, yielded minute 
particles of gold by amalgamation. The locality as pointed out to me will be 
shown on the map. 

The machinery and appliances for crushing auriferous quartz and saving 
Machinery for treating auri- gold are simple in themselves and easily managed when 
feroiu quartz, &c. the principles on which they are designed are under¬ 

stood. Neither that portion of the work of reduction which is purely mechani¬ 
cal, bringing the mineral into such a state as to admit of metallurgical treat¬ 
ment, nor the metallurgical treatment itself is of such a character as to call for 
more than the knowledge which is to bo gained in any large quartz-crushing 
establishment. A competent superintendent may not be an engineer, nor a 
chemist, but he should have a sufficient acquaintance with mechanics and 
mechanical processes, and he shoiild be familiar at least with the chemistry 
of the metals and minerals with which he has to deal. 

The machine for crushing quartz consists of a series of stamp-heads arranged 
in batteries of four or fiA’^c. To each stamp-head is attached a lifter with a 
circular disc. A horizontal shaft, provided with wipers (so placed as to catch 
the discs) when put in motion causes the stamp-heads to act eis so many pestles. 
The w ipers are arranged in such a manner as to make the stamp-heads in each 
battery fall successively, but the order in which they fall is not the same in all 
mills And each stamp-head rotates, making part of a revolution each time 
that the wiper catches the disc. 

The stamp-head moA^es in an iron box or coffer haAung spaces covered with 
perforated plates for the passage of the crushed quartz. The bottom of the 
coffer is packed with broken quartz to the depth of three inches and on the 
broken stone lies the false bed of wrought iron. 

In the best mills the stamp-head with its shank or lifter weighs from 6 cwt. 
to 8 cwt., in some the weight is as low as 2 CAvt., and in others as high as 9 cwt. 
The height the head falls varies from 6 inches to 16 inches, and in the number 
of bloAA's per minute there is a wide range; in one mill the number may be no 
more than 45, and in another 85. 

Connected with the mill there ought to be one or more machines for break¬ 
ing the blocks of quartz into small pieces. When tbe quartz is brought to the 
mill the smaller pieces are picked out and sent direct to the stampers and the 
blocks to the stone-breakers. A stone-breaking machine will break about eight 
tons of quartz per diem. As the price of labor is very low in India it might 
be practicable to have all the stone broken by hand, but the saving effected 
(if any) by employing manual labor would bo very small. 

A self-feeding apparatus is almost indispensable. It not only saves labor, 
but also ensures regularity in feeding. 

The water trough is usually placed under tlie self-feeding hopper. 

In front of the coffers arc three or more troughs containing quicksil-^er, and 
below these arc the tables. The tables should be evenly and securely ffxed and , 
in such a maimer as to admit of the inclination being altered if necessary. 
They should be at least twenty feet in length. The strakes (sub-diAusions of the 
tabic formed by fastening narrow strips of wood to the floor) should be about 
fourteen inches in breadth. In all well-planned mills there are breaks in the 
tables, generally at intervals of three feet, the upper edge of the lower strake 
being about tAvo inches below the slightly OA'crlapping edge of the one above. 
The tables should be made quite smooth, and the utmost nicety is required in 
setting them so tliat the inclination may be the some throughout, and any line 
at right angles to the strakes absolutely horizontal. The same care should be 
employed in putting on the blankets; they should lie flat and cling to the 
boards. 

Closely-woven green baize is perhaps the best material for blanketing. 

At the extreme end of the tables there is another trough containing quick¬ 
silver, and Anally a waste trough through which the sand, pyrites, slime, &c., 
pBM to settling boxes.

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Tho boxes nT(' elenTiofl out from time to time during the working day, often 
at in1ei'\ nls of n few lioui's. 

Till' * ( 0(1 of 'the* pvriies fimn ilu' srmd, constituting the tailings 

is noAv Lrener'iily by some' form of buddle. 

Borlnse’s buddhi with Mundny's pftt(Mit scrapers is believed by many to be 
tho best. It consists of a circular wooden trough or basin from eighteen to 
twenty-four feet in diameter. It is about one foot six inches in depth. The 
tailings consisting of crushed quartz, pyrites, &c., are made to pass along a 
sluice" and fall into a box whence they are conveyed by pipes to the sides of the 
trough. The greater specific graA-ity of the pyiates causes the mineral to sepa¬ 
rate from the quartz sand and to remain on the floor of the buddle, while the 
latter being carried down the table passes away through a discharge pipe. In 
order to piWent the loss of the valuable material, two or three rims or stops are 
fixed on the floor of the basin. The pyrites are raked by knives, which, as well 
as the pipes conveying the material to the trough, are made to revolve round the 
central shaft. A machine making seven or eight revolutions per minute is re¬ 
commended. The knives ai’e raised or lowered by means of screws.* 

The concave buddle has had the attention oJ' Mechanical Engineers for 
some years, and several improvements have been adojded from time to time. 
Other ore-dressers have also und(‘rgono modifications with a view to fit 
them for the use of tlu' gold ixdner, and some forms of percussion tables have 
given good results. 

The iiyiates, however excellent the system of concentration may be, are 
never entiredy free from a certain proportion of quartz sand ; but this is not to 
any serious extemt objectionable when the material comes to b(‘roasted in the 
furnace*. Numerous forms of furnace have been devised for roasting pyrites; 
one kind after another has been tried and it has beeai found in tliis as in all other 


appliances for treating auriferous pyrites and auriferous (piartz, that the simplest 
plan is invariably the most etficacious. An iiielim'd i-ewerberaten-y furnace on 
the following ])lau is highly a]qn*oved of in Australia:—It consists of a fin*- 
box from Avhieli the heat and products of combustion pass over a lu'arth into 
condensing chambers. The charge is su])i)lied through a ho])y)('r ,'ind gradually 
drawn down over the heai’th by rakes until it r«'ac]ies a ehaimel near the fir('- 
box, whence*it is drawn into a pit at tin' side'of the* furnace. J’onr eu* live* small 
doors are provideel into which the rakes are* jnse*rte*d. As tin* charge* is elrawn 
domnvai'els tee the be)ttom of the ln*arth it he*e*ome*s gradually he*ateel. nn)i*e* and 
more*, and te) such a ele*gi*e*e as te) deeoni])e)se’ the* sulj)hieh*s. The* roof of the* 
furnae e o\ erth«* he'arthshmdd be* arched, f In a well-eenistrin-teel re'Ve*rh(*r;ite)ry 
(oxidating) fni*nae*c* all the sulphides thrown intej the* be*d are* eoinph-le'ly ele- 
comj)oscd ill a short time*. 

A dull re*el heat is maintainf*d thremghout, and until the sanel is ae*tually 
rakf'd out inte) the pit there is a cenitinous stream cd‘ lii'ateel air jdaying upon 
the ])yritt>us minerals. 

It is not ne*i*e‘ssary to dese'rihf* other furnaces de‘signe*el fen* roasting* sul¬ 
phide's; but it may be me'ntion(*el that Hocking and Oxlaud’s ])ate*ut reveelving 
furnace save*s manual labor and pr(*se'nts also edhe'r advantage's. 

In 'India, heewever, it is aelvisable*, anel almost indispensahle, that <*ve'ry 
4 ,ap 2 )liancee should be of such a kind as tobe easily ce)nstrue*1e*el and e*asily weirked. 

In using the sevf*ral appliances few crushing epiartz, Ac., and few saving the* 
gold, it is lu'cessary to give attention to the character eif the* jirincipal minerals 
and the metal as they occur in the Wynaad. 

Iron-fr(*c quartz in which gold is found in some* roi-fs ne'ar Devida has a 
hardness of 7 and a siiceific gravity varying frenn 2*5 to 2*8. 'Where* associated 
with limonite or other forms of sesquioxyd of iron the Sjiecific gravity of tho 
rock is increased in a ratio with the preponderance of the accid(*ntal ingredi(»nt. 
The iron pyrites commonly occurring in nests and cavities in the quartz either 
as ci-yslals (not seldom with gold visible when the crystals are broken) or mas¬ 
sive has UMially a hardness of 6* or 6*5, and a sficcific gravity varying from 4*8

to 5'2. The TnasrneHo iron has a hardnoas of 5*6 to 6-5, and its specific gravity 
is 4'9 to 6’2. The native gold found in the quartz has a hardness of 2'5 to 3.', 
and the specific graAoty varies according to the amount of silver or other metals 
with which it is alloyed, hut it may he stated at from 12 to 19. 

All these are to he subjected to the stamping process. The quartz is the 
hardest of all and the most difficult to reduce to fine grains, but its specific 
gravity is less than that of ])yrites and very much less than that of native gold; 
and in dealing with it, both the pyrites and the gold are liable to be beaten into 
fine particles, and, unless precauHons be taken, lost. In arranging the bed on 
which the qtxartz, &c., are made to fall, there is first of all the wrought-iron 
bottom and underneath this a layer of finely-broken quartz, A large propor¬ 
tion of the particles of free gold are deposited in this layer and easily recovered 
if water alone be used, but if quicksilver is put into the coffer, the raw 
pyrites beaten to powder accumulate and “sicken” and “ flour” the quick¬ 
silver, and this metal, with any gold it may have taken up, is candcMi away. It 
is therefore advisable to crush the quartz in the coft’ers Avithout quicksilver and 
to save the auriferous pyrites which pass through the gratings for subsequent 
treatment. 

The number of perforations per square inch in the gratings should be 
regulated by the cliaracter of the gold. In Victoria the number of perforations 
per square inch is in some mills as Ioav as 60 and in othci's as high as 342. It 
is only by obserA^ation of the results that the degree of fineness of the perforated 
plates can he defermiiK'd, In crushing quartz from some of the reefs in the 
Wynaad fine gratings would bo required, and eAxm where coarse gold occurs, as 
in some i)arts of the reef at Wright’s Lcwel, at Rosedcll Reef and others, it 
Avould be desirable to use fine gratings, because there is usually Avith the coarse 
gi’ains much fine gold. 

The speed at Avhich the stamps may be driven so as to .secure the greatest 
advantage A'aries Avith the height of the lift, but a high speed is in all cases 
desirable. With stamps Avcighiug about 8 cwts. and lift of (say) 9 inches, the 
numh(*r of bloAA’s per minute should not 1)(‘less than 75 or 80 ; and, fed with 
properly broken stone, each stani])er should crash at least 2 to 2.^ tons per diem 
of twenty-four hours as a constant average. The average quantity of quartz 
crushed iu one mill in Victoj’ia is, for stamps Aveighing C cAvts. each, 2 tons 
4 CAvts. p('r head for tw(*uty-four hours, and for stajnps Aveighing 8 cwts. each, 

4 tons p(*r head per dicun. In some mills in A’ictoiaa the? aA'(?rage quantity is 
no more th:m 5 cwts. aiul in others as much as 3 tons 7 cwts. (on the aA’erage) 
per stamj) lu'nd ])er idem are ])iit through.

The (piantity of merciury put into th(‘ rijqdc's iu like manner is depcMidcnt 
on the amount of gold in the stone : iu some mills it is as Ioav as 4 lbs., and in 
others as high as 70 lbs. per .staui]) head. It is not difficult in pi'aetic(> to 
d(‘t(Tnnu(‘ Avhat AAa'ight can he list'd with the greatest adA'antagc*. The loss of 
mercury ])er stamy) head per Aveek in Victoria (AA’hich mi'nns in nearly all cases 
a Joss of gold as AV('ll) A’aries from half an ounce to tAventy ounces. 

The blankets sliould hi* ch.anged A’eiy often AA'hen the jiroportiou of pyrites • 
in the crusht'd material is large. ’J'he further tlu'y are i-t'UioA’ed from the ripples 
the h'ss oft('u are they changed.

instead of putting the material which accnmulates on the blankets through 
amalgamating barrels, it would be more economical in most cases to treat it ex¬ 
actly ns tbo concentrated tailings are treated, namely, in the furnace and by 
subsequent auialgamation. lint this, lik(' n('arly ('verything ('Isi' connected Avith 
the extraction of gold, can be. judgi'd of only Avhen the Avorks an- in oyii'ration. 
When the blankets are Avashed it is easily seen of whit the sand, &c., consist. 
The barrels are usually of cast iron and about 3^ feet or more in length and some-

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what less than half that in diametei’. 'J ho charge will weigh perhaps 1,000 
lbs., and for evciy pound weight of material there should be added 4 ounces 
of quicksilver at least. The pyrites, &c., are dampened and put into the barrel, 
which rcrolv'fcs slowly making about 12 or 16 revolutions a minute. After 
this lias gone on for a few hours, say six or eight, all depending on the charac¬ 
ter of the sand and the amount of gold it i.s sujiposed to contain, hot water 
is added and the operation is continued for three hours or more at a slackened 
speed, and finally the quicksih er is withdrawn from the barrel and the sand 
mixed with quicksilver and amalgam is so treated as to cause it to separate 
from the latter. This last process, in what manner soever it may be conducted, 
is often tedious, difficult and unsati.sfaetoiy. 

It may bo mentioncnl in this jilaoe that the gold got in the several parts of 
the mill and aiqiliances is, as ascertained by Mr. R. H. Bland, of the Port 
Phillip Works at Clunes in Victoria, as follows;—

The tailings are dressed uj) to an aA'erage of 3 ounces or 4 ounces of gold 
to the. ton of material, and an average of about 85 jier cent, of the gold as 
determined by assay is extracti'd. The cost of ojx'rating on tlie tailings includ¬ 
ing the huddle, roasting, grinding, loss of mercury, &c., averages about £2-14-5 
per ton, or about £1 j)er ounce of gold got. 

The tailings which are caught in the settling box(‘s arc sent to the buddies 
and when the concenta’jitiou is etfective, about 80 per cent, or more of the 
practically non-auriferous (jnartz sand is washed arvay and the I'cmaining 
auriferous pyrites and free gold remain for treatment. 

All this .seems simple enough, but there are still difficulties in the way of 
saving the pyrites by the huddle alone. Nearly all the highest authorities who 
have written on this subject of concentrating are of ojainion that a classification 
of the sand operated on according to the size of grain should be made; but 
the greater number of mill-owners ajajaear to think that the lauddle is siifficient. 
Professor G. II. P. Ulrich and Mr. J. Cosmo, Newbery, B. Sc., than whom 
there are no higher authorities on this question, believe that cla.ssiflcation will 
be found beneficial and will eventually be adopted. They state that they have 
“come to the eoiudusioji that if the crushed pyritous material after jiassing 
the usual amalgamating a])plianees (quicksilver troughs, coj)per-})latcs, &<\) 
was, by one triangular double trough and two pyramidal boxes, classified into 
three sizes of grain, r/c., coarser sand, fine sand and slime, and the lirat treated 
by self-acting jigging machines, the other ttvo by Borlase’s huddle, it would 
prove a more satisfactory process for the saving of the pyrites than any at 
present in use. ” 

It is unlikely that, at least for some time to come, any other appliance 
than the huddle w ill be used in Southern India; but if the mines should be 
successfully worked, there will no doubt be every attempt made to bring the 
machinery em 2 )lf)yod to a state as negr perfection as j)ossible. 

o The pyrites Avhen freed as far as is practicable from quartz sand arc sent 
to the furiiace. Every care should be taken in roasting, and time in conducting 
this process must not be con.sidered. The suljffiur (and the arsenic), if any, 
must be driven off. Though in most cases the oxidizaticn is effected i'a 2 )idly— 
the more rajndly if a steady current of air is made to pass over the* material— 
still it necessarily takes some time to disj^cl the Avhole of the .sulj)hur. 

It has be('n proved by c.\p(?riments in the laboratory that jiartially dccom- 
l)os(*d iiou j)yriles causes more “floxiring” of mercury and consequent loss 
than undecomj)osed f)yritc.s,* and this should ahvays be home in mind Avhen 
treating these auriferous sulphides. Undue liastc or inattention on the jmrt 
of the pe rson in charge of the ojjcrations w'ould certainly result in serious 
loss to tlie proprietors of the mine who would probably never ascertain the 
cause of the deficiency of yield of the pyrites. 


* Ulricli Juki Newbciy, 
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Not a few who have liad experience in treating pjrites in the fumaco 
believe that they gain an advantage by mixing the pyrites with charcoal, and 
certainly there is much to be said in favor of this practice. If the fires bo 
'well and steadily maintained and the construction of the furnace is good, there 
is no need of the addition of any combustible substance; but otherwise it is 
advantageous. A small proportion of quartz sand, whether present as the 
I'csult of imperfect concentration or pui'poscly introduced to prevent the 
agglutination of the particles of pyrites, tends to ensure a more easy, rapid 
and perfect oxidization; but a liighly experienced Mining Manager in Australia, 
JMr. II. liosalcs, is of opinion that, though the quartz sand in calcining 
j)revents caking in the subsequent process of amalgamation (in a Chilian mill 
for example), it causes a great loss of <juicksilver. The quartz sand undoubted¬ 
ly has the efTect descrilxid just as the iron sand often associated Avith auriferous 
<(ixartz cuts up the mercury and amalgam and makes it impossible Avhen* 
<-xperimcnting to saA’O them in the ordinary way. 

It is not at present possible to say what quantity of such fuel as is found 
in the Wynaad would be required to calcine one ton of pyrites: it is known, 
liow(wer, from Avhat is stated in this r(?port, that many trees gi’owing near 
DeA'ula yield timb<‘r Avhich is excellent as fuel, and it is not probable that the 
<|uautily ordinarily used in Australia, viz., om^ ton of woo<l for every ton of 
])yritos, would be exceeded. "VVith a good furnace, and careful feeding of the 
11 res, the amount of fuel might lx? probably even U'ss than is here named. 

For the pur])ose of amalgamation, 1 he next process to which the roasted 
})yrites are subjected, ‘Wheeler’s pans are commonly used ; but many managoi’s 
jircfer tbe ChiJiajv mill; and the arrastra (inferior as it is) is still found in 
scA'cral well-conducted works. In amalgamating Avith the Wbc'cler’s pans a 
charge AA'cighing about 5 cwt. is put into each pan and quicksilver is added 
according to tbe judgment of the o])erator. Tin* qiiantity of qAiicksilA’'er varies 
greatly; one will \ise as much as 12 lbs. of tbe metal to 1 cAvt. ])yrites, and 
another k'.ss Ibau 4 lbs. 


Tbe grcfit iin]Hn’tance of br<‘aking up the quicksilver, of mixing it 
thoroughly Avith the pyrites, and thus bringing it into contact with the tin<? 
gold is AV(*11 uiidei'stood; but when this is done effectually there is the greatt'r 
<litIkMdty in n'coA-ering 1 he quicksilver and amalgam. A A'ory small quantity 
of sodium amalgam added to tlu' material prevents “flourijig, ” but tlu? 
utmost car<’ is ncixh'd in usiivg this aid to amalgaixiatioji. A solution of soda 
or any alkaline solution i.s bcneiicial. It is at this stage lu‘ meclianical action 
that the tlonriiig is caused, as any one can easily proAa* by attcmiiting amal¬ 
gamation ill th(‘ preseiu'c of substances that <*ut U|) the quicksilAcr. 

Tbe Chilian mill is greatly in favor in juany larg(‘ and long-established 
works ; and a summary of the evidence of Mr. 11. liosjile.s respecting it cannot 
but be of interest to gobl niiners.* He saA*s— 


“Ilk sinialgjiniatiiif*', k'hark’'i's tlu’ mill (ii small one 12-ineli faeetl roller) at starting witli 
I 10 lbs. ktf iikereiiry, (hen atbls GO lljs. nl' tlainj* ralcined ore, works dry lor ten minutes, 
breaking np tbe tnerenry ; works ten ininnte» more in a thick pasty slate; adds clay-pipo 
I'kill of nkcrkMiiy kanklnining jn r eent. sodinm amalgam, and works again ti fl minutes;

after every flushing ofl* the flonreii mcreury eollertcd on tlie plates is rubbed off with 
a few dro]ts of quicksilver eontaining per cent, of sodium amalgam ; (5) hlankeia 
and hu'gc dolly. Tyrolese mills can he advantage.^usly appliokl to save amalgam and 
broken up mererrry. The loss of mercury Iras averaged about lilhs. to 2 lbs. per ton of 
calcined ore.” 

A loss of mercury equal to 2 lb.s. per ton of calcined ore may or may not 
in all cases represent a large loss of gold. Assuming that tbe average yield of 


* Report of tli* Soar'd apiH>iatod to inrestig^ate th« nrothoda of treating PyriUs, 1674. 
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pyrites is 2 oz. 13 dwt. per ton, the loss of gold would be equal to 10 grains 
for every ton of pyrites treated, or, adding the value of the mercury, a sum of 
nearly 10 shillings per ton which represents a loss of about 5 per cent. This 
cannot but be regarded as unsatisfactory; but as there are improvements effected 
nearly every day in the methods of treating pyrites, it may be assumed that the 
loss in this operation will soon almost disappear. When we compare the above 
results with those which wore regarded as excellent some 15 years ago, we may 
surely gather hope and confidence as to the future. The loss of 10 shillings per 
ton of pyrites treated may bo regarded as the greatest that can arise from the 
waste of quicksilver. The average loss is probably less than 5 shillings per ton. 

The Board appointed in Victoria to report on the several methods of treating 
pyrites give the following table showing the number of tons of quartz crushed 
by certain Companies in 1873, the number of tons of pyrites saved, the yield 
of gold from the quartz and the pyrites respectively, and the cost of treating 
the pyrites:—

The tjiblc .■shows that the quantity of pyrites saved was generally in a small 
proportion to tl<c number of tons of quartz crushed; but at the Cah^donian 
Quartz Com]>any’s YVorks the proportion of pyrites recovered was 8 2 per cent. 

It has .-statefl already that to crush raw pyritous quartz with quick¬ 
silver in the ct ife rs is certain to result in loss, both of quicksilver and gold, and 
if mercury i.'' nof, used in the coffers the ordinary copper plates may bo dispensed 
with. Cop] X T } dates arc considered almost as necessary as ripple boxes by 
many manrigcM s of mills, but experiments have shown that in most cases they 
cause a lo s ot umalgam. 

In tho W v'laad, in the many futile attempts made to treat the auriferous 
stone, it Mas the practice to roast the (|uartz before sending it to the mill. 
Where the lii..portion of gold in the stone is large, and if sulphides are absent, 
it is not iiiju hcious to calcine the quartz previous to crushing; the quartz is 
made friahh , and a greater quantity can be crushed per day—but if sulphides 
are present calcining is injurious. The effect of calcining when pyrites are

present 5s to cause a glazing of the particles of gold in such a Tray as to rnalr** 
amalgamation Trith mercury impossible. The pyritous material can never he 
thoroughly oxidized in a kiln; a lower sulphide is formed which coats the 
particles of gold. The slags” seen at the works in the Wynaad when 
examined under a lens show why the yields wore so far below what might have 
been anticipated from the appearance of the free gold in the quartz before it 
was sent to the stampers. 

The price of unskilled labor in Southern India is low, and it might he 
advisable in working some reefs, to have the heaps of stone when broken picked 
and all the non-pyritous material sent to a kiln to be roasted if by assay such 
material showed a yield sufficient to make the treatment of it profitable. 

It is now known that gold in the Wynaad is iisually most plentiful in the 
parts of the reefs which contain pyrites, and therefore the methods of extract- t 
ing gold, commonly adopted in Australia, are most likely to give good results. 

It has not been thought desirable at this stage to give minute descriptions 
of all the various chemical processes for treating pyrites which have from time 
to time attracted attention. Professor E. J. Chapman, of University College, 
Toronto, has great confidence in the method employed by liim. The huddled 
ore is mixed with a tenth of its weight of nitrate of soda, and the mixture 
passed through an iron cylinder or gas retort fixed at a slight inclination and 
heated towards its centre to moderate redness, when tlie sulphur and arsenic 
become in part rapidly eliminated and in part absorbed chemically by the alkali 
of the nitrate. The ore is then leached in water; the soluble compounds rapidly 
dissolve out leaving the bulk of the ore in the form of a dull earthy residuum. 
This is passed a second time, somewhat more slowly, through the heated cylinder, 
wlicn practically all the gold contained in it is set free. The gold may be 
extracted by araalgaiuation or by chlorine. 

At my request Mr. J. Cosmo Newbeiy reported on this method and the 
following is an extract from his report:— 

“ Tlic trentmout with nitriite of soda ie one which I do not thinlc applicable in this country 
(Vichirin) ; it will jirohiihly p-ive an increased yi»;ld of gold, but the c ist of this extra yield 
will be more than its v.^Ine. By the present method of tn-utment careful coneentrntion of the 
sand, roasting, and amalgnmuiion, about eighty per cent, of the gold in the pyrites is obtained. 

If we say the pyrites contains two ounces of gold per ton this would give a loss at present of 
eight pennyweights of g*dd, worth 32 sliillings (taking gold at £i per ounce). Now the 
amount of nitrate ri'coinrncndcd is one-tenth of the weight ol’the ore to he roasted (2 cwt. per 
ton), worth in this country 24-shillings per cwt., so that, without ineludiiig extra labor, fuel, 
ftc., t)»e. 32 sbilHiigti’ wmib of gold would require 4-8 sliillings' worth of nitrate of soda. This 
is supposing the whole of the 20 per cent, now lost were to be recovered by the use of this salt, 
a result hardly to be looked for. This loss of 16 shillings per ton would have to be recovered 
from the arseuieul jiigmeuts, which are at present of little or no value here. Tons of arsenic 
are taken from the tines of our pyrites furnaces and buried or thrown away as there is no 
market for it." 

■When at Blackwood, in Victoria, I had an opportunity of seeing the appa¬ 
ratus invented by Mr. A. Robertson as adapted to the cblorination process and 
of listening to his explanations, ‘Whether or not his system lias been brought 
successfully into practice I cannot say, but the matter is in the hands of an 
energetic and able man, and if any one will make the process applicable to the ^ 
extraction of gold from pyrites, Mr. Robertson is in a fair way to do it. 

All these processes have a certain amount of interest for persons intending 
to embark their capital in gold mining in the Wynaad. At the same time 
it is clear that under existing circumstances the simple and easily manage 
methods, now in favor in the largest reduction establishments in Australia and 
California, arc most likely to prove remunerative. 

Ajipcndix C shows the results of the process of treating pyrites at the 
establishment founded by E. Claudet and J. A. Phillips at Widuess, near 
Liverpool. Their method deserves consideration, if only because of the pro¬ 
spect afforded of some of the sulphides here becoming articles of export. 

The i>rime-movcr best adapted to give motion to the stampers and stone- 
breakers is undoubtedly a steam engine. It is easily managed, and is constant 
in its duty, but to work it, as compared with some other prime-movers, is cx)stly. 
In the Wynaad there are numerous perennial streams (varying, it is true, during 
the seasons in their volume of water), which in many places might bo used 
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«utlier for ovorsliot-vvlieels, breast-Avlieels or turbines. And water in tbis district 
can bo easily and cheaply conserved. 

On the edges oE the gMts a sulfieicnt fall can be found everywliere; and 
whatever the form of water-engine poAver to moA’’e even one hundred head of 
stamps can be obtained at no great cost. 

The situation of the reef and the suri-ounding circumstances Avould serve 
to determiiK^ Avhether or not it Avould be more economical to employ steam or 
AH'atcr, but it may safely be assorted that a complete plant, cojisisting of ten 
stamp-heads with engine, stone-breaking machine, huddle, saw, and frame, 
nooessarv buildings, l•^*ve^l)<*ratory furnace, and all other works could beoroctod 
for £5,000. 

Allowing, then, 10 jx.M’ cent, on the ea])ital, and prov'iding also for a compe¬ 
tent mining nuiuager and tAVO European miners (sufficient, if success sliould re¬ 
sult, for the efficient management of one Imndred stamps and the mining oper¬ 
ations which would then be necessary), and pi-oviding also for stores, &c., and 
contingencies at the mto of 25 percent, on the aa’IioIc, the annual returns would 
be, if the quartz yielded gold at the rate of 2 dwts. per ton, nearly equal to tin*

Why the .iVljiha Conijiany failed to lU'riA^i* fair profits from their o|K*mtions 
is told in another place in this re])ort. 

It is scarcely necessary to stat<* that if, instead of ten stamp-heads, fifty or 
one hundred Avero erected, the profits AAould lu* in a largely ineniased proportion. 

The question of the introduction of Chine.se laltor for the purpose of Avork- 
ing the gold mines of the Wynaad is one which I am not competent to discuss, 
as I have imt a snllieieiit knoAvledge of India or of the scA'eral peoples inhabit¬ 
ing it. 

In Australia lJu‘Cliinese miners are exceedingly industrious and skilful; 
and tliey are sueeessful in AAorking tlie sballoAV auriferous deposits, folloAAdng 
the European miners and g(*tting gold under conditions which Avould not Ixj ac¬ 
cepted hy cA'cn the poorest “hatter. “ 

The Chinamen aie cmidoyed in the* alluAdal mines in Victoria in all the 
mining districts, and their AA'ages A^ary from fifteen shillings to thirty-six sliil- 
iin^ per week. TTioy labor often a» long as nine or ten hours per diem, and 
neither cold nor heat nor wet seems to affect them injuriously. 
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They are easily managed by Europeans, but they might not behave well in 
ilic midst of a mixed population like that of the Wynaad. 

In considering in what manner the quartz veins of the Wynaad and those

1 1 ) th.3 records i-elating to the largo operations in Australia Avhere experience 
gained during the past twenty yeai’s, appliances perfected by engineers ever on 
t lie watch for iinprovemonts, and methods of trtiatmcnt suggested by the experi¬ 
ments of chemists in the labomtory, leave but little to be desired as regards the 
<*conomit!al extraction on a large scale oJ' gold from its matrix. 

Erom what has bei^n already stated, it is clear that in various parts of » 
Souihern India,—and certainly in the Wynaad,—there arc reefs which ought to 
give profitable returns to the capitalLst, if the same skill in mining and the same 
a|)[)lian(H;s for extracting gold were brought to bear on the operations as are at 
this monrent indispensable to success in the largest gold-producing countries in 
the world. 

Now that the old theoriijs respecting the modes of occurrence of gold are 
no longei’ accepted cv'cn by the ignorant,—now that it has been proved that 
<[uartz retds art-: productive at, greater depths than any to which the miner ean 
penetrat(^ hy vindical shafts, and that in the latter rich veins have been cut 
more than 2,000 b'ct from the sui’faiK* and quite 1,300 feet below the level of 
t lie s(«i,—the miner is (nicoiiragc’d to undertake works which a few years ago 
would have beim rc'gardod ns r(‘ckl(‘ss cnterpris(?s. In one mine in Victoria 
lljhOO tons of quartz, obtained at depths varying from dhiO to 1,000 feet from 
the surface, yielded from 1 oz. 3 dwts. to 5 oz. 14 dwts. per ton ; and elsewhere 
in the same colony the yields of stone got at levels as low as 500 and 1,000 feet 
from the surface have given at the rate of 1 oz. 14 dwts. to 2 oz. per lun,* 

I'lie mining records relating to this part of Australia afford instructive 
lessons to all ho are iuteri'.sted in gold-mining in any eountiy. They show 
that 1 lu‘average yield of 13,1-02,015 tons of quartz eruslual and treated in 
I'ieloi-ian mills lias heim 11 dwts. 0‘30 grs. per ton ; and that duHng the year 
1870, 1,011,-808 tons 4 ewt. gave an average of 10 dwts, 13*48 grs. per ton. It 
is a noteworthy fact, in conneetiou Avith these, returns, that thegivatest quantity 
of gold is uol obtained from the At'ins which yiedd the largest amount of gold 
jier ton. For iastauce, in tlu? last case cited the quantities crushed in the three 
most im])ortant quartz-mining areas wore 315,407 tons 0 cAvt. yielding an aver- 
;ige. of 0 dwts. 1 gx’s., 350,927 tons 10 CAv*t. giving at the rate of 11 dwts. 
22‘8r>, and 111,710 tons 10 ewt. Avith an average of 7 dwts. 11--46 ; on the other 
hand, Avhero tlu^ yields p(‘r ton Aven* 10 dwts. 22*47 grs. and 1 oz. 3 dwts. 12*68, 
rcspi'ctively, the (juantiti(‘s of stone crushed wore 88,720 tons and 40,784 tons.

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Dunn" tlio throe years 1874-1870, 880,041 tons of quartz were crushed 
which yielded an average of only 5 tin ts. 12‘78 grs. per ton. 

Where the reefs are thick or whore the “ leaders " are numerous and tlu' 
facilities for mining ai'c great, the rotiims, f?v'en whem the yield per ton is 
very small, are far more profitable thaji those from veins in hard rock, 
however rich they may he. The Blaok Hill Coinjiany at Ballarat crushed 
283,550 tons of quartz which gave an average of only 2 dwts. 23 gi's. per ton ; 
yet the dividends paid amounted to .4:23,90() ; the maohinoiry cost £10,030 ; and 
the Company paid £21,235 for “ claims ” {l.e., lands on which to mine.) 

Numerous similar cases could he mtmtioned whore the oi)erafioiis have been 
profitable, and yet the average yields 2 )er ton v('ry small, namely, 2 dwts. 13*4 
grs., 3 dwts. G’Oi grs., 3 dwts. 7’89 grs., and 3 dwts. IS‘53 grs. 

One rem.arkable case, which lunvt'ver cannot hut he regarded as ('xcoptional, 
^is that of tlu'Inde'j/endent Company, Black Hill, Ballaral. They obtained tlu'. 
quartz they <'rnshed Avith gr(*nt facility, Avorking in an f)])en cuttiiig, and the 
yields, thougii very small, Avere remunoratiA'O. “During llie early ])arl of 1863 
The aA'cragf' yield aa'.'is 3 dAvts. 12 grs. jier ton ; from October 38(53 to Alay 1801, 
7,453 tons gaAa* 930 oz. 0 dwt. 3 2 gi-s. of gold cciiial to 2 dwts. 30'(5 grs. 2 )er 
ton ; and 24.117 tons taken at different dates hetAV(“(‘n ISlay 38(51- and Dei'embcr 
1865 from the cutting gave 2,013 oz. 10 dwts, 2 grs. espial to Idwt. 16’32 grs. 
2 )er ton.”* 

During a poi'iod of eight years the records show also that in Itn* ])art of 
Australia ahoA'o ri’ferred to 40,(J02 tons of ])yrites and |)yritons »|nartz wen* 
operated on by eertain mining oom 2 )anies, and that tlu' avc'ragc yitdd per ton 
was 2 oz. 13 dwts. 7 81 gr.s. 

In these o 2 ) 0 rations all the hyc- 2 )roducts were lost,—tlu'siil])hnrand all the 
otlicr constituents of the 2»yi'ites,—Imt Avith .su<*h aids as llu' eh(‘misl has given 
many of these might Ik' saved and tnriu'd to ])rolU. 

From 18(5t to 1875, inclusive, 3,728,959 tons 7 ewt. of “ quartz, tailings, 
&c.,” were crushed in Victoria and yiehh'd 30(5,831 f)/. 10 (IavIs. 2 5 gr^. of gold, 
being an a\'erage of 3 dwts. 13'1S grs. ]if>r ton. 

In other jKirts of this r<‘port the yields f)f golrl ])er ton of tjuaitz taken 
from sov(‘ral reefs in Sf>uth-East Wynaad ari‘ given, .souu' the results of ex])('ri- 
ments made hy Mr. W. King, tin* Dcqmty SnperinternhMit of the Cleolugioal 
SurA'(*y of India, and otln'rs hy Mr. Dindori and (he writ(‘r ; and the ])r<»]»orfion 
of gold 2 )cr ton is such as to justify tln^ eominoncomi'iit of mining ojK'rations 
on a scale which AAOuld fairly t(;st the character of the veins. If ndl <-onflnet- 
cd and successful, such 02ierations Avould lead ultima1(‘ly to the thorough 
development of the gold mines of Southern India. It is s.atisfaetcji v to lx* uhh* 
to add that s2)eeiinens of the quartz sent to Yieloria by the Avriler luive hi>en 
analysed hy Mr. J. Cosmo NcAvhery, B. Sc., the Superintendent of ih > Labora¬ 
tory in Melbourne, and the n'sults, as record(*d in Appemdix E, more than con¬ 
firm the conclusions arn'A'od at hy those avIio haA (^ investigated l he reefs near 
Devdla. 

It is ohA'ioiis that in this 2 iart of tlu* Avorhl no such “ jnospeeting " as that 
which has resulted in the discoA*(;ry of ri(di reefs in Australifi and California 
can he ex 2 >oeted, oA'cn if the gold mines were 2Ji’‘‘’''<’d to he richer lh:ni lhf»s(* of 
the eountiTf^s named. The 2 ’f‘^qde generally have oeen])r<tions Avhich they 
would be loath to leav'o for Avhat might he an nne(‘i-(-ii!ity; and it is mor(> 
than doubtful if their means,—tlieir ability to nifiintain thenis(‘lves ff)r such 
2U‘riods as th<!y’ Avould have to do uu])roduetive Avork,—Avonld I’ormit of their 
folloAving gold mining as a pursuit in the saim; inamua* as it Avas followed a 
tpiarler of a century ago in Australia anti America. JLmee, it Avill ha 2 )])enthat, 
discoveru's of rich veins here will 2 )rohahly lx; relativcdy few as eonipan’d with 
the number of the r(‘ei’s and made only at long intc'i'A'als. The exeaA ations and 
pits of the natiAa* minei-s,—works 2>roseeuto(l in times ])ast and iioAv nearly 
everywhere abandoned,—arc, howcA'er, often sure guides to tlie reefs in 
which gold occurs. It may 3)e truly .said that tin* veins now knoM n to he 
highly auriferous have l)eeri discovered hv tracing the old workings on or to the 
outcrops. 

these auriferous reefs, as .already stated, are very 
great; the reefs in most 2 >laecs a 2 ) 2 )ear .at tlu; .snrf.aec eith(‘r on the summits or 
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OTi the slopes of the ranges; and the contours of the hills are such as to admit 
of horizontal sliafts being driven so as to intersect the reefs. All Ihe costs of 
n inding, pumping water, and the maintenance of machinery with the expenses 
of fuel and management attendant thereon are thus avoided. The difference 
in the price per ton of getting quartz under such favorable circumstances as 
tlmsc described and in other places whore vertical shafts are required to work 
the veins is very groat. In the Bcocliworth District (Victoria) there is one 
gold field where the formatioil of the country admits of the quartz being 
mined by horizontal shafts, and the average cost there of raising quartz and 
delivering it at the machine is 2a. 2d. per ton, whereas in other places, where 
vertical shafts are sunk, the cost per ton varies from 12^. 10<i. to 27«. 4d. The 
cost of breaking out quartz in mines worked from vertical shafts, and under 
the most skilful managomtmt, may be set down at from 4«. to 9«. per ton; and 
including the cost of macliincry, dead-work, and delivery at the reduction 
works a total cost of at least 12». per ton. llie prices charged for crushing and 
treating quartz, too, arc different in different districts. In some they are as low 
as 2.'if. 2d. per ton, and in others as high as 14s. and 20s. per ton. Where water¬ 
power can be employed for giving motion to the crushing machineiy, the cost 
of ri?dnction is usually A*cry loAV as compared with that where steam is used, the 
])ropoi’tiou bt’ing for Victoria according to circumstances and position as 1 to 4 
and in California as 1 to 2 nearly. 

The Avages paid to miners and others in Victoria, even where profitable 
results arc obtained fx*om quartz giAung only a very small proportion of gold 
])er ton, are liigh. Miners are paid from 384*. to 48«. jxer week, laborers 
working on tlu‘ surface from SO*-, to 45At., and engine-drivers and others, from 
42s. to 70s. All the inatt'.rials used are also costly ; for instance, ju’ops are £12 
per 1,000, laths 244?. i)er 100, logs 1«. lOd. per cubic foot, sawn timber 6.v. per 
100 fei't, and lireA>c)od 2os. per cord. The prices paid for timber continue to 
increase, as the forests in the A’icinity of the mines arc now in most cases 
d(!nuded, and fuel, &c.; have to lu^ brought from great distance's; but in spite of 
all these dilliculf i('s, a scA cre Init a Aviso ('conomy in all departments connected 
with the mines and the. i-eduetion Avorks enables the Companies to pay good 
(.liA'idoxids to the shareholders. 

What may j)ropc'rly he described as economical quartz-mining has been 
knoAvn and praclist'd hut for a A ery few years. M hen attention Avas first giA^en 
to the auriferous n'cfs in Australia, the method of ti*eatment Avas similar to 
that now, and in times long past, jiursued by the natives of Southern India. 
The stone was broken out of the reef, and the “ specimens ” with gold visible 
to t In; eye were pounded by hand and the gold waslicd out.* Subsequently, the 
“ Dolly,” a log of wood shod Avilh iron and suspended from a sapling over a 
stump* was in use as a crusher, and finally stampers moA cd by water or steam 
Avcr(; introduced, and quicksilA-er for amalgamation employed. Very sl<3wly 
imi)rovi'd processes xverc adopted, and important discoveries A^'cre made, but it 
was not until the miners had been at work for some sixteen years that a proper 
SA'stem of treatment was generally adopted. In the early days of quartz-min¬ 
ing in Australia, as much as £8 and £10 per ton av ere i)aid for crushing, and the 
tailings consisting of auriferous pyrites, quartz, sand, etc., Avere throAvn aside 
and formed large heaps near each crushing plant. Years aftciavards, A\'hen the 
value of the pyrites came to be knoAvn, the heaps of “ tailings ” Avere sold to and 
re-washed by Chinamen again and again. The pyrites were slowly decomposed 
by exposure to the atmosphere and the gold set free, and some profit accrued 
at each washing. When, hoAACver, the tailings were collected in settling boxes 
and sent to the buddies, the pyrites concentrated, roasted in a suitable furnace, 
and subsequently ground with mercury, a lai-ge amount of gold was obtained. 
So excellent is the process now commonly adopted, that at least 86 per cent, of 
the gold contained in the material (as determined by assays) is extracted. 


•At Ballnrut, evi-n as late a« the year 1872, many small co-operative parties of miners were makinfr a 
livintr on some of the reefs by pickins out the best stone and crushinj* it with hammers and getting the gold by 
•' wHshing off ” with a ersdie and tin dish. 6o ineflicient was thismethtul of treatment, that a parcel of JOO ions 
of tailings cast aside and subseqnently sold for Jio yieldcl, when treated in the battery, a profit of over £100.— 
Victorian Exhibition 1872 {Mining and Mineral Statietie*). 
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Tlie Wynaad Prospectin" Company state that they were able <o break out 
quartz and deliver it at the kiln for Bs. 1-3-2 per ton, and now that nitro-gly- 
ceiine compounds for blasting have been greatly impro ved and made as safe us 
it is perhaps possible to make them, thoi’e is no reason why, in quarrying th<‘ 
large bodies of quartz that appear at the surface in so many places in the Wynaad, 
the cost per ton should much exceed that paid by the Public Works Department 


his pay is six annas per diem, that is to say, the cost of quarrying is four annas 
y)cr cubic yard. The same authority gives the price of excavating earth by 
native labor at two annas per cubic yard. By making adits or sinking shafts and 
using dynamite, rock can he quarri(;d, it is said, in reports lately received, at the 
rate of nearly 140 tons for every pound weight of lithofracteur exploded. 

Tlie consideration of these facts loads to the conclusion that, while it is possi¬ 
ble quartz-mining, with such rude inathinery and crude treatment as were com¬ 
mon some twelve or fifteen years ago, might have yielded profits in some place's 
in Southern India, the reefs generally could not have been worked remunera¬ 
tively. 

But the conditions are now'changed, and it is beyond doubt that the old gold 
mines of Westcn‘n and Southern Asia, and Eastern and Southern Europe, will 
sooner or later be re-opened by Europeans, who will provide themselves with all 
those appliances which have been brought almost to perfection by minin.c 
managers in Australia and California. 

The gold obtained in the Wynaad is unequal in fineiu'ss, that from thesoib 

being of the best quality. It lias been observed in othe:

In ’Victoria the fineness of the gold obtained from the alluvial workings 
varies, considerably in the different districts, but “ tlic fineness is pretty constant 
tor each field and mil seldom deviate from the average mark more than a few 
eighths of a carat grain.” 

At the Wool-shed near Becchworth and at Ballarat, Maiyhorough, and 
Mclvor, Victoria, the fineness recorded is as high as 23 carats 2f carat grains, and 
in Gippsland as low as 20 carats 3| cai*at grains. 

Amalgam gold from the Mariner’s Beef, Maryborough, Victoria, marks 23 
carats 2^ carat grains and 28 carats 3f carat grains. It is the highest known 
matrix gold. 

Gold got from the reefs on the Goulbum river, Victoria, varies in fineness 
from 17 carats 0^ carat grains, and 17 carats 2^ carat grains to 23 carats ]f 
carat grains. 

The gold obtained from the quartz veins by crushiTig and amalgamation is 
higher or lowr*r in (luality according as the quartz is treated, and the dilfcrences 
in samjdcs from the same reef arc frequently very great though the gold in its 
native state may he pretty uniform in cuaracter. 
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The proportion of i>ure gold in samples of native gold found in various 
pai*ts of the world is given here for comparison with the above results. The 
figures are extracted from a table in Dana's System of Mineralogy :—

“The average proportion of gold,” says Dana, “in the native gold of 
California, as derivt'd from assays of seveml hundred millions of dollars’ worth 
is 880 thousandths, while the rfinge is mostly between 870 and 890. The 
range in the metal of Australia is mostly between 900 and 960 with an average 
of 926.” 

Gold is found associated with rhodium and with ])alladium and silver. 
There is an argentif('rous telliu’et of gold, a plumho argentiferous telluret of 
gold and ;v sulpho-plumbiferous telluret of gold, “the color of which is a deep 
lead grey, very brilliant, crystallizing in slightly elongated hexahedral tables. 
Its fracture is" larntdlai-; it is soft and stains slightly. Its composition is as

Gold is foimd in association with ores and metals in various proportions ; 
and such ores and metals, many of them now rare, may perhaps hereafter be 
found in quantities in some places, and become remimerative to the miner. 

Only by a careful chemical analysis can the proportion of ^old in any given 
„ .... quantitv of quartz, pyrites, or other mineral be asoer- 

roi 'amiS tainedbut for aU practical purposes assays by amalga- 

pyrites. mation arc sufficient. The methods pursued in treating 

quartz taken from the reefs in the Wynaad have been as follow :— 

When a re(*f uas tested in sections, the stone from each section was taken 
out in far larger quantities than were required for testing; each heap of quartz 
was broken into small pieces, and the whole was well mixed, and from the heap 
80 mixed the portion to be treated was taken. The stone was broken still smaller 


* Manual qf Praetioal A$8aying by John Uitohell, r.oj. 
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and weighed; and it was then ground very fine on a suitable stone, another 
stone being used as a muller. The finely pulverised stone was put into a clean 
iron pan and roasted until fumes were no longer given off, until it was certain 
that it was in a fit state for amalgamation. If after roasting the pulverised 
material seemed to require it, it was again ground on the stone. The heat at all 
times was so regiilatcd as to prevent the possibility of “glazing.” 

The roasted stone was put into an enamelled dish, and a proper proportion 
of qtdeksilver was added. 

The whole was then thoroughly rubbed by hand, at first dry; subsequently 
a little cold or hot water was poured in until a paste was formed; more water 
was abided, the stuff being thoroughly rubbed all the time, and finally the amal¬ 
gam or (if there was no gold) the quicksilver was washed off, the utmost care 
being taken to prevent the loss of any quicksilver. The water and sludge from 
the enamelled dish v'crc poured into other vessels, and these were most carefully 
examined subsequently, and if there was doubt,—and sometimes when there was 
no doubt as to the results, the sludge-sand, &c., in these were treated again,—^the 
amalgam or quicksilver was most often placed under the flame of the blowpipe, 
but at .other times nitric acid was used and the gold (if any and of suffiLcient 
quantity) was weighed. 

The results were caleulated in the ordinary way. 

It happened occasionally that the roasting was not sufficiently protracted or 
that all the material subjected to the roasting was not ground as tine as it ought 
to have been, and then it became necessaiy to subject it to fuidhcr roasting or 
to use acids to decompose the suliihides. In all cases the utmost care was taken 
to preserve the conditions necessary for effective amalgamation. 

The quartz collected in various localities was treated in the same manner as 
that taken from sections of the reefs. 

In order the better to illustrate the value of this system of testing quartz, 
I took a quantity of sludge and sand from which the gold had been extracted, 
and which had been saved in pans, and into this I put half a grain of very 
fine gold. Tlie gold was well mixed with the sludge, &e.,—quicksilver was then 
added and the oj)eration of amalgamating performed in the ordinary manner. 
The amalgam was treated also in the ordinary manner, and the gold recovered 
weighed 'dTBt) grains nearly, showing that the loss was •l.'2S i)er c-ent. The loss 
may lie 2 >artly accounted for by the mere handling of the fine gold in a very 
damji atmosphere, i. e., w'cighing it, trausferi-ing it to the dish of sludge, &c., 
and reweighing it. This system however is, uhen very carefully managed, so 
certain that if the actual assay produce of a j)arcel of (juartz was at the rate of 
one oimce j^er ton, the gold got by amalgamation would w eigh 19 dwts. 3'5 
grains. It w ill be observed that the result in ('very ease must necessarily be 
slightly in defect, never in excess. Messi's. .lohnsou and Matthey, the well- 
known Analytical Chemists, in a report to the Directors of th? Port Pliillij) and 
Colonial Gold Mining Comjjany, makti the tVdlowing statement:— 

“ We fiually liad recourse to amalgaTnntion and were surprised at tlie ready results so ob¬ 
tained (having been led to suppose that tlio mineral—pyrites—was unworkable under that 
process) ***** ^< The results recorded by the Analysts are highly interesting : —

Tlie loss by the amalgamatiiig process was in tbc first experiment 8'97 per 
cent., in the second 5*04 per cent., and in the third 1*1 per cent. 

It is all-important to the gold miner that he should he able to procure a sup- 
and timber trtos in ply of good timher in the near neighbourhood of his oper- 
tiie aUons. Even wlusjEe the xield of gold is hurh, whether 

£rom aUuTifll depewte or veins, ti^xnatter is of so mut^oc^quenoe 
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that, if thove should ]>e difficulty and great expense in obtaining firewood and 
supports for the mine, the profits may be so greatly reduced as to lead to the 
abandonment of the works. 

In the Colony of Victoria the statistics of gold-mining show that the cost 
for firewood, &c., props, and cai>-i)ieces, laths and slabs and sawn timber used in 
the noines have been Cor three years as follow :—

These figu^'es show that tin; timber used for every ounce of gold raised 
costs 7s. nearly, or, assuming tliis as the average, that every ton of quartz 
raised and treated costs for timber alone 3*-. 6cL nearly. In cases where'the 
quartz yields gold of average value per ton of 10s. only or los.s, such a charge 
would he severely felt; but in many mines, owing to the modes of working the 
reefs and to the economy practised, the costs for timber arc very much less 
than the average. 

"When in Victoria, Colonel Sankey* ascertained that at one mine at Sand¬ 
hurst the consumption of firewood was fifty cubic feet per stamp-head per week 
and the cost 6s. iid. Air. Bland of Cluncs stated that firewood was about 27«. 
per cord of 128 cubic feet, equal in weight to 2^ tons, and for steam purposes 
equal to one ion of coal. Others considered that four tons of wood w'erc equal 
to one ton of coal. 

The cost thercfori; of firewood in Victoria for crushing one ton of quartz 
is from od. to 8c/., and firewood at the time Colonel ^ankey made these inquiries 
was ahcnit the. same price as it is now at. Bevala, 

Th(' miners in the colony nn'ntioned have again and again drawn attention to 
tin; want of a sufluricait sup])ly of limber in their several districts. In some ydaces 
it has to he drawn from forests far distant from the mines; and it is well known 
that this aloiui lias seriously alfeetcd mining operations and prevented the 
op(Miiiig of promising leads and rc'c'fs. 

finjuiries have bec'u made respeeting the timber-trees in the forests 
adjaecMit to the mines at Bevala, and it ap])ears from the information fiir- 
ni.-^hed by Colonel Beddonu', the Coii.s('rvator of Borests, and Air. J. AV. Aiinchin, 
who from long residc'ueo is \vell accjnaijited with the district, as well as from 
observations made; when this area was being prospected, that “ an almost in¬ 
exhaustible stipply of large trees is available.” 

Colonel Beddome has supplied a list of the principal trees growing in the 
AVynajul in the* ueighbocirhood of tlu' gold ininc'S .and on the Carcoor Ghstt and 
on the slopes l)(df»w Deviila, and he has indicated those best adapted for conver¬ 
sion into logs, props, slabs, ])lanking, &e. 

The names of t he latter, together with some information taken from the 
Flora Sylonlica for SoHthern India by Colonel Beddome, are as follows;—f 

Mesaa ferrea .—Two vari(‘ties; iron wood, valuable for engineering pui*- 
poses. In the \A’'ynaafl abundant; not utilized and seems hardly to lie known; 
called in the AA'ynaad Naaya or iS'iiglui or Niigha champa. « 

Mesua, Sp. —IVoni the Nilamhiir jungles ; common ; much used by the 
natives for Imildiug purposes : durable and not liable to the attacked by insects. 

llopca Ilalabarica .—A very large tree with a most valuable haru timber, 
Carcoor GhAt, AA’^ynaad ; called kallu in Alalabar. 

Cedrela foona .—'White cedar of Enrcjpeaiis. A largo tree with an erect 
trunk; known as/cce/ kilingi on the slopes of the Nilgiris; much used for furni¬ 
ture and cabinet pcirj)oses and also for building. 

Chickrassia iahtdaris .—A tree of large size, often 8 to 10 feet in girth, 
wdth a thick, straight trnaik 60 or 80 feet to fii*st bough. Much used for furni¬ 
ture ; said to bo iised at Aladras for all purposes for which ordinary mahogany 
w^ould be used in Britain. 

Schleicher a trijuga.— One of the most valuable unreserved timbers; wood 
much prized in some districts ; makes exceUont crushers for sugar and oil-mills ;

railway sleepers and for a number of other pur])oses. 

Oirouniera reticulata .—A large and valuable timber tree; wood very hard 
and heavy; a valuable engineering timber. 

Artocarpua hirsuta .—A very lofty tree attaining upwards of 200 feet in 
height and of great girth. Timber strong, tolerably close and even-grained; 
much in use for ship-buUding, house-building, furniture and other purposes. 
In Canarese (Mysore) it is called Hehalau. It is said to be valuable for canoes 
and for planks. 

The total number of the principal trees mentioned in the manuscript list 
furnished by Jolonel lh;ddome is fifty-six, and all might be used as firewood. 

Mr. Minchin has foinvarded a paper containing the native names of trees 
growing in the Wynaad, tln^ timber of which is suitable for mines.

Mr. Minchin adds :—“ The commonest trees in the forests am the Parley 
mtu’mm and the Naaga murrum and are the easiest got at for firewood. On 
the Coomary land, wl»ere the forest lias been cleared for cultivation and allowed 
to grow uj) again, the commonest tree is the Venda mun-urn {Sponia Orientalia) 
or charcoal tree, Avhicli is the quickest-growing tree in the lYynaad, but it 
doc's not last many years and is of no value for timber. It yields a very good 
charcoal, which is ust?d by the natives for making gunpowder. ” 

That charcoal c*an be procuri'd easily and at no great cost is of. some 
importance. It is essential that t he miner should have a proper supply in all 
large operations. II is used in sharjxniiug tools, &c. 

Mr. Minchin says that the jirici* of sawTi timber, cut in various dimensions, 
is at the jiresent time at. Dev.-ila one rujieo jier cubic foot, and that logs and 
firewood cost for cutting and carting about two rupees per ton. ' 

Major Morant, B.E., Executive Engineer, estimates the cost of jungle- 
wood sawn to scantlings at one rupee per cubic foot. 

The late Manager of the Prince of Wales’ Tribute Company, DevAla, 
states that the cost of fuel was Es. 3 per ton ; but when the Alpha Mine was 
at work, the cost, it is said, was Rs. o per ton. 

In a report by Colonel Eeddome published in the Madraa Mail of the 22nd 
April 1879 it is mentioned that the average price of wood (for fuel for railway 
purjioses) for the last five yearn has Ijeen Es. 5-15-11 per ton delivered on the 
engine. 

Up to the present time I have not been able to procure anv map showing 

the areas which are claimed or occupied by the Zemin- 
others (except coffee-planters) in the Wynaad ; 

' ' as already stated, it has been found impossible even to 

ascertain the boundaries of the lands which have been granted for mining 
purposes. Mr. W. Logan, in a letter dated 16th June 1875, in referring to the 
surveys of the Wynaad, states that “ little or nothing apparently has been 
done in the direction of demarcating private foreeta and waate landa helmging 
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to vntivra. ” AVhothei* the bou.ifl irif's of these lands have been surveyed or not 
it is impossible for me to say; Imj., in vioAV of the probabiJily of lands being 
applied for by persons desirous of mining foi* gold, i1 seems desirabb; that no 
time should be lost in publishing iua])S showing— 

(«) The lands hold in fce-siinplo by Europeans and Natives. 

(6) Lands leased for cultivation or other purposes. 

(c) Lands held on tenures other than leases. 

(rf) Waste lands of the Crown. 

This is not Ihc place to discuss the manner in which lands should be leased 
for mining purposes, nor would it lx; right to ofh'r opinions wliich might be 
opposed to the ])oli,ey of the Government, but it is ])(n*haps ])ropor to suggest 
that regulations should be framed and publislujd under Avhicli persons could 
make applications— 

Isf. —Eor licenses gh'ing the idglit to “prospect” for gold.. 

Slid .—For leases of lands containing a\ii’iferous rocks. 

oj‘d .—For licenses to take and divert water for mining purpo.ses. 

'J he manner in which lands held under the A'arious t<mui'es should be dealt 
with, the taxes (if any) to be paid by landhohh'rs Avho grant leases for gold- 
mining piir])Oses, and the method of assessing mining ])ro7Aerties are questions 
solc'ly f<;r the consideration and final decision of the Goveiaiment. It is, 
ho>vever, noAV Avell ascertained in countries wlu'rc gold-mining is an established 
industry that the fewer ijupediincnts placed in the Avay of mining enterj)risc 
and the lighter the exactions, tin* more certain are the profits to the roA'-enue. 
The State gains largely indir<;clly, and, in sacrificing th(‘ roA cnue Avhich might 
be obtained direcdly by laying imposts on the miner, it cncotxrages him in his 
l-ibov. and leads him to uiidc'rtake explorations AA'hicli, if he Avere lieaA ily taxed, 
he would lU'Vv'r coulcini>late. 

A \\o 7 >e f luiA'c ex 7 )vessed Avith sAiflicieut distinct ness the opinion I entertain 
respecting the gold fields of South-East Wynand. 

The buds Avill sjieak more strongly than Avords to those acquainted Avith 
gold mines.

near tlnmi gold can be aaiisIkkI out of almost oA'ery dish of earth tliat is dug; 
the proportion of grdd in soim; of the soils and reefs iu flu' rniighhourliood of 
TDevsila is large ; and, the country ^aa'seuting the greatc'st facilities for proseeut- 
iug ininiug operations at the smallest cost, it must he a]q)ar(‘nt to all Avho lia\'e 
giA'cn allentiou to this qAtesliou that sooner or later gold-mining will ho 
estaljlished us an important iudustiy iu Southem India.

To the jilaiiters in the Wyuaad I have heen also greatly indebted ; and, if 
I had to meution the nanie.s of all the gentlemen Avho fi*om time to time took 
the, ti-oublc to accompany me in my explorations and to point out the sites of 
old Avorkiugs and the outcrops of reefs, the list AA'Ould be a long one. 

I ira,uuot sutriciently t'xpress my sense of the value of the assistance they, 
one and all, so eluicrfully rendered. 

Mr. Thomas Laing has at all times performed his duties to my entire 
satisfaction, and it is to be hoped that the injury to his health caused by ha^ 
labor and exposure may ultimately be repaired. 
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Mr. G. E. Withers, whose local Icnowlodgo is groat, gave me, during the 
period he was emjdoyed in the Wynaad, all the assistance in his power, and to 
his explorations, undertaken some years ago, the country is indebted for a 
knowledge of the occm*rence of rich reefs of quartz near Devula.

Referrin;^ to the paper dated 10th January 1879, No. 42, wherein I am instructed by 
the Oovernment to ascertain liow it i.s that, notwithstanding the presence of considerable 
quantities of gold in the reefs at the Alpha Mine audio the extent reported by me, the oper¬ 
ations have not prov'cd successful, and espciually whether this want of success has arisen from 
.•my peculiar diflRculties in separating the gold from the matrix at this particular spot, or from 
the cost of labor or fuel or from other reasons within or beyond the control of the mine pro¬ 
prietors, 1 now do myself the honor to submit the following report lor the consideration of His 
Grace the Governor in Council. 

PrelimiHary, 

Immediately on receipt of the in.slructions above referred to, and as directed by the Gov- 
(irninent, I communicated with the Directors of the Alpha Comp.auy and sought permission to 
inahe a careful examination ot the mine, and at the same time 1 asked a number of qucstioiis 
respecting the operations of the Company. 

Subsequentiy I wrote, to the Secretaries and Treasurers in Madras requesting them to 
furnish such information rcBpoctiug the work done i\i tlie past as they could supply. 

The Directors very promptly furnished papers relating to the expenditure of moneys, the 
(junnliticB of quartz raised and tins re.siilt.'!, aiul they replied to some of the questions asked by 
me; and I would wish <o record my apju’ccisition of the assistance afforded by them, by Messrs. 
Parry and Comj).Tiiy and Mr. G. E. Witliers who at one time had the management of the 
works under what is known as “The I'riuee of Wales' Quartz lleofGoId Prospecting Compauy/* 
a Company which hold ami worked the Alpha Mine on trilmte for a brief period. 

Though necessarily from the nature of the duties which I have had to discharge since I 
came to this district, 1 was well acquainted with the mine and the machinery of the Alpha 
Company, I have since the receipt of instructions made a further careful ex-aminatlon of tlie 
land held by tlicm, the reefs, and the works erected for the purpose of reducing the aui'iferous 
quartz. 

7!4e granted to t?te Alptia Company. 

I have not been able to obtain a plan or a sufficient description of the houudai'ios of the 
area granted to the Al}>ha Comjjaii}'. The extent is said to be fifteen acres, but on the map of 
the Ouchterlony Valley and three Amshoms of South-East Wynaad the area marked “ Alpha 
Company' " exceeds one hundred acres. 

The lines of demarcation os pointed out to me on the ground seem to embrace a larger 
area than fifteen acres. ^ 

The boundaries are thus described in the prospectus of the Company :—A block of fifteen 
acres hounded on the west and south by two large streams, and on the east and north by four« 
demarcation stones. 

As my report deals principally with only so much of the main reef as is known to be 
within the area granted to the Company, the question of boundaries need not he further 
referred to. 

T/iO Quarts Veins. 

The principal quartz vein intersecting the land is that known as the “ Skull Reef." It 
appears at the surface at various points between “Wright's Level", and the northern bonndary 
of the Company's area, and is traceable further northward fur a great distance. Wright's 
Level is on the eastern slo]'>e of the range that forms the Western rim of the basin drained, by 
the Carcoor Poya, and is distant thirty chains from the Al]>ha mill. 

The country is intersected by streams trending to the Carcoor Poya, and there are low and 
high hills, some very steep, but nearly all with smooth contours. 

At Wright’s Level the vein is from four to live feet in thickness near the surface, and 
seven feet six inches at a depth of thirty feet. Its strike for a distance of more than one chain 
is nearly north and south and the dip is east at an angle of 30** to 40*. 

The quartz in some parts of tlie vein is laminated, the lamines being from two to foar 
inches and more in thickness, and they are nearly parallel to the line of strike. These are 
crossed by other lines transverse to the dip and strike, and there are in places thin veins of 
talcose clay catting the reef transversely. There is also solid iron-free nearly white quartz. 
Near the surface the stone, when broken out, is seen to be highly ferruginous and is colored 
yellow, bright red, and bluish purple. Much of the quartz is cavernous, honey-oombed, or

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mice eaten, niul the associated minerals near the np{>er part ol the vein arc limonito and other 
oxvds of iroD due to tlic deooniposition (»f iron-j\vrit« s v hioli arc touiul in coiiflideraiue quan¬ 
tities! in tlio doi*j)er levels.

Northward, twelve chains from Wrif^ht’s Ijevel, .an adit made by native niiners has been 
re-ojiened by me, and the thicknes.s of ibe reef at. this point is four feet; tbe strike is nearly 
north and sonUi, atid the dip is nearly due east at an aiif'le at the outcrop of 45° and at a 
depth of twenty-four feet 6(1° nearly. 

A section taken from the middle of (bis reef shows ma.sslve white nearly iron-free quartz. 
It is ferni<>‘inoiis and cavernt>iis lU'jir tin; hanirinij wall and toot wall 

At the larfie excavation from whieli the reel uerives its name aho>it twetity-two chains 
north of AVrijJi'lit’s Level, the vein is Ihiek ; at the laee it is not less than loiirteon feet from the 
haiij^iii" wall to what a})]>ears to he a “ horse/’ the extent ol whieli has not been aseertaiiied. 
The total thickness of the reef at this ]>oint is not known. The "uiieral charaetor of tlie stone 
is similar to that at Wri^'ht’s Ijevel, Init. there is nineh more snipliiir. It is iint. diffienit to (Iiid 
rather larq'e quantities of elean sulphur in the cavities. Here also there is an ahsoiiee of 
those minerals that are most th*1 riinental to aiiialo’aniation. 'I lu* strike of the reef is N, tlU° W. 
and the dip N. 70° E. at an niu:Ie of IS" to ao", Imt the dip nowhere is iinirorin. 

About four chains and fifty-six links novth-ivc.sterly fri'ni the excavation (.he reef is :i"ain 
seen on the handy-road whei’e it intersects a low hill. 11 'l•• the dip is N. Ht)'’ hi. at an anyle 
of 4(1°, and the tliiekness as well :ts eaii he ohscrveil is sax fe t. On the iicrth-westerii side of 
the hill, the onU-rop is atrain found, ainl it is seen also on 1 .■ fort lier siile of a stream wliieb 
runs at the f’ooti of the hill. On a handy-road soutli-eiisteih' < the Skull licet there are thin 
ferruo'itioiis veins containiiur mimerous I'uhes of iron-pyrite.-. to e unposinij into liinoiiife whieli 
are said to he hiirlily auriferous. Tlie " I'asiiijj ” of the re(! 1 or ou” hout is o-cuorally a taicose 
schist. 

There is another reef witliin the hinindaries poinfed out 1 ■ me, west of AVriwlit’e Level and 
one ne.ir the Aljiha Jluiiffalow. Neither of flie.se has been op- aed by the Company. 

T/ie Mines, 

Now that the thick and hipli gra.s.s is luirpt on ninny of the ridfjes it is eomp.aratively easy 
to follow the outorop.s of tlie n-ef's and to di'eover ohl native n.ukin^^s. Since this report wa* 
commem^ed I have cxamin(>d very extensive native workin^.s south and west of Wrifjht’s 
Level quite on the edge of tiie gli&t. The ridge southward ol the Alpha w'orkings has been 
sluiced on both sides, and a ehanncl has been cut-in the valley about, live feet in width and 
eight foot in dej)l.h for a length of more than three lininlred yards. Tliia-o are also nimierous 
Buhsidiary small (dianncls and deep and large e.veavations. (Jn following tlio main ehuiiiiel 
downwards (it commences at the outcrop of the reef at Wriirhl's Li-vel) in a direction S° south 
of west a strong vein of quartz i.s found nearly three hundred iiiul (iffy y'ards from the Alpha 
workings. One shaft has been sunk here, hut the nvf has not been excavated. It appears to 
have a st rike of N. 30° W., and is probably' a continuation of that wiiieh crops out in the jungle 
oil the further side of a stream trending towards the ghat. The existonco of these native 
workings and the reef referred to is, I am informed, unknown to the jiroprietors of the Alpha 
Mine. Surrounding the recent excavation at W right’s Level there are other native workings, 
evidently very ancient. There are several shallow pits and small excavations, and heaps of 
broken quartz are to be seen all along the strike of the reef. At one jilaee, between Wright’s 
Level and the Skull, there is a shallow pit communicating with :iii aperture like a chimney in 
which it is probable the quartz was roasted. 

Near the Skull and for some distance northwards the workings are numerous, and at the 
Skull itself there is an excavation, the full extent of whieli cannot he nscert.lined as the roof 
has fallen : as far as it can he examined it shows a width ut the eiitrancc of twenty-nine links, 
a breadth at the broadest part of fifty-three link.s; and it measures Bcvoiiiy-fivc links to the 
(.mouth of n drive which cannot be followed .until some exjienditiire is incurred in clearing it and 
securing it. The height of the excavation from flow to roof i.s twenty-five links. There are 
vertical shafts communicating with this excavation, which no doubt were sunk long before tbe 
adit was commenced. The amount of work done on the rcet is conclusive jiroof that the native 
miners found gold in quantities sufficient to romnneiate them. Tluy npjtcar to have dug into 
the soft casing and taken stone from the foot-wall, but they did no! coniine their operations to 
this part of tlic reef. They followed the run of gold wherever they wore able to do so. 

According to the information I have been able to obtain it apjiears that the Alpha Com¬ 
pany commenced their mining operations by quarrying stiuie in the old native workings at the 
Skull, where they took out about one hundred tons of quartz. Subsequently they quarried 
stone near Wright’s Level, and then tbe adit named Wright’s Level was driven for a length of 
about twenty feel. 

At a point a little more than ninety feet eastward of Wright’s Level and twenty-five feet 
below it an adit forty-two feet in length, five feet in width, and six feet in height was driven 
^ reef is now seen in the “ face ” where a hole has been sank in quartz 

to the depth of five feet. The Company or the Trihuters also put down a shaft cast of, but 
quite near, Wright’s Level. It was sank to the depth of forty feet where the reef was struck, 
ana it is ^id good stone was got from the bottom. Further northward, but still within a few 
4 .V Level, a shaft was sank to the depth of sixteen feet and an adit was driven

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the slope of the range towards the ghat and about throe hundred and thirty feet east of 
" Harris^ Tunnel ” a^iother adit was driven evidently for the purpose of cutting the reef. It 
has heen continued for a distance of over fifty feet. It is not timbered, and near the mouth 
there is a fall of earth. It has intersected a small vein of (piartz. It is nearly on the same 
level as the other adit helow Wright’s Level. A shallow ]nt was sunk south of the large 
excavation at Wright’s Level, with, 1 am informed, good results. 

Another .shaft nf>w filled in and completely covered with broken quartz was sunk on the 
dip a few feet south of Wright's Level. It was fourteen feet, in depth and a drive was put 
away for a distance of fourteen feet. It is stated th.at rich stone was got in the shaft and 
drive. Subsequently rich stone was broken out, it is s.aid, at the north-western corner of the 
excavation. ' 

The excavation at Wright’s Level as it appears at ]Me 8 eut is eighty feet in length, twenty- 
two feet in breadth, ano from lcii l.o fifteen feet in depth. 

Near f.he excavation at tlie Skull and about fourteen feet below it some native workings 
were re-oj)en<;d liy those who liad the rnauagoincnt of the Juine.s. What is known as “ l}inii 3 ’s 
lievel ” i.s sii nated a little disLunee Jiorl.liward ol‘ the Skull. The ret'f was cut liere about 
1 weiity feet from the entranee. Still further northward is “ Ryau’.s Level” wliieli is about 
1 w(nitv-live yards from the balleiy. A <‘.omineneetnent onl 3 ' ^\•:ls made with this work. Indeed 
it, may bo d(!seribed as a hole from wbi<;li broken quartz—flic residts of native labor—was 
earri<>d aw;>y to the batteiy. An a<lit know'll as '' Withers’ Lo'. -1 ” not far from the works was 
driven about lifty feet and then abandoned. It did not e it the reef. It was undertaken 
jii'ior to the formation of the Aljiba Company. 

It, Would seem then that ipiartz in some ijuantitics was 'aken and ornsbod by the Alpha 
C’ompany and Tribnter.s frf>m the Skull, from the exeavati'.n at, Wright’s Level, and from 
ehallow pits and .short adits near Wright’s Level ; and that 'c cn adits were driven at various 
jioints and two shafts sunk whiidi, even when* the reef was sti u.were, for reasons probably 
know'll to the Managers, diseontimicd. These works, tlio sevfi; adits, Jind the two shafts w'cre 
nniiroduet ive, and it would h(> ditlieidt to discover why t hey \iore undertaken at all. Having 
regard to the jiosition of the battery nothing was to bo gudied by making adits east of 
AVright’s Level. 

It is jiroliablc that the Conipanv expended some money.s in other similar works not known 
to me. I have, however, made every etfort to ascertain the liiots. 


Viefil of Gold from Quarts. 


It will bo api>arenfc from the .statements already made tluit little has been clone to develop 
the reef within tile biiundaries of the Alpha Company’s area or to lietermine its value. The 
a[)parentI\ pnrpo.selcss seratchiiigs on the surface and the useless exiienditiirc of moneys in 
driving short adits and sinking shallow ])its have not even laid the resnlL of proving the 
oharaeler of the reef except at one or two points. It is however evident from the character 
and extent of the native workings and from experiments made in the laboratory that the stoue 
ill some places is highly auriferous.

Large blocks of quartz wore broken out at the .spot where the stone giving these results 
wa.s obtained, and in several of these gold w.a.s visible. In one or two iiistanecs loose gold was 
found in ciivities; and indeed some of the quartz was so rich that if jioriioii.s of it h.-td been 
tc.'rted the yields would have oecasioued oxeitenieiit amongst persons not aeqiiaiiiled with 
quartz-mining and unheedful of the eantioiis aiul statenuMits whicli would necessarily have 
acetiinjianicd the report of any such yields. Aecording to the judgment of those w'ell able to 
form an opinion some of the quartz from the reef near Wright’s Level would have 3 'ielded at 
the rate of 1,000 oz. or more per ton. The value of the reef, however, cannot be measured by 
such results. Where this quartz was obtained the vein is about four feet in thickness, and 
the heaviest gold is found mostly in the upper part of the vein, as it is now exposed, and near 
the foot-wall, throughout a thickness of two feet only. It is to bo followed downwards across 
the line of dip for a distance of sixty feet where there is good stone showing gold near the 
foot-wall. Quartz with pyrites oblaiiicd from the ndit below Wright’s Level, and not ou this 
run of gold, gave at the rate of only 3 dwts. 2S'04 grs. per ton. 

At the face of the large excavation at the Skull a vertical section of the reef was taken, 
and the results for the several parts were as follow

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Northward of the excavation and wiHiiii a few yards of it the nui of gold is fonnd, and 
quartz from that portion yielded at the rate of 1 oz. 4 dwts. 5 grs, per ton. 

Mr. W. King, B.A., the Deputy Superintendent of the Geological Survey of India, esti¬ 
mated from preliminary erushings made by him that the yield per ton of the reefs in this 
district would be 7 dwts.; and lie refers to the results obtained by the Tributers who worked 
at Wright’s Level, viz,, 11 dwts. and 17 dwts. per ton. 

In the table attached to Mr. King’s report in the Reconh of the Geological Survey of India 
(No. 3—1878, Vol. XI) it is stated that 769^ tons crushed by the Alpha Company gave an 
average yield of 2 dwts. 9 grs. per ton. One large parcel included in this return yielded only 
1 dwt. 17 grs. per ton, but another parcel—tons—treated at the Wynaad Prospecting Com¬ 
pany’s works yielded 19 dwts. 22 grs, per ton. 

In a report, dated 2nd April 187.'), Mr. King writes Jis follows:— 

Among the lodes detailed above [referring to a t.able] the Skull reef about to be mined 
by the Alpha Company was tried most careftdly bj' seven parcels of quartz obtained from one 
cross-niit through the reef where it is 1.^ feet, wide. There w'as no gold visible in the sample 
which gave the proportion of 25'92 dwts. to the ton. This rich proportion of gold is from a 
baud of laminated (juartz about S feet thick within a couple of feet of the foot-wall or under¬ 
side of the reef. The average proportion from this two feet band would be 22'68 dwts., or 
aking the 10th, 12th and loth feet of llic 13 feet cross-cut, from each of which I have samples, 
Avc get a proportion of IG dwts. for wb.at ajij»ears to be the richest part of this reef. The work 
was done by baud and drv crn.shing.” 

In a pamphlet entitled “ (Johl Ib’o.specting in the ^Vynaad a table is given whieli purports 
to be an e.'ctract from a report made by IHr. King. The experiments were made on quart/, 
taken from the Skull l•(‘ef, and th(>y are as follows :—

In a printed rcjiort made by Mr. 11. landon to the Directors of the Alpha Company there 
arc results of trials as follow :—

It would be altogether injudicious to attemyit to give an average from the above results; 
but they are Buflicient to prove that the reef within the boundaries of the Alpha Company’s 
urea is in some yiarts higldy auriferous, and, having regard also to the large extent of native 
workings, that its character is such as to justify a Milling Company in opening it thoroughly 
with a’view to the erection of works for treating the quartz. 

The Machinery and If'orka. 

The machinery consists of a battery of fifteen stamps in three groujjs of five and a four¬ 
teen horse-power steam-engine having a tubular bailer and a fire-box eonstruefed to burn 
coal. It was intended that this engine should drive also a pulverizer and a i;ircuhir saw, both 
of which can be connected with the engine and arc under the s uno roof as that which covers 
the stamps and the engine. The stamp,s, including the shanks and di.s-cs, are said to weigh 
about 3J cwt. each, but they appear to be very much liouvicr. Motion is given to the Btamps 
by cams attached to a shaft. The coflbr.s in which the stampers work have in front of them 
only (and not at the back) perforated iron plates w’ith 125 holes to the square inch. There 
arc three copper plates four feet six inches in width—one is seventeen inohes in length, one 
three feet eleven inches and the lowest twenty inches. These are divided by ripples. The 
angle of inclination of the plates is from 3'’ to .'H'\ but they are not even. They bulge a 
little in some ])lacos. The tables are from t.en feet eight inches to twenty-six feet in length, 
eaeli group of stamps having tables of difl’ei'ent lengths; each table is iii three yiartitions, 
seventeen inches in width ; the angle of inclination of the tables is 0“. The blankets xvere 
nine leot in length, and only nine feet in length of the tables were covered with blankets. 
Ihe tailings ran through launders to catchpits. 

A small furnace for roasting the tailings, a retorting furnace and kilns for roasting the 
quartz previous to crusliiug, complete the list of appliances at the mill. 

The information I have iceeivcd, furnishes a melancholy histoiy of the various attempts 
to work the machinery. AMicn it was erected, it is said, it worked very well, that is to say. 
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the maeliinery moved smoothly, but it never crushed any suoh quantities of stone ns ou^ht 
to have been crushed. One day about ei{;ht tons of stono were crushed; but the Alpha 
Company crushed, at the best of times, only seven tons in twenty-four hours, and even this 
rate would not be maintained. It was found impossible to move the stamps, the pulverizer, 
and the circrdar saw at the same time. The eng^iue, it is stated, was worked at a pressure 
of 60 lbs., but it was never possible to keep up steam. It usually took three hours to get 

up ete.am. No fii-ewood was stored. It was cut green, and even old wood that was gathered 

was often quite wet. 

The present condition of the battery and tables is, of course, worse than it was when 
they were erected. The weather and use have injured them; and one of the Managers, in 
order to re-nrraiige the tables of the middle battery according to his ideas, cut away one of 
the main bed-logs, and since that w.as done the vibration has been so great with the rn.icbi- 
nery in motion as to shake the tables to pieces. The wood of the tables is shrunken and 
warped ; there are numerous apertures through which water, quicksilver, ami amalgam could 
escape; and T am told that 65 lbs. of quicksilver were found under one table. The fall from 
the coffers is not on to the plates; there is a space of over an inch between the plates and 
the edge of the coffers, and even now the course which the water and tailings took as they 

e.scaped through this aperture is plainly to bo seen under the tables. The fastenings too are 

bad; the nuts and washers below the coffers do not cover the holes in the plates for the bolts, 
and the niorcury and amalgam fell through the spaces thus exi»oscd. Some of the arras of 
the drum for the belt connecting the engine with the pulverizer are broken, owing, it is 
su])posed, to their having been screwed up too tightly. 

The pulverizer is said to have reduced the tailings to u fine jxjwder, but the quicksilver 
"floured” owing to the iron ji^'rites not being properly roasted. 

About 10 cwt. of " tailings” could be ground by this liiaehine in a day. Owing to the 
condition of the machinery I would not deem it prudent to put the pulverizer in motion. 
It is to be uoted that the taps through which the quicksilver or amalgam flows from the 
pulverizer arc made of brass. They arc now nearly entirely eaten away. 

The Treatment of the Quartz and the Results. 

From information furnished by the Directors it appears that raining operations were 
commenced by the Alpha Company in February 1875 and ceased in March 1876, and that 
the folal quantity of quartz treated from first to last, was 77yi tons. The time occupied in 
erusbing and treating this quantity was seven mouths, including stoppages. The gold 
obtained weighed 1)1 oz. 12 dwt. 26 grs., being at the rate of 2 dwt. 8--1.3 gr.s. nearly per 
ton. This is iiieliisive of six tons and-a-half wliich were treated at the Wyna.ad Prospecting 
Company’s ^Vorks for the .4lplm Company, and which, ns already stated, yielded at the rate 
of lU dwt. 22 grs. jier ton. The average cost of raising quartz was Ks" 2 per ton; the 
average eo.st of conveying the stone to the mill was Re. l-S per ton, and the average cost 
of crushing lie. 1-1.6 per ton. The total cost of raising and crushing quartz is stated to 
have been Hs. 2,1)11-0. 

'fo these must be added the following items as given in the statements furnished bv the 
Directors:—Firewood (estimated) Rs. 50 (per week); timbering in the mine, Rs. 150; 
blasting-]>owder, Rs. 700; and quicksilver (quantity used not known), Ils. 3,000. The 
cost of supervision is set dowu at Rs. 2,381 for seven mouths only. The maehiuery is stated 
to have cost Us. 25,<KK), and the erecting of it about Rs. 1,800. The construction of roads cost 
Rs. 795-7-7. 

The aggrcg.ate of these sums, iueluding interest on the capital invested, .shows that 
the quartz, for raising, treating, supervision, stores, &c., must have cost more than Jls. 13 
per ton, or, to ]mt the matter in another way, that the gold was obtained at an expense of 
Ils. 127 per ounce. 

The balance sheet of the Alpha Company, prepared by the Secretaries and Treasurers 
(copy hereto marked A), shows that the sums expended in preliminary c.xpeuses were Rs. 
8,708-4-5, and in supervision, managennuit, fre., Rs. 14,675-11-9 ; and the only poi: t in 
the statement, that is really imjxirtaut. i.s the relatively small sum expended iii actual mining 
operations, which under the head <>f "Mining, Felling, and Storage” is siit down as 
Rs. 11,327-0-10. The value ol the gold got, tlio result of these operations, is stated at 
Rs. 3,037-0-3. 

The stone treated at the Wyun.'id Prospecting Company’s Works, six tons ami a-half, was 
got from the reef at Wright’s Level, and it cost for sinking the shaft and raising Rg. 70-10 
for breaking Rs. 3-10, for conveyance to the Works Ils. 21, and for crushing Rs. 65 • total 
Rs. 160-1. ' 

The gold got sold for Ils. 297-0-3. The stone treated by the Alpha Company at their 
works was not. roasted before being sent to the mill; but the " tailings” collected in the 
settling jiits were roasted in a furnace and ground in the pulverizer. I have not been inform¬ 
ed as to the results of the treatment of the tailings. 

The stone crushed for the Alpha Company at the Wynaad Prospecting Company’s Works 
was roasted before being crushed. 

"The Prince of- Wales’ Quartz Reef Gold Prospecting Company” took possession of the 
Alpha Works oil the 1st June 1877, under an agreement with the Alpha Company They 
commenced mining operations on the 17th August 1877, and continued to mine with some 
interruptions until the end of February 1878. The pecuniary results of this adventure are

The average yield per ton from these parcels was 10 dwts, 12 grs. nearly. Pieces of 
quartz, containing gold wcfro sold for 11s. 1,2.51-1'. The ‘'‘specimens” eontainiiig' gold got 
from the parcel of 1 Of tons arc said to have been sold for lls. 920, audit may' be assumed, 
therefore that the stone was veiy rich. 

There is not much information to be obtained as to the mode of treatment pnrsned by the 
Alpha Cotn]'any, but it is stated that the stamper-boxes were charged with (jnieksilver, not 
largely', and that lln.-y relied mainly on their cojiperplates and rijiples for saving the gold 
They used sodium amalgam veiy freely'. 

The Manager of the Prince of Wales Tribute Company has furnished many details respect¬ 
ing the mode of treating the quartz when the results of the operations were apparently to 
some extent satisfaetorv to the shareliolders. 

Kilns were Imilt, and tlio stone heforc being sent to the mill was roasted. Wood was 
placeil in the kilns and the stone piled thereon and the roasting wiis continued fur forty-eight 
hours. 

He informs me that a small cpiantitv of quicksilver was put in the eullei-s two or three 
times a day according to the estimated riehne.s.s of the .stone. On the copper plates 2.', 
per cent, of sodium ainalgani was used with the (piicksilvcr, and in (ho pulverizer as mueii 
as 3 jier ci ut. Si ill the quicksilver “ floured.” 

Jllank'cfs of the ordinary kind were used, and the leuglli eo\or(‘d by (he l'lank<*ts w'as nine 
feid. 'flicy wci-(‘ vxashed every half-honr. It set'in.s Unit all the table.- weiv for this length 
covered w'itli Idankel- and tlie water was allowed to spread il.-elf oN-er the winde. 

Water was conveyeil 1o the mill liirongli troughs which diseliarged into a innk. and an 
iron l>il>e, fed J'r.no ihe laulc, was Jixed in front of the battery, 'i'o this were .-illaelied .smaller 
pil>es provided with lajis, two to each battery, and w'hen the snpjdy was .snlfieient the water 
must have entered (he coffers w’ilh great force. 'I'lie flow, howevi'r, wa.s not even, the smaller 
jiipes weiv often choked w itli gnis.s, and owing to lli<. tronglis or ]ioni-> being l.:nll\ matle and 
improjx'i'ty jilaeed the water e.-ea]ie<l and sometimes llien* was not snilieienl frir tlie table.s. 

The .stone was broken liy liand, before being sent to the mill, at a eo.st of nine anna.s jier 

ton. 

The feeding was very irregular. It Inqipetied not .sehlom that so nuieli (|uartz wtis jnit int(* a 
coffer as to 6lo]> the action of the stamper, and at other times the eolfer was not fed and the 
disc sfrnek ii]ion and inyuretl the <.-am. 

Oil from the maehinerv often dropped*on the plates and it foiiml its way also into the 
coffers. 

Tailings e.seajicd from the catelipits. 

The stone treated, as already mentioned, must have been rich. In one “ cleaning up" of 
a stamji-box eoar.se picee.s of gold were found weighing from 6 gi*s. to 3 dwts., and of these 
about thirty w'ere obtained ; one ]»icce weighed about 7^ dwts. 

Causes of Failure. 

The lirst important step taken by the Alpha Company was to erect mat binery, and subse¬ 
quently they made attempts under the advice of varioirs Managers to open their main ivef. 
As stated in another part of this repoi't, they lirst quarried stone at the native workings on the 
noi-lherii exteii.sioii of the reef and subsequently at the sonllicrii portion of it, but no sneeessful 
effort was made to mine systematically. There was consequently unnecessary cost incurred in 
getting stone, and great cost in conveying it to the mill. 

There was no stone-breaking machine at the mill j the stone was broken liy band. There 
w'as no sell-feeding a)ii)aratus ; the feeding was irregidar, luid the jdatform on which the quartz 
was delivered was not ]iarlilioned off from the stampers and engine. The dust rose sometimes 
ui clouds and fell on the bearers, injuring them and rendering necessary a large supply of oil, 

i^V .^'+1 various parts of the rnachiiiery, some of wliieli often dropjred on the 

P ^ maKiug cixeelive amaltramaticin imwosHiblo. nvew if rVioro tmrl unf lir.i.Ti 
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the pevoentacre of iron pyritea in several sections probably varies from 0-1 or loss to 5 per cent, 
and when this is placed iji a kiln in the manner described elsewhere in this rei)OrL, iL is impoS" 
Bible to oxydizo the sulphur. The fusible lower sulphides coat the gold and pri-veut its amal¬ 
gamation with mercury. The roasted stone 1 have seen in Devdlii is often a slag, and any gold 
in it must bo “ glazed.^’ 

Sodium amalgam appears to have been used in excessive qiiantilicri. 'I'his amalgam has all 
the valuable jiroperties ascribed to it by the jjatentee, Mr. William ('ruukes, I'.Ji.S.; but the 
utmost care and c.aution arc necessary in using it in the exlrietiuii of gold a,ml silver. A very 
minute quautiW of sodium amalgam added to quicksilver lias the eilecL of rcutlering the 
metal more mobile and more eager'’'’ for g'old, and tberefuro it is the uioi'e likely to escajie 
from the mill and eai'ry the line gold with it unless the ripples are ]u-operly' iirrang(.‘d ami other 
precautioms taken. , 

It was .T. mistake to jait quicksilver in the cofl'ers. Tiu' uudeeomjiosed pyrite.s, reduced to 
]»owdcr, would aeeuinulaic in the coffers and cause the “ sickening’'’ and “ llouriiig’'” of the 
meremy. The metal breaking up into minute globules or adlieriiig to the |iowdorod pyrites 
would be eari'icfl .away. 

If no quicksilver had been put in the eollcrs, the copper plates might have been dispensed 
with. 

The imdinatioJi of the t.ahlcs was excessive. Instead of 1 in 10 they should hare been not 
more l.lian 1 in l-Jj or 1 iu 16. 

'rhe water from the battery (often insidficient) was alloAvcd fo spriiud ilself oviu' llic whole 
extent of the tables j whereas, as there was not sulllciciit. walf'r, but under aiu’ eii'i.'umstance.s, 
it sbould luivi- bi'cu so regulated as to carry the tailings evenly' uv'cr the blankets. Ami the 
length of tin' blanketing, nine feet, Avas not enough. I Lave liecu iuforni(;d ihat iron pyrites 
from the Aljiha Mill was t-akon out of the bed of the stream quite :iu() j'ards away, and that it 
was found to yield 1 oz. to the ton. 

Buddies were not usi'd tor concentrating the tailings, and a largo proportion of the btuff 
Bent to the furnace must have oousisted of quartz. 

The furnace wlii<!h was bialt by the Tribiitcrs is umsuitablc for treating pyrites. 

The steam-cugiiio was never equal to the duty rcqiiireil of it. One of forty-horse power 
would be needed to drive the stampers and keej) in motion the pulverizer, fully ehargt>d, and 
the saw. 'I'he Al])lia (’omyiany and the 'J'ributcrs are said to have eruslu-d .l,it):l tons of quartz 
iu fifteen months : if the machinery had been effective, and if the vorks had been skilfully 
managed, at least I 1,00U tons sbould liav'o bi*eii reduceil in iiftceu uiniui.s.

The 
tables should he twculv ll-ct or im>rc in length and about fourteen inche.s in breadth for each 
staini, iiead ; the fall .slu'nild he ahonl one in siKteeii (if a good supply of water is maiiitainotl), 
and thev slioiihl he ."overed with closely-woven green baize.

I have the honor, with reference to your letter of the 4th instant, to acquaint you, for the 

information of the Rig'ht 
Honorable the Governor 
in Council, that I hare 
already charged in my 
aeeounts the value of the 
gold dust procured iji 
this disti’ict on account 
of Government, amount¬ 
ing, as per annexed 
memorandum, to Rs. 
5,2.s7-ll-5. Of this 
quantity, by far the 
greatest portion has been 
forwarded to the Pre¬ 
sidency, the remainder 
being 2,0084. New gold 
fauam's weight, valued 
atRs. ],82G-fi-2, will be 
delivei’cd over hy me t<j 
]\Ir. Hudlestou, who has 
been instructed to collect as much more gold dust for the use of Government as can be obtaine<l. 

I beg, however, to state that, in consequence of an increased demand for this valuable 
commodity, owing to a greater number of persons resorting to this i>rovinoe from the eastern 
districts of Coimbatore, Madura and Triebinopoly to purchase it, the price has risen in the 
average 5^ per cent., or from Rs. 4-2-40 to 4-S-85 for ten new gold fuiiams’ weight. 

Though gold is found in all the rivers of this district, from the stream which falls into tlie 
a«‘a at Elatoor, about eight miles north of Calient, and as far south as the numerous streams 
flowing through the Palghat valley, which at their junction, about lomileshelowPalghut- 
cherry, form the great Pontini river, some of which reach the .southern boundary between 
Cochin and Malabar, about 110 miles to the southward of Calicut, (ho places and streams 
which afford the largest su 2 »i>ly of gold dust are the following:— 

The Toodahull river, which rises in the Kooudah mountains, and after dividing the 
Walawandd 1’uhik from the taluk of Noringaiiaad falls into the great Poiiaui river at 
Moochickul, about two miles north-east of Turtullah. 

The ArH])arambur, a rivulet which flows through Walawanad and ])art of Neringaiiaad 
and joins the Toodakidl river about two miles east of Chciq)alcheri. 

The Aruakyem river, which has its source iu the Moorkoorty and Kooudah mountains, 
and forming the boundary between the Eriiad and Walawanad taluks, and, jiassiug the towns 
of Malapuram and 'I'inirangiidi, it meets the sea at Cai-aloondy. 

The Caroatode stream, which rises in the Moorkoorty valley and joins the Arnahyem river 
ni-ar Pynaad in the Ernad Taluk. 

The gold found at the ^daces above mentioned is the purest that is procurable in thcT 
district, its touch being equal to 94 . 

The sea-beach from (ho town of Paiqmrangady to CaralooTidy, and thence to Beypore, 
e.tlonding about eight miles in length, the latter place being seven miles south of Calicut. 
Here the gold is equal to 8|, and it is evidently washetl down from the nioimtaius during the 
great freshes in the south-west monsoon, and after being carried out by the flood beyond the 
mouths of the Bey^jore and Cai-alooiidy rivers, it is thi’own back by the action of the surf 
when the sea runs high and is much agitated by tempestuous weather, and deposited on the 
sands much higher up than the sea usually reaches when the weather is moderate. 

Kutchambara on the hank of the Coodarapoya river, which comes from the Moorkoorty 
valley and unites with the Beypoor river, about two miles below Nilambur. The touch of the 
gold found here and in the bed of the Coodarapoya river is nearly OJ. 

The Karumpoya and Poonapoya, or golden river, both which streams take their rise in a 
high range of mountains called the “Paral Mallah" situated north-east of Moorkoorty and 
forming part of the main chain of the Nflgiris, and, when collected in one body near Pool- 
liemparra in Wynaad, the st ream receives the name of the “ Paundypoya but this, on its apl 
proach near the gliflts, is agiiiu divided into two streams, and the main branch, called in the

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Nilambiir vallay the Carumbye, rushes «3own the Alliampully Cherrum. The Poonapoya 
doM-eiids the iriuuiitains between Alliampnlly aud the Caracoor Cherrum; and long- before it« 
jiinetion with the t'ariimbye it receives both the Kollakumpoya and Caracoor])oya. 

The Eellakuinpoya and Caracoorpoya above mentioned; the former river rushes down from 
Wynaad the Nilambfir valley through the Cunduloor Cherrum, and the latter descends 
from Dev^bi to the right of the road through the Caracoor Pass. 

Gold dust is also found on the jilains in the Nilambrir valley and frequently on elevated 
spots, particularly at Tetu’oowally, a hill near Mambaatangady, abont 160 feet above the hivol 
of the Beypore river, diiring the highest freshes; and on the slope of this eminence gold is 
j>rocured some feet below the surface of the ground in pits dug by those who come in search 
of it. 

North of the Beypore river it is found in the Teeroowambaddy Division of Polyee in a 
mountain stream, which, descending the ghats to the left of the road through the Tnmber> 
cherry Pass runs through the Tanibei-cherry and Polyee districts and forms a junction with 
the great Beypore river l^etwcen Pawoor and Shirwaddec and opposit e to Maijooram in t he 
Ernad Taluk. The touch of the gold found here and of that which is generally procuretl in 
the Nilanibur valley is about 8^. 

Above the ghfits, in Wymaad, gold is found in Parkureetil, a higher table-land between 
Mnnantoddy and Namhellacottn, at a jdoce called Choolloyde in Moonanuud, und at Nellyalom 
and Poniini in Moopeyiiaad. It is likewise found at Devdla and its immediate vicinity in 
Nainbollacotta, hut the gold of Wynaiid is much inferior to that which is washed down from 
the lofty mountains actually appertaining to the Nilgiris and Khondahs, its touch being 
only 7$. 

The manner in which gold dust is found and separated from the soil is ns follows :—The 
earth or .sand in the mountains, hills, paddy fields, and beds of rivers and rivulets known to he 
impregnated with this valuable ore is dug up, hut it is only in or near water, and cou.sequcnl.ly 
in rimning streams, ruts, ravines, and breaks in the mountains and ground into wdueh the 
course of the water is most likely to tirive the ore during the rainy season, that gold is dug for; 
and being put into a pautty, a kind of wooden tray hollowed in the centre and not unlike a 
turtle's shell, the soil is immediately submerged in water just enough to overflow it and no 
more, und kept in an undulating motion by the washer with one hand, while tlic earth is stirred 
up with the other until all the earthy particles arc washed entirely out of it and a sediment 
is left in the hollow, consisting chiefly of a mixture of black sand and particles of iron and 
gold. The pautty is then taken out of the water, and one end of it being somewhat elevateil, 
water is gently poured upon its eontmits until the gold distinctly ap|)earB on the boixlcr quite 
dividetl from the princi|tal mass, 'J’he golden particles are separated with a grain or two of 
quicksilver which is rubbed into them and then imi in a piece of tohaeeo b af, wliicli, bciu;^ 
placed in a crucible or inora generally between two pieces of lighted charcoal, the heat causes 
the quicksilver to evaporate, and the gold is then taken out in a pure state. 

When gold dust is found in sti-eams, a w'oodon trough about 4 to -1J I'cet hmg and J 5 
inches wide is frequently used, and into tliis the sand or soil from the bed of tb(> river or rivulet 
is thrown as fast as it is taken out and then washed by the person in el)arg<! of the (rough, 
who is constantly stirring the sand with his right liand and pouring ii gmitlc stream of waUn- 
upon it with his left, until nothing rcinaius hut heavy black sand and }>ai t.ii:U*s of iron and gold ; 
and when the dust appears on its borders, it is collected with a proportion of quicksilver and 
then separated in the manner before mentioned. 

When gold is found in small ]>ioco8, which is often the case in the beds of the several 
brunches of the Beypore river flowing through the Nilambur valley bi^forc they all unite 
above Mainbaatangaxly, there is no occasion for quicksilver or heat. 

In the rainy season the pautties arc worked upon the mountains, hills and other elovnt<sl 
spots ; but these places, owing to the want of water to assist the ojxfi atioi., are ahandonod a( 
the end of the rains and the pautties arc employed during the dry months in the beds of rivers 
Vind smaller streams. 

The sands on tJio sea-beach between Parparangady, C'araloondy, ninl Bcyiiore are most, pro¬ 
ductive during the months of June, July, August and September, when t lie rivers wbi«>li fall into 
the sea at Beypore and (Jaraloondy are lilled by the soutli-west monsoon; but gold is found 
lici-c, though ill smaller quantities, tlirongbout the year. 

There appears no reason whatever to doubt that golden ore is homogeneous to the soil iu 
the mountains and bills of Malabar, aud even many elevated sjxits in the valleys of Nilambur 
and Moorkoorty ami the immediate vicinity of Devdla and the Koomlah and Nilgiri moun¬ 
tains ; whilst that which is found iu the beds of rivers and other mountain streams is I'ortnitously 
brought, down by the monsoon rains. 

Though a very extensive search has been mode among the records of my olfice since I had 
the honor of receiving the commands of the Right Honorable the Governor, under date the 
1Mb November 1828, to afford information on this subject, I regret to state tlml I have not 
succeeded in finding that any endeavour whatsoever was made by the several Collectors since 
this province accrued to the possession of the Honorable Company, to discover the mines or 
places whence the gold issues. These, however, appear to have been noticed by the Honorable 
Mr. Duncan, late Governor of Bombay, who eiyoined the autboritic.s then in the province, in 
the year 1703, to collect and submit to him every information that could he uhtained on the 
subject; but it does not appear upon record that any scientific person was deputed to explore 
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tite placet where the dost is fimnd in order to trace the souroes from whenee the tapplies are 
derived, or that any particular inquiry on the subject was set on foot, though it hat t^n well 
known from the earliest period that gold is produced in the province, and the collecting of it 
has been farmed out in Wynaad and the Nilambur valley for the last forty or fifty years.

I, Henry Louis Hugncnin, do hereby engage to search for gold mines in the mountains on 
the Malabar Coast on the following conditions:— 

-That the search be conducted at the expense of Government and that I receive 
all reasonable assistance and countenance from the local anthorities. 

Und. —That my proceedings shall be under the suiierintcndonce of such controlling 
authority as the Government may be pleased to appoint. 

Srd,—That I shall receive one-half of the gold I may assist in finding and raising 
during the next twelve months and the same proportion of all gold 1 may 
collect from the mountain streams, &c., by washing. It shall, however, be 
optional with the Government to take mj’ share of the produce at the market- 
price of gold and to renew this privilege in my favor for another year if they 
shall think fit.

In obedience to the orders contained in your letter of the 12th instant at Ootoca- 
mund, I biivo the honor to acquaint you, for the information of Government, that I mot Mr. 
Hugncnin at this ]tlace on the 16th instant, and that, after all due consultation with him and 
minute iiKpiirice from tho-natives into the causes, times, and places of fever about this part 
of the count ry, I am of opinion that nothing whatever is to be apprehended on that score 
until the setting in of tho heavy rains in June, and scarcely even then if proper precautions 
are taken to prevent it. 

The country in our immediate vicinity is entirely free from jungle with the exception of 
a few hills presenting nearly tho same features as some parts of the Nilgiris. The thermo¬ 
meter ranges between 71“ and 82“ in the 24 hours. There does not appear at present to be 
any unhealthy symptoms among the natives, nor are there any to bo feared by their accounts 
during the heaviest rains, but merely at their commencement and ceasing, that is, during the 
months of June and September. The monsoon, however, is the must favorable time for the 
collection of gold dust in consequence of its being then brought down in largo quantities by 
the mountain toi*rents; for during the rainy season the quantity washed bj- one person daily 
varies from the value of 6 to 6 rupees, and during the dry season scarcely from 1 to 2 rupees, 
80 t hat justice can scarcely be done to tho undertaking if the possibility of the rains affecting 
the health of those employed be considered an objection to it. • 

1 now beg to inform you that there are three mountains near this in which Mr. Hugnenin 
is confident of finding quantities of gold. The one which he intends commencing is called 
Chuliinjilly by some, and N elliraally by others, of the natives; it contains the sources of 
sevcnil streams flowing into a branch of the Bej’poor river near Carc.are in which streams a 
great quantity of tho gold dust of this district is collected. In Arrowsmith^s Map this place is 
marked Dieueotc, about 12 miles from Goodaloor, a little to the southward of tho main road to 
Manantoddy, and the mountain in question is about three miles further south. There is 
nothing however in tho shape of a roatl, nor even a path to be found towards it, and from the 
abruj>t.uess of t.hc intermediate hills and rocks the way is in some parts utterly impassable 
for cattle, so that, in the first instance a practicable path must be cut for the supplies of a 
bazaar, as there are no provisions to be found even in this village, which scarcely contains a 
dozen huts. 

I have the honor to enclose a list of workmen which will be required to place all things in 
readiness for commencing operations immediately. In the first instance I have the honor to 
submit, that I conceive thirty men at least requisite to carry on the work with certainty and 
expedition, tho whole to be employed at first in hutting themselves and making a practicable 
patlnvay to the mountain, and aftenvards 15 as miners and 16 in washing the sand and 
searching fur gold dust in tho rivers. I also bog to to add that, if an intelligent native oillcer 
was detached with the party, he would be of the greatest assistance to me in overlooking one 
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party while I am with the other, &c. These circumstances, however, will of course remain for 
your consideration and decision.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of yours of the 20 th instant, and, in reply, 
beg to state that the tools required for the men will dciiend entirely on the number of men 
sent. I consider that the chests of mining tools should be allowed at least six men each, and 
that a spade, a momety, and a pickaxe will he required for every man beyond that number with 
a supi)ly of baskets for carrying earth, observing at the same time that the more hands avail¬ 
able, the more expeditious will be our operation.^. 

I have now the honor to acquaint yon, for the information of Government, thatMr. Hugnenin 
and myself proceeded yesterday for the third time to the Chulimally mountain for the puiqiose 
of searching for an old mine which, it seems, w'as worked long before the Honorable Conqiany 
obtained possession of this part of the country, Ihc fearful probability of which event, it is said, 
induced the llajah of that day to abandon the mine for the time being from a dread of losing it 
altogether, and, making the business a State secret, he issued orders that no one on pain of death 
was to approach the mountain, on which, I am here told, he let loose as many wild beasts us ho 
could procure. How far this account may be true is diflieult to say. AVe have not as yet, 
however, succeeded in persuading a single villager to aceompan)- ns to the mouiitaiu in conse¬ 
quence of the above belief. 

1 now proceed to acquaint 5 'ou that yesterday, after cutting our way for several hours in 
the thickest part of the .jungle on the mountain, we came upon the mine in qiic.stion, consisting 
of three shafts about five feet each in diameter and Id from each other, forming an etjui- 
lateral triangle, the deepest of them extending to about 70 feet, since a stone drojiped in took 
alxiut 4i seconds to reach the bottom j the depth, however, has no doubt great ly decreased by 
the effects of rotten vegetation, &e. On further search we soon found that this mine was not 
the only one, for, having penetrated a.s far as we possibly conld through the jungle towards 
the summit of the mountain, we discovered no less than 27 shafts, alt sunk in the same manner 
and forming a chain of triangles as before described, the di.sposition of which with regard to 
c.ach other leads me to supj>ose that they have all subterraneous countershafts communicating 
with each other and probably extending to a largo main shaft which, I trust, may be di.seovcrcd 
on the arrival of the pioneers. How these mines could have remained so long a secret appeara 
surprising; however it is certain that had not a descendant of the above said llajah mentioned 
all these circumstances to Mr. Hugnenin and made the contract herein cn«-loscd, which he was 
unable to fulfil for want of sufficient capital, the mountain would of cour.se have still remained 
unknown. I have the honor to forward a few specimens of minerals which I found on the 
surface near the shafts, as also a small qiaantity of gold dust, the result of Mr. Hugnenin 
W'asbiug the earth for a few hours on the same spot. 

I 'aow beg to conclude by stating that I am perfectly satisfied in my mind that any /uior 
or expense whatever that may be incurred in this undertaking will be most amply repaid 
hereafter. 

This morning I came across the new rosid to the Nilgiris. 

The Moorkooty hills bear from hence east-north-east about 12 miles; Paratmala hills 
north-east 30 miles; Munoor ghat east-south-east, 40 miles. The Cherrunhoya is nav'a He 
nen now 10 miles beyond Oorumpooum, from which place I have j lut now come dow 
dhony. 

Karcatode is about six miles south-east of Manjury on the bank of the river. 

Mr. Hugnenin joined me on the 10th all right.

EXTRACT. 

These minerals are of a class so generally known and understood that I have only to 
give them their proper designations, and you will find them described at length in any mincr- 
alogieal work you may happen to have in your possession. 

The mineral marked " copper mica ” is what mineralogists usually call '' mica.” It is 
found very abundantly in India. It separates into many thin laminee, and in that state is 
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transparent and is the article with which the natives fotm those lanthorns that are exhibited in 
their festivals. It forms one of the component parts of the stones called granite and gneiss and 
constitutes a considerable portion of ihc bulk of the globe. 

The component parts of this mineral have been so frequently ascertained by the first 
chemist in Euro|>e that I conclude the Right Honorable the Governor would be disposed to 
rely more on their analysis than mine.

tblorite ; “ mineral gum ])aint” or the paint called “mineral gum ” is a pigment 
<lcrived from copjier and i.s an artificial, and not a natural, produelitai. 

8 . The earth marked “metallic clay^' derives that shining and metallic appearance 
from the undeoomposed mica it contains. It is another variety of the same sub¬ 
species as the last mineral chlorite. It contains neither verdigris nor arsenic. 
'I’he smell arising from these eartlxs is eomraon to all earths of this kind. 

I should have a<'kno\vledgcd the receij)! of your letter and of the minerals immediately 
after they came to hand, hut in consequence of indiB 2 >osition I bad gone as far as I’orto Novo 
for change of air, and, hearing then that the Governin' had left the Hills, I did not. know where, 
to addre.ss a letter that was likely to reach you before you arrived at Madras. I lio^ic 3 0 U will 
consider this a suflicient apology for the delay.

I have the honor (o rci)ort that the Huvildaris j>arty of pioneers under my orders arrived 
here on the 7 th instant and are as y'ct emploj'ed in hutting themselves, witli the e.xceptiou* 
of two or three, who take tlieiv daily routine of duty on learning the luotliod of wa.«liing for 
gold ill this district, as 1 have obtained for that jinrpose from a ryot in the neighhourhood 
the services of the head Kiirooinhar in his employ during the absence of Mr. Hugueiiin, from 
whom I have not yet heard. 

1 trust ere long to have tho honor of seeing jmu here, as it is almost impo.s.sil)le to give you 
any adequate idea on pajier of the nature of the work requisite and of the small mimher of men 
I liavo. to perform it with. Gold there is in all directions— everi/ ■uulla/t in iJte nt’ujJibuurhood 
contains it —and I have no doubt we shall collect a good quantity as soon as tho washing trays, 
&c., arrive from Calicut, us 1 have only been able to procure one tray from tho natives to 
teach the pioneers with. 

I have to add that a direct road to Chulimally from hence cannot he made without an 
excessive loss of time at prc.sciit, particularly ns I fmd there is little or no water on the moun¬ 
tain just now, without which the work cannot proceed, and during the dry season should at 
any rate be confined to the big rivers and nullahs. 

No sickness has ns yet made its appearance in the detachment.

by which a direct daily tax of about twenty rupees is levied Ity him without his jiaying 
anything to Clovornnient. On our arrival the whole of tlu; Mophihs made off; hut. in conse- 
<picjjoe of my i.ssiiiiig proelamatioii.s that in eontinning’ their work they should meet no moles¬ 
tation, a great number have returned to the mines. 'I'hese works are very ext<‘nsive ; the shafts 
are generally from ten to fifty feet, and the deeper they are the greater is the qnnntity ol gold 
to be found, the only iinjiedinient, to the work being the eontinnal aecrnimd.ation of water which 
they have no idea nhati i er of raising, hut by asst-mbling in great numhers with c'haltic'.s. Wi- 
could easily em])h\y banil.K>o si phons for this ])nrjiose ; hut, as our work v.-onhl be overlooked 1>_\ 
the !Mo{>lahs, they would not fail instantly to apply the syphon to all the othi>r mines in the 
neighbourhood to our great di.eadvantago hereafter. Thend'ore, until we have a sufiieient number 
of workmen and are suffieiently strong in pioneers or others to place guards over the mine.s, we 
cannot work them to any {^eat advantage. 

It will at once appear evident that when five or six luindrcHl men tiinl it worth their while 
to work with the mi.serable and slovenly apparatus they possess, and with which the vm-y least 
each man can jiossibly find is the weight of the third of a gold fanam per day, which t rilling day’s 
work very seldom happens (as the quantity found hy one man daily varies from that jnst nien- 
lioncd to the W'cight of ten gold faiiams, on which occasion the mud is alwoy.s taken from the 
deepest shafts) ; it will then, as above mentioned, ajq>ear evident that, w’ere the.<?e mines syste¬ 
matically worked on the European principle, the quantity of gold to l>e bad would be very 
considerable. But situated as I am without the above means and with so small a ]'arty, we 
can do little more than as many of the natives, and can finly for the ])reseiil eontiune tiie seareh 
for the most lucrative mines in the district and for tho.se i)iaees where it may he worth while 
for Government to keep up regular mining e.stahlisliments, amongst which numher these! mines 
may most undoubtedly he classed. Tlie pioneers have collected nearly nu onnee of gold during 
the week they have been here, and, bad 1 the regular Eurojiean apj>aratus, this ovnee would, I 
have no doubt, have been a pound. This will be duly forwarded to yourself or the Collector as 
you may desire.

In continuation of my reports for the information of Govermneut, 1 have now the liouor 
to acquaint you that the Moplalis at the Cooj)al mines having coniineiicetl a .system of deva¬ 
station ill filling up tlie shafts, &c. I liave been under the necessity of aj>plying' to the Col¬ 
lector for a Havildar guard, on the arrival of which at Coop.'d (having heard tliat the same 
sj'stem of depredation was going on in the mine.s in this direction fur the j.urposi! of giving u.s 
every possilile difficulty and impedimeut in our search), I immediately left half my jnirty at 
Coopal under the command of the Pioneer's Havildar with the necessary orders for protecting 
t the works, &c., while 1 am continuing the seareh and endeavouring to prevent injury being 
done to the mines in this neighbourhood, which are said to he very numerous and mneh richer 
than those at Coopal. As yet, however, wc have only come upon one which is in a mountain 
called " Combalamally," one of the Chulimalh’ range close under NeUiallum. 

The average quantity of gold to be found in this mine may be taken at about a gold fanam 
weight per man daily, but in consequence of the constant seareh we arc making in the jungles 
for the best mines we have no time for gold-washing. 

I take this opportunity of a party returning to Ootneamund, who have brought pay for 
the detachment, to forward to you by them the gold which has been found ky the Pioneers up 
to this date in searching the Nilambur valley, l^e situations of the riehe.st mines I shall duly 
Have the honor to forward in a rough map. 

In now again submitting for consideration the necojisity of niy party being increased, 
I trust 1 may not be accused of presumption in suggesting the expediency of teaching the 
•w^le corp.s of Pioneers the methods of washing for gold and fiirnisbiiig them with trays ac- 
coromgly, a system vvliich, if well followed up, would no doubt lead to the discovery of many 
ya uab e mines, particularly in the Koondar and Moorkooty hills, to v/ticA we have fairly traced 
t e strata which contain gold in that direction. It may be as well to remark en'passanl that the

than the cap they »iow jjosscks. The quantity of gold sent luMcwith is as follows :— 

From the Coojial mines three ingots weighing thirty-nine new gold fanams and seven 
bax-leycorns (touch 9). 

From Killarkumjjoya and Poonapoya i-ivei’s, Nilambur valley, three ingots weighing thii’ty 
new gold fauams, live bai-ley coi-ns (touch 8 i). 

From the Kakatode and Cherrumpoya rivers under the IMoorkooty hills one ingot weigh¬ 
ing thirteen new gold fanams (touch 9A). 

Total sent eighty-three new gold fanam weight; a small quantity of gold dust remains, 
but as it is not melted and thex’cfore very liable to be lust I have not sent it.

For tho further information of Government I have now the honor to rejiort our return 
to the Coopal mines after having duly scarehed as much of the Niluinhiir valley as the jungle 
has permitted us to poneti-ate, aud 1 am hapj>y to add that we have beefi as succevsful as 
could 1)6 wished. The mines in that direction are innumerable; tlie ]»rineipal ones are, however, 
in the thickest part of the jungle immediately under the AVj'iuiad hills and near the following 
villages belonging to the Tcroo})ad of Nilambiir, rw., Carembat, Katchapara, Moondairy, 
and Maneecoote. The Carembat jungle is mined throughout wherever the ground will admit 
of water being supplied from the neighbouring rivers, this l>ciug the only thing requisite, as 
tho whole of the soil under the hills contains gold, the quality of which is much tho same as 
tlie specimen 1 have had the honor to forward labelled “ from the Nilambdr Rajah's mines." 
This you will perceive by a small specimen herein enclosed (weight six new gold fanams), cost 
£ rupees 4 annas. 
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I now bc" to state that in consequence of an intimation from the Collector of M^abar, 
requeslinff to sec me resjHJeting further oj)crations, I am proceedinf;^ to Calicut, where 1 shall 
have the honor to await your further orders.

In further eontinuation of niy report.s for the information of Government, 1 have the 
lionor to acquaint yon that another severe attack of jungle fever, shortly after my arrival at 
Calicut, rendered it necessary, in the opinion of the medical oflieer, tint 1 shall he ronioved to 
this station in order to be in readiiie.s8 to meet the jnobable necessity of my being obliged to 
embark on a long sea voyage or for England for tin' recovery of my lioiiltli. 

^Vitll regard to tin* gold mines which wc have tdn'ady discovered, and the best means of 
obtaining tlu; greatest jiossiblc quantity of geld on account of Government. I beg to observe 
that it apjjetirs to me— 

ls(. —U’liat the only jieople who can be cinj)loycd witli advantage on su-count of the 
insalubrity of the climate arc lho.se wlio are resident at the several spots 
wiicrc the mines are .sitiiat(‘d and who have been aeeu.stomed to the work. 

2ntl. —That th(.‘.s'e jieople may be overlooked and controlled by t rusty tiat ives and peons 
stationed at the different mini's and jilaiu'd under the getieral sujierintendence 
of a l'’.uroj)ean oflieer, wlio might vi.sit them occasionally. 

3rd. —Tliat from the apj>liealion of niaebinery to Ihii niine.s, i-ueh as ]uiinps, stamping 
mills, wa.sbiug troughs, &e., Goveriinient might reaj> the grciitest I'ossible 
advantages, as tlie.se would enable the mines to jirooitrcii much greater quantity 
of gold than they now do, when Government niiglit not only lay a heavy tax 
on the Workmen without distressing tliern, but. also have an oj»j<ortuiiity of 
purchasing a larger proportion of gold at the rates which 1 have alreiuly had 
the honor to submit. 

Whether the machinery required couhl be made uj) in this country so lasting or .so elieaj) 
as in England may be considered doubtful. I would therefore beg to suggest that, under 
existing eircumstauecs, I may be permitted to proceed at once to England fur the ]>nr])ose of 
procuring such inaehiiicry ns may be requisite, — a measure which would not only fueilitiite the 
end in view, but would also tend so imicli to the re.sloration of my health iis to enable me to 
continue the researches so successfully commenced. 

My jircsent state of health not admitting of itiy drawing out a iilaii of the situation of the 
different mines already discovered, I have marked them out. in map Isdonging to the Principal 
Collector ill IMalahar and ('aiiara, which is all I am at present able to do, being confined to my 
bed and not able to jmt pen to pajier further than to sign iny name, and 1 am indebted to u 
friend with whom I am living for drawing up what 1 have now the honor to forward. 

In conclnsion, 1 hog to bring to the notice of Government that the allowances which 1 
have hitherto drawn as a Pioneer Officer have been far below the outlays I have been put to 
ni order to obtain the information 1 have already had the honor to forward to Government, 
having not only had to eonlend with every imaginable difficulty that could bo thrown in iny 
way by the natives (and which could scarcely ever he overcome without heavy bribes, presents, 
&c.), but also having been put to considerable expense for guides, coolies, stationery, servants.

I have the honor to acquaint you, for the information of Governmont tliat, havino* 
sufficiently rccoverotl iny hcaltli durinjr „iy voyaffo round from Cannanore to Madras, I have 
returned to the prosecution of my duties in the search for gold, on wliich subject I now bcfr to 
forward the followinfr cominunic.ations. ^ 

.Durin<r my pro^^rcss to tlie liills by the Salem road, tlic first place that 1 could {jet any 

tidiufrs of pold bciiifir found at was Dliarmapuri at tlie foot of the Shevaroy Hills, afterwards 
Sat 3 'ainan«'alam, Donkanilcola, Addivarain, or Stnano<ray, and Mettapoliem, in the uei},dibour- 
hood of which there arc, I am informed, about thirly peoph; ernjiloved in {rold.^ashing. It 
is therefore to be hoped wo shall nwet with the same succe.ss as heretofore on situations and at. 
such elevations amoimst the hills as will pr(>eIudo our being again laid nj) with fever. 

I have now to ohsorve that in all large hazaars wdiere there is a, great demand for gold its 
rnmmercial rn/iir far exceeds its peal value as reported hy the Mint Master; for instance, gold 
of !) touch i.s generally sold In Mie jMiulia.s hazaar at Jo rnjiees for the weight of one riipee, 
which i.s at the rale of 50 nipces per oiineo (troy), since that quantitv weig-lis '.it, rupees, while 
its value as reported hv the Mint Master is only Rs. 41-1-0. Now the original cost at the 
mines being li t rupees (for S) touch) per onm-o, it follows that tho jirofit to he obtained in a 
commercial poiitf of ri m is nearly 50 per cent., whih; the real value of tho metal at the Mint 
only gives a profit of about 2 J per cent, on tlie prime cost, thus showing- the infallible advan¬ 
tages tliat must aeenie to Govuniment. from their monoiioliziug tlie sale of gold, wherever it is 
to be found, by |)urebasin.: it li'rcct from the miner* bidore it can possilily^ get into other bands. 

'I'ho method of «-arrving siudi a luonoiioly into elTeet ye/t will, of course, be the best judge 
of. From the e\peni-ne(> / have now bad. how-ever, I am i)f opinion that it, will bo impossible 
for Government to proeiiro tho whole or even half of the gold that is actuall^'^ found unless tho 
utmost vigilaneo is kept up by small detaeliuieiits at the ilifCeroiit mines to prevent tho gold 
Itcing smuggled or ].ureliascd by the native mcrebants, who are always on attisndance for tho 
produce of every day’s work, and for wliieli lliey necrr pay Ute workmen in coin, but in articles 
of food, raiment, &<!., on w bicli ayain 1be>- cliargt! a very g-roat pereeiitago, so that tlioir 
firoflts must be enormous ; ami as they arc in llio habit of using false w'cigbis. sui.-li n.s intro- 
ducitig load into the grains of ]>addy w'itli wbieli tho gold is W'eighcd, and various other modes 
of extortion, the gold l.roughl by these .Swookar.s docs not probably- cost them more than half 
wliat I iiaiil lor it. 'J’he whole of the miners appoareil to he LUitirely at the merey of these 
nicreliants, and were ohiigiHl to give tliein over every rniiee ihcw received fi-om me. Jt i.s 
lliercfore to he sujijiosed that if lliese meivhaiit.s had notliing to say to the minors the gold 
would he sold at a much cheaper rale than that at which I pundiased it,. 

What, may be the actual quantity' to he daily jiroeured it is imj»o.ssil>Ic to say until Govern- 
mont take means for pri-vciiting the iiu-ial from liaviug any other outlet from the initicrs than 
fJoverntiU'j.t servaiit.s stationed there to pureliase it. It inu.st lu; ncvcrl.liele.ss evident that a 
little niiieliiiierv woulil greatly iiiereasc the qinuitit^' to he procured ; for instanee, tlicir present 
mode of crushing tin; ore is b\' hreakiug one i>ieee against aiiotlier until tliere is a siiffieient 
quantity of dust to fill a trav, whit;h slow mode of working docs not allow them to wash more 
th.aii tlirce or four tra 3 S full per man in tin; camrso of the da 3 'j wliereas witli pumps and stamp¬ 
ing mil's they miglit prohahU’ wash ten times that, number. No fear can reasonably',bo enter¬ 
tained of tlie mine< /.uliiiif or biicoming e.r/i«nittet/, since tlie wlnde eoiintiy for a circle of 
nearly lifLv miles immediiilcty inulrr the iihu’x contains g-ohl. • 

Jn addition to the profits 1 have above cmimcratcil there is also that of the la.x which 
appears to have been liitberto raised ly the zciuindar.s of districts miknnw'ii to Ciovernment 
niitlu>ritic.s. This tax varies from one |)ath1yweight of gold jier man to one jiaddy'W'cigbt f gold 
for tliree men, ai.-croriling to the jirodiiec of the mine. At (Joopal it is a paddyeora weight per 
man tinily. I have bad the honor to forw’ard a small map of the sitnnlions of the mines as yot 
discovered, which I can make out on a larger scale if required ; and in coiadnsion I beg to 
forward a memorandum of the extra expenses and lo.ssos 1 bavo sustained during the Bcorcb, 
and to solicit, t.he considoruLiou of Government for my- fntnn? allowaiiees and instructioos for 
my future proceedings.

corrinioii inaehiiieiy requisite for workiuf^ any iniue in ilic world, t’/r., puhi/m Jor raisiiijs the 
water out of th(! 'shafts, cranesSov eraiiin^- nj) the ore and earth, sfampiiii/ miKx for crushing it, 
trougljs for w'ashing it, and if the metal is rcijiiired in bars) aj>|>aratus for melting it. All 
the other inqdenieuts requisite are (contained in the inining ctiesfs of tools lorwnnlcil hy Cloveru- 
inent, of which, however, a much greater numher will he now nei'essaiw in order to luruish the 
miners with tlieni; and 3 should think that in addition to the two eliests alreaily .sent from 
Aladras if (ca More he now des[>at(;hed to (hiopal they will not lie found too many. C.arjienters 
and smiths (for the I’ejaiir.s of these articles and the construction of seallolding, &e.) will of 
<‘<)urso he nee.i'ssary. I’hree-inch (•yliuder ])uiups may ho proeuntd at Air. liaw s di*pot on the 
Mount ItoUil at 2.5() nquH'.s ea<*h (the ]iiii-e in Ijondoii is, 3 heliiwo, £.10;.

Without llie articles above mentioned all that cun he done in the present stale of the 
mines is to see that tlie whole of the gold that is found he pureha.scd on account of Govern¬ 
ment iiisieail of its g<»ing to the Nair.s, &e., as hitherto ; and thi.s eirenmstanee will greatly 
dejieiid oji 1 he .strict/ho/c-v/// and fruxhrorlliiitexx oi the native civil aut horit ii’s attaihed to th(' 
party in eoiiuteraeting the Irieks, ohstaeles, and diflionitics continually 1 brown in our way hy 
those wlio have hitherlii shared in the ]>rtifits of the mine.s, and who will now liiid llu niselves 
obliged to givi‘ up these jirolits to (joveinment. I liavc now to add that it i.s of the utmost 
importatiee that quarters rendered secure from tlie night air and dews should he erected for 
those eiiqiloycd at tlie mines, without which it is next to an inipos.sihility that the climate can 
he withstood ('or leuffih of time hy any but the natives of the district in tluil neighbour¬ 
hood; it is, 3 jnesume, needless to say that the Revenue Oflieer who attends on the jiarty 
should always he provideil with a suHieiout sum for purchasing daily the quantity of gold found 
in the mines hy the Mopluhs. 

3n eonelusion, 3 most i-espeetfidly beg to submit that a sight of these mines would do 
more than all 1 can write ou the subject, and 1 therefore huiiihly Leg lo sugge.st tJiat a com¬ 
mittee of such eomiietoiit persons as (iovermnent may deem lit may assemble at C’oopal with 
a view to the full consideration of the eireuinstanees I have above ineiit ioiied and of the 
plans whieli I have now' the honor to submit for tlie future management of the mines.

Stamping mills are much to be desired. In tlic last, report a mod - of one was stated to 
he in prci>aratioii at falic-iit under Mr. Ilugnenin's superinteiuleii. • everytliing shall be 
done in order to liaving one prepared, but if uu.sneec.ssful some ]>ret>;> at,iou of granite in the 
shape of pestle and mortar, or even sledge hammers, may serve as ,i.l. . itiite.s, and under any 
circumstances the work can progress without the two former, though i t to an equal extent. 

The melting the ore I do not immediately see the necessit y of, b^ Ibis equally with the 
purchase of gold at the mines. Tlie selection of trustwortliy jHirsf.. for such purjmses, as 
also for the supply of coolies and superintendence of all local matlci , are duties devolving, 
I conceive, on the Principal Collector in Malabar, who alone [jorsi es means adequately to 
provide for their performance. 

5. A further supply of chests of mining iotds I would also rccoi ricnd, and should they 
and the pumps he suiictioued, I beg to suggest iheir early dosjiateh i Calicut l>y soa, as well 
from motives of economy’ as to carriage, ns from the ttiipui'laiiL object f their reaching their 
destination in siiHicicnt time to be brought into use ns required duiiup diis scasKin, 

4. Smiths and carpenters for the oonstruction of seuffolding jiid repairs of various 
tools in use will also, 3 conceive, be supplied on the spot under tb< orders of the l^riucipal 
Collector. * * 

6, As relates to the insalubrity of the climate, and fevers cord'acted during the two 
former seasons, in part from waut of adequate protection against the heavy dews, I beg to 
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suggest the practicability of the construction of a temporary range of sheds on an ajipropriate 
site near to the mines of palmyra and cadjan leaves by the inhabitants of the country, the 
expense of which I presume would be most trivial 

6. In furtherance of these duties Lieutenant Nicolson will leave Ootacamund for Pal- 
ghatcherry on the 8th instant ev 7ou(e to Calicut, where he will commence preparations in 
communication with the Principal C'ollector in Malabar, and there await the receipt of further 
instructions, with which I beg to be honored the above points.

Head—1’he following letter from Major R. Crewe, Commanding Nilgiris, dated Ctli OctolnT 1832. 

Resolvkd, that the Military Board be instructed to purchase two 3-inch cylinder pumps at 
Mr. Law's depot and forward them with eight chests of mining tools to the I'rincipal Collector 
of Malabar, at the earliest praotieable moment, for delivery to Lieutenant Nieulson. If these 
articles cannot be sent by sea before the monsoon, they should be forwarded direct to Lieuten¬ 
ant Nicolson at Palgliat. 

Resolved, that authority he given to Major Crewe to cause the requisite number of cranes 
and troughs to be made up at Psilghat. 

The Principal (’olleetor of Malabar will cause a sufficient number of carpenters and smiths 
lobe supplied to Lieutenant Nicolson, and a trustworthy Native Iiovenue Officer to be 
in attendance; he will also cause a range of temporary sheds to be erected for the protection of 
the party at night.

With rcferenco to your letter and its enclosure of the 8th instant, I have now the honor 
to acquaint you that I arrived here on the 18th, and having made every inquiry as to materials 
and workmen for manufacturing machinery for the Coopal mines the following have been the 
results - 

(1) That the only substantial article t-o be procured is wood. 

(2) The iron and all other requisites are of the coarsest possible <]uality, and would 

therefore be continually bieakiiig and getting out of order. 

(S) No workmen can be found expert enough to put them cteverf// and sufjstantiall^ 
together, being all carpenters of the most ordinary description w'itlioul the 
slightest idea of mechanical jiowcrs or proportions, even if modeh were placed 
iefore them. Troughs and rakes are therefore the only articles to be depended 
on here, and under these circumstances we must, I fear, he reduced to tlie only 
alternative of looking to the Presidency for assistance, although from all 
inquiries I made them in May last I could not hear of any workmen 
competent to the task, as they are mostly ignorant of those principles of 
mechanics without which no sound machinery of any sort can possibly be 
constructed. The opinion here is that we should be more successful at 
Cochin. T beg to add that as soon as the Princij>al (\)]lector of ]Mal;»bar lias 
informed me of all preparations being in readiness a(. the mines for the 
construction of quarters, &e., the Pioneers will march for Coopal to assist 
in the work; in the meantime 1 beg again most respectfully to submit the 
expediency and necessity that exist for as'cnibling a eommitteo at 
of such ])ersons as may be thought the most conijictent to form an ojiinion 
on the present stiitc of the mines and their future maiiauement, a.s well as of 
the propriety and ailvantages of sending to I'higlaiul a: once for machinery; 
and with this view I take the liberty of mentioning tiie n; nios of the following 
gentlemen, vie., Air, Brown at Tellichcrrv, -Mr. (laUIi dt at Alipjiy, Mr. 
Fischer at Coimbatore, Mr. Leltardy at Ootai anuiii<l, all I >elieve men of known 
geiiin.s and gimeral infonmUion, who, wit h t lie Col loci < .and Eng ineer of the 
district, would form a body whose opinions on this subjc would, 1 pi-esume, 
])rove most satisfactory to Government. 

1 have now the honor to slate that there is at this moment a very li< ge quantity of gold 
for sale at this place and at Coimbatore at prices which, although in; h higher than at the 
mines (in con.«cqnenee of having passed through .several bands), are by ■'•owe elraHye anomaly 
still actually under the intrinsic value of the metal, as reporlotl by tlie A! it Alaster last season, 
and its intrinsic value at Madras may generally be reckoneil at al.out per cent. belov> its 

commercial value, so that it would still yiejd a good profit in the .Madra; market if Imught up 
on account of Government. Enclosed I beg to forward a smaU )>icce,ih!' price of which in the 
bazaar is at the rate of 39 rupees aud a half per ounce; its touch is alwiit Mo. I would therefore 
beg to request that yon will m pleased to solicit i>»mi8sion for me to draw upon the Principal 
Collectors of Malabar and Coimbatore for the price of any quantity of gold I may be able to 
procure in this manner, the same being deposited in their res|H'etive treasuries. Under all 
these circumstances, I beg to request further instruotione as to my immediate proceedings.

In compliance with the request eoiitnined in rour letter of the 7th instant, I havo 
now thehoiHO to jiiqiiiiint 3011 that I uriived here on the 12th, and having made the necessary 
iO(]uiries a.-' to matcriai.s and workinoii at this jilacc, 1 find that machinery for the gold mines 
can he made lu-re, hut 1 fear it would be far inferior to what might he iiiamifacttired in the 
Mint or hnugiit out troin Knglaiid, while tho expense would mo.st jjrohahl}* he much greater ; 
to avoir! delav, however, 1 am eolleeting mnfeiials lor a windlass crane of c>le{diinit ]«ower for 
the imiin shalls at Coopnl, the expense of making and setting iip'nrliieh will cost (as far us I am 
.at i>rescnt able to ealeiilatr-) between six and seven hundred rupees; and although several of 
these itre lerpiired. oj/e alone will, I have uo doubt, sutlice to jirove the advantages to bo 
derived bv Government from such machines. 

2. 4Vitli regard to piini]>s, wooden ones can be made, but not iron ones; these, however, 
nnlcss on the fotciufi firiudz-lf, can only answer for a short time, and 1 am given to uuder- 
htaud tlieio is no siieh thing sis a f'oi-cing pump in Madras. 

A .stamping mill ibr eiiisliing the ore if made here will take up much time, and will 
cost (with its mM cssary rcajiiicites) ahoiit a Ihousnnd pagodas. 

4. In addition to the above iron wire sieves for sifting the pounded ore, troughs for 
washing it, rakes, &<•., may prohahlv come to one thousand ru’pecB more, so that an outlay 
of about fiver thousand iitpees jdtogctlier would, I should think, suffice to jirove to Govern- 
aicnt the adviiiitages to t «!deiived from working these mines on a ver}' extensive scale. 

5. A n seiioir for water slioidd he built at Cooj»al imnicdiatcl}* of brick and chunam, ns 
(.lu re is no water near at hand hut what comes from the abaft, and wbicb, from the want of a 
reservoir, runs now to waste. 

6 . With utmost deference I now do m 3 'se 1 f tho honor to anhinit tho following opinions ; 
but those ol a x/irdal lovimillce ivoidd, I presume, l>efur more satisfactory to tho Right Honor¬ 
able tlic Gov-riior in C<iiiiieil. 

7. lli.w h.ig these mines have been worked, and what tlicir average produce bos been, are 

questions in\.,Uiiio; ihj. interest of the natives to answer, and it therefore becomes a very difli- 
enlt matter to aseertaiii the truth; their apj)earuuce, however, together with the slovenly 
mode ol woik adopted by the Mopluhs, lend mo to suppose that they have been worked for at 
least a cent m y. ** ^ 

8 . Ihe Ilnnnrahle Mr. Duiiean, late Governor of Bombay, recotnmended a search for 
gold mines (aceniding to Mr. Sl.elficUl's Report) as far hack ss 1798. 
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9. And the bare foot of one mine supporting five or eixlinndred men and their families 
\7ith the eommonett native toole may reasonably be considered a snffioient criterion of its valnc. 

10. Although the Coopal mines are the largest we have as yet discovered, it is not to be 
supposed that this circumstance arises from their particular situation or quality ; it is because 
there is a dense and comparativelpr enterpriziug population of Moplahs in their immediate 
neighbourhood, and there can he little doubt that, being guided by similar mineralogical ap¬ 
pearances on the surface (and these occur almost everywhere under the gli&ts in that direction), 
innumerable spots exist, as we found lost year, where, if shafts were sunk to the same extent as 
at Coopal, similar, if not much greater, benefits would result. 

11. In the present promising state of the undertaking the despatch of boring apparatus 
along the foot of the gh&ts under efficient and competent persons must assuredly bo worthy 

l.he consideration of Government; to obtain such persons, however, appears to be the grand 
<liffioulty, and to strike at the root of it it would appear expedient to suggest some mode of sup¬ 
plying the service with persons conversant with these duties, either by establishing a school 
for mines or transferring one of the Honorable Company's home establishmenls to some mining' 
country where their officers might obtain a thorough practical knowledge of mining and of 
such branches of mechiinics as are therein required, with which, and being obliged to jiass 
examinations in mineralogy and metallurgy, they would arrive in India with competent inform¬ 
ation to prosecute researches and make discoveries which certainly ap{>car to promise, at no 
very distant period, the most advantageous results to the Honorable Compaii}’^. 

12. The East India Dei)6t at Chatham, for instance, would not, I huTiibly presume, cost 
more in Cornwall than in Kent; yet this simple change of bounties (with the same facilities 
of embarking troops, &c.,) and a good Professor of Mineralogy would, no dovibt, suffice for the 
attainment of the object desired. 

13. In the meantime, however, if the Moplahs who have hitherto worked the mines were 
embodied on regular pay and officered from the line. Government would no doubt immediately 
derive such benefits from the undertaking as would do away with all doubts as to its success. 
The employment also of such men from the European Regiments as have seen anything of 
the sort at home would probably be attended with great advantages, for the natives, one and 
all, whether in Goiurnment employ or not, continue by every means in their power In thwart 
our views and irajiede our progress ; they will not even sell to us more than a very small quan¬ 
tity of the gold daily found, knowing if they sold us the whole of it we could very shortly 
(■orne to some correct estimate of the value of the mines. 

In conclusion, I bog to observe that there does not appear to be any danger of fever at 
Coopal or its immediate vicinity,_/br the present at least, as the pioneers have been at work 
there for the last two months, and no case of fever has yet occurred amongst them. 

Finally, with regard to machinery there can be no doubt that it may be brought out from 
England, of a far superior quality, at a much cheaper rate and in less time than it can possibly 
bo made up in this country.

I liavc the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 24th instant, in 
answer to which I beg to stale I am fully aware that until the sanction of Government is 
obtained any disbursement of funds that 1 ma}' make in order to ascertain the capabilities of 
tlu? workmen of this j)Iano must be at iny own risk. 

2. I beg to add that 1 h<dd myself in readiness to make any further communications and 
answer any questions that the Committee ortlered by Government may require of me. 

3. In the meantime the following details may probably be of service in determining the 

value of the mines. , 

4. The otdy work that I have liithcrto been able to rely »>pon (in endeavouring to ascer¬ 
tain what ([uantity of gold can be daily found by one man) is that of the party of pioneers • 
placed under my orders, by whom the average quantity of gold daily found may be considered 

at about half a gold fanain’s weight per man. It must be recollected, however, that these men 
are eomplete novicKJs at the work, and that a Moplah who has been in the habit of gold-wasLing 
for years must find a much greater jiroixjrtiou of the metal. Allowing, however, that this may 
not he the case, it is evident that a Mojtlah must find at least as much as a pioneer, and conse¬ 
quently when six or seven hundred Moplahs are at work they must find from three hundred to 
three hundred and fifty gold fanams' weight of gold, or about fovir ounces (each weighing 
eighty new gold fananis) per day, of which quantity the Revenue Olfleer sent by you to Coopal 
can only obtain twenty or thirt}’^ gold fanams’ weight from the Moplahs per day, who would 
thus endeavour to mislead us as to the value of mines.

I was duly honored with yours of the 30th ultimo, in reply to which I beg to state, with 
regard to the mines hitherto discovered, that I have already made every possible inquiry in my 

o 1 



power on tlic spot and made myself as well acquainted as I possibly could with fbeir localities 
&c., as will be seen in a small map which I fonvarded to Major Crewe in June lost. 

To the several details, however, I have already had the honor to forward, I to add tin 
following. 

As connected with all the mines that are worked by Mopluhs, 1 have repeatedly tried it 
get these men to work for me on monthly }>ay, having offered them five rupees per aaan, bul 
they have always refused, giving as their reasons for doing so that, if they worked for me, the^ 
would be obliged to work every day, whereas in working on their own account they could oflci 
find enough gold in one, tioo, or iAree days to support them for a week without working at all. 

As connected with the mines in the Nilumbur Valley, which are worked by Curoomba slavei 
belonging to the Tirooapod, and for which he pays a yearly nigiddy of 1,0U0 rupees from 
different circumstances which occurred last year, together with the universal opposition to oui 
search which we invariably experienced, and several cninplaiuts in Malialom against theTirooO' 
pad which were brought to mo by a man culled Beganad Nair, copies of which were forwarded 
to Mr. Hudlestou and Major Crewe, 1 have every raasou to think that tlie Tirooapod musi 
make enormous profits on these mines, particularly since some Moplah merchants who oainc 
to me last year off<-red to throw a certain number of miners into the Nilumbur jungles upon 
each of whom they were willing to secure to the Circar a inouthh’ nigiddy of from 10 to IS 
gold fanums' wciglit of gold if authority had been obtained to that effect, which, they said, would 
be extremely didicult in consequence of the influence of the Tirooapad and of a man called 
Kinra Mcnon, a Slieristadar in the Cutcherry at Calicut, whom they accused of being in leogut 
with Ihc former to keep Government in ignorance of the mines. 

3. 'As connected w'iththc mines in Wyuaad, os far as I could learn, the llajah of Nilambur, 
Niinihilicottah. and other parts emjiloy ('helties to superintend their slaves in working th« 
mines, giving them a comniissioii on the quantity of gold found. 1 should add that all these 
slaves are most inhumanly and barbarously treated, their daily j)ittanee being one or two seen 
of paddy in the husk; while tlie slightest deficiency in the quantity of gold they are daily 
expected to deliver up is visited with the most unmerciful floggings and ernshiug their limbs 
in a kind of vice to such a degree and so repeatedly that they ui'e sometimes disabled for life 
and often left in this state to die of starvation. 

4. In ivply to that part of your letter in which you suggest tliat I may visit any part of 
the district in which, from my past experience, I may suppose that mines are U> be found, I have 
the honor to acquaint you that 1 have every rcastm to think that there are many more mines 
to be discovered on the Cooiidah and Mooroooty Hills, as you will {icrccivc 1 raentioned in my 
letter to Major Crewe, dated Carombat jungle, near Carcoor, 25th January 1H32, and I am 
about to proceed in order to carry on the seai'ch in that direction.

English mill ufacturers draw the greatest part of the pyrites they employ in making sul- 
phuric acid In iii Sjiain and Portugal. As they all contain more or less coj>per, the n-siducB, 
after the extraction of the sulphur, are sold to the copjicr smcltcre, who, on aceonnt ol the large 
quantity of oxide of iron they contain, employ them an a flux for silicious copper ore. In the 
operation they tecover the copper from the pyrites, but all the iron jmsses into the slags. The 
extraction of I'oppor from minerals, by tbe linmid method first jiraeti.-ed by Ijongniaid, and 
since applied by W. Henderson to tlie treatment of pyrit;»us residues, docs not give rise to this 
loss of the iron of tbe pyrites. This motle of treutment is now much used in i-oii.seqinnee of the 
increasing importation of these pyrit.es, wliicli has risen to 400,000 or 500,000 tons initiu.dly, 
and coviiinues to increase. The pyiites are Bold aceording to the amount ol su plinr and eopjier 
they Contain. The mannfaclnri'rs, who only buy them lor the sulphur tliev eontain, sell th* 
roasted mineral to works at which the copper is extracted. Such jiii establishment iius been 
founded by I*'. Claiidet and J. A. Phillips at Widness, near Livernool. 

Spanish anil Poriugiiese pyrites vary little in their coinposiiiou. Tlie follontug-is a fair 
average from the mines of Sun Domingo, which luiuish about half the pyrites used ;—

The traces of silver amount to from 20 to 28 grammes per ton according to assay, and can 
be extracted with profit by the process now to be described. 

The pyritous residues arc first pounded and sifted, and are then roasted in a reverberatory 
furnace, at a very low temperature, with chloride of sodium. The oxidation of the metallic 
sulphides and tlie decomposition of the chloride of sodium which follows give rise to the 
formation of sulphate of soda and soluble chloride of copper. When it is found by assay that 
the mineral has been sufficiently roasted and has become cool enongh, it is placed in a large 
wooden tub with a double bottom forming a filter, and is several times washed with water 
slightly ncidnliited with hydrate of chloride until the copper is removed. Tlio insoluble residue 
remaining in the tub consists almost entirely of oxide of iron and has about the following 
constituents according to analysis ~

This oxide of iron, on account of the uniformity of its composition, is sold to the iron 
workers, wh(*re it is used with advantage to line the piKldlino' furnaces. 'I'he washings from 
which the copper has to be recovered are poured into other tubs previously supplied with 
pieces of iron. (-hlorido of iron is thus formed and metallic copper precipitated taking with it 
the small quanlitv of silver contained in ihe liquid. The precipitated copper is then melted 
and refined to bring it to the state of merchant cupper. The liquid from ivhioh the copper has 
been sepanifed still contains salts of iron and the alkalies which aro lost, hut in the subsequent 
operations adoptcd in onr works wc obtain on the one hand sulphate of so<la nearly absolutely 
pure, and on the other oxide of iron in a st.ate of very line division suitable for polishing glass. 
The li(]uor before the pnieipitation of the copper by the iron contains, as stated, silver di-ssolved 
in the state of chloride. This cannot bo extr.icto.l by precipitation with rnetallio cop*per, for 
tlie silver heinir soluble in a mixture of chloride of soilinrn and bichloride of capper, the preoi* 
pitation eaiiimfc take jilaoi* until all the bichloride is i*e<luce<l to the state <*f protoehioride by tlie 
metallic eopjier added. 'I'lien the most minute quantity of silver is wholly pn*eipitated by the 
excess of copper, but also with some piotochloride ol‘ copper which the chloriile of sodium ia 
ao lonirer able to hold in solution. It is necos.sary, therefore, to have recourse to a further 
separation, the cost of which more than absorbs the value of the silver. This process is of no 
econoinie value. 'I'liere is another method of separating the silver from the copper, which 
consist.s in converting the precipitate into sulphate of copper; but, as the market fur this is 
limited, this method is only applicable to a limited extent. 

After much rcsoaroh I have arrived at the following mode of separation. It is founded 
oa the fact that iodide of silver is nearly soluble in solution of chloride of sodium at ordinary 
temperatures. 

The mineral roasted with common salt undergoes, ns has been before stated, several sue* 
ecssivo washings, hut only the first three waters contain a notable quantity of silver.

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10. On a proposition by Colonel Medley, the establishment of . a 
central clearing-house was considered, and it was found to be the opinion of the 
Conference that the time had not yet arrived for such an institution, 

11. A memorandum on the claims of Guaranteed Kailway staff to 
Government pensions and retirement allowances signed by nine of the Delegates 
was recorded. 

12. Certain questions were raised as to the application of the Government 
Savings Bank rules to Guaranteed Railway employes. 

13. The adoption of an uniform goods classification for all India was 
considered, and an opinion recorded. 


Resolution. —^The Government of India learns with satisfaction that a code 
of general Rules and Regulations for all Indian Railways is in course of pre- ' 
paration, and awaits the result of the labors of the Sub-Committee. 

The opinions given on the system of recording train-mileage and loco¬ 
motive miscellaneous services will receive full attention ; and revised rules, based 
on the various resolutions passed, should be prepared and submitted for 
sanction. 

The proposal to charge for the carriage of all Revenue stores "would, if 
carried out, involve such a radical change in the Revenue Accounts that the 
Government of India hesitates to adopt it without further consideration, and 
desires to communicate with Her Majesty’s Secretary of State on the subject 
before passing any definite orders. 

It is tru.sted that the subsidiary rule, which has been added to the rules 
for the interchange of rolling-stock passed at the Conference last year, will 
remove all difiieulty experienced as regards this important question, and that 
the several Railway Companies will unite in rendering every facility in their 
po'wer for the expeditious and effective working of through traffic by which 
the general welfare of the country as well as that of each Railway undertaking 
is greatly aliuct(?d. 

A Committee will be appointed as suggested to revise the present form 
of Railway statistics. 

The G overanient of India considers the question of uniformity of con¬ 
tinuous brakes for all connected Railways one of great importance, and fully 
concurs in the views brought forward by Mr. Campbell ; and, in order to avoid 
tho adoption of various systems on different Indian lines, desires that no 
system be adopted without its previous sanction. 

The thanks of the Government of India should be communicated to the 
Railway Delegates for the service they have rendered and for the valuable 
opinions they have recorded.

2. The cost of pensions and retirement allowances would, in part, fall on the Railway 
Shareholders, and the undersigned are confident that the Railway Companies 
would willingly contribute their share on any scale adopted and recommended by 
Government. 


( 


3. The Members of the Indian Railway Staff, whose services Government has • ' 
frequently in formal rcEolutions acknowledged, have now, during several years, 
been looking forward to a settlement of the claims which they have submitted ; 
and, after the Meeting of this Conference held a year ago, it was hoped that 
suitable regulations would have been established. 
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4. ■ Looking to the progressive increase of the revenue from Indian Railways and tlie 

further growth of that revenue, which may with confidcnco be anticipated, it is 
8iibmitte||||^at the provision of pension and retirement allowances for the 
Meinberl^l^ho Staff may be made—without disturbing the financial budget 
of the Jj^artment—with real advantage to the Public Service and to the 
Railwa^* tympanies, as well as to the members of the working establishment. 

5. The undersisped, with the conviction that the measure, whilst being only fair to the 

memberrof a service which has most arduous duties to perform, would also, by 
offering an inducement to continuous service, and by facilitating retirement in 
due time, conduce to efficient and economical working of undertakings which 
have now become of great magnitude, beg most respectfully to submit the subject 
for the consideration of Government.

46. Mr. Conder brought up the rules lately promulgated for tlie 
formation of State Railway Savings Banks, and enquired whether (he Govern¬ 
ment of India would withdraw, in the case of the servants of Guaranteed 
Railway Companies, the i-estriction of deposits to a maximum of Jls. 5,00u in 
one year, and also whether Government were di.spo.sed to listen favourably to 
any proposals for the extension of those rules to (Juavanteed Companies. 

The President, in rcj)ly, stated that there w'ould probably, on application, 
be no objection to cancel the maximum annual limit for dejjosits, and that tlu.- 
Government of India would be inclined to regard with favour any suggestion 
for the extension of the State Railway Saving.s Banks rules to Guaranteed 
Companies, but that no pledge could bo given, as the qiie-stion would have to la- 
referred for the orders of the Secretary of State.

46. Enquiry was made by the President whether it would be desirable 
on another occasion to bring before a Conference the que.stion of the adoption of 
an uniform goods classification for all India. 

On the matter being discussed it appeared that in the opinion of the 
Members it was certainly desirable that differences in the classifications of the 
several Railway Administrations .should be removed as far as possible, and it 
was gathered that communication.s were frequently passing bet\veen Traffic 
Managers with this object, it was how-’cver impos.sihle in a largo country like 
India to obtain the desired result without experience and careful study of the 
local peculiarities of Railway goods traffic. Under these circumstances it was 
considered that the time had not yet arrived when a satisfactory result could 
be hoped for from a discussion at a Conference, and it was decided that the 
subject should be loft to the several Railway Atliuinistrucions with a recom¬ 
mendation that the removal of variations should continue to receive tha atten¬ 
tion of the traffic Officers. 

The Conference was dissolved.

Extract from, letter No. lOOOG., dated 7th Deoemher 1878, from the Agent, East Indian 
Railway, to the ConavUing Engineer to the Qovemi)ient of India for Guaranteed 
Railwaya, Calcutta.

4. But I would draw attention to the extremely unsatisfactory nature of train mile 
statistics when employed as a measure of work done or as a measure of the cost of doing, it. 
In the report on Railways in India for the year 1877-78 by I^r, Juland Danvers the following 
paragraph occurs:— 

“ Tho trHiu mile resalU are, however, of little worth in compnrinf; one line with another. Tlte proportion of 
train miles mn to tho Icnifth of n lino is no real test of the work done, and the receipts per train mile* 
alone are far from beinj; nn accunite ffuide as to the profitable oliaracter of an nndertnkiii)^. Tlie rettirns 
issnrd b^’ the Hoard of Trade, sbowiiifr the rcsnlts of the English linos, do not ^ive tlie information wliicli 
would eimblo the only reliable comparative tost of economical workbig to be applied. Until tho niiiuber of 
passengers and tons carried one mile on each line is given, and the average cost of conveying a passenger 
and a ton of goods one mile becomes thereby ascertainable, any hitempt to draw coiuparisons that are of 
real practical service or to form an accurate judgment of how the b^iness of a railway is managed is futile.” 


5, The inherent defect of train mileage statistics censists in the fact that they are 
statistics about a collective term which designates a variable number of units and units which 
are themselves variable, and yet the statistics in a great measure are valuable only on the 
a.ssutoption that this collective term is always constant in its meaning, and that it always 
designates the same number of units and units always alike. A goods train, however, may 
be a train of 40 vehicles or of half that number, or a train with a carrying capacity of any 
number of tons below a certain limit, or with 35 vehicles and a carrying capacity of 350 
tons, or with 35 vehicles and a carrying capacity of only 210.tons.* 

To a great extent, therefore, train mileage statistics, unless supplemented by a great 
deal of other information, arc almost wortliless. One of the essential conditions of useful 
statistics of railway working is that tho unit of the statistics should have a well defined 
invariable moaning, not only on any one particular railway, but on all railwayc;, for this is 
necessary if statistics are to be fairly reliable means of comparison of working on different 
railways. 


7, ‘Ton mile’ is such a unit having a definite constant meaning, and in supersession of 
train mileage statistics it would seem that statistics of the following nature might be usefully 
adopted ;— 

(1) The luilcago of inn carrying capauitv hauled. 

(8) Ton niiloA baulod 

(8) Vehicle mileage. 

(4) Tho mileage of Locomotives hauling goods trains. 

(5) Ditto ditto ]inssenger trains. 

(6) Ditto ditto mixed trains. 

(7) The niilrngo of carrying capacity of possonger trains in nnmiwrs distinguishing Ist, find, 3rd 

and <tlh I'loss. 

(8) Passenger milenga distiiiguisliing Ist, 2nd, Srd, and 4th class. • 

(0) The up traflle to bo shewn separately from tho down tra6Bc. 

(10) Total veliidle capacity of the Builway in tons. 

The difference between (1) and (2) would show the extent of empty running and bow 
far the canying capacity of trains had been utilized. 

(1) divided by (3) would indicate the average carrying capacity of the vehicles 
employed, and it is important to have this information, bectiuse Sintih, Punjab ami Delhi 
Railway wagons have a carrying cnp:idty of 6 tons; Great Indian Peninsula Railway 
wagons a carrying capacity of 8 tons; Kast Indian Railway wagons a carrying capacity of 
1(1 tons. The result of (2) divided by (3) would be the average load per vehicle ; {8) divided 
by (4) plus the proper proportion of (6) would give th^ average number of vehicles per 
goods train ; (2) divided by (4) plus the proper proportion of (6) the average load of a goods 
train. Similar results would be obtainable from the coaching figures. One of the advantages 
of showing the up traffic separately from the down is that some chock would be afforded in 
respect of the empty running. 


3, Some such statisticjs as these would offer, I think, more realiable information regard¬ 
ing the working of Railways than train mileage figures as they are now in use. The train 
mfleage would, however, still be ascertainable by (4), (5) and'(A). '

Nors.— Hy adopting ton mileage in place of train mileage statistics, the diffleuity experienced in apportioniii) 
ou a satisfactory basis the mileage of mixed trains hetweon Goods and Passenger train will be obviated.

This 
mode of legi.slation, it bad bc'cn .stronely urged by several of llie authorities 
eon.sulted,—by none more eilVetiv'elv tban l\v Mr. iMabuii’d, District Judge of 
Rai Bardi, the son of tlicir Hon’lde eolleagae Sayyad Ahmad Khan,—was likely 
to render the Act less intelligible and (•.nivenient to many of tlmsc who would 
bnv(> to use it; and the Committee bad aceordingly set out. at length in the 
ameuded Bill all the s<'(-tions of the Siueosion Aet wliieh it was intended 
slionld apply, and tlius made tlu' measure eomplcle aial self-contained. 

A])art from this, whicli, tbougli it nnieb altered ihe apju.vn-anee of the Bill, 
T-a> a change merely in form, tbeamendineuts inade by the Clommittec W'cre tV'w. 
The most important of these e(msisted in the introduction, in section 12, of the 
jirovivion of the Indian Succession Act (omitted in the Bill as introduced) wiiieli 
barred the cstablisliruent of aiiy right as executor or legatee, until a gjunt of 
preball' or letters of administration with the w ill annexed had been obtained ; 
but hi inlrodueing this provision the Cotnmitleo had eojillncd it to eases in which 
the property comprised in the will amomited to mort; than onotliousand rupees 
in other words the Committee tiropo.sod that every will bequeathing in the 
whole property vyorth more than a thousand rupees sJiould he ])roved. 

ihe Committee did not think that, in this limited class of cases, the con¬ 
siderations which had lieen urged against making the obtaining of probate or 
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letters of administration a condition precedent to the establishment of any right 
based on succession had any application; for in such cases the persons con¬ 
cerned could hardly be said to be poor or ignorant. On the other hand, the 
advantages of requiring the will to be proved were too obvious to call for com¬ 
ment. The genuineness of the document, if it were genuine, was established ; 
authenticated evidence of the executor’s title was provided; and the revenue of 
the country was benefited, as it fairly might, considering the advantages 
received by persons claiming under the will. The experiment had already been 
fully tried under the Hindi! Wills Act of 1870, with most satisfactory results, 
and no hardship could reasonabljr be expected from applying to wealthy Native 
testators throughout British India what had been the law applicable for the 
last ten years to all Hiudd testators throughout the Lower Provinces and the 
Presidency-towns. 

With this solitary exception, the Bill roipained a purely permissive measure. 
But it would not, he thought, be the less effective. Regarding this Mr. Stokes 
would quote a paper by Mr. Geddes, of the Bengal Civil Service, and lately Acting 
Remembrancer of Lc^gal Affaii's in Calcutta. Mr. Geddes, after stating his opmi- 
on that the Bill would be useful and would supply a want which w'as beginning 
to be felt rather extensively in Bcmgal, went on to say,—“ It is useless to ignore 
the fact that the Westin-n institution of will, developed as it has been by the 
partial application of the Indian Succession Act, is profoundly modifying Hindii 
custom and usage. Musalman customary law proves more intractable, but 
even this is beginning to recognize ihojuft reprmsentationis liitherto unknown 
to that system of jurisprudence. The change is going on. It is impossible 
Cor any one who has served as District Judge for some time not to observe 
a marked change of late years.It is the people themselves who are spontane¬ 

ously appreciating and resorting to this English principle of determinate 
succession or ivpresentation. It is they themselves who are modifying their 
ow'n legal usage.” ^ « j. 

The nmendnicnt next in order of importance would be found in section 91 of 
the Bill, whtn’c tlu^ Committee had rendered the consent of the Court necessary to 
every disposition of the projierty made by an executor or administrator. This 
limitation had been considered necessary in the mufassal, where it was deemiid 
unsafe to entrust to an executor or administrator the full powers conferred by 
the Succession Act. In the Presidency-towns, however, where executors and 
administrators at presimt wi're allowed these powers, and where, moreover, the 
expense attmiding an apiilication to the Court would be considerable, the Com¬ 
mittee had given the Court power to exempt the executor or administrator 
from the luicc'ssity of applying for its consent in each case. And in tin? Mufas¬ 
sal, though the Bill, as now settled, was in accordance with the decision of the 
Committee, he (Mr. Stokes) would be inclined to require the Court’s consent 
only in case of alienations of immoveable property and, perhaps. Government- 
securities, which were specially xirovided for under the Certificate Act, XXVII 
of 1860, section 9. To compel an executor or administrator to apply to the 
Court whenever he wanted to sell any of the bullocks or household-utcmails of 
the deceased, would obviously lead to much useless trouble and expense. 

Coming now to minor amendments, he might mention that the Committen 
had omitted in sections 8 and 14 of tin'. Bill the words to be found in the corre 
sDondin*' sections of the Succession Act, making the consent of the husband i 
condition precedent to the grant of probate or letters of julmimstration to s 
married woman. Such consent was required in England, partly because by thi 
law of that country husband and wife were considered but as one person amlm 
having one mind, which (according to our male lawyem) was ” placed in tin 
husband ” and therefore the wife could do no act, such as taking probate, whiol 
miffht pri iudicc the husband; partly because, in all actions by or against th 
wife the husband must be joined. But these reasons did not apply to Indu 
4mon" a larn-e proportion of the persons for whom the Bill was mtendec 
married women had a proprietary status wLich rendered them, in the eyi 
of the law almost indeiiendent of their husbands; and the technical objectio 
as to the necessity of joining the husband in suits by or against the wife fc 
to the ground under the now Civil I'rocedure Code, section 439, which express! 
declared that, nr.tcHa the Court directed otherwise, the husband of a marrit 
administratrix or executrix should not be a party to a suit by or against her. 

u 
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The Oominitteo had, in section 63, required an applicant for probate to 
insert in his application, as an applicant for letters of administration was bound 
to do under the Succession Act, an estimate of the amount of assets which were 
likely to come to his hands. This amendment was required to complete the 
chain of securities at present provided by law for the protection of the revenue 
derived from Court-fees on probates and letters of administration, and it merely 
brought the Bill into conformity with the law of England (56 Geo. Ill, c. 184, 
s. 38) and the existing pnictico of the Calcutta High Court. 

The other changes to which he would call the attention of the Council 
were all directed to making the measure more in accordance with the usages 
and circumstances of the p(q)ulation of the Mufassal. Thus the rate of interest 
(4 jHir cent.) prescribed by sections 307 and 313 of the Succession Act seemed 
to the Committee too low for the pui'posos of this Bill, and they had accord- 
sections 127 and 133 of the Bill, raised it to six per cent., the 
ordinary Court rate, and the lowest usual rate among Natives. 

Again, in introducing section 276 of the Succession Act into the Bill, the 
Committee had, with a view to adapting it to the ideas and jiractices of the 
classes to which the mea.suro would apply, limited the duty of the executor 1o 
fbe necessary funds for the performaime of the funeral ceremonies 
of Ids testator instead of requiring him to p(‘rforin them Idmself, as the section 
as it stood in the Succ(?ssiou Act had been su])posed by some to do. According 
to Hindii law, funeral-rilcs must be performed by certain sjiccitied persons, 
who might or might not be executors; and he believed that Muhammadans had 
similar rules on the subjetd. 

conclude by mentioning what was perhaps the most important 
of the changes to wddeh he had last referred. The Committee had excludc'd 
from th(‘ Bill sections 283 and 284 of the Succession Act, which providtid 
that, in th(i ease of a deceas(‘d person whose dornicih^ was not in British India, 
the ajqjucation of his moveable propei’ty to the ])ayment of his debts shouhl 
be regulated by the law of ilu! country in W'hieli he was domiciled. Such a 
provision, it applied to the classes of persons for whose benelit this Bill was 
intended, would, the Committwi felt certain, be the source of endless complica- 
uons and ditnculty. The vast majority of tlio.se persons, when not domiciled in 
British India, were domiciled in countries—such as Afghanistan, Isej>al, Burma 
wdicro either there was nothing that could be called law ajqilicahle to the 
matter in question, or, such law's as existed w'cre merely jicrsonal laws. \Vher- 
evei this was so, to withdraw the matter from the ojieration of the B ill and 
relegate it to the territorial law of the domicile, would be in ciletd to remove it 
altogether from the sphere of j^certainahle law, leaving it to he determined 
accoiding to some vague, principle of equity and goo<l conscience, as compared 
* ^ *^*-^^* **' *"* ^^*^^^ Chancellor’s foot w'ould he an absolute standard. 

The Committee thought the only teasible plan in di'aliug with the class of 
persons to w hich this Bill ajipliwl was to subject the matter to our law in all 
cases without any reference to the domicile of the deceased. Tlu; Committee 
hesitation in doing this, as the princijile which allowed the law' of 
the dbmicile to prevail in this particular against the law of the situs of tlu; 
a.‘«cts, though recognised in some parts of the continent of Europe and 
tollowcdma well-knowm English cosv, {Tf^ilson\. Ladi/ Dimaany, 18 Beav. 293), 
w-as far from being univei-sally accciitcd, wms at variance with the late Vice- 
cliammlor Kindcr.sley’s decision in tJook\. GrogBon.'i. Drew. 28G, and had been 
condeum<;d by eminent textwriters, such as Westlake cud Story, as out of place 
in any system founded on the Engli.sh law. Practical convenience was 
obviously m Livour of the change projiosed by the Committee, and in theory

There was, however be properly merely a matter of procedure. 

* p vision of very considerable importance which would 
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efiFect an important change in the law, except in the Presidency-towns and in 
the Provinces subject to the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. There it merely 
continued the same stnte of ,tho law which, so far as regards Hindus, had there 
existed for the last ten years. But the change seemed to him to be one that he 
had long thought to be requisite. His professional experience had convinced 
him that it was of the greatest possible imporhince that the basis of the title 
under which any rights were to be claimed should be made secure, and that 
probate of the will or grant of adnunistration under which property was claimed 
should be obtained as early as possible. A false case was strengtlume-d by 
the lapse of time ; a true case be.came weakened. When a will was put forth 
after a time ho had seen an array of false witn<;sses brought forward either in 
support or contradiction of it. While the facts were recent the Judge had the ’ 
opixjrtunity of coming to a right decision. But when the lapse of time had 
weakened an accurate recollection of the facts, if thej Judge did come to a right 
conclusion, it might not iinfrequently be rather by chance than the real we ight 
of evidence. Therefore, it was most important to make persons understand 
that, if they meant to i)ut forward a will, th<;y should put it forward at a very 
early opportunity. The Bill-would not jirevent applications for probate of wdlls 
at later periods; but if it was made an absolute duty imposed by the Law to 
obtain jirobate, it would throw extreme difficulty in the way of persons wdio 
kept tluiin, as it w'cre, concealed for a long time, and the grant of letters of 
mlministration in the meantime ivould in most cases absolutely exclude any 
attempt i,o ])ut forwai-d a will. Mil. Kennisdt would have wished even to go 
furtlu'r, but the change would havts been too serious until the people of the 
tiountry had been more accustom(^d to the operation of letters of administration. 
In numerous oases great difficulties arose in dealing with i)roporty for want of 
some authorised rci)resentative of the estate of a decesised pesrson, espticially in 
the case of IM'usalinans, when their families had renjaiuod (as they often did in 
these Broviiuses) undivided for considerable periods. Under those circumstances, 
as a result of their pcc.nliar system of inheritance, most infinitesimal, sharers be- 
canui vested in some individuals. But this difficulty would become obviaUrd if 
on d(‘ath the u hole jiroperty became vested in some one representative of the 
family. He fcrlt, however, that it was safe not at present to ask to have 
administration made gimeral and compulsoiy. We must wait until the people 
of the count ly W(rie convinced by oxx)erience of tins working of the voluntary 
system, that the gi-ant of administration to one party w'as beneficial for tlur 
general intirrests of the 2 )arties concremed. 

^J'he other modifications mentioned in the Committee’s report which the 
llon'ble Member in charge of the Bill had alluded to seemed to be required : 
they vtrry much carried out the jirovisions which did exist in cases where 
there wt;r(r managei-s of the projierty ax)pointed under the exi.sting Acts. A 
manager could not sirll the immoveable jnoixrrty of an incax^acitated person 
without the consent of the Court; and as to certificates taken out under the 
Act of 1800, sjiecial j)ower must be given to authorize sale of Government Ih’o- 
inissory notes. 

The llon’ble Mk. Hope said he observed that the Committee, at the end of 
their report, made the following recommeudation:— 

Wo think the amendment we have referred to in parugrajh 3 supra is of snflieiont 
iini>ortance to make it desirable that the Bill ho rt!-]mhlished ; hut us wo do not anticipate that 
any objections will be made to that amendment, we rccominoiid that this report should be taken 
into consideration before t.he end of the Calcutta sittiii<>s, so a.s to place the Council in a posi¬ 
tion to pass the Bill at Simla in the event of no valid objection being brought forward, say, 
within two months.” 

In order to see what the amendment refernxl to was, he would ask leave to 
read a jiortiou of the Statement of Objects and Reasons, which ran thus ; — 

“ The reports of the local authorities have now been reeeivctl, and thoir purport may be 
briefly described by saying that, while there is a considerable body of o])inion in favour of pro¬ 
viding the means of obtaining probate of the will or letters of administration to tho estate of 
any deceased jjerson when those intcrcst«*d desire to do so, the proposal to insist on probate or 
letters of administration as essential lia.H been generally condemned, as tending to impose upon 
a multitude of poor and ignorant j)eople, in cases where there is no difficulty or dispute, an 
unneoessary amount of trouble and expense.” 
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On further referring to the report of the Committee, paragraph 3, it 
would appear that they had so far modified their jprevious determination as to 
make the Bill apply to all cases of probate in which the property comprised in 
the will amounted to more than one thousand rupees. 

It was, i)erhap8, unnecessary for him to attempt to prove what the State¬ 
ment of Objects and Reasons itself admitted, namely, that the proposal 
to insist upon probates had been generally condemned ; but he would veiy 
briefly invibi attention to one or two opinions wbich had been expressed. 
The Government of Madras, in their communication, which was printed as 
Paper No. 7, said that “the measure is not wanted in the circumstances 
of the country and is highly impolitic.” The Chief Commissioner of the 
Central Provinces stated that there appeared “to be no necessity for altering 
the law so far as these Provinces are concerned ; ” and he generally concurnd 
in the remarks of the 3 udicial Commissioner, who said “ I consider the pro¬ 
posed legislation to be premature and unnecessaiy, and beyond the present con¬ 
dition of the inhabitants of these Provinces.” Again, refen*ing to the opinion 
retjcived from the Bieutenant-Governor of the PanjAb, Mb. Hope thought 
he was not in error in understanding tlie qualified approval therein given 
to the Bill as given only to the Bill as first introduced, in wliitdi this exten¬ 
sion of the measure did not exist. The hon’ble Mr. JusticM? Thornton, a late 
colleague of the Mcmbei-s of this Council, also merely said that, as the 
taking-out of probate and letters of administration was not to be compulsory 
in the case of those to whom the Bill applied, he thought there could bo no 
objection to the principle of the measure. 

The llon’ble Mb. Stokes thought the hon’ble Mr. Hope was out of order 
in speaking and quoting opinions u|>on the principle and substance of the Bill 
when the motion was simply that tlio report of the Select Committee be taken 
into consideration. Under the Rules for the conduct of business, his remarks 
should appartmtly have been made when the Bill was inti’oduced. 

The llon’ble Mb. Hope remarked that, if there was to be no discussion now 
upon the substance of the Bill, he should like to he informed at what stage the 
discussion should take place : a prolonged discussion took jilace upon the 
Hckkhan R-aiyats Bill at this very stage. 

His Excellency the Pbesident did not think the hon’blc Mr. Hope was 
out of ordi'r; if no discussion were allowed at this stage, and the Bill was 
passed elsewhere than in Calcutta, some Hon’ble Members might have no 
opportunity of speaking upon it. 

The llon’ble Mb. Hope proceeded. He had just referred to the qualified 
approval given by the Lieutenant-Governor of the Panjdb. In the report from 
the Government of the North-Western Provinces, primgraph 2, it was stated 
that " the proposal to render recourse to the Bill voluntary removes His Honour’s 
main objection,” which Mb. Hope took as only a similarly qualified 
approval. 

‘ Besides this particular objection whurh. hail been pointed out, Mb. Hope 
would also remark that the Bill raised a very important, broad question of 
principle and of policy. It was a very important question, deseiwing of most 
serious consideration, whether it was desirable to give special encouragement 
to the practice of making wills amongst the Natives of the country, instead 
of allowing property to devolve in accordance with Hindu or Muhammadan law. 
Tlie Council had been told by a preceding speaker that this system of making 
w ills w’as entirely at variance with old Hindu customs and usagt^s: amongst 
Muhammadans the practice wa.s allowed by their law and did, to some extent, 
jtrcvail; but still Mb. Hope tliought the step now proposed should not be taken 
without mature and carc*ful consideration. The practical eflect of the measure 
before the Council sliould also be considered, even supposing it was desirable in 
the abstract that the making of w’ills should be encouraged. There ct)uld be 
no. question that the procedure proposed was of a highly technical nature. On 
u would not quote other authorities ; but the Lieutenant-Governor of 

Provinces said he would “ strongly object to the application 
11 down in th<i Indian Succession Atd, as far more complicated 

^11 n ^ay desiderated.” Tlie Members of the Council 

al knew the direct effect of introducing a highly technical law. The effect 
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was—and tlioy had bticn told on another occasion that it was a desirable one—to 
force tlio management of every kind of dispute into the hands of the recognized 
agents of the parties, that was to say, of pleaders, and from this it followed that 
then; would be an immense increase of litigation. As regards increase of litiga¬ 
tion, the point would be perfectly obvious, but it was well expressed in one of the 
pajjcrs before tin; Council (Paper No. 6), where an oflicer in Mysore; remarked that, 
“with the pronenoss evin(;cd by Natives to resort to litigation, it may be 
concluded that the law Courts will, in a short time, be had recourse to 
larg<;]y to settle disputes among families, which are now adjusted by 
mutual arrangement or private arbitration.” It was a veiy serious question 
whether such an immense amount of litigation should be encouraged and such 
an ai)ple of discord throwm among Hindu and Muhammadan families of the 
Mufassal generally. 

On these jioints Mu, Hope did not propose at present to give any 
o[)inion whatever; the rcmai’ks which he ottered were merely for consideration 
in (;()nnection with the course he thought should be adopted, and with the view 
of showing that, in his opinion, the Committee were somewhat ovcr-sanguin<; 
in supposing that no objectio7i would lx; made to tliis very important amend¬ 
ment which they had inserted in the Bill. At any rate, he thought there could 
lx; no qu(‘stion that amj)le time sliould be given for the great Hindu and 
Muhammadan communities wdiich wereto be affected by the Bill fully to rmlize 
what w'as about to be imj>os7xl upon tliem. The change which was proposed 
was an enormous one. The Hon’ble Mover of the Bill had stated that the cases 
in which wills would be found relating to property above Bs. 1,000 in value 
would be very few. Mu. Hope understood him to imply that Ks. 1,000 was 
7‘ather a lai'ge amount of prop(‘rly for an individual to liavc. But it should 
be remerah(*red that it would include property iT7 land ; and property in land, for 
the ])ui*posc8 of litigation or olhei'wise, was not V!ilu(«l according to the annual 
rental, but aceoi’ding to a certain multiple of that rental. 11(5 had not been 
able to ascertain exactly on what principle the valuation of this Bs. 1,000 w'ould 
be made. Supposing it w^ere, as the Secretary, from a reference just made to 
hin7, would seem to think, that the market-value would be considered, Mu. 
Hope thought the mai’ket-value might be taken at fro7n ten to twenty times 
the- annual i’(;utal. If it -were twenty times the rental, this pi'ovision of the 
Bill would a[)])ly to all la7id having a yearly rental of more than Bs, 60 : if 
the other valuati()7i of ten ti7ues tin; i-entel w'ere ado})ted, the provision would 
apj)ly to ev'ery landhold(;r luiving ap7‘operty yieldi77g more than Bs. 100 a year ; 
a7ul who knew how many millions of such landholders there were? But ev(;n 
if the ojTcration of the law was 77ot so extensive, still its operation would be 
(exceedingly wide. 

He did not luid, in the whoh; of the papers before the Council, one single 
i7Klicfition that the great Hindu and Muhammadan communities wen; even 
aware of what was going 07i. I'hc Council was accustomed to recenve 
memorials from the leatling associations which 7'(‘presented those eonimuuities 
in diffei’(;nt parts of the Empire. Not one single represemtation of the kind 
had been received ; there were certainly a f(;w (;ommunicationB from Native 
offi<;ials in various parts of the count7-y ; but otherwise the Council had received 
no indication of the feeling of the Native commu7aities regarding the j)rovision 
to whicli ho had drawn attention If it were contended that it was the fault 
of those asstx^iations for not having been sufficiently prompt in meiriorializmg. 
Mu Hope might rej)ly that it was (7uly about ten months since this Bill was 
i 77 tr( 7 duced, and that from their owm experie77ce the Council knew that it 
took a long time for a knowledge of the eftect of any proposed legislation to be 
diffused ; and that it was not until a Bill w'as approaching maturity that the 
geneTnl public was roused to the effect of the propos(3d le^slation. But ten 
months was not the period during which the Bill, wdth reference to which he 
was pointing out these objections, had been before fhe public. The Bill now 
before the Council was a Bill of a totally diflerent op;ration fr<)m that intro¬ 
duced ten months ago, and, therefore, the Council could not at all infer, because 
no r(;prosentations had hitherto been made, that none would be made. 
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It would Lo obscrA'fid from this that all Mu. Hope was asking for was some 
more time; for the consideration of tlj(, Bill. IFo Avas not himself prepanul to 
give a decided opinion one way or the other; he had too much respect for the 
{)eo])lc io consent to the gmdual undermining of their most impoiiant institu¬ 
tions hefoi-e they had heem fully heard upon the proposed measure ; and he 
hatl too nuuii respect for the Coinmittoe to assume, until ho had heard 
both sides of the question, that tlu^y were in the W'rong. It did not 
appear to him that the other side had been heai’d at all; therefore, ho 
trusted that some considerable extension of time would be allowed, or some 
juodilieation made in the intention to pass the Bill in two months. The 
passing of the Bill on the expiry of two months would involve its being j)assed 
at Simla. There w<*re a great many Bills Avhich might he properly ])assed at 
Simla, and regjirding which no reasonable objection could be raised. But this 
was not one of thost^ cases. The probaliility was that, wlu'.n the time came for¬ 
ward for consideration of the Bill at Simla, t lu) Hindu and Muhammadan JMem- 
bej's of tlui Council Avould not be in tlun'r jdac-es to r(‘pres(‘nt the interests of 
their countrymen. JM u. Hope would, then*fore, simply sugge^st that the further 
considci-ation of the Bill might vc'ry av<‘11 bo deferred until tins Council r<‘- 
ass(‘inbled in Cahmtla: the form in which that could most rightly be done 
would .be by adjourning the debate to that time. But that A\as merely .a 
matter of form. 


His Excellency tue Puesident ask(‘d if the Hon’ble Member <*oncluded 
w ith a motion. 


The Hon’ble INfu. Hope observed that the Rules required that every amend- 
memt should be given notice of three days hefore tin? (a)nsid(‘ration of the Bill 
u])ou which it was an amendnuMit. But, on tin* other hand, the IHih's likcAvise 
did not render it neces.sary that notice of the busim^.ss to conui before the 
Council should be sent to iMembers longer than t.wo days before the meeting. 
It so happened that., before the notice of business reached him and he became 
avvarcj that this Bill AA'ould eome forward at this meeting, tiio three days required 
for notice of an amendment had already been broken into. But Ala. lloi’E 
l)eli(W{;d that an amendment could be moved Avith His Excellency’s jun’inission. 
He Avould, AA'ith the Pi'csidcnt’s i)(?rmis.sioJi, nu)ve that the debate on this Bill be 
adjourned until the Coum-il re-asscmbled in Cideutta. 

Tli(' Hon’ble, M R. Si'okks said that, as the Member in charge of the Bill, be 
miglit ?)A er 1 h it he 7 )ersf)nally Avas anxious that it should rec<’ive the fnIh'sL 
coii'^itU ration from the Kativ(‘ eoniniuiiity ; and tlioiigb he, in <‘onimon with the 
ot her lanhers of the Coinmittc'e (of a\ hoin the Hou’hlc S t v \ ad A hinad W'as 
iincM, tiurnght that Iaao months AAould alford ainjili^ time for such eonsidemtion, 
he was not immutahly hmit iqmn ])assing tlu^ Bill .at Simla. JLj Avas willing 
tljrit this should l)(5 defen-ed till the Council rc-asscmhlcd in Calcutta. 


11 is Exca^’hmey TJiE PnEsiijEXT remarked that the Hon’hlo Member had 
meifcdy Ixam sjicidiing as to flic laicomnumdation -of the Select Committc'C. It 
\\a‘< not the intc'iition of the (lOAernnumt to proceed to 7 )ass the Bill jmmia- 
tun iy into law, and Jiop<al tlie llon'bh' Alcmher would he satisfied with the 
.asNinance Avhieli the Hoii’hle Alover had given on the part of t^l(^ Govamiment. 

'J'Ik; Jlon’hle Ala. Hope exjiressed his mitirc satisfaction Avith tlie assurance 
which hail ju.st hecn given. 

d he Hon’lilo AIii. Stokes said that it Avas ineorre'd. to assert that the firo- 
]'(i>al to render probate eoni|>ulsory had heen neneinlly eondemmal, and that 
it was an exaggeration to describe t,!u‘ iutendixl (diingi^ as enormous. Con¬ 
sidering the iiifre(|ueney AA’ith whicli Hi’ I, ('stamenfury ])ow'er Avas still cxcrcisc'd 
by Natives, be miglit say tliut ninety-niiu', out, of (nany buiulri'd persons Avould 
re.riiain ns tlu'y were before ibo Bill aa’us anuMided—th'y would simply be 
entulei] to avail tbemselves of the ojitional jiroecdiire [iroAuded in case of an 
intest;u-y. The, only change AAdiich Avon Id be ethaded by tin; anierulmont was 
tlui cxtiaision to tbo wdils of Native testators tlirongliout British India of the law 
icgardmg probates, which luwl ajiplicd for the last ten years to every Jlindd will in 
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the Lower Provinces of Bengal and the Presidency-towns ; and even that extension 
was eonthu'd to wills comprising ])roj)erty exceeding Bs. l,0U0in value. As to the 
authorities which had been quot('d by the Uon’hle Member as o])])oscd to the 
Hill, they were both oiil numbered and out weighed by axithorities the other way. 
Besides the almost unaniuious opinions of the Local Governments in favour of 
a permissive j)roeedure which had led to the framing of the Bill as intrbducf'd. 
Mil. (Stokks might niejition the learned and experienced Chief Justice of the 
Bombay High Coiirt, who thought the Bill “much needed”. Then there wer(‘ 
the Legal Ilemembrai)C(5r, Bombay, the Commissioner and Jndiidal Commis¬ 
sioner of the 11 aidarabad Assigned Districts, the Recorder of Rangoon, the 
Commissioner of Ajni(M’, Mr. Sandford the Judicial Commissioner of Myson;, 
the Advocate General of Madras, Mr. Barkley the Coramissionc'r of Jalandhar, 
the Government Advocat(‘, I’anjab, the Judicial Commissioner of Ondh, the 
.Judge of the Assam Valh'y Districts and others, of whom ho would cite only 
onts a Muhammadan gentleman, the District .Judges of Rai Bareli, to whose 
opinion Mil. Stokes had before referi-cd. This gentleman, Sayyad JMahinud, 
said :— 


“ The rcaPOHS {>:ivon by ilie Hoidblo Mr, 'VVbitley Stokes in bis ‘ St.alcment. of Objects aru] 
lt<‘nsoiis ’ for the neeossity of making' ])roviBion for llie grant of jjrobatc and letters of adminis- 
Lration, in ros[t<‘et of Ibo esiales of deceased persons of l.bo Hindu, Muliaminadaii and ofbci- 
jxu-snasions, are Itorne out by my own past ex])erienee as a. j»raetising nieniber of the JJar. The 
administration of justice according to well-reeognised principles of law and eejuity lias been 
carried on long enough in British India to make the people aware of their rights and careful to 
guard tliein. Bundiasi'rs take greater care than formerly to iuve.-tigate (he title of tlndr 
vendors, and tlio knowledge that defeetivc title can he easily set aside by Courts of justice 
naturally ojicrates to low<»r the value of iiroiierty held by ]iersoiis having defective titles. Any 
law whieli luis for its object, the providing of facilities for supplying purchasers with the means 
of obtaining from their vendors p(*rfeet titles to the subject of sale must tend to promote the 
contract ami to raise the value of jiroyierty. The ahsciiee of a law such us the one proytosed in 
the Bill no doubt makes ninu'eesi.-:iiy litigation an almost iuevitahlo sccyueuee of the death of a 
yiersoii leaving many heirs and uus-ettled ehiinis. Thi.s ohservation ayiydies ■with esyiecial force 
to Alnliammadans, who, owing to the nature of the law hy which they arc governed, as .a rule 
leave a large mini her of heirs,—fat her, mother, willow, sons and daughters, &e.,— being- all 
entitled to inherit aeeorditig to a very eoinyilieated code of rulc.s.” 

Till' iroii’ble M II. lloPic askofl wlictlier the propo.sed law r(?fon*CfJ to in tlic 
c.vtnict wliii'li liad jm^t been read was not the Bill as lirst prejiarcd and not the 
present Bill. 

'J'he. Jlon’hlc Mu. Stoke, s said Hint tlu; hon’hle Member was well aw.-irc 
that itridV-iTed to tlu'Bill as introduci-d. hut tlic observations of Sayyad Mahmud 
wiu'c equally, if not still more, ajiplie.'iblc to llu' Bill in its present form. “With 
reri'j-enc-i- to the bon’ble jMenihcr’s remark that the Bill g.‘XV(5 speeinl oneour- 
agi'inent to the poAM-r of making wills, he begged to say that it did nothing* of 
tile kind. It reeognisc-d tin- Aalidity of the testanu-ntary powi-r of Native's, Jis 
had long since lu'i'ii doni' by the Iligb Courts, tlu' I’rivy Couneil and this Legis- 
latiiri', and it ])rovi(le(l, afti'i- the e.vereisi' of lliat ])ow('r, certain safeguards 
wliieb till' experii-ru-i' of all civilized eountj-ies bad shown to be neei'ssaiy. '11<‘ 
denied that the proeediirc jm-serihed by the P>ill was of a bigbly ti'ehnieal 
uatiii'o. On th(' eontr.iry, it. was one of great simjilieity, thougli of <-our.se it 
si'ciiK'd (eebnieal to those who bad not stiulii'd the* subji'id. ^I'lic multiplica¬ 
tion table w.'is ‘ ti'clmii-.-il ’ to jieuph' who did not know tbc! meaning and use ol 
numbf'i'S, factors and products. As to tlu* assertion that the Bill wonld i ueour- 
agi' Jitig'filion, he bad ie-ng since learned to distrust siieb ])ropheeies Avheu madi? 
by |)('rsons unfamiliar with the working of onr ei\ il Couits, and he lirid alieady 
ipioted a. pti.ssage, from tlu'jiapi'i-of Sayyad JMalinuid to show that the Bill 
would liavi' ipnle a diifcri'nt etleet. AVa's it not nialti'r of ordinary experienet' 
that peoide weri' more proiu' to go to law and bring or resist claims when the 
rights einimi'd v.ere doulitfnl than they were when tho.si* rights were certain? 
The ('IVeet of obtaining prohaJe id' a will was to establish its authenticity and 
thus to pveeludi' doubts as to the rights which it couferred aud to stoj) uniie- 
eessary iiligatioii among tlu' parties claiming under it ; and he eontidently 
appetiied to all those who had liad judicial experience of the Lower Provinces 
and the I’resideuey-lovvus ns to whether (lie Hindu Wills Act, by reipiiring 
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probate to be taken out, had not lessened litigation among the class to whitjh it 
applied. 

The only further observation of the hon’ble Member which need now 
lie noticed was that the Council had received no memorials from Native 
asso(^iations upon the subject of the Bill. Several opinions had been received 
from Native gentlemen, most of which were in favour of the measure ; and 
Mii. Stokes thought the absence of niemorials was due to the fact that the 
Native associations in question had no objections to urge. The Bill liad been 
nearly a year before the Native public, and he was much mistaken if the 
managers of those associations, who were both shrewd and watchful, had not 
recognised it as likely to stop useless litigation, to prevent fraud, forgery and 
|)erjury, and (by enabling Native executors and administrators to give good 
titles) to increase the value of property all over the country. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Colvin said that he bad no objection whatever to the 
])roposed delay in passing the Bill, but as a Member of the Select Committee, he 
Avished to say a few words, in order to show that they neither desii’ed to make 
such n^volutionary changes as had been laid to their charge, nor to carry into 
effect such changes as they had recommended without allowing any time for 
their consideration. 

He would point out, in the first place, that the principal innovation which 
the Committee advocated Avas far from being so important as it might apjjcar 
to persons who formed their opinion of it from the Hon’ble Mr. Ho])e’s sjiewh. 
The Bill, no doubt, pmvided that no right ns executor or legatee should he 
established until prohate had been obtained, in cases in which the propiTty 
comprised in a will amounted to more than one thousand rujx’os. liut, a.s a 
matt<?r of fact, he believed that the practice of making wills amongst the Hindu 
(“ommunity was still exceedingly uncommon, lie Avas not speaking of B<‘ugal 
or the Pi’esidency-toAvns of M^ras and Bombay, Avhere the Hindu "W ills Act Avas 
already in operation, and where the Bill, therefore, would make no change Avhat- 
ever. * He was speaking of the country generally; and he thought that it aa ji.s 
within the mark to say that the number of llindii Avills executed throughout 
the r(.‘st of India in any one year would not exceetl a f<‘w hundreds. Th(‘ 
Muhammadans made Avills more frequently ; hut the numher of Avills made hy 
them, Avhich comprised jiroperty exceeding one thousand rupees in value, could 
not he very numerous. To wlmtcA'^er extent thi.s compulsory proA'isiori of the 
Bill did operate, its results could hardly 1 m? other than beneficial; for it provid<*d 
the best safeguards that could be giATm against fraud and mistake, and cnsurc'd 
as far as possible that a testator’s Avishes should be duly executed. 

Then, as regai’ds letters of administration, the taking out of these ha<l 
been left optional. If nothing wdiatever in the nature of h'tters of administra¬ 
tion had hitherto l^een retpiircd in cases of disputed succtission, it might he said 
that to.give this optional poAver was a considerable change. But the Iuaa' over 
the greater part of India already prescribed that in such cases apj>lication must 
be made to the civil Court for a certificate of sutice.ssion by any person desiring 
to cnllect debts due to a deceased person, and declared that nobody should 
he comjx?lled to f)ay such a debt to any person, except on the production of 
such a certificate. The only difference made by the Bill, if it became law, would 
he that instead of a cc'rtificate of succession, letters of administration wmjJd 
probably be applied for in future, as the jK)sition of an administrator would be 
more scMuire and better defined than that of a certificate-holder. The Bill would 
inijjrovc the procedure in such cases, but would introduce no great substantial 
change. 

He did not think that tht?se alterations of the law wert? of such a startling 
nature as liadbeen described. Such as they were, the Connnittee had certainly 
not tried to ttikc the Local Governments and the public by surprise in regard 
to them. The rei)ublication of the Bill had been recommended expressly in 
ord(!r to allow lime for their being understood and considered. Two months 
might not 1x1 sufficient to alloAv of objections being discussed and settled ; but 
two immths aa (;re long enough to show if objections existed which would make 
a turthcr delay in passing the Bill necessary. 
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The Hon’blo Sayyad Ahmad Khan BAHA,uvru said:—" My Lord, I think 
this Bill in its arnendetl form may safely be accepted hy the Council. 
Section 149 of this Bill has clearly provided against all possible inconsistency 
with the Muhammadan substantive law relating to wills, as well as with the 
Jlindu law on the subject. . 

“Section 12, no doubt, is important. It has made the possession of 
j)robato8 and letters of administration compulsory in certain cases. But this 
compulsion and other proceedings provided in the Bill are simply matters of 
])ro<!edure. They do not interfere with the substantive law of the Muhammad¬ 
ans and Hindus. The passing of this Bill will, I am sure, remove all 
uncertainty as to the position of executors and administrators of the proper¬ 
ty of a deceased. 

“ With these remarks I beg to support the Motion.” 

The Hou’ble Mb. Batten said that he understood that the Motion before 
the Council was that the Report of the Select Committee bo taken into 
consideration. It appeared that the Committee recommended that, if no 
representations against the changes now made in the Bill were receive(l within 
the space of two months, the Bill might lx*, passed after the lapse of that period 
at Simla. It seemed to be the hon’ble Mr. Hope’s desire not to oppose, but 
I'atluir to intensify, the Motion before the Council ; that was to say, he wisheiL 
for a more prolonged consideration of the Bill as reported, in fact that there 
should be a period of g(!station of nine mouths before the Council were deli¬ 
vered of it. He should vote for the Report being taken into considerathm. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

BUR^ilA SURVEY BILL. 

The Hon’blo Mb. Rivers Thompson moved that the Report of the 
Select Committee on thci Bill to provide for the demarcation and survey 
of land in British Burma be taken into consideration. He said that tin? 
Report of the ^ Select Committee would show tliat, since this Bill was 
introduced into Council, very few amendnumts had been made in it. The Com- 
inittc^e had been in communication with the Chief Commissioner of tlie 
J’rovince, and at his instance an amendment had been made by the omission of tlie 
j)roviso which was originally attached to section 3. As originally prepaj*ed, the 
luoasure had b<;en drawm for revenue purposes only, and it had been intemded 
that all lauds situated in towns, villages, cantonments or civil stations should he 
(‘xempted from the opt?ration of the Bill; but the Chief Commissioner reported 
that, in many of such places, lands existed wliich %vere liable to assessment of land- 
jcveuue and should be. brought under the provisions of the Bill, which jirovided 
lor the demarcation and surtwy of land. The Committee had, therefore, 
aec^epted the Chief Commissioner’s recommendation to omit the proviso to 
.section 3. As a conseciucmcc, in section 19 words had been added which made 
app<uils from proceedings in connection with boundary-disputes in tlie town 
i>f Rangoon lie to the Recorder of Rangoon and not to the Commissioner. The 
Committee had also made a material amendment in section 18, providing for 
an appeal where the Boundary-ofheer might refuse to take cognizsmee of any 
objection that might be urged before him: in such a case the Committee? 
thought it right that an aj)pcal should lie. He might say that the report 
omitted to mention that the Bill had been published in due course in the 
British Burma Gazette. It had be<;n ascertained, however, from the Chief 
Commissioner, that publication had taken jdace in that Gazette, and there¬ 
fore any objection on that ground would not be tenable. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Rivebs Thompson also moved that the Bill as amended 
be passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 
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MULTAN DISTRICT LAWS BILL. 

The ITon’blo M-k. Stokes introducocl the Bill to declare the law in fortre in 
certain lands annexed to the MnltAn District and moved that it be referred to a 
Selee,t Committee consisting of the Don’blo Mr, Colvin and the Mover. He 
had no remarks to offer. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Uon’ble Mu. Stokes also moved that the Bill be published in the 
Government Gazette, Fanjdb, in English and in such other languages as the 
Locul Government thinks tit. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

VACCINATION BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sayyad Ahmad Khan moved that the Bill for giving power 
to prohibit the practice of inoculation, and to make the vaccination of children 
compulsoi’y in certain Muni<;ipalitips and Cantonments be referred to a Select 
Committee consisting of the lion’hle Messrs. Stokes and Thompson, the Hon’ble 
Maharaja Jotindra Mohan Tagore, and the Hon’hle Messrs. Colvin and Grant 
and the Mover. He said,—“ My Lord, the Vaccination Bill, which I had 
the honour of introducing into the Council on the 30th of Soptemher last, has 
heen published in the Gazette of India, and also in the local Gazettt*8 in English 
as well as in the vernacular languages. The Ixxjal Governments have submitted 
their opinions and those of local otiicere tas to the exjiediency of the jjrojwjsed 
legislation. Some of the Municipal Committees and Societies have commented 
on the measure. All these opinions, remarks and jiapers are now before the 
Couneil. 

“My Lord, on the .first occasion when I advocated in the Council the 
expediency of making vaccination compulsory by legislation I said :—‘ I have 
carefully considered the difliculties which exist in putting such a law ii\to 
practice; and I am aware that there are, some parts of India whiidi have not yet 
reached the stage when the enforcement of such measures would be advisable. 
The 2 )roposed Bill will, therefore, iu»t be generally comjmlsory^ It is not meant 
to be applicable to those parts of India which possess locral legislatures, and its 
operation will be confined to sueli municijialities and military cantonments in 
British India as the Local Governments in their discretion deem fit to jilace 
under the proposed law.’ I fm’ther remarked that the object of the pro¬ 
posed Bill was to provide a law to enable tin; Local Governments of those Ih’ov- 
inces, which do not possess their own legislatures, to make vaccination com- 
pulsoiy in such 2 )laces as they consider fit for the promulgation of such a law. 
1 am glad to find that the opinions hitherto re?c(‘ived from various quarters 
support my views; since some of the municipalities and cantonments are*, 
declared by the local authorities to be prepared to accept comj)ul8ory vaccination, 
whUd others are represented as less advanced, and not in such a state as to admit 
of*such a law being safely enforced. The ■ difference of opinions among the 
various local oiKcers in regard to the ex 2 )edioncy of rendering vaccination com¬ 
pulsory is due to the variety of local cmjumstances which I had in view when 
framing the Bill now before the Council. 

“ My Lord, thtj legislation which 1 have proposed meets the objiictions of 
those who oppo.se it, and the wishes of those who suijportit; since one of the 
most essential features of the Bill is that its adoption is jiermissive. If the 
Bill is referred to a Scle(‘t Committee, I shall ho glad to adojit any alterations 
which the Select Commiftt^e may consider nece.ssary, in a(«?ordance Avitli Dr. 
C’unningham’s suggestions, to restrict the j)ower of the Local Governments in 
respect of enforcing the proposf‘d law. 

“ My Lord, it has heen said, as a reason against the passing of the Bill, that 
vaccination is gradually spreading, and that the i)rejudice8 of the people against 
it arc giving way to the; htmeficial influence exercised by local officers. The state¬ 
ment, ray Lord, on whic;h this argument is based is no doubt correct; but I may 
he yiermitted t<j say that the circumstance, far from furnishing an argument 
against the Bill, strongly supyiorts its policy. Even the gi’eatest opponents of the 
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proposed legislation do not maintain that the object in view is not desirable. The 
strongcist argument against the proposed law is that there are still many amongst 
the i)eople of this country who look upon vaccination either as unnecessary or 
objectionable. But in a matter of this kind the discussion resolves itself into 
tlie simple question, whether the indifference or opposition of a part of the com¬ 
munity should be allowed to deprive the wliole community of advantages wliieh 
tlie tmths of science and the conclusions of actual experience have made un¬ 
deniable. 

“ My Lord, I am myself a Native of India, brought up under the same 
social cirtsumstances and prt?judices as those of ray countrymen whose voice is 
raised against th(5 proposed legislation. And at my time of life, my Lord, 1 
lioj)e I may confidently escape the imputation of arrogance in saying that I have 
liv('d long enough amongst my countrymen to have obtained a familiar insight . 
into the laws whitjh regulate their ftielings and prejudices. I can emphatically 
say that the hatred whitih once existed against vaccination is a thing of the past, 
at least in the more advanced parts of British India. The opposition to vacci¬ 
nation, wherever it (exists, is due cither to the manner in which some of tlni 
underlings of the dei)ai’tment conduct themselves, or to defects of system. Such 
being my views, I liave no hesitation in saying that, if the causes of the opposi- 
ti(m are removed by introducing better organization and more effectiA’e supervi¬ 
sion, by jjroviding facilities and by obtaining the co-operation of influential 
native gcintlemen, vaccination will become more popular every day. But this 
result cannot be achieved without a legislative, measure such as I have ventured 
to propose. 

“ The highest castes of llindiis have ac(5epte,d vat!cination. Tliere is a mc^mo- 
rial in favor of the Bill Ixjfore the Council sent up by forty-eight of the most 
i-espectable Hindu citizens of the anciemt city of Beiuires, a place which in the 
eyes of ortliodox Hindus is still unsurpassed in sanctity and religious learning. 
To those forty-eight names 1 may be allowed to add that of BajA Shimbhfi Narain 
Singh Bahddur, a gentleman of great influence and high position in that city, 
and a Brahmin by caste. In a communication addressed to me he has strongly 
supported the policy of the Bill, and has expressed his wish that it may pass 
into law. It is'true, as has been lu'ged by some of the opponents of the Bill, 
that there are still in India many tom])les (jonsocrated to the worship of Mdtd- 
Debl, the goddess of small-pox, and that large numbers of people resort to 
tlu;se plac<>8 of worship. But I feel sure that vaccination has never been 
regarded as interfering with the worship of this goddtjss or any of the cere- 
moni<;s connected with it. The parents of vaccinated children perform the cere¬ 
monies of worshij)ping M&td-Dohl Avithout the smallest feeling that a resort to 
the prophylactie against the disease in any way interferes with their religion. 

“ My Lord, I must confess I was in no small degree surprised when I read 
the speech of the President of the Anjumdn-i-PanjAb and the communication 
which he has made to the Coimcil. He seems to think that the natives of 
India wore not aware of the source from which the vaccine lymph was taken, 
and that Hr. Cunningham’s Sanitary Primer and the Bill now before the 
Council liavc, for the first time, supplied the information to the people. On 
this statement he has based his argument that the people will consider vacci¬ 
nation as interfering AA'ith their caste-prejuditses. 

“ My Lord, I am not aware that the Govt^rnraent, in adopting its earliest 
measures to introduce vaccanation, ever made a seci’et of the source from which 
the vaccine matter is drawn. I feel (jonfident that it was never a secret to the 
people, nor ever regarded as doing injury to caste. On the contraiy, inocula¬ 
tion was not unknown, in India. It was called chhopa, while vaccination has 
cA'^er since its introduction reemved the name of gau-thtm-ttiilat which, literally 
translated, means cow-udder-small-TOx. The name itself suggests the source 
from whidh the lymph was obtained, and there is, therefore, little foundation for 
the proposition that Dr. Cunningham’s Sanitary Primer or the present Bill 
have, for the first time, enlightened the people upon the subject. I am in 
possession of two treatises upon the subject published by Hr. Pearson in the 
Hindi and Urdd languages in 1867, and intended for public distribution. 
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wliich furiiisli minute infoimation as to the source from which the vaeeiue- 
lymph is ohtaincd. 

“ I stiould hare dwelt more upon this point had I not felt that a full answer 
to Hie objection is to he found in a sentence which His Honour the Lieutenant- 
(loAeruor of the J^nnjah has recorded with regard to the Society’s argument. 
His Honour ohstu'ves :— 


“ ‘ There is one point which is not noticed by the Society, and which lias a practical heariii|^ 
on vaccination, namely, that a child o£ the at which vaccination is practised on it is not, 
according to Hindu law, liable to ceremonial impurity, and, therefore, even though vaccine may 
be impure to Hindus, the child would not be made impure by it.' 

“!My Jjord, the practice of vaccination has gained footing in some 
native States also. 1 can speak of two Hindii States in the Panjab. The his¬ 
tory of Patiala, written hy its abh? luinisler, informs us that vaccination u as 
introduced in the State in the Hindii year 1933, corresponding with the year 
1870. The late Mahariija had his own son vaccinati^d, and all the young 
ehildreii of the Minister’s faniilv were also vaccinated. I have trustworthv 
information that, in the State of Patiala, no hiss than oo.OlS children won’! 


vaccinated in three years. Similarly, in the State of Kajiurthala no less than 
4,394 children were vaccinated in line yt'ar. 

■ “My Jyord, I now come to another imjxirtant subji^ct connected with the 
Bill, namely, the prohibition of inoculation. Tlie majority of opinions which 
have been rccidved are in favour of prohibitive provisions in this ri^spect. 
When one member of a family is inoc'ulated, otlu'rs are also obliginl to uiuhu’go 
the operation as a protective measure; and the aiipearance of sinall-])ox is its 
necessary consequence. The reasons for prohibiting inoculation make it all t he; 
more necessary that every measure should be ado])ted to make vaccination 
prevalent; for the State should not deprive the jieojile of one remedy without 
supplying facilities for adojiting a better and a more cfllcacious substitute. 

“My Lord, I do not wish to take U]) the time of the Council in dwidling 
upon the provisions of the Bill. They appear in the Bill itself, and will be fully 
consiflered, with reference to the valuable ojiininns that have been received, if 
the Bill is referred to a Select Committee. But 1 wish to mention tlu* prin¬ 
ciples wdiich have been promiumit in my mind in framing thei Bill. I hav«* 
endeavoured to make its jirovisions as siinjilc as ])o.ssihle, to provide fain’litics for 
their being carried out, to avoid everything likely to give oifence to the feelings 
of the people, and lastly, to encourage, as far as possible, tlu; eo-opi'ratiou of 
Nativ'e gentlemen in giving effect to provisions of the [inijioscd law. 

“ My Lord, no one can hold strong<>r vii'ws than 1 do, that no mcasuiv; 
relating to the welfare of the public should lx; ado})tcd by the State, without 
due regard to the f(;(;lings of t hose; to whom the measure relates. '\V'hat(;veT 
my own personal ojnnions might have been, 1 should not havt; ventured to si'i'k 
the passing of a legislative measure like the one now under consideration, if 1 
haxl felt that it would raise tlie opposition of the raasse.s of the people of India, 
or Uiat it would involve evils whi<*h would outweigh tlu* advantag(;s which can 
be expected from it. But the tendercst regard to the ]>rejudi(;e8 of the peoph* 
does not prohibit the jiroposed legislation. The British rule in India has, for 
is guiding principles, the alleviation of human suffering and the jiroteetiou of 
the weak and the ht'lpless. Thosi; piinciples have abolished the sacritice of 
human lives at the altar of superstition, and put an cffr;(;tive check upon female 
infanticide. Who can deny that those evils were time-honoured institutions, 
and had become fixed habits of a portion of the populat ion of India ? Wlm 
can maintain that the State w’^as not justified in adopting decisive measures to 
remove tho.se evils ? Who can maintiiin that the State in adopting those mea¬ 


sures sided in opposition to the principles of hileration or humanity ? And, 
my Lord, I feel thsit in advocating the measure now befoi’c the Council, I am 
luit asking the legislature to act contrai’y to the pi*in<;iplcs ujion which it has 
always acted. 1 am not asking the lc‘gislature to interfere with the religious 
prejudices of the people. 1 am not sixiking the abolition of any of their tirne- 
Vionoured customs. I arn asking the legislature to interfere in a'lnattcr which, 
to thousands oi innocent and helpless children, is a matter of life and death. 
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I feel that I am advocating the cause of humanity against the indifference of 
the majority, and th(5 vague and unfounded prejudices of a limited section of 
the population. The ravages of small-pox are not now involved in uncertainty. 
They are tferrihle hoth in their extent and their regularity. An instalment of a 
hundred thousand human lives is paid every year to the malady, and, my 
liOrd, in view of this awful fact, I must confess that I find it difficult to con¬ 
ceive how any vague apprcdiensions of o])position, or the existence of unfounded 
prejudices, can have greater weight than the absolutely c(?rtain fact of the 
enormous loss of human life which the absence of a well-organized system of 
compulsory vae'eination involves. The British rule, to whose guardianship the 
lives of millions arc entrusted, has aUvays felt itself c-alled upon to adopt mea¬ 
sures for preventing the loss of human life, and I feel that the legislation pro¬ 
posed by m(?, if sanctioned by the legislatun*., would only be an addition to the 
numerous instances of the policy of humanity which the British Buie in India i 
has always pursued. 

“ My Lord, I move that the Bill be referred to a Sedeed Committee consist¬ 
ing of the Hon’ble Messrs. Stokes and Thomj)son, the Hon’ble MahurAjd 
Jotfndra Mohan Tagore, and the Uon’ble Messrs. Colvin and Grant and the 
Mover.” 

The TTon’ble Mb. Grant said it was not without diffidence that he 
took it upon himself to oppose, in a question affecting the life and habits of 
the i)eople, a gentleman who was himself a native of India, and whoso opinion 
must command special w'eight owing to the prestige attaching to his dis¬ 
tinguished (iareer and character. In demurring to his authority, Mb. Grant 
fidt that he was laying hirasedf open to the charge—one not unfrequently made 
against Anglo-Indian officials—of being more conservative than those whose 
interc'sts they sought to guard. But to that charges there was a r(^ply which, 
if not altogether pleasant or satisfactory, was at lenst significant; and that was 
that, although the hon’ble mover of the Bill and those who thought with him 
might undoubtedly claim to represent the enlightemmmt and the intelligence of 
the t;ountry, whilst those who differed from him must admit that they were 
held back by tbe luejudiee and superstition of the masses, yet unfortunately 
these latter made up by far the largc'r constituency of the two ; and, howover 
much the Council might regret their existence, they certainly could not afford 
to overlook or disregard them. 

These were of course mere general propositions, and it might fairly 
enough bo. argued that in the Bill now before the Council the danger of 
ignorant opposition had beim foreseen ; and with that very object its 
operation had been limited to large towns, the population of which was 
presumably more enlightened and advanced than that of the countiy gener¬ 
ally. He believed such an impression to be an entirely mistaken one. IJufor- 
tunatcly, it was from the larger towns and from the wealthier classes— 
whether because they wc'rc more ind(*pendent in means and character, ov better 
versed in what they believed to b(^ the requirements of th(*ir religion Uia.n 
villagers—that most opj)osition had been experienced to tin; extension of vacci¬ 
nation. Probably all who had bc^cn coiic(;rned in promoting the cause of vacci¬ 
nation throughout the country would bear Mr. Grant out in this asstirtion ; 
but, indeed, ample evidcm(!C in its support was forthcoming, if it were need(;d, 
in the jiapers now before the Counc;il. Thus, he found that the Chief Commis¬ 
sioner of the Central Provinces wrote— 

'' In the Central Provinces, at all events, opposition to vaccination comes more from the 
well-to-do classes than from the poorer, who form the bulk of the population j and it seems 
to the Chief Commissioner questionable policy to frame a law which will place the higher 
classes in opposition.” 

And again— 

“ On this analogy most Teluctsincc to vaccination would be experienced in towns, and the 
Chief Commissioner believes that considerable sections of the town-population would very muoh 
resent a law which will necessarily interfere with their domestic relations.”
